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ADDRESS OF JOHN F. FITZGERALD, MAYOR 
OF “BOSTON, TO THE CITY COUNCIL. 


Gentlemen of the City Council,— To-day marks 
the completion of the third year of my adminis- 
tration. The members of your honorable body, 
with the exception of your recently elected fellow 
member, Mr. James A. Watson, are reasonably 
familiar with the varied tasks and duties which, 
during my term of office thus far, have devolved 
upon me as chief magistrate of the city. Permit 
me, at this time, to express to you my sincere 
appreciation of the spirit of cooperation which has 
characterized your honorable body in the perform- 
ance of our common duties. In entering upon 
this fourth year of my term as chief magistrate, 
I find it gratifying to look back over the record 
of the past three years. To enter into a detailed 
statement of the things accomplished is not my 
purpose; the mere enumeration of them making a 
list too long for consideration in a limited time. I 
deem it imperative, however, that I should render 
to the gentlemen of the City Council a general and 
succinct statement of the city’s financial condition, 
with such observations as seem proper at this 
particular time. 

A glance at the financial statement in the ap- 
pendices will show a gratifying decrease in the debt 
issued for purely city, county and water purposes. 
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The only increase has been in the Rapid Transit 
Debt, and as this debt is liquidated by payments 
from the public service corporations using the sub- 
ways it can be eliminated from the burden which 
the citizens are called upon to bear. Our borrow- 
ing capacity for the present year amounts to the 
very generous sum of $4,136,490.67. It is my belief 
that we should make an early start in the consider- 
ation of the many and varied problems that this 
money is available for so that the present genera- 
tion, for whom this money is wisely set aside, may 
be able to partake of the blessings which may be 
provided through its expenditure. 


PUBLIC HEALTH. 


The first consideration of the chief executive of 
a city should be the health of those committed 
to his care. While everything which could have 
been desired has not been found possible of im- 
mediate accomplishment, the work of the Health 
Department during the past year has been con- 
spicuously energetic, with the result that the health 
of the city is better guarded now than it has been 
at any previous time in its history. The number 
of sanitary inspectors has been increased from 
seventeen in 1910 to thirty-four, thus securing 
greater efficiency by the creation of smaller in- 
spection districts. The work of milk inspection 
has been placed in the hands of a trained veteri-: 
narian, and a division of child hygiene has been 
organized and has just completed the most ex- 
haustive physical examination of school children 
ever made by any city. This division has, during 
the past summer, through a corps of trained 
nurses, effected a notable reduction in infant mor- 
tality. Another corps of nurses has not only 
acted as a safeguard against the ravages of con- 
tagious diseases, but has saved the city thousands 
of dollars which would otherwise be spent in the 
construction and the maintenance of costly hospi- 
tals. The City Hospital has completed many 
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notable improvements, among them the fireproofing 
of the administration building and the medical and 
surgical pavilions, for which an appropriation of 
$60,000 was made; $24,000 has been spent for the 
maintenance of the X-Ray Clinic and the Ortho- 
pedic Department; the mortuary building has been 
enlarged and improved at an expense of $37,000, 
and electrical machinery has been installed in 
addition to the wiring and fireproofing of the 
engine room at a cost of $50,000. In two of the 
buildings an automatic sprinkler system has been 
installed and plans have been made for the further 
extension of the system to other portions of the 
hospital. The ambulance service has been im- 
proved by the addition of auto ambulances, and it 
is intended to replace the horse-drawn vehicles 
as rapidly as possible. In proportion to popula- 
tion, Boston has done more for the checking of 
tuberculosis than any other city in the world. A 
distinct advance in this work will be marked by 
the erection of a children’s hospital, now under 
way, for which $50,000 was appropriated last year, 
while the Second Ward building, which is to provide 
for women able to be out of doors, has been com- 
pleted at a cost of $100,000. The establishment 
of convenience stations throughout the city under 
appropriations totaling $100,000 is another evidence 
of an enlightened policy in the field of sanitation. 


PLAYGROUNDS AND RECREATION. 


It is with a full appreciation of the value of 
recreation, not only as the basis of health but for 
its beneficent effect upon the morals of the com- 
munity, that I have consistently and _ steadily 
promoted the establishment of new playgrounds in 
various sections of the city. That conduct only is 
praiseworthy which hastens the time when every 
man able and willing to work shall be rewarded for 
his labor, not only with a loaf of bread but with 
hours of fruitful leisure. Daily life for all the 
people should be made decent, rational and pro- 
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gressive. The list of playgrounds which have been 
provided for, constructed or repaired during the 
recent administration is a long one. It includes 
playgrounds in East Boston, Charlestown, South 
End, Roxbury Crossing district, Mt. Ida district, 
Forest Hills, Dorchester and Brighton. The ac- 
ceptance of Governor’s Island from the National 
Government and the grading and the planting of 
its surface will, when the new wharf is_ built, 
convert this historic site into a _ harbor play- 
ground with possibilities scarcely excelled by those 
of Belle Isle, at Detroit. I have also im- 
pressed upon the Metropolitan Park Commissioners 
and the public generally the importance of a 
more extended use of the Charles River Basin. 
Improvements in line with my recommendations 
may be expected. All-the-year-round baths and 
gymnasiums have been opened at Paris street, 
East Boston, and Curtis Hall, Jamaica Plain, and 
a similar establishment will soon be opened in 
Charlestown; while the South Boston municipal 
building and gymnasium is nearing completion. 
The L Street bath has been remodeled and ex- 
tended; a new beach bath opened at Freeport 
street, Dorchester, and a new brick bath house 
has been erected at Dewey Beach, Charlestown. 
Under the general head of recreation, attention is 
called to the zoological garden at Franklin Park, 
where the bears and the birds already attract 
thousands daily, and to the aquarium at Marine 
Park, which has become an object of the keenest 
interest for recreation seekers from all parts of the 
metropolitan city. The “safe and sane’? Fourth 
received a strong impetus from my efforts in 1910, 
and the public celebration of all the holidays this 
year was placed in charge of a special director and 
an advisory committee of citizens, a change that 
has been widely commended. 

The public celebration of Christmas and New 
Year’s under the direction of the city officials was 
an interesting event of the year just past. The 
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success of this new form of celebration was so com- 
plete as to warrant the hope that it will become 
a permanent feature of our city life. Fifty thou- 
sand persons gathered on Boston Common around 
an immense tree, illuminated with thousands of 
electric lights, and enjoyed a Yuletide concert and 
choral singing by members of the various church 
choirs. 


TRANSPORTATION AND TRAFFIC. 


For years past I have given much thought to the 
question of transportation and the circulation of 
trafic. The effect upon the development of the 
city as a whole and of particular sections is 
well known. I have been particularly interested in 
the development of the Park square section, and 
have constantly advocated the extension of Arling- 
ton street in a broad sweep from Castle square 
to the Charles River Basin. Only part of this 
plan has been realized; but the signs of life visi- 
ble in a district that has remained stagnant and 
almost deserted for a number of years offer encour- 
agement to those who believe that Boston is not 
doomed forever to the task of trying to transact, 
as Mayor Collins said, all its business on one 
square mile of territory. The bills for the widen- 
ing and the extension of Pleasant street and Avery 
street furnish further evidence of a constructive 
policy in the improvement of this section of the 
city. The widening of St. James avenue, which 
would connect Copley square and Park square by a 
magnificent boulevard, is an improvement calling 
for serious consideration. In the meantime, the 
suburban districts have been by no means neglected 
as is shown by such street improvements as those 
on Norfolk street, Dorchester; Old Colony road, 
South Boston; Harvard avenue, Brighton; Union 
Park street, and many others. At the recent 
state election the voters of the city accepted by a 
large majority an act passed by the Legislature 
last year which provides for the expenditure of 
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$2,500,000 for the laying out, widening, exten- 
sion and construction of new streets, the amount 
to be expended in any one year being limited 
to $500,000. Under the provisions of the act, 60 
per cent of the amount available each year must 
be expended exclusively on the construction of 
streets in the suburban sections of the city. 
Besides laying out a program for surface com- 
munication I have strongly supported the move- 
ment for subway extension, with the result that the 
most reasonable expectations have been realized. 
The Dorchester Subway, the subway to Harvard 
square, the West End extension of the East Boston 
Tunnel and the Boylston Street Subway are now 
approved even by the near-sighted persons who 
objected to them in the beginning. New elevated 
stations at Rowe’s Wharf, at Dover Street, and at 
Green street, Jamaica Plain, with the multitude 
of new surface lines, transfer privileges, improve- 
ments in the night service, and extra ticket 
takers for theater patrons, demonstrate a keen 
interest on the part of the city’s chief magis-. 
trate in the details of the great system which 
allows a half million people a day to pass with- 
out undue congestion through the narrow streets 
of Boston. With a view to making possible the 
opening of thoroughfares and boulevards, where 
needed, without excessive cost, I have secured 
the passage by the Legislature of the so-called 
Excess Condemnation Act, which was afterwards 
approved by the voters of the Commonwealth. 
This measure, it is confidently expected, will 
make possible the cutting of a great highway 
from the North to the South Station, an im- 
provement long desired by the teaming interests; 
or permit the construction of the streets which 
have been recently proposed connecting Harvard 
Bridge with the North Station and by a south- 
ward extension of Cambridge street making the 
connection with Scollay square. It also offers a 
solution of the problem of our congested business 
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district by providing for a new main traffic artery 
to extend from Huntington avenue, at Exeter 
street, to Franklin street, as proposed by Mr. 
Laurence Minot in a recent address before the 
Massachusetts Real Estate Exchange. Nor have 
problems of local transportation alone claimed 
my attention. On the water side new connec- 
tions have been secured through the establish- 
ment of the Hamburg line of steamers from 
Boston, and should the projected lines between 
Boston and Norway, the Texas and other lines, 
be secured during the coming year a record will 
be made in our port development. The creation of 
a board of directors with an adequate appropria- 
tion for carrying out the work of port develop- 
ment was in compliance with my frequently 
repeated demands for the appointment of a dock 
board. 


PUBLIC SAFETY. 


The safety of the city, owing to the all too 
large number of houses of frame construction, 
has always been a subject of grave concern. With 
_the danger of fire in mind, I have constantly argued 
against the erection of ‘‘three deckers’’ without 
proper safeguards in residential districts, and have 
at least succeeded in creating a wholesome public 
sentiment against them. My attempts by means 
of legislation to reduce the fire hazard in these 
sections have resulted in the appointment of a 
Metropolitan Fire Hazard Commission, whose 
recent report embodied the suggestions I had 
advanced for reforms. To supplement the pre- 
ventive measures proposed, I have given my 
~ attention to the installation of auto fire apparatus 
and to the development of a high pressure fire 
system, which not only affords a greater protection» 
to the business district but will, to some extent, 
release apparatus for the residential quarters. <A 
new fire station has been built at Oak square, 
Brighton; the new fire boat is doing a splendid 
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service, and a system of mutual aid has been 
developed and put into operation among the 
cities and towns in the metropolitan district. 
Seven new auto fire trucks and four chiefs’ autos 
have been added to the equipment of the Fire 
Department and are now in active operation in 
the outlying sections of the city. The fire alarm 
service has been greatly improved, and 118 new 
fire alarm boxes have been installed in different 
sections of the city where they were most needed; 
and the School Committee has been asked to 
cooperate in directing the public to the location 
of all fire alarm boxes by means of exercises in 
the schools. 

During the past year the community was 
shocked by the collapse of several buildings under 
construction, resulting in the serious injury of work- 
men employed on them. A rigid investigation into 
the causes of these accidents has resulted in the 
preparation of an ordinance designed to prevent 
the construction of buildings by incompetent or 
inexperienced persons. With the passage of that 
ordinance by the City Council, in a new draft, last 
Monday, no person may engage in the erection of 
buildings until his knowledge of building construc- 
tion has been demonstrated, and he has been licensed 
by the Building Commissioner. In the Building 
Department the number of inspectors has been 
increased, and a system of fees introduced which 
makes the department to some extent self-sup- 
porting. Just as soon as the money is available, 
the Building Commissioner will carry out the 
recommendations contained in the recent report 
of the Finance Commission on this department. 
These include the appointment of a construction 
engineer familiar with modern steel and reinforced 
concrete construction, and of a supervisor of 
construction and an assistant. A further recom- 
mendation provides that hereafter all appointees 
from the Civil Service lists shall be personally 
examined by the Building Commissioner as to their 
qualifications and practical experience. 
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EDUCATION. 


As a graduate of the Boston public schools I 
have interested myself in educational questions, 
laying strong emphasis on the practical side of 
school work. The present superintendent, Dr. Dyer, 
is in sympathy with my views on industrial and 
vocational training, especially in the establishment 
of continuation schools and part time schools for 
working boys and girls up to the age of eighteen. 
It was in pursuance of this policy that the evening 
Commercial High School in Dorchester was estab- 
lished at my suggestion. Motion picture outfits 
should be installed in schools of the different sec- 
tions of the city. Geography, history and other 
studies can be much more effectively taught in 
motion pictures than in any other way. Through 
the proposed installation of motion picture appa- 
ratus the people could be taught the value of 
mental and bodily development. ‘The pictures 
could show schools at work, nurses among the 
poor, bathing facilities of the city, gymnastic 
events, bad housing conditions, disease, danger 
of bad milk, and impurities in food products. 

Social centers, established this year upon my 
petition of last year, should be increased in number 
so that every section of the city may have the 
benefit of them. In cooperation with the School 
Committee there has been developed a program 
of lectures, concerts, club meetings, discussions 
and similar exercises, which will give the citizens 
access, out of the regular school hours, to splendid 
buildings, the restriction of which to the use of 
children during a short period of the day has 
always been to progressive thinkers a puzzle and 
a reproach. 

School halls and buildings should be the theaters 
of the people. Dramatic performances of the 
best kind should be encouraged among school 
children. The Shakespearean performances of 
the Ben Greet Company show that it is possible 
to present the great dramas without elaborate 
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scenery. I think the time is coming when the 
study of classical plays will take the form of stage 
presentation. 

The movement for a well merited increase in 
teachers’ salaries received from the outset my 
hearty support. As regards the general subject 
of education I am assured that the framers of 
the school curriculum will in future give a larger 
recognition to the Spanish language, which is the 
means of communication with more than three- 
fourths of the people dwelling to the south of this 
country on the American continent. With the 
opening of the Panama Canal, the port of Boston 
will occupy a powerful position with relation to 
the enormous trade possibilities certain to result 
in the commercial and industrial development of 
South America. The nearness of that event 
emphasizes the immediate necessity of a vigorous 
policy on the part of the school authorities with 
regard to the teaching of the Spanish and the 
Portuguese languages. 

The educational value of the public library 
is generally recognized and our Boston library 
is becoming more and more an adjunct to the 
school system and other agencies of instruction. 
As a means for spreading this propaganda of en- 
lightenment the branch library is highly regarded. 
During my administration five such branch libra- 
ries have been provided; namely, those in Jamaica 
Plain, North End, Charlestown, East Boston and 
South Boston. Additional branch libraries should 
be established so that people who cannot afford 
the time or carfare to visit the central library may 
have proper facilities for securing information. 
This year it is my intention to urge the construc- 
tion of branch libraries in the Faneuil and Andrew 
square districts. 


WORK TO BE ACCOMPLISHED. 


The immediate instruments which any head of 
a great city must use to carry out his plans are 
the city departments. At the beginning of my 
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term I found a lack of co-ordination, and in 
some cases a certain degree of friction due to 
the splitting up of the city work among a great 
number of departments. One of the first acts 
of my administration was the consolidation of 
the engineering, street and water departments, so 
that all matters relating to street work, sanita- 
tion, sewers, water supply, bridges, ferries, the 
removal of refuse, and engineering problems 
come under the control of a single officer who 
must be an engineer in good standing. For more 
than a year I have advocated a similar con- 
solidation of the park and recreation departments. 
The ordinance affecting this merger has_ just 
passed the City Council. In my own office there 
has been placed a bureau of information, which 
serves as a clearing house for the thousand and 
one complaints that pour in upon the chief 
magistrate, and offers a convenient means for 
the investigation of such matters as are brought 
up in the town meetings which I organized, or 
the meetings of the local improvement societies, 
in which I am a firm believer. 

A finely conceived plan for the improvement 
and the ornamentation of Copley square is now 
before you. This, I know, will receive your most 
serious consideration, and I hope for the fullest 
investigation and a final solution of this problem. 

With a desire of providing a fitting memo- 
rial to one of Boston’s greatest sons, the City 
Council, on my recommendation, has appro- 
priated $20,000 for a monument to Wendell 
Phillips. A most fascinating scheme of the Art 
Commission for the creation of a mall on the 
Charles street side of the Public Garden with 
recesses for statues of famous men is now awaiting 
your endorsement. 

Among the public buildings which will testify 
to the progressive character of the present admin- 
istration, the most conspicuous will be the City 
Hall Annex. It will house a number of departments 
now scattered in rented quarters in different parts 
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of the city, and will provide decent accommoda- 
tions for others which are now occupying cramped, 
unsanitary and out of the way rooms in the 
old City Hall. It is also proposed as part of a 
general architectural scheme for the improvement 
of the City Hall property to prepare plans for an 
office building wing, which will also provide head- 
quarters for Station 2, to be erected on the site of 
the Registry of Deeds. This new wing would pro- 
vide additional floor space equal to about one- 
half of the City Hall extension now under construc- 
tion, and would accommodate several departments 
as yet not properly provided for. 

A municipal building in South Boston will soon 
be completed and a similar building is about to 
be erected in the crowded section of Ward 7. The 
completion of the district court and police station 
in East Boston, which was begun by Mayor Hib- 
bard, has also devolved upon the present adminis- 
tration. ‘These municipal buildings, including halls 
for public meetings, gymnasiums, shower baths, 
and branch libraries, cannot fail to be powerful 
correctives of the evils that follow the congestion 
of the tenement districts, while at the same time 
they will serve as a forum for the consideration 
of questions of local and general interest. 

With the building of the Cambridge bridge a 
new standard was set up for bridge construction 
in this city. I have always recognized the im- 
portance of suitable treatment of these neces- 
sary structures and have procured appropriations 
for new bridges over the Mystic river and Chelsea 
creek, and have cooperated with the Metropolitan 
officials in furthering the plans of Mr. Larz Ander- 
son for a bridge to be erected in memory of his 
father over the Charles river between Harvard 
College and the Stadium. 

Recognizing that the city is the largest em- 
ployer of labor within its own borders, I have 
considered the question of wages from the point 
of view of modern progressive ideas. I have 
favored the union scale for mechanics and laborers 
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and a standardization of wages, as far as may be, 
for employees in the different departments; and 
it is my intention to put the laborers in the city 
service on a $2.50 per day basis in a very short 
time. 

In common with everyone conversant with the 
situation, I am aware that the cities and towns 
of the metropolitan district are working at cross 
purposes in many matters, and in others, simply 
because of a lack of a few trifling links which would 
bring them into sympathetic activity, are wasting 
energy and resources. I have repeatedly pointed out 
the absurdity of twenty different fire departments 
for as many neighboring cities and towns which 
are really part of one greater city, with no more 
distinction among its divisions and no less risk of 
the spread of a conflagration than exists among the 
sections of a single large city. A metropolitan 
plan, which would provide for local initiative 
and satisfy local pride, while effecting the desired 
results, has not yet been evolved. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


While we have made tremendous advances in 
material prosperity during the past half century, 
the gain has been far greater in the mental and 
moral perspective of the average citizen. Con- 
ditions that satisfied the ordinary citizen of twenty- 
five years ago would not be tolerated now. We 
have become a nation of thinking men and women 
who demand real development, who will not be 
satisfied with half-way measures. The fact that 
the majority of the people are but half educated, 
that tens of thousands are half fed, that thousands 
of children are without playground space and com- 
pelled to play in streets crowded with automobiles 
running like locomotives, that widows left with 
eroups of children must go out to work for a 
pittance with nobody to look out for those left at 
home,—these are facts which are familiar to all of 
us and the consideration of them must be humane. 
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It is nonsense to say that the poverty which exists 
in a big city like ours, for which the individual 
who suffers is not responsible, is not under the 
control of society, and we, as public officials, must 
recognize our obligations in the matter. 

At the present time there is in force a laborers’ 
pension act passed by the Legislature of 1911, 
under the provisions of which it is possible to retire, 
on half pay, common laborers who are seventy 
years of age, or from sixty to seventy years of 
age, if incapacitated. Feeling that the present 
act was not broad enough in its scope, as 1t applies 
to common laborers only, an amended pension bill 
has been, at my request, presented to the Legis- 
lature this year. The amendments proposed will 
make it possible to retire the skilled laborers, 
mechanics and craftsmen in the city labor service, 
in addition to those laborers now provided for. 
The terrors of unemployment can be best reme- 
died by insurance, while pensions should be granted 
to widows with families. In passing upon the 
innumerable petitions for salary increases, which 
every mayor receives, I have kept in mind the 
increased cost of living, which falls upon the city 
employee as well as the citizens in general, and 
while I have striven to avoid an excessive generosity 
I have leaned toward a liberal rather than a par- 
simonious policy, always with the rights of the 
taxpayer in mind, as the tax rate of $16.40 on the 
thousand shows. 

Buildings for social activity, to be known as 
the people’s clubhouses or social centers, should 
be built in every section of the city. These 
buildings should also be the headquarters for the 
different city officials in particular sections. At 
the present time, building, sanitary, health, police, 
fire, plumbing, medical and other officials enter 
the houses in the various parts of the city, and 
though their work is inter-related there is not such 
harmony as should characterize the work of officials 
responsible to a common employer. Because of 
this inter-relation it is important that the agencies 
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dealing with the public business should be care- 
fully co-ordinated. All the agencies which the 
city employs should be closely related to one 
another. All the work of the city should be woven 
into an harmonious whole. Employment agencies 
maintained at slight public expense could be estab- 
lished in these people’s clubhouses. I am _ also 
heartily in favor of a free legal aid bureau and 
shall do all I can to establish one. The charter 
should be amended so that each particular section 
should be represented in the City Council and the 
School Committee. A membership of twelve in 
each body would do this, and one official from 
each body should be compelled to be in attend- 
ance two hours an evening, two evenings a week, 
and on one afternoon a week for three hours. 
There should also be open district meetings once 
a month for general discussion, at which these two 
officials should be present. In this way it would 
be possible for the people of each community to 
keep in close touch with city affairs, not only for 
the purpose of making complaint, but offering 
suggestions in regard to the many and varied 
problems that concern each neighborhood. 


CONCLUSION. 


It may be asked whether, in the prosecution of 
a comprehensive scheme of municipal development 
such as I have undertaken, I have not rushed 
ahead without regard for the responsibilities im- 
posed upon me as the controller of the municipal 
treasury. The official figures, however, which are 
readily obtainable do not justify the suspicion of 
extravagance. The tax rates have been ten cents 
lower than those of the previous administration, 
and the city tax rate has been lower during the 
past three years than in any previous year back 
to 1904. The debt situation shows a remarkable 
change; the increase has been moderate as com- 
pared with that of most of my _ predecessors. 
During the years 1902, 1903, 1904 and 1905, 
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for example, the debt never increased less than 
$4,000,000 in any single year, and in one year 
rose to nearly $7,000,000. Under the _ present 
administration the debt issued for city, county 
and water purposes shows a decrease for the 
three years passed amounting to $678,730.53. This 
is, I believe, the first time in the history of the 
city when this has been achieved. One reason for 
this is that I have carried to an unprecedented 
extent the so-called ‘‘pay as you go” policy. 
The low tax rate becomes all the more credit- 
able when we consider that during the last 
three years the city has expended out of the 
tax levy over $1,300,000 for land and _ build- 
ings for schools, every cent of which would 
in former administrations have been provided 
by loans. The City Hall Annex, representing 
an expenditure of $800,000, will be built from 
tax money, and a list of improvements of 
like nature, for all of which the city would 
formerly have borrowed the necessary funds, 
foots up the striking total of $3,600,000 in less 
than three years; furthermore, we begin the 
coming year with a balance of $500,000. These 
items include such substantial and varied public 
conveniences as streets, libraries, playgrounds, 
municipal buildings, cemeteries, baths, sewers, san- 
itary stations, ferry landings, and a ferryboat, fire 
houses and apparatus, in addition to the schools 
and the City Hall Annex, which have already been 
mentioned. Nearly all the improvements effected 
may be regarded as investments from which the 
citizens will draw large profits in improved 
health, pleasure, convenience, or educational, 
commercial and industrial opportunities. Far 
more than the average foresight, power of con- 
ception, and efficiency in execution must be 
accorded to the public officials who are able to 
spread before the people a record of this char- 
acter without appreciable waste of their resources 
or additions to their burdens.

I realize as well as any member of this body the 
impossibility of bringing about by further taxation 
upon real estate all the improvements that I sug- 
gest. These things can be accomplished, however, 
and the happiness of thousands increased by the 
imposition of a moderate tax on incomes. I am 
a thorough believer in the income tax. From 
each according to his ability, to each according 
to his need, should be the watchword of the hour 
among those called to public responsibility. 

Some few evenings ago, in reading a book of 
poems, I ran across a few lines, which point the 
path of duty to public officials more eloquently 
than any language I could employ. I will close 
by repeating them. 


If through all the life-long day 
We’ve eased no heart by yea or nay; 
If through it all 
We’ve nothing done that we can trace 
That brought the sunshine to a face; 
No act, most small, 
That helped some soul and nothing cost, 
Then count that day as worse than lost. 


But if we sit down at set of sun 

And count the things that we have done, 
And, counting, find 

One self-denying act, one word 

That eased the heart of him who heard; 
One glance most kind 

That fell like sunshine where it went, 

Then we may count that day well spent.

ART DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE 


YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31, 1913. 


‘Boston, February 1, 1913. 
Hon. JoHn F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— The Board of Art Commissioners respectfully 
submits the following report for the year ending January 
61, 1913: 

By direction of your Honor, Mr. F. A. Bourne sub- 
mitted to this commission on October 31, 1912, his plans 
for the proposed rearrangement of Copley square. In 
considering these plans the Art Commission acceded to 
the requests of all persons and bodies asking for a hearing, 
and studied many alternative plans. On December 9 
this commission reported to your Honor that by nature 
of its office the commission could judge Mr. Bourne’s 
plan only on the assumption on which it is based, 7. e., 
that the probable revision of traffic conditions in the 
vicinity of Copley square makes the deflection of trolley 
ears from the line of Huntington avenue a reasonable 
condition of the problem. On the assumption that the 
Huntington avenue tracks should, and ultimately will, 
be placed in a subway connecting with the Boylston 
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Street Subway and coming out by the Mechanics Build- 
ing, the commission strongly approved the beautifying 
of Copley square with a rectangular reservation between 
Trinity Church and the Public Library. In view of the 
relatively small area of Copley square, the commission 
suggested that Mr. Bourne’s design be broadened and 
simplified. Without expressing any final opinion as to 
whether a column or monumental fountain might be 
preferred as a central feature, the commission favored 
some such important accent terminating Huntington 
avenue, and, reserving judgment on questions of detail, 
approved in principle Mr. Bourne’s design. 

The Superintendent of Public Grounds having asked 
this commission for an expression of its views as to the 
design and location of a convenience station which it had 
been proposed to erect on Boston Common, the com- 
mission protested against the building of a surface con- 
venience station on Boston Common, and suggested 
that, if it became absolutely necessary to have a station 
above ground, a low building should be erected at the 
‘“‘Deer Park,’’ so called. The commission remains of 
the opinion that no further buildings should be erected 
on the Common. 

Through the kindness of the Superintendent of Public 
Grounds this commission arranged during April, 1912, 
for an exhibition of fountains on the Public Garden. 
Four fountains by Mr. Bela L. Pratt, Mr. Isidor Konti, 
Mrs. Maynard Ladd, and Miss Jeanette Scudder, were 
placed in four of the existing basins at the expense of 
the Public Grounds Department, and remained there 
through the summer. These fountains, the work of able 
sculptors, served as an attractive reminder of the pos- 
sibilities of decorative, as contrasted with monumental, 
sculpture in connection with landscape architecture. 

Inits annual report for the year 1911 this commission 
sald: ‘‘In harmony with a long considered plan for the 
relocation of certain statues and for the providing of 
sites for statues to be erected in the future, Messrs. 
Olmsted Brothers have submitted a sketch plan for a 
new mall on the Charles street side of the Public Garden. 
This plan has been submitted to your Honor for con- 
sideration.’’ The plan has been further developed so as 
to provide sites for the proposed Burns monument at 
the corner of Charles and Boylston streets, for the statue 
of Edward Everett Hale at the central east entrance of 
the Public Garden, and for a monument at the north 
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terminus of the proposed mall, and for other monuments. 
On November 7, 1912, this commission voted that: 
‘With the approval of his Honor the Mayor, the statues 
of Hamilton, Glover and Garrison on Commonwealth 
avenue, and the statue of Sumner on the Public Garden, 
be moved and relocated on the proposed Charles street 
mall in the Public Garden, in accordance with the plan 
made by Olmsted Brothers.’ This vote, signed by all 
the members of the commission, was transmitted to your 
Honor with a request for approval. On November 30 
a hearing was given by the City Council, at which the 
chairman of this commission explained the reasons for 
moving these four statues. Your Honor having asked 
this commission’s opinion on the situation with regard to 
the Alexander Hamilton statue, it was pointed out that, 
in the opinion of the commission, a fundamental error 
was made in the original placing of the statues on Com- 
monwealth avenue. This error the commission desires 
to rectify in accordance with a long matured plan. On 
February 6, 1899, the Art Commission informed the 
Mayor that in the opinion of the commission it was 
desirable to remove the statues from Commonwealth 
avenue, where they then impeded, as they still impede, 
an important vista. This, however, is by no means the 
only reason for the proposed action. The Charles 
street mall designed by Mr. Olmsted offers a far better 
site for the statues themselves than is possible on Com- 
monwealth avenue. In this setting they would have a 
fitting background, and would form a permanent part of a 
dignified mall designed by our foremost landscape archi- 
tect. In the interest of a permanent and worthy setting 
for the statues themselves, the commission therefore 
requests your Honor’s approval of this vote in order to 
. make it mandatory. 

During the year this commission has consulted with 
Mr. Hubert G. Ripley as to the possibility of a new 
fence and new gateways for the Public Garden. Mr. 
Ripley has made sketches, in harmony with Mr. 
Olmsted’s plans for the development of the garden, for a 
fence and gateways which will furnish an adequate 
background for the statues to be erected. The commis- 
sion has also conferred with the Superintendent of 
Public Grounds and his landscape architect, Mr. 
Olmsted, and the Commissioner of Public Works and 
his architect, Mr. Blackall, with regard to the entrance 
and exit of the proposed high pressure pumping station 
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under Charles street. There is every reason to expect 
that designs will be developed which will make this 
entrance and exit integral parts of the proposed fence. 

Mr. Bela L. Pratt’s statues for the front of the 
Boston Public Library, approved during 1911, with 
reservations as to their setting, have been further 
studied. On June 18 the Corporation Counsel gave it 
as his opinion that the statues were part of a structure, 
the building of which was authorized before the creation 
of this commission, and that in these unique circum- 
stances, which did not make a precedent, the commis- 
sion had neither rights nor duties of any kind. The 
commission, therefore, took no further action with 
regard to these statues. | 

On March 19 your Honor asked the cost of a foun- 
dation for the proposed monument to Robert Burns. 
The designs for the architectural setting not having 
been completed, it was impossible. to secure such an’ 
estimate until January 30, 1918, when your Honor was 
informed that the foundation, exclusive of piling, would 
probably cost $1,018. On April 4, 1912, Mr. H. H. 
Kitson’s design for the Burns monument was approved, 
reserving judgment as to the architectural composition 
in connection with its final placing. On March 18 a 
site at the southeast corner of the Public Garden was 
approved. On August 29 Mr. Henry P. Richmond’s 
plans and elevation of the architectural features of the 
proposed monument were approved, subject to further 
modifications of minor details. 

A location for the Edward Everett Hale monument 
on the north side of the path, and flanking the central 
east entrance to the Public Garden, was approved on 
June 13. On July 8 a full-sized model of the statue 
and pedestal was studied at the designated site. On 
August 8 a full-sized drawing of the pedestal was 
approved. Foundations for the monument have since 
been put in place, and it is hoped that the statue itself 
will soon be erected. . 

On June 24 the City Council appropriated $20,000 
‘“‘to be expended under the direction of the Superin- 
tendent of Public Grounds for a Wendell Phillips 
Monument.’ The Corporation Counsel having pointed 
out that only the Art Commission could contract for 
such a monument, the City Council on July 23 ordered 
that the appropriation in question ‘‘be expended under 
the direction of the Art Commission.”’ Some doubts

having arisen as to the legality of an appropriation 
raised by taxation upon the polls and estates taxable 
in the City of Boston for a monument to a private 
individual, the Corporation Counsel was asked for an 
opinion. On August 16 he gave it as his opinion 
“that the proposed expenditure is legal.’ This 
commission has consulted with the Wendell Phillips 
Committee as to the location and the character of 
the proposed monument, and has been assured that 
the committee is a unit in desiring a portrait 
statue of heroic size in bronze. The commission 
has consulted with Mr. Daniel C. French as _ to 
the possibility of erecting such a statue within the 
appropriation. None of the proposed sites lend them- 
selves to an isolated figure on a pedestal, such as the 
commission had in mind when originally furnishing an 
estimate of $20,000. It seems possible, however, to 
erect a statue with a simple architectural background 
within the appropriation if the city can provide the 
necessary funds for the foundations. Mr. French has 
considered all the proposed locations and has given it 
as his judgment that the site at the north terminus of 
the proposed Charles street mall in the Public Garden 
is by far the most satisfactory. He has furnished a 
preliminary model of the proposed monument, and this 
commission has asked your Honor’s permission to enter 
into a contract with Mr. French. 

At the request of Mr. E. T. P. Graham, architect for 
the City Hall Annex, the commission has considered 
designs for four colossal figures on the upper stories of 
the building, submitted by Mr. Roger Noble Burnham. 
The commission has requested your Honor’s approval 
of the employment of Mr. Burnham to execute the 
proposed figures, and this approval has been granted. 
The commission has given it as its opinion that the cost 
of the . figures — in concrete stone should not exceed 
$8,000. 

On August 26 the City eal voted to accept the 
‘“‘oift of $1,000 subscribed by Mr. A. Shuman and nine 
other gentlemen as a contribution towards the pur- 
chase of Mr. 8. J. Kitson’s bust of the poet Longfellow,” 
and further ordered a transfer of “the sum of $1,000 
from the appropriation for Reserve Fund to an appro- 
priation . . for Mr. Kitson’s bust of Long- 
fellow.” On September 7 Mrs. Kitson offered the bust 
in question to the City of Boston for $2,000. On 
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September 12 the bust in question was examined in 
Bates Hall at the Boston Public Library, and your 
Honor’s permission was asked to enter into a contract 
with Mrs. Kitson for the bust in question without 
advertising for bids. Your Honor’s permission having 
been received, the bust was acquired for the city by this 
commission and its placing in Bates Hall approved. 

On April 18 Mr. R. Clipston Sturgis submitted plans 
for the Boston Common Tablet, for which preliminary 
arrangements had been made during 1911. This design 
was approved, subject to minor changes in detail, and a 
model of the tablet was submitted to your Honor. A 
site for the tablet was selected on the Common near 
the corner of Park and Tremont streets. Your Honor’s 
permission was asked and received to institute a com- 
petition limited to firms with special qualifications for 
monumental work. Your Honor’s approval of the 
appointment of Mr. Sturgis as architect for the proposed 
tablet was asked and given. The Transit Commis- 
sion’s approval of the location and construction of the 
tablet, which will stand over the subway, has also been 
received. 

On March 1 a design for a tablet at the home of the 
late George F. Parkman, by Derby, Robinson & Shepard, 
was approved. A contract was entered into with the 
Gorham Bronze Company to furnish a tablet according 
to this design for $128. The tablet was satisfactorily 
erected, and on August 20 and 29, respectively, orders 
were drawn on the City Treasurer in favor of Derby, 
Robinson & Shepard in the sum of $30 for architectural 
services, and in favor of the Gorham Manufacturing 
Company in the sum of $123 for furnishing and erecting 
the tablet. 

Mr. S. B. Shapleigh having asked this commission’s 
approval of the design and location of a tablet marking 
the camping place of the Fifty-fourth Massachusetts 
Volunteers in Readville at the opening of the Civil War, 
the design and location have been approved. 

The Cemetery Department having asked this com- 
mission’s opinion as to the proposed removal of a 
memorial tablet from a rough stone block to a new wall 
being built around the Dorchester North Burying 
Ground, and of another tablet from one part of the 
wall to another, the commission investigated the sit- 
‘uation and recommended that the first tablet be left 
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on the boulder where it then was, and that the other 
tablet be applied to the iron gate at the principal 
entrance of the cemetery. 

The City Council having appropriated $2,000 during 
1911, to be expended by the Commissioner of Public 
Works, with the approval of the Art Commission, for a 
memorial fountain at Post Office square, plans for the 
proposed fountain were submitted to this commission 
by Messrs. Peabody & Stearns, on October 20, 1912. 
The design and location were approved. 

On March 14 a design by Mr. Clapp, of Fox & Gale, 
architects, for a horse trough on Huntington avenue, 
was approved, subject to corrections of detail and 
further judgment of the proposed location. 

Your Honor having called to the attention of this 
commission a bequest of $2,000, by the late Warren F. 
Hall, for a drinking fountain in Flood square, South 
Boston, the commission has voted that, in its opinion, 
the bequest should be accepted. On December 20 a 
design for the proposed drinking fountain, submitted 
by Mr. H. G. Ripley, on behalf of the executor of 
the will, Mr. Charles T. Gallagher, was approved, 
‘subject to modifications of detail. On January 30, 1913, 
a revised design and the location were finally approved. 

The Boston School Committee having asked this 
commission’s approval of paintings and decorations in 
nineteen of the public schools, these have been examined 
and approved. The Overseers of the Poor having 
requested the commission’s approval of two paintings 
in their office, these also have been approved. 

Mr. C. E. Mills having asked the commission’s 
approval of a new panel in his series for the Franklin 
Union, this panel has been inspected and approved. 

In its report for last year and the preceding year 
this commission has included the first two sections 
of an illustrated historical catalogue of works of art 
belonging to the city. The third section, dealing with 
minor works of sculpture belonging to the city, is as 
follows:

Smaututpox Hospirat, Southampton street, two buildings erected in 
1893. Five small buildings formerly used as polling booths. The contents 
of the lot are about 52,660 square feet. . 

SteamBoats.— “Vigilant,” 80.08 gross, 35 net, tons burden, 95 feet in_ 
length, 20.05 feet beam and 9 feet deep, built in Boston in 1886. Cost 
of boat and furniture, $18,000. Employed in quarantine service. Rebuilt 
1912, at a cost of $14,759.33. “‘Relief,’’ costing $3,800; purchased for 
the quarantine service in 1904.

HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is in charge of the Trustees of the Boston City 
Hospital: 

The land bounded by Harrison avenue, East Concord street, Albany 
street and Massachusetts avenue. The lot consists of 430,963 square feet. 

Also land bounded by Harrison avenue, Massachusetts avenue, Albany 
street and Northampton street, containing 145,555 square feet. On the 
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first lot is the Boston City Hospital proper, which consists of a group of 
twenty-four buildings. On the second Jot mentioned is situated the South 
Department for infectious diseases, which consists of a group of eight 
buildings. 

The Trustees also have charge of a plot of land containing about 69,785 
square feet, on the east side of Albany street, in the rear of the hospital. 
On this lot are situated the ambulance stable, boiler house, dynamo station, 
coal pocket and storage house. 

The Convalescent Home is situated on 610,500 square feet of land, at 
No. 2150 Dorchester avenue, near Dorchester Lower Mills. On this 
property is a three-story house, with a two-story ell, with accommoda- 
tions for thirty-four patients and eight employees. There are also a 
barn and stable, shed and recreation house for patients. About one-half 
of this property is highly improved and one-half woodland and pasture. 

The Haymarket Square Relief Station lot contains 12,039 square feet 
of land, on which is a three-story brick building with two one-story ells. 

The East Boston Relief Station is situated on 7,500 feet of land, at 
No. 14 Porter street, East Boston. On this land is a three-story brick 
hospital and a two-story brick ambulance stable. 

The total amount of land in this department is 1,276,342 square feet, 
or 29,8, acres. The number of buildings is forty-four.

Three new cottages have been erected. A new school building, containing 
eight class rooms and a hall, has been erected and occupied since Septem- 
ber, 1910. Four horses, 1 carriage, 1 express wagon and 2 carts. 

RAINSFORD ISLAND (with the buildings thereon), purchased in 1871 of 
the Commonwealth at a cost of $40,000, containing eleven acres. The 
buildings are occupied by the Suffolk School for Boys. Two horses, 
5 cows, 1 wagon, 1 passenger bus and 1 jigger. 


BOSTON INFIRMARY DEPARTMENT. 


AtmsHovuseE, Alford street, Charlestown. With the exception of the 
garden lot of about 73,000 feet, this property was sold to the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company during the year 1911, and is about to be 
abandoned. 

Lona IsutAnp.— The department controls about 167 acres. <A building 
accommodating 350 persons was erected on this island in the years 1886 
and 1887, and is now occupied by male paupers. A building for about 
250 female paupers, a hospital with 250 beds, a chapel seating 800, a 
power house about 116 feet long by 40 feet wide and two stories high 
(including laundry and bakery), a house for the superintendent, a hos- 
pital for consumptives, with fifty-one beds, a home for nurses, a tie-up 
for cattle and a mortuary have since been erected. There are also a large 
barn, ice house, piggery and other farm buildings and a reservoir with 
capacity of 1,000,000 gallons. Seven horses, 5 cattle, 194 pigs, 135 fowl, 
ambulance, 3 busses, phaeton, 2 wagons, jigger, caravan, 3 carts and the 
necessary farm implements. 

STeaMER ‘“GrorGe A. Hipsparp.”’ This boat is 65 tons (gross) burden, 
80 feet long, 17 feet beam, 7 feet draft, and was built in 1910 at a cost of 
$37,500, and went into commission on December 9 of that year. Her 
berth is at Long Island, where, being fully equipped for fire service, she 
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could be called on at short notice should a fire occur on any of the harbor 
islands, as well as for service in the department.

— Stable and sheds, with accom- 
modations for fifteen horses, are located at 324 East Eagle street, and 
are occupied jointly by Paving, Sewer, Street Cleaning and Oiling and 
Sanitary Services. 

CHARLESTOWN STABLE, with accommodations for twenty-five horses, 
is situated on Rutherford avenue; lot contains 17,300 square feet of land; 
stable built in 1875; sheds and outbuildings built in 1879. 

HIGHLAND STABLE, with accommodations for seventy-two horses, is 
situated on the old Almshouse lot, Highland street, containing 81,082 
square feet. A part of this stable and adjoining lot is used by the Paving 
Service. There is on this lot a brick stable, built in 1873, which cost 
$88,594.13; also an offal shed, erected in 1875, at a cost of $1,160.12. 
The offal shed was abandoned April 1, 1897, and in 1900 part of it was 
remodeled and is now used as a carriage house and a wash room. 

Soutu City STABLES, SHOPS AND SHEDS.— Situated on Albany street, 
opposite Newton street. The lot belonged to the city before being used 
for this purpose, and contains 90,780 square feet. 

The stable and buildings connected therewith are of brick. There 
are also on the premises five wooden sheds, used for storing wagons, etc. 
The stable is two stories high, with French roof, and has accommoda- 
tions for one hundred horses. ‘Twenty-three horses are kept in sheds. 
Total original cost, exclusive of land, $79,089.23. In 1899 a Veterinary 
Hospital was built and equipped for the purpose of caring for sick and 
disabled horses. 

Connected with stables are blacksmith’s, wheelwright, paint and har- 
nessmaker’s shops, in which the wagons, carts, harnesses, etc., used by 
this and other departments are constructed and kept in repair; also a 
horseshoeing shop, for shoeing the horses of the departments located in 
this section of the city. 

West STABLES AND SHEDS.—The stable is a brick building a story 
and a half high, 128 feet by 50, located on North Grove street, built in 
1860, with outbuildings attached to the same. It has accommodations 
for ninety horses in stables and sheds. The lot contains about 45,152 
square feet. On May 11, 1896, a horseshoeing shop was established for 
the purpose of shoeing the horses stabled in this section of the city. 

Fort Hitt WHarr.— Containing 21,054 square feet, used as a dumping 
station for the city’s garbage and refuse, and as a mooring place for dump- 
ing boats and scows which convey this material to sea and to the plant of 
the Boston Development and Sanitary Company. 

LitcHFIELD WHARF. (LEASED.)— Situated at 466 to 470 Atlantic 
avenue, containing about 35,460 square feet. This wharf adjoins Fort 
Hill Wharf, and is occupied by the buildings of the City Refuse Utilization 
Company for the disposal of waste and rubbish. 

A portion of this wharf is used by the Street Cleaning and Oiling Service 
as a locker for patrol push-carts, etc., and a part is in use by the Paving 
Service; the building thereon is leased to a tenant. 

WEIGHING Housre. (LEASED.)—Corner of Massachusetts avenue and 
Southampton street. Lessor, the Boston Consolidated Gas Company. 
Area, about 2,300 square feet.

The said corporation shall have authority to manage and dispose 
of the said fund and the income thereof, according to its discretion, subject 
to the provisions of any trusts which may be created for the purpose 
aforesaid. :

CHARLESTOWN POOR’S FUND. 


Various bequests made by Richard Russell, May, 1674; Richard Sprague, 
will dated October 5, 1703; Thomas Call, will dated January, 1772; 
Richard Devens, 1825; David Goodwin, March, 1826; Thomas Miller, 
April 2, 1833; Catherine Bradish, September, 1836; Daniel White, 1864;

FRANKLIN FUND. 


This fund has resulted from a bequest to the “‘Inhabitants of the Town 
of Boston, in Massachusetts,’ made by BENJAMIN FRANKLIN in a codicil 
to his will (see Suffolk Probate Records, book 712, page 1). The said codi- 
cil provided that the fund, ‘‘if accepted by the inhabitants of the Town 
of Boston,’ should be managed ‘‘under the direction of the Select Men 
united with the Ministers of the oldest Episcopalian, Congregational and 
Presbyterian Churches in that Town,’ who were to loan upon certain 
stated conditions portions of the said fund, at 5 per cent interest, “‘to 
such young married artificers, under the age of 25 years, as have served 
an Apprenticeship in the said Town; and faithfully fulfilled the Duties 
required in their Indentures, so as to obtain a good moral Character from 
at least two respectable Citizens, who are willing to become their Sureties 
in a Bond.” 

The fund was accepted by the Town at a Town meeting held May 25, 
1790 (Franklin having died April 17, 1790), and the ‘‘Donation” was 
paid to persons acting as managers in 1791. 

Franklin’s codicil provided that at the end of 100 years the managers 
should reserve ;°;; of the amount which Franklin estimated would have 
accummulated by that time, this amount to continue ‘‘to be let out on 
interest in the manner above directed for another hundred years,” and

that they should spend 422 of the fund which had by that time accumu- 
lated “‘in Public Works which may be judged of most general utility to 
the inhabitants such as Fortifications, Bridges, Aqueducts, Public Build- 
ings, Baths, Pavements or whatever may make living in the Town more 
convenient to its People and render it more agreeable to strangers resort- 
ing thither for Health or a temporary residence.” 

The first period of 100 years expired May 2, 1891, but a suit brought 
by the heirs of Franklin temporarily prevented the expenditure of this 
portion of the fund for the purposes specified, and it was not until January 
17, 1894, that the treasurer of the fund, Mr. Samuel F. McCleary, by 
direction of the ministers of the three churches named in the codicil and 
the Board of Aldermen of the City of Boston, which Board had been 
assumed to be the successors of the ‘‘Select Men,” paid to the City Treas- 
urer $329,300.48 (122 of the fund); and the said persons voted that this 
amount be expended “‘in the purchase of land and for the erection thereon 
of the Franklin Trades School and for the equipment of the same.” The 
fund was not, however, expended for that purpose, certain suits having 
been brought to have the courts determine who were in fact managers 
of said fund; and it was finally decided (see Collins vs. Doyle, 184 Mass. 
373) that the “selectmen while in the performance of their duties as 
managers were not acting as public officers of the town,’’ and that the 
members of the Board of Aldermen ‘‘did not become their successors as 
managers of the Franklin Fund”: and by virtue of a final decree made by 
Justice William C. Loring of the Supreme Judicial Court on March 16, 
1904, nine persons (of whom the Mayor of Boston is, ex officio, one) were 
appointed to act in conjunction with the ministers of the three churches 
as managers of the said fund. The managers are the rector of Christ 
Church, the ministers of the First Church in Boston and the First United 
Presbyterian Church, John F. Fitzgerald, Mayor of Boston (ex officio), 
Richard Olney (Chairman), William Endicott, Nathan Matthews, Charles 
3 James J. Storrow (Secretary), John A. Sullivan and George 

. Swain. 

From the accumulated fund there has been expended by the managers 
$402,718.52 on account of the construction and equipment of a building 
at the corner of Appleton and Berkeley streets, known as the Franklin 
Union, and containing a hall capable of seating 1,000, 24 class rooms 
and 6 draughting rooms. The object of the institution is to afford people 
working at a trade an opportunity to increase their knowledge and improve 
their condition. The land on which the building stands was purchased 
by the City of Boston for $100,000. 

The balance of the fund, which was retained by the treasurer,— and 
which the codicil provides shall remain invested until 1991, when it will 
be divided between the City of Boston and the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, in the proportions specified in the bequest,— was, at the request 
of the managers of the fund, turned over to the City Treasurer on October 
20, 1904, it having been voted by the managers that the Treasurer of the 
City of Boston for the time being act as the treasurer of both the accu- 
mulated and the accumulating funds.

BowpoIn DorcHESTER ScHooL Funp.— On March 1, 1797, JAMzEs 
Bowporn, of Boston, in token of his respect and esteem for the inhabi- 
tants of the town of Dorchester, and for the sum of 5s., deeded to them 
and to their successors forever, ‘‘for the use and benefit of the public 
schools in said town,” a certain parcel of woodland. The sale of this 
estate by the Board of Street Commissioners was authorized by the City 
Council in 1889, and the net proceeds paid to and invested by the City 
Treasurer in bonds of the City of Boston, the income of said bonds being 
expended by the School Committee for the benefit of the public schools 
in that part of said city formerly called Dorchester.

CHARLESTOWN ScHooL Trust Funp.— The Legislature of Massachu- 
setts, on the 27th of March, 17938, passed an act to incorporate Richard 
Devens, Nathaniel Gorham, Josiah Bartlett, Aaron Putnam, Joseph Hurd, 
Nathaniel Hawkins, Seth Wyman, and their successors, Trustees of the 
Charlestown Free Schools. On the 18th of April, the same year, it was 
“Voted that the Town Treasurer deliver to Aaron Putnam, Esq., Treas- 
urer of the Trustees of the Charlestown Free Schools, all the money, 
bonds, notes of hand, ete. (being the property of said free schools), that 
now are or may come into his, the Town Treasurer’s hand.” 

The charter of the City of Charlestown, after prescribing the manner 
of electing the School Committee, provides that the persons thus chosen 
shall have “‘all the powers and privileges, and be subject to all the liabili- 
ties set forth” in the act to incorporate certain persons under the name 
of the Trustees of Charlestown Free Schools. The Act of Annexation to 
Boston provided for the continuance of this corporation in the members 
He Hs Aan Committee of the City of Boston from the Charlestown 

istrict. . 

By chapter 53 of the Acts of 1877 the School Committee was incorpo- 
rated and authorized to receive the Charlestown School Trust Fund, to 
“‘manage said fund, and disburse the income thereof within the limits of 
the former City of Charlestown, according to the tenor of the instruments 
creating said trust.’ 

The School Committee elects annually one of its members as treasurer 
of the corporation, who holds in trust the property of this fund, and 
expends the income thereof for the purchase of books and other educa- 
tional material for the benefit of the schools situated within the limits of 
the former City of Charlestown.

be expended for the library of the Comins Grammar School for girls situ- 
ated in the former limits of the town of Roxbury. This school subse- 
quently became a mixed school, attended both by girls and boys, and 
the income of the fund is paid annually to the master of the school, and 
by him expended in accordance with the wishes of the donor.

FRANKLIN Merpaut Funp.— The will of Dr. BENJAMIN FRANKLIN con- 
tained a legacy of one hundred pounds sterling to establish a fund, the 
income thereof to be expended in silver medals as honorary rewards to 
the pupils of the free school belonging to the town of Boston. In 1867 
these medals were given for the last time to pupils in the grammar schools. 
After that date the medals were given only to graduates of the Public 
Latin and the English High Schools until 1896, when graduates of the 
Mechanic Arts High School were also included. At the present time 
these medals are awarded annually in June by the Board of Superin- 
tendents, on the recommendation of the head masters of these three 
schools, to those graduates who have attained high rank in scholarship 
and conduct.

PERMANENT SCHOOL PENSION FUND. 


This fund was established under authority of chapter 589 of the Acts 
of 1908, as amended by chapter 617 of the Acts of 1910, for the payment 
of pensions to the members of the teaching or supervising staff of the 
public day schools of the City of Boston. 

The care and investment of said fund are “‘vested in a board of three 
trustees of whom, one shall be the Chairman of the Board of Commission- 
ers of Sinking Funds of the City of Boston, ex officio, another chosen by 
the School Committee, and the third shall be chosen by the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Teachers’ Retirement Fund in the City of Boston.” 

“In addition to the amount which the school committee is now author- 
ized by law to appropriate for the support of the public schools of the city 
and for other purposes, it shall annually appropriate for the purposes con- 
templated by this act, and in the same manner in which it makes appro- 
priations for other school purposes, the sum of five cents upon each one 
thousand dollars of the valuation on which the appropriations of the City 
Council of the city are based, and shall from time to time pay to the treas- 
urer of the permanent pension fund such portions of the proceeds of said 
five cents upon each one thousand dollars of the valuation aforesaid as, 
in the opinion of the school committee, will not be needed for the purpose of 
paying pensions to teachers during that year.”

PUBLIC SCHOOL TEACHERS’ RETIREMENT FUND. 


This fund has been created in accordance with the provisions of chapter 
237 of the Acts of 1900. 

The fund is for the purpose of providing annuities to teachers who have 
retired from the service of the City of Boston after having taught a certain 
length of time in the day schools of the city, and who have contributed 
a certain sum to the fund. 

Highteen dollars per year is deducted by the City Treasurer froin the 
salaries of all teachers who entered the service of the city after the passage 
of the Act of 1900, and also from the salaries of such other teachers as have 
voluntarily elected to come within the provisions of the act. 

On January 31, 1913, 2,625 teachers were contributing to the fund at the 
rate of $18 per year. 

On January 31, 1913, two hundred and forty-two retired teachers were 
receiving annuities of $15 per month.

Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the financial 
year beginning with the first day of February, 1913, of performing the 
duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, or 
by vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, or 
the County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, and to meet 
their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking fund requirements 
and maturing debt not provided for by sinking fund, the respective sums 
of money hereinafter specified be, and the same are, hereby appropriated 
for ee several departments, and for the objects and purposes hereinafter 
stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriations for Water Service, current expenses, 
and the payments to the state under the provisions of chapter 488 of 
the Acts of 1895 and acts in addition or amendment thereto, and for 
the interest and debt requirements for loans issued for water purposes, be 
met by the income from said works and any excess over income from taxes; 
that the other appropriations hereinafter specified be met out of the money 
remaining in the treasury at the close of business on January 31, 1913, 
exclusive of the money raised by loan or needed to carry out the require- 
ments of any statute, gift, trust, or special appropriation, and by the 
income of the financial year beginning February 1, 1913, and by taxes to 
the amount of $15,933,660.22, and that said amount be raised by taxation 
on the polls and estates taxable in the City of Boston. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income of 
the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or. division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury and then credited to the appropriation of the department 
or division rendering such service or doing such work, and that all con- 
tributions made to any appropriation be expended for the objects and 
purposes directed by the several contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That to provide temporarily money to meet the appropriations 
aforesaid, the City Treasurer issue and sell, at such times and in such 
amounts as he may deem best, notes or certificates of indebtedness of the 
City of Boston, not exceeding nine million dollars in the total, in anticipa- 
tion of the taxes of the current municipal year; that all such notes or 
certificates of indebtedness be dated the day the money for the same is

Hon. JoHn F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


My p#&AR S1r,— The Board of Bath Trustees presents 
herewith a report of the work accomplished under 
their supervision during the fiscal year 1912-13. 

That ‘“‘the health of the people is the beginning of 
happiness’’ is a conviction well established and more 
fully appreciated daily among all classes of our citizens 
the gratifying results accomplished by this department 
during the past year bear indisputable proof. ‘The 
attendance at our gymnasia and baths has been most 
gratifying. The character and volume of the work 
undertaken have been on a higher plane and more far- 
reaching, while the public demand in certain sections 
of the city for additional institutions within its borders, 
to include gymnasia and baths, carries convincing proof 
of their salutary effects on a community. 

The new houses opened during the past year and the 
further completion of those now under process of 
erection or contemplated will provide adequate and 
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effective measures for preserving health or arresting the 
baneful effects on those whose home atmosphere or 
conditions are not conducive to a strong, vigorous, 
healthy citizenship. ‘Their presence anywhere, with a 
daily presentation of the beneficent character of the 
work accomplished therein, acts as an incentive to the 
gradual development of healthful and recreative activi- 
ties. The resultant dividends in sound and healthy 
bodies and a virile citizenship offer the best encomium 
of its worth. 

During the past summer a campaign of education 
calculated to make all patrons of our beaches expert 
swimmers as well as active, capable life savers, was 
instituted. A series of events was conducted on each 
beach covering practically the entire city, and prizes 
were awarded the successful contestants. In addition, 
a diploma was given all those passing the required 
standard qualifying the holder as an expert swimmer 
and life saver. The most gratifying results, however, 
were sought and obtained among the boys and girls 
of twelve years and under. All who learned the art of 
swimming under the tutelage of our swimming in- 
structors were given a button bearing testimony to 
this fact, and as over five hundred were thus honored, 
the past season was most successful in point of adding 
this most valuable asset to a child’s accomplishments. 

In the gymnasia, visiting days on which the parents 
of the children frequenting our gymnasia were invited 
to witness their activities, found as many as six hundred 
mothers and fathers paying tribute to the work that 
meant so much to the health and limb of their youthful 
progeny. In keeping with this campaign of educating 
the people of our city to a fuller degree of appreciation 
of the advantages at hand, pamphlets were printed 
setting forth the scope and variety of the activities of 
this department and were sent to all the large department 
stores, factories and varied industries. We have no 
hesitation in saying that a generous response of both 
sexes, of all ages in our gymnasia, swimming pools and 
showers, will follow this campaign. 

The addition of such places as the Curtis Hall Building 
and the Freeport Street Beach, together with maintain- 
ing the East Boston Gymnasium and Baths, has 
established an increased expense which found no 
corresponding allowance in the appropriation for the 
year just closed, but their activities were employed 
without interruption. 
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The entire department was conducted without any 
diminution of service or time to the public, but in such 
an economical manner as to materially decrease the 
deficit which the institutions mentioned above neces- 
sarily produced. ‘The year just closed has been most 
satisfactory, not only in maintaining but in raising the 
standard and volume of a work dedicated to the public 
weal, and we feel that the character of our stewardship 
can be measured by the health, the strength, the rugged 
frames of thousands who patronized our institutions.

East Boston. 


East Boston is well provided with all-the-year-round 
bathing facilities in addition to those which are in opera- 
tion during the summer season. With the new Paris 
street building in operation twelve months of the year 
and the Wood Island Beach Bath, and the floating 
houses located at Border street and Jeffries Point, the 
facilities are at hand both winter and summer for the 
full enjoyment of all those seeking enjoyment or cleanli- 
ness. The work conducted in the Paris Street Gymna- 
sium and Baths has attracted thousands of the citizens 
of this community to its facilities. The gymnasium 
during the winter season is taxed to its fullest capacity 
and the continued patronage is sufficient guarantee of 
the caliber of the work done. The size and the equip- 
ment of the building provokes the praise of all visitors 
to the city, while its worth as a whole to the community 
can be gauged by the patrons who frequent it from the 
entire city. 

The fire which destroyed the house at Wood Island 
Beach on August 17 last really caused no inconven- 
ience to the patrons of this section of the city, as provi- 
sions were made within a few hours for taking care of 
the usual number of patrons, despite the disadvantage 
of the loss of the administration building. The two 
wings were left intact, and temporary quarters for dis- 
tributing supplies were constructed, which meant no 
loss of service to the people of this section. An appro- 
priation sufficient to construct a modern up-to-date 
beach building with adequate facilities will be necessary 
to place this popular resort on a plane befitting the 
volume and character of the work done. 

The two floating houses on the Border street site 
and the one at Jeffries Point serve their useful mission 
in administering to the relief of the people of the respec- 
tive sections of East Boston wherein they are located. 

The East Boston yard furnishes us with a most 
acceptable and ready site for the location of our floating 
houses and beach rafts. It is accessible from every 
section of the city where these facilities are located, 
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and the facilities afforded at the wharf contribute much 
to the speedy and efficient reconstruction and repairs 
done on the houses and rafts. 


CHARLESTOWN. 


The new and substantial structure erected on the 
Dewey Beach site now furnishes us with a building 
complete in equipment, and of a type worthy of being 
constructed. Its improvement over the rather dilapi- 
dated structures which formerly were in operation here 
furnishes a most striking contrast. The installation of 
a play corner similar to that constructed in the women’s 
department at L Street will do much to make this 
already popular resort even more attractive and inviting 
to the thousands who now have recourse to its pleasures. 
The beach itself should also be built up and resurfaced 
with sand below mean low water, as the tides have 
washed away considerable of the sand, leaving the 
beach somewhat bare in spots. 

With the opening of the new Ward 3 Gymnasium 
and Bath House, which is now practically completed, 
another monument to health and pleasure will be 
added to the list of those which now adorn the various 
sections of the city. The necessity for a building of 
this type in this section has long been in evidence, and 
its opening will witness a marked degree of appreciation 
by the people of this section. 

The floating houses located at Mystic and Warren 
Bridges continue to meet the demands of all who desire 
to have recourse to these alluring plunge baths during 
the warm summer season. The Warren Bridge houses 
especially did much for young and old alike, and were 
taxed to their capacity during the distressing period of 
the summer season. 

Copley School still continues in full operation during 
the evenings, and attracts thousands, as it is the only 
public bath located in this, one of the most thickly con- 
gested sections of the city.

NortH ENp. 

The North End Beach and Playground, which is in 
operation during the summer season, and the North 
Bennet Street Bath House and Gymnasium, which is 
In operation throughout the year, still continue the meccas 
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for countless thousands drawn from the cosmopolitan 
community. North End Park on any warm day during 
the summer offers a striking panorama of what a 
popular resort a beach can be during the distressing 
season of the year. Men and women, boys and girls, 
of varied races, frequent this resort to take advantage 
of the relief offered by a plunge in the cooling waters of 
the harbor, or to the soothing winds which can be 
found at times, and which are blown across the harbor. 
The recreation piers, especially during the warm summer 
evenings, offer an inviting place for rest and comfort to 
all who witness the scenes presented here during these 
warm evenings, and attest their value to the community. 
An appropriation should be secured to make this popular 
resort even more inviting than at present. The beach 
should be reconstructed and the buildings placed in a 
more presentable condition, which has been impossible, 
owing to a lack of funds to carry out the improvements 
contemplated. No resort in this city does more for 
the people of the adjacent community than North End 
Park does for its people, and every means should be 
afforded them which would prove attractive and bene- 
ficial. 

North Bennet Street Bath House continues to cater 
to the demands of thousands throughout the year. The 
summer months especially bear striking testimony to 
the value of this building during this period of the year. 
Sunday morning at six o’clock frequently finds from 600 
to 1,000 patrons waiting in line to take advantage of the 
cleansing and pleasurable effects of a shower bath. 
The gymnasium, too, offers unexcelled facilities for 
health and recreation during the winter months, and 
many come even from distant parts of the city to engage 
in the systematic course of exercises offered here. Its 
situation, too, on the’ Prince Street Playground helps 
to make the work done here of a permanent character, 
as indoor and outdoor activities can be in operation for 
twelve months of the year, or during inclement weather. 


West Enp. 


The delay in securing bids within the appropriation 
allowed for the construction of the new Ward 8 Gym- 
nasium and Bath House has resulted in denying to the 
people of this section of the city the facilities which 
they crave, and which are manifestly advisable. An 
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additional appropriation has been sought, adequate 
enough to carry out the improvements contemplated in 
the plans and specifications, and upon the granting of 
the same this building should be speedily completed, 
as the people of this section, realizing the benefits 
which a structure of this kind will afford, are eager to 
take advantage of the opening of this building in numbers . 
which will tax the building to its utmost. 

The floating houses located in the Charles River 
Basin are the most popular of any in this city. Nowhere 
do the people congregate in such large numbers and 
so continuously in quest of a plunge bath. The 
construction of an island within this basin, which has 
been under consideration by the city authorities, will 
furnish an excellent site for providing unexcelled beach 
bathing. Some difficulty has been met with here in 
the way of providing proper sanitary facilities, as the 
permanent height of water in the basin, with no ebb 
and flow, makes it impossible to provide facilities in 
this line, which are usually given in other floating houses 
of the city which are located in tide water. Showers 
also should be installed in these two houses, as a vegetable 
growth which is in the water, while found upon analysis 
to be free of any germicidal effects, still demands a shower 
bath to remove at times after one bathes in these waters. 


SoutH EWp. 


The Dover Street Bath House, which was the first 
indoor bath house built in Boston, still continues in 
point of numbers to be the most popular of its kind in 
this city. Every day in the year it caters to hundreds, 
many of whom have been coming to this institution 
since its opening. In style of architecture and equip- 
ment it is one of the most up-to-date buildings ever 
constructed, and with the addition of the laundry, which 
caters to the needs of the entire department through 
the winter season, in length of service it is the most 
important house in the department. The necessity of 
removing the tub baths located here has been evident 
for some time past. It is possible to install double the 
amount of showers in the space now allowed for tubs, 
and as this would be a distinct advantage during rush 
days, we feel that this matter should be executed as 
speedily as possible. The laundry, while sufficient in 
amount of equipment during the winter season, is more

than taxed to its capacity daily during the hot days of 
summer, but continues, however, to meet the demand 
in a manner satisfactory to all. 

The Ward 9 Gymnasium, while somewhat uninviting 
in appearance, and of an old type, fulfills a most use- 
ful mission in its section. The gymnasium, though 
small, does its share in upbuilding the physical condition 
of those who frequent it in goodly numbers, both from 
this section and other parts of the city. Its shower 
rooms, too, are used considerably, and, while admittedly 
unpretentious, do a vast amount of good to all who live 
in the vicinity. 

The Ward 7 Gymnasium on Tyler street will be in 


operation perhaps but another season. The recent 


appropriation of $90,000 makes possible at last the 
fulfillment of a long desire on the part of the citizens of 
Ward 7 for a modern up-to-date municipal building. 
The building will be thoroughly modern in every respect, 
having a gymnasium and adequate shower facilities 
suited to the needs of the community. 

A new floating bath, located at Fort Point channel, 
will prove a most desirable addition to the bathing 
facilities of this city. It is located within the heart of 
the commercial and storehouse activities, and thousands 
of the workmen in these places will have recourse to its 
cooling waters during the noon hour and evening on the 
days when heat and physical exertion weaken these 
toilers. 


Soutu BosTon. 


Every year witnesses a continued growth in the 
patronage of the L Street Bath, known throughout the 
world. ‘The improvements made a year ago already are 
taxed to their utmost, and many times it is necessary 
to place the clothes of the patrons on the beach during 
the hot periods of the summer. At one time over 22,000 
were bathed in the three departments of this house. 
The check system and the method of housing the patrons 
with monitors stationed in each aisle has met with 
the approbation of all who realize the defects of the 
old system of giving out keys to each individual patron. 
Now many thousands additional are catered to with 
dispatch and consideration, enabling us to more fully 
utilize the activities of this building to the greatest 
extent possible. The handball court is always in 
operation winter and summer, while the glass house in 


oe 
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the winter time has been the means of popularizing this 
place among the ‘‘ Brownies”’ who frequent it every day 
in the year. 

The women’s section of the department is thronged 
every day in the summer season with all ages. The 
advantages set forth in this department provoke the 
praise of all who come to visit it. The play corner 
especially is a beehive of activity where hundreds of 
children are at play at one time under the watchful eye 
of the mothers sitting beneath the shade of the shelter, 
while many infants are provided for in the hammocks 
stretched beneath these cooling shades. The number 
of new lockers installed during the remodeling of the 
building has made it possible to accommodate hundreds 
more at one time, and now the beach on a hot day is a 
seething mass of humanity playing in the sand or 
splashing about in the cool waters of Dorchester bay. 

The boys’ department continues to be the scene of 
daily visits for boys throughout the city. Thousands 
come and go here and the scenes of playful activity that 
are witnessed here carry home the conviction that this 
institution has its influence for doing good throughout 
the entire city. 

The D Street Gymnasium, which is the oldest in this 
city for continued service, still maintains its high 
standard. While somewhat isolated, its advantages 
draw thousands in quest of physical development or 
clean and healthy bodies. The gymnasium classes are 
large and continued throughout the gymnastic season, 
while the showers, too, are patronized every hour in the 
day by the people of this section. __ 

The new bath house, for both men and women, 
provided in the new municipal building on Broadway 
will probably be open during the coming year. ‘These 
bath houses will be conducted on a seven-day basis for 
both men and women, a most desirable factor in any 
publie bath house, and will do much to promote hygiene 
in this section in which it is located. 

McKenzie Beach, while somewhat retarded owing to 
a lack of proper facilities for catering to the large masses 
which frequent it, has performed a very credible part 
of the work of the department. The advisability of 
erecting a suitable house on this site becomes more 
evident yearly, for the present accommodations are 
surely unworthy of the character and number of the 
patronage. The numbers who frequent it are sufficient 


é 
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incentive for the appropriation of a sufficient amount of 
money to construct an up-to-date beach house, and I 
trust that the coming year will witness the erection of 
this building on a level with the street. 


ROXBURY. 


The Cabot Street Bath House, with its gymnasium, 
shower room and swimming pool, still continues to be 
one of the most popular of the entire city. Its various 
departments are patronized by thousands throughout 
the year. The construction of the building lends itself 
to the large numbers which are found here at any time 
of the day. The pool is one of the best of its kind in 
this city, and hundreds of school boys who have been 
candidates for the various swimming teams in the high 
schools of this city have here learned swimming. The 
gymnasium attendance is drawn from every section 
of the city, and under efficient handling has been made 
one of the most popular gymnasiums of this department. 

An appropriation for constructing a building of this 
type is very evident in the section of Roxbury located 
near the Vine Street Church, which site is now under 
consideration for building a new municipal building, 
including shower baths and gymnasium. Its fulfillment 
will meet with a steady demand from thousands of the 
people of this section who now are rather remote from 
facilities of this nature. 


DORCHESTER. 


The Columbia Road Gymnasium, Swimming Pool 
and Shower Baths, the only institution of its kind 
catering to the needs of people in a wide area, necessarily 
attracts many thousands to its facilities. Its two gym- 
nasiums are constantly in operation throughout the 
year, and people of all classes have recourse to its 
facilities with distinct advantage to themselves in the 
way of health, pleasure and physical development. 
The pool, if possible, should be considerably enlarged 
and made to conform to the lines usually installed in 
the construction of a swimming pool. Its size, shape 
and depth do not meet the demands of what should 
ordinarily be required in a swimming pool. Fifteen 
thousand dollars should be appropriated for a lengthen- 
ing and rebuilding of this popular pool. 
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NEPONSET. 


Neponset is now fairly well provided for in the way 
of swimming facilities with Tenean and Freeport Street 
Beaches opened throughout the summer season. ‘The 
Tenean Beach site, with the improvements in the way of 
additional lockers for both men and women last year, 
has increased its already wide popularity, and in point 
of influence and the facilities provided is second to none 
in the city. The number of strong and expert swimmers, 
boys and girls alike, is larger perhaps in proportion to 
the number who use it than that presented by any ' 
other beach of the city. To meet with the ever-growing 
demands made on it yearly a new building of a modern 
type should be constructed on this line, as the pres- 
ent facilities, though recently enlarged, are already 
inadequate. 

The opening of Colter’s Beach on Freeport street 
for the purpose of bathing has done much to alleviate 
the wants of the people residing between Savin Hill and 
Tenean Beach sites. The locker building is up to date 
and well equipped, and already has proved the wisdom 
of its construction by the amount of good done to the 
people of this section who have sought.the building of 
this structure for some few years past. 


JAMAICA PLAIN. 


The Curtis Hall Building has been acknowledged by 
all who have witnessed it to be the finest type of a 
municipal building of its kind in the country. Its 
equipment and the site itself are such as to merit the 
approval of everyone. Since its opening it has been 
crowded continuously in gymnasium, shower room and 
swimming pool. The swimming pool especially has 
contributed immeasurably to the pleasure and health 
of those who frequent it, and thousands of young boys 
and girls who hitherto had no facilities during the winter 
season for learning the art of swimming have acquired 
this desirable asset through faithful instruction. The 
gymnasium, with its spacious floor, well lighted and well 
ventilated, and its full equipment, and under capable 
supervision, has attracted thousands of young and old 
alike, of both sexes, whose attendance has been steady, 
and steadily increasing. The shower room, too, is con- 
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stantly in use, and the attendance shows that no house 
in the city has shown a greater degree of appreciation 
on the part of those who live adjacent to it, and even 
the more remote sections of the city, than the Curtis 
Hall Building. 


West RoxsBury. 


The Spring Street Bath, which is really one of the 
most ideally situated of any bath in the city, should 
merit consideration in the future by constructing an 
up-to-date bath house for the people of the West Roxbury 
district. ‘The wooden booths employed here have long 
since outlived their usefulness, and an appropriation 
of $20,000, which was requested last year, should be 
provided by the City Council for constructing on this 
site a building the needs of which are constantly in 
evidence throughout the summer season. 

The department has increased its agency in promoting 
good by opening up the baths of the department earlier 
than ordinarily, when the hot weather of early May 
demands it. The swimming pools of the department 
also have been opened up to the high school boys of 
the city for the development of swimming and the per- 
fection of their swimming teams, and many dual meets 
have been witnessed in the Curtis Hall and Cabot Street 
tanks. The department caters to a steadily growing 
patronage each year, and the demands of the citizens 
in those sections of the city, which to date has not been 
provided for in the way of public baths and gymnasiums, 
presents a striking proof of the value of these institu- 
tions to any community. It would be advisable in the 
future, wherever a bath house and gymnasium is to be 
constructed, to also install a swimming pool, so that 
the future may see that no section is unprovided for in 
this respect, in order that the people of the entire city 
may have facilities at hand for continuing the practice 
of swimming and bathing throughout the entire year.

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SUMMARY OF DECISIONS. 


Case No. 335. 
February 3, 1912. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to extend the fire wall of 
his house 12 inches above the roof as required by law. 
Board sustained the appeal because of peculiar circum- 
stances in this specific case and because of some doubt 
as to the interpretation of the law in question. 


Case No. 3386. 
February 7, 1912. 
Board concurred with the Building Commissioner in 
finding the proposed arrangement of construction and 
maintenance in a building equivalent to that specifically 
required by law. ‘This equivalent arrangement had to 
do with yard and court exposure in connection with two 
tenement houses. 
CasE No. 3387. 
. March 23, 1912. 
Appellant asked to be relieved from the order of the 
Building Commissioner to provide additional means of 
egress. Appeal dismissed. 


Case No. 388. 
February 24, 1912. 

The appellant asked to be allowed to retain the 
wooden ell to a wooden building in which certain 
alterations were to be made, the total area of the building 
and ell exceeding the maximum permitted by law by 
240 square feet. In view of the isolated location and 
other conditions the Board sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 339. 
February 24, 1912. 
The appellant asked permission to build an addition 
one story in height above the basement and covering 
about 500 square feet, which would make the total 
area of the building slightly in excess of the 5,000 
square feet allowed for second-class construction. He 
also asked permission to ventilate and light proposed 
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water-closet inclosures somewhat differently from that 
required strictly by law. With certain provisos regard- 
ing concrete floors in this addition, the appeal was 
sustained. 
Case No. 340. 
March 2, 1912. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to remove a violation of 
law at certain premises, namely, floors in stair halls 
did not have 5 inches of cement deafening. The appel- 
lant proposed to use 2 inches of terrazzo on top of 
wooden underflooring in place thereof and the Board, 
agreeing with his contention that such a substitute was 
the equivalent of that required by law, sustained the. 
appeal. 

Case No. 341. 
March 14, 1912. 

This is a case of a tenement house where the inner 
court provided is not of legal dimensions. The appellant 
appealed from the refusal of the Building Commissioner 
to grant a permit and the Board found, because of 
physical surroundings of the property in question, 
what the appellant proposed to do was within the 
spirit if not technically in accordance with the law, 
and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 342. 
March 14, 1912. 
The appellant asked to be allowed to alter an exist- 
ing tenement house by adding another story, the 
exposure to the existing tenement house being less than 
the law requires for new tenement houses. The Board 
dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 343. 

March 14, 1912. 
The appellant asked to be allowed to construct a 
tenement house upon a lot 150 feet in depth without 
dividing said tenement into two buildings, as required 
by section 55, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, and also to 
exceed the maximum area of ground covered by 256 
Square feet. Board sustained the appeal on the ground 
that the legal setback on the lot in question practically 
rendered the lot for building purposes less than 150 
feet in depth, and that, owing to the location and general 
plan of the building, it would be a manifest injustice to 

require him to sacrifice said 256 square feet extra area. 
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Case No. 344. 
March 20, 1912. 

An appellant building a theater asked to be relieved 
from certain technical provisions regarding open courts 
provided by law. In lieu of said court the appellant 
proposes to provide an 8-foot fireproof passage in the 
basement to the sidewalk on the street. The Board 
found that what the appellant proposed to do was a 
sufficient alternative and equivalent to the technical 
requirements of the law, and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 345. 
March 16, 1912. 

This was a question of the height of a tenement 
house on a lot of varying grades. The Building Commis- 
sioner contended that the building in question was 
six stories, while the appellant contended that it was 
five above the basement at the higher grade of the lot 
at the rear of the building. The majority of the Board 
sustained the appeal on the ground that the lower 
story, although mostly above the ground on one side, 
constituted a basement, and the owner was entitled to 
build five stories above the same. 


Case No. 346. 
April 27, 1912. 
The Building Commissioner asked the Board to 
concur with him in granting an equivalent method of 
construction in regard to exposure in certain rooms in 
a new tenement house. With certain provisos the 
Board concurred with the Building Commissioner. 


Case No. 347. 
April 6, 1912. 
The appellant appealed from the refusal of the 
Building Commissioner to grant a permit because the 
yard back of a tenement house was not 12 feet in depth. 
Because the said tenement house backed upon a school- 
yard of ample size the appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 348. 
. April 18, 1912. 
The appellant asked to be permitted to install a 
bakehouse in the rear yard of a tenement house. In 
view of the physical conditions surrounding the prop- 
erty the appeal was sustained. 
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Case No. 349. 
April 13, 1912. 
The appellant asked permission to erect a tenement 
house, utilizing a 10-foot restricted passageway on one 
side in place of an outer court technically required by 
law. The Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 350. 
April 18, 1912. 

The appellant asked permission to add an additional 
story to a three-story tenement house, although the 
existing yard was not of the required dimensions for new 
tenement houses. As the Board found that the pro- 
posed increase in height would not diminish the lght 
and air in the premises in question, or adjoining premises, 
the appeal was sustained on the ground that it would 
be a manifest injustice to refuse a permit. 


Case No. 351. 
April 6, 1912. 
The Building Commissioner asked the Board to 
concur with him in granting an equivalent method of 
construction in a tenement house of second-class con- 
struction, where the floor area exceeded 5,000 square 
feet. In view of the peculiar construction of the building 
the Board concurred with the Building Commissioner. 


Case No. 352. 
April 13, 1912. 

Appellant asked permission to erect a tenement house, 
which was refused by the Building Commissioner 
because there was no yard extending across the rear of 
the house and because the proposed house would be in 
excess of the height allowed by law. The Building 
Commissioner also found that the house in question 
was really two houses. The Board found, after an 
examination of the plans, that it was but one house, 
that the streets upon which said house abuts were legal 
highways in the City of Boston, and that the height, 
therefore, conformed with the law, and in other respects 
did not vary therefrom. The appeal was therefore 
sustained. 


Case No. 353. 
May 14, 1912. 
Appellant appealed from the refusal of the Building 
Commissioner to grant a permit to convert an existing 
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building into a theater because one of the streets or 
courts upon which the theater opened was not suitable 
as an emergency exit. After many hearings and an 
examination of the premises the appeal was dismissed 
by the Board. 
; Case No. 354. 
May 1, 1912. 

Appellant asked permission to alter his tenement 
house and decrease the existing amount of back yard. 
The appeal was dismissed. 


Case No. 355. 
April 24, 1912. 
Appellant asked permission to add a fourth story to 
an existing three-story brick tenement house, the Build- 
ing Commissioner refusing the application on the ground 
that the existing tenement house consisted of two tene- 
ment houses and as such the proposed alteration would 
constitute a new tenement house, which in some respects 
would not conform to the law for new tenement houses. 
The Board found that the existing two houses were as a 
fact one house, and that the addition of a fourth story 
to same was permissible under the law, and the appeal 
was sustained. 
Case No. 356. 
April 27, 1912. 
Appellant asked permission to install a system of 
back venting in an existing hotel. This back venting, 
in the opinion of the Building Commissioner, was 
undesirable and not in accordance with the require- 
ments: of law. The Board found that the proposed 
method would be sufficiently efficacious, and, in view 
of the character of the existing building, sustained the 
appeal. 
Case No. 357. 
May 8, 1912. 
The Building Commissioner refused a permit on the 
ground that the building in question was one of habita- 
tion and that the exposure was not sufficient for a build- 
ing of such a character. The appellant’s contention 
was that the building in question is to be used as a house 
for settlement work and that the few bedrooms incidental 
to the same did not constitute the building a house of 
habitation within the meaning of the law. The Board, 
while declining to find that the building was not a 
house of habitation, sustained the appeal on the ground 
that it would be a manifest injustice to refuse the permit.

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Casze No. 358. 
May 8, 1912. 

The appellant asked permission to add a fifth story 
to an existing four-story brick tenement house. The 
Building Commissioner refused the application because 
the existing building did not have a yard or court as 
required by law. In this specific case, owing to physical 
conditions surrounding the property, the Board sus- 
tained the appeal. 


Case No. 359. 
May 1, 1912. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a high class 
tenement house of second-class construction, although 
the floor area would exceed by 373 square feet the maxi- 
mum permitted by law. The total area might be 
reduced to 5,000 square feet by omitting the bay 
windows, but this would greatly depreciate the value 
of the property, and as the fire risk would not be 
increased by this extra area, the Board sustained the 
appeal on the ground that it would be a manifest 
injustice to refuse a permit. 


Case No. 360. 
May 22, 1912. 
Appellant asked permission to install a ten horse 
power gas engine at his premises. After a hearing at 
which protestants were heard the Board granted the 
application. 


Case No. 361. 
May 22, 1912. 
The appellant asked permission to convert an exist- 
ing dwelling house into a tenement house and to leave 
an existing one-story ell which projected into the rear 
yard. The Board sustained the appeal on the ground 
that the premises would be amply provided with light 
and air and that it would be a manifest injustice to 
refuse the permit. 
Case No. 362. 
May 22, 1912. 
The Building Commissioner refused an application 
for a permit to erect a tenement house because the 
means of egress was not reasonably satisfactory to the 
Building Commissioner. Board found that the proposed 
means of egress, with certain alterations provided, 
would be reasonable, and sustained the appeal. 
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CasE No. 363. 
May 27, 1912. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect 
a dwelling house where the external walls were to be 8 
inches in thickness instead of 12 inches. The appellant 
contended that his proposed method of construction of 
8-inch hollow terra cotta blocks in a building of this 
character, with many external and internal angles and 
partitions, brought his construction well within the 
spirit of the law, and the Board, finding this a specific 
case, sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 364. : 
June 5, 1912. 

Appellant asked permission to erect a five-story 
tenement house and to extend the first story 9 feet 
into the back yard, leaving only 3 feet of yard space 
back of the ell. The appeal was dismissed. 


CasE No. 365. 
May 27, 1912. 
The appellant asked permission to omit fireproofing 
around certain structural steel in a brewery. With cer- 
tain provisos regarding steel columns, the appeal was 


sustained. 
Case No. 366. 
May 27, 1912. 

The appellant asked permission to use 8-inch hollow 
terra cotta blocks in a _ three-story tenement house 
in place of 12-inch brick walls, and 8-inch brick walls 
for interior division or party walls. Board required 
12-inch hollow terra cotta blocks up to the third floor 
level, and in other respects sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 367. 
June 5, 1912. 
The appellant asked permission to alter an existing 
tenement house by adding one story to the same, said 
tenement house not being provided with a yard or 
court as required for new tenement houses. After an 
inspection of the premises, the Board dismissed the 
appeal. 
Case No. 368. 
May 8, 1912. 
The appellant asked permission to vary slightly the 
width of outer courts in a tenement house, owing to 
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the peculiar shape of the lot. The Board sustained the 
appeal because of the physical conditions surrounding 
the property. 
CasEt No. 369. 
June 15, 1912. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a two-story 
mill of second-class construction, exceeding 10,000 square 
feet of floor area. Because of the peculiar physical 
conditions surrounding the property and the character 
of the manufacturing to be pursued, the Board sustained 
the appeal. 

Case No. 370. 
June 19, 1912. 

Appellant asked permission to make certain plumbing 
changes in his house. This application was refused by 
the Building Commissioner because the house in ques- 
tion was not provided with satisfactory means of egress. 
Board found that the question of egress should be 
treated as a separate matter and that in regard to the 
proposed alterations they were of such a slight nature 
as not to constitute an alteration within the meaning 
of the law, and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 371. 
June 22, 1912. 

Appellant asked permission to erect a tenement house 
which was refused by the Building Commissioner because 
there was no yard of the size required by law. The 
appellant contended that no yard was required for 
various reasons submitted in his brief, and the Board 
sustained the appeal on the ground that what he 
proposed to do was within the spirit of the law. 


Case No. 372. 
June 26, 1912. 
Appellant asked permission to erect a_ five-story 
tenement house of second-class construction. This 
application was refused by the Building Commissioner 
because there was no yard of the size required by law. 
Appeal was dismissed. 


Case No. 3738. 
| June 26, 1912. 
Appellant asked permission to erect a market building 
of third-class construction within the building limits. 
The Building Commissioner refused a permit, claiming 
that such buildings would not be market sheds or market 
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buildings within the meaning of the law. Board dis- 
agreed with Building Commissioner and sustained the 
appeal. 
Case No. 374. 
June 24, 1912. 

This case was appealed a year after the date on which 
the appellant was ordered to provide additional means 
of egress, and as such appeals are required to be made 
ten days after an issuance of an order of the Building 
Commissioner, the Board notified the appellant that it 
could not erant a hearing. 


Case No. 375. 
July 3, 1912. 

The appellant asked permission to install certain fire- 
proof self-closing doors opening into a passageway, said 
passageway to be used as an emergency exit from a 
theater. This application was refused by the Building 
Commissioner because such doors might be a menace in 
case of fire or panic. Board disagreed with the Building 
Commissioner and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 376. 
July 6, 1912. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a dwelling 
outside the building limits, partly of third-class and 
partly of second-class construction. This application 
was refused by the Building Commissioner because the 
building was not of second-class construction throughout. 
The Board found that in such a locality the building 
could be of composite or third-class construction within 
the law, and therefore sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 377. 
Case continued. 


Case No. 378. 
September 25, 1912. 


Board concurred with the Building Commissioner at 
his request in finding a proposed method of construction 
and maintenance equivalent to that required by law. 


CasE No. 379. 
July 17, 1912. 


Appellant asked permission to make alterations in an 
existing tenement house, of such character and extent 
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as to practically constitute a new building in the opinion 
of the Board, and as a new building it would not con- 
form to the law. The appeal was therefore dismissed. 


Case No. 380. | 
July 31, 1912. 

This was an application made by the appellant to 
install boilers, engine and generator in a factory build- 
ing. After giving a hearing to remonstrants, the appli- 
cation was granted to the appellants with certain provisos 
required in the arrangement of their plant. 


Case No. 881. 
: July 17,1912. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a block of 
dwelling houses, which was refused by the Building 
Commissioner because the yards behind the several 
houses would not be of the dimensions required by 
law. Owing to the physical conditions surrounding the 
property the Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 382. 
July 31, 1912. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order 
of the Building Commissioner to fireproof columns in a 
bottling shop in connection with a brewery. These 
columns supported a concrete floor. The entire build- 
ing in question might have been of second-class con- 
struction with wooden floors, and in view of this fact 
the Board sustained the appeal on the ground that what 
the appellant proposed to do was better than he was 
required to do by law. 


Case No. 383. 
August 3, 1912. 
The appellant asked permission to erect two tenement 
houses in part separated by a court. The application 
was refused by the Building Commissioner because 
the said court was less than 12 feet in width. Board 
found that the rooms affected by this court were only 
bath rooms and staireases and that the slight deviation 
from the law might be allowed, and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 384. 
August 3, 1912. 
The appellant asked permission to alter an existing 
tenement house by squaring up the present fifth story, 
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which is pitch, and changing said pitch roof to flat and 
making other alterations in an ell at the rear. As the 
alterations proposed would in no wise affect the lght 
and air in the premises in question, or adjacent prem- 
ises, the appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 385. 
August 6, 1912. 
The Board was asked by the Building Commissioner 
to concur with him in finding the proposed method of 
construction and maintenance in a theater equivalent 
to that specifically required by law. The Board so 
concurred. 
Case No. 386. 
August 3, 1912. 
The appellant asked permission to make certain alter- 
ations in a tenement house. The application was 
refused by the Building Commissioner because the 
proposed alterations would be of such an extent as to 
constitute a new building and there would be no yard 
behind the building of the dimensions required by law. 
The Board did not agree with the Building Commis- 
sioner and, because of the physical conditions surround- 
ing the property, sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 387. 
August 6, 1912. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a hall for 
parish purposes to contain over 800 persons, the floor 
of the hall being only a few feet above the grade. Tech- 
nically, a building with an assembly hall seating over 
800 persons must be of first-class construction with the 
exception of the roof, but owing to the isolated position 
of the building and the general character otherwise of 
its construction, the Board sustained the appeal and 
allowed the floor to be of second-class construction. 


Case No. 388. 
August 15, 1912. 
The appellant asked permission to erect, in the dis- 
trict of Hyde Park, a tenement house. This appli- 
cation was refused by the Building Commissioner 
because the external walls were to be of a particular 
process of concrete in lieu of 12 inches of masonry as 
required by law. The appellant showed that a permit 
on these plans had been granted in Hyde Park before it

was annexed to Boston, but he had been prevented 
from carrying on the work and had, therefore, been 
~ obliged to make a new application to the Building Com- 
missioner of the City of Boston. The Board found 
that provided the walls were 8 inches in thickness instead 
of 7 inches of the proposed method of concreting, the 
building would be amply safe and that it would be a 
manifest injustice to refuse the application. The 
appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 389. 
September 4, 1912. 
The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to provide additional means 
of egress in his business premises. After an inspection 
of the premises by the Board, the appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 390. 
August 15, 1912. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a block of 
houses on three sides of an open court, and the applica- 
tion was refused by the Building Commissioner because 
the exposure for light and air was not as required by law. 
Owing to the peculiar physical conditions surrounding 
the property and with certain provisos in regard to 
certain areas of courts, the appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 391. 
August 21, 1912. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a church 
seating 1,100 persons, leaving the floor of second-class 
construction, exterior walls to be of second-class con- 
struction. Owing to the locality of the church and 
the fact that the floor is only a few feet above the grade, 
the Board sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 392. 
August 29, 1912. 

Appellants asked permission to erect two buildings 
for religious purposes, connected on the first story by 
a cloister. The application was refused by the Build- 
ing Commissioner because the building was to be more 
than three stories in height and the walls inclosing an 
assembly room would not be of legal thickness. Board 
found that the buildings did not exceed three stories in 
height and, therefore, the thickness of the walls as 
shown was legal, and sustained the appeal. 
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Case No. 393. 
August 29, 1912. 

The appellant asked permission to install a moving 
picture apparatus in a large restaurant in connection 
with a department store. The Building Commissioner 
refused the application because the seats in the said 
restaurant would not be secured to the floor during the 
operation of the said moving picture apparatus as 
required in chapter 370 of the Acts of 1912. The 
Board sustained the appeal on the ground that a 
restaurant is not a place of public assemblage within the 
meaning of the law. 


Case No. 394. 
August 21, 1912. 
The appellant asked permission to leave an existing 
doorway between a theater and a corridor of a second- 
class building, said doorway to be used as an emergency 
exit from the theater. Appeal was dismissed. 


Case No. 395. 
August 22, 1912. 
Board concurred with the Building Commissioner in 
approving the method of ingress and egress and the 
system of sprinklers to be provided in a department 
store. 
Case No. 396. 
September 4, 1912. 
The appellant asked permission to erect a group of 
brick tenement houses in a suburban district around 
three sides of a large interior court opening on to a 
street. The Building Commissioner refused the appli- 
cation because the two side houses would have insuffi- 
cient exposure upon the rear. Board found that 
because of the physical conditions surrounding the 
property in this suburban district that the houses 
would amply be lighted within the spirit of the law, 
and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 397. 
September 4, 1912. 
The appellant asked permission to erect a hospital 
building, covering more than 1,600 feet of ground floor 
area, with 8 inches of hollow terra cotta blocks in 
place of the 12 inches of masonry required by law. 
The appeal was sustained. 
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Case No. 398. 
September 4, 1912. 

The appellant asked to erect a mill building, which 
application was refused by the Building Commissioner 
because the floors were not designed to carry the load 
required by law. This mill building is outside the fire 
limits and the Board found that the last paragraph of 
chapter 550, section 17, Acts of 1907, was intended to 
leave the construction of such buildings to the discre- 
tion of the Building Commissioner and to the Board 
of Appeal, and the Board sustained the appeal on the 
ground that the floors were amply strong to carry the 
load that was intended for them. 


Case No. 399. 
September 4, 1912 
Appellant asked permission to erect a tenement house 
on a lot running between a narrow street and a court. 
Board found that the house in question would conform 
in spirit to the law, if not technically in compliance 
therewith, and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 400. 
Case still pending. 


Case No. 401. 
September 23, 1912. 
Appellant asked permission to alter an existing tene- 
ment house and to add a fifth story, omitting a certain 
section of the fifth story in order to provide sufficient 
light. After an examination of the premises, the Board 
sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 402. 
Withdrawn. 


Case No. 408. 
September 16, 1912. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a new office 
building in which the means of egress would not be 
satisfactory to the Building Commissioner. After an 
examination of the plans, and with certain provisos in 
regard to glass doors leading to the proposed fire escapes, 
the Board sustained the appeal.

Case No. 404. 
September 16, 1912. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to fireproof exterior iron 
columns supporting the second-story brick wall. Board 
sustained the appeal on the ground that the building in 
question, being outside the fire limits, might legally be 
of third-class construction and that it would be a mani- 
fest injustice, considering all the circumstances in this 
specific case, to require the fireproofing. 


Case No. 405. 
October 3, 1912. 


Appeal was withdrawn. 


Case No. 406. 
October 16, 1912. 

Appellant asked permission to add one story to an 
existing three-story tenement house, which application 
was refused by the Building Commissioner because the 
proposed rooms would not be legally lighted and would 
not be of legal size. The majority of the Board sus- 
tained the appeal on the ground that what the appel- 
lant wished to do in this specific case in regard to ighting 
the rooms is not distinctly forbidden by law, and with 
the understanding that the rooms themselves were to 
be made of legal size. 


CasE No. 407. 
October 21, 1912. 

Appellant asked permission to erect a structure on 
top of a first-class department store of the maximum 
height permitted by law, said structure to be used as a 
bakery in connection with a restaurant. As the pro- 
posed structure was to be quite extensive in area and 
height and the building is already of the maximum 
height to the roof, the appeal was dismissed. 


CasE No. 408. 
October 28, 1912. 
Appellant asked permission to erect a tenement house, 
which application was refused by the Building Com- 
missioner because the walls with ashlar were not to be 
16 inches in thickness. Appeal was dismissed. 
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Case No. 409. 
October 28, 1912. 

Appellant asked permission to erect a tenement house, 
which was refused by the Building Commissioner 
because there would be no yard behind the tenement 
house. Owing to the peculiar physical conditions sur- 
rounding the property in question, the Board found that 
what the appellant proposed to do was in accord with 
the spirit, if not technically in accord with the letter, of 
the law, and therefore sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 410. 
October 28, 1912. 

Appellant asked permission to erect a double house 
of third-class construction, which was refused by the 
Building Commissioner because the 8-inch party wall 
was not carried above the top of the roof but only up 
to the underside of the roof boarding, the houses having 
a hip roof with asbestos shingles. The Board sustained 
the appeal in the belief that the law was not intended 
to apply to a case of the sort in question. 


Case No. 411. 
November 16, 1912. 

Appellant asked permission to erect a frame building 
for storage purposes. This application was refused 
by the Building Commissioner because the proposed 
building would not have a brick or concrete wall on 
the side within 5 feet of the lot line. Owing to the 
physical conditions surrounding the building in ques- 
tion and the nature of the business to be carried on, 
and with the proviso that openings in said brick wall, 
which is directly upon the lot line, be filled in with 
metal frames and sashes with wired glass and fixed so 
that they cannot be opened, the Board sustained the 
appeal. 

Case No. 412. 
November 27, 1912. 

Appellant asked permission to erect a block of two 
dwellings of second-class construction above the second- 
story level, separated by a party wall carried 12 inches 
above the roof, and also a one-story structure alongside 
one of the aforesaid houses, to be used as a store, the 
side wall of same adjoining one of the side houses and 
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serving as a party wall. Board sustained the appeal 
with the proviso that the roof of the one-story portion 
be made of fireproof material. 


Case No. 413. 
December 7, 1912. 

Appellant asked permission to remove an existing 
two-story wooden ell behind a tenement house and sub- 
stitute a one-story brick ell covering the entire area of 
the lot and to be used on the first story for mercantile 
purposes. The adjoining premises on their first stories 
extend to the rear of their lots and are likewise used 
for mercantile purposes. The Building Commissioner 
refused the application because there would be no yard 
behind a tenement house, and such yard as now exists 
would be diminished. The Board sustained the appeal 
on the ground that what the appellant wishes to do 
would in no wise damage his property in any way, nor 
that of adjoining premises, nor deprive any tenement 
house of its existing amount of light and air. 


Case No. 414. 
December 7, 1912. 
Appellant appealed from the order of the Building 
Commissioner to provide additional means of egress 
in his office building. After an examination of the plans 
and an inspection of the premises, the Board sustained 
the appeal, with certain provisos. 


Case No. 415. 
December 7, 1912. 
Board concurred with the Building Commissioner, 
upon his request for such concurrence, in finding the 
means of egress and ingress satisfactory in an office 
building. 
Case No. 416. 
December 7, 1912. 
Board concurred with the Building Commissioner, 
upon his request for such concurrence, in finding the 
proposed method of construction and maintenance in 
a block of tenement houses equivalent to that specifically 
required by law. 
CasE No. 417. 
December 21, 1912. 
Appellant asked permission to erect a four-story 
dwelling house, the first story to be used for mercantile 
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purposes. The Building Commissioner refused the 
application because the building would be adapted for 
use as a tenement house and, as such, would have no 
yard or court nor would the egress be satisfactory to 
the Commissioner. The appellant contended that the 
building was to be used for only two families above the 
first story and as such would not be a tenement house, 
and upon submission of an attested paper of such a 
character as to satisfy the Board as to the good faith 
of the appellant in his application, the appeal was 
sustained. 


Case No. 418. 
December 21, 1912. 

Appellant asked permission to add one story to an 
existing tenement house. The application was refused 
by the Building Commissioner because there was no 
yard behind the tenement house of the required dimen- 
sions. In view of the existing conditions, the Board 
dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 419. 
December 26, 1912. 

Appellant asked permission to erect a five-story 
tenement house of second-class construction. Building 
~ Commissioner refused the application because the means 
of egress proposed were not reasonable and there was 
no yard of the required dimensions. Because of the 
physical conditions surrounding the property the Board 
sustained the appeal, with certain provisos. 


Case No. 420. 
January 11, 1913. 

Appellant asked permission to build a sun room of 
first-class construction on the roof of a dwelling of 
second-class construction, said roof being above the 
height limit permitted by law for new buildings of the 
same character. The appeal was dismissed on the 
ground that the Board could not find that this was a 
specific case not contemplated by the law. 


CasE No. 421. 
January 4, 1913. 
Appellant asked to erect a block of buildings of 
second-class construction for business purposes. This 
application was refused by the Building Commissioner 
because the areas would be in excess of that allowed 
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for second-class buildings in the law. The Board 
sustained the appeal on the ground that the method 
of construction proposed, with divisions into small 
areas by terra cotta partitions, was in accordance with 
the spirit if not the letter of the law. 


Case No. 422. 
January 7, 1913. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a sun room, 
two stories in height, abutting against the wall of his 
dwelling, which is of second-class construction. Said 
dwelling is on the extreme confines of the fire limits, 
and is surrounded on all sides by public parks and 
highways. Because of these physical conditions the 
Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 428. 
January 11, 1913. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a building 
for the disposal of rubbish of steel frame construction, 
covered with a patent curtain, technically known as 
corrugated asbestos protected metal. The application 
was refused by the Building Commissioner because no 
curtain walls were shown as required in a building of 
skeleton construction. The Board found that the 
proposed method of construction was within the spirit 
of the law, and because of this fact and the remoteness 
of location from other buildings, the appeal was sustained. 


CasE No. 424. 
January 22, 1913. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a church 
to seat more than 900 occupants, with wooden floors 
and exterior walls of masonry and partial third-class 
construction. The application was refused by the 
Building Commissioner because such a building by 
law should be of first-class construction. With the 
proviso that the exterior walls be made of second-class 
construction throughout, the appeal was sustained on 
the ground that the main floor of the church was only 
2 or 3 feet above the grade. 


Case No. 425. 
January 15, 1913. 


Appellant asked permission to construct an addition 
in the rear of a tenement house and to alter rear stairs 
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from second floor to cellar. The application was 
refused by the Building Commissioner because the yard 
area would be decreased by the proposed addition. The 
appeal was sustained with the proviso that the wood- 
work inclosing the stairs should be covered with tin 
or other metal, on the ground that the proposed altera- 
tion in other respects would in no way shut off any light 
or air from tenements above the first story or from any 
other adjoining tenement houses. 


Case No. 426. 
January 22, 1913. 

Appellant asked permission to erect a hospital in the 
suburbs of first-class construction with the exception of 
the roof, which is to be of wood covered with tiles, and 
metal lathed and plastered on the ceiling below the roof. 
The area of the hospital is approximately12,000 square 
feet on the ground floor. The application was refused 
by the Building Commissioner because technically the 
roof of said building should be of fireproof construction 
as well as the remainder of the building. The Board 
sustained the appeal on the ground that because of the 
remote location of the building in the suburbs, it might 
be considered a specific case. 


Case No. 427, 
January 22, 1913. 

Appellant asked permission to erect a building for the 
disposal of rubbish of steel frame construction, covered 
with a patent steel curtain, technically known as 
corrugated asbestos protected metal. The application 
was refused by the Building Commissioner because no 
curtain walls were shown as required in a building of 
skeleton construction. The Board found that the 
proposed method of construction was within the spirit 
of the law, and because of this fact and the remoteness 
of location from other buildings, the appeal was sustained.

Hon. JoHN F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str,— In compliance with section 1, chapter 550, 
of the Acts of 1907, and section 24, chapter 3, of the 
Revised Ordinances, a statement of the operations of 
the department from February 1, 1912, to January 31, 
1913, is herewith presented. 

Included with this compilation is a short history, 
prepared at the request of the Finance Commission 
during its investigation and study of the department; 
both compiled by the clerk of the department. 

Several recommendations of the Finance Commis- 
sion have already been adopted and others will be 
when an appropriation is made to cover their cost. 

The comments upon the annual report for the year 
1911-12 by the Finance Commission have been con- 
sidered, and much that appeared in that report has 
been excluded from the. report for this year. I have, 
however, directed that there be included certain matters 
relating to building operations which I have reason to 
believe are of value to public and private organizations 
and are not to be found in other publications. 
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The building law should be rewritten without delay, 
that it may be put in more logical and orderly shape, 
and with especial reference to provisions lessening fire 
hazard and giving to the department more immediate 
means of remedy in certain cases. The duties and 
authority in buildings, of the Health Department and of 
the Building Department, should be more clearly 
defined than at present, with the view of saving in 
duplication of work, especially in matters affecting 
construction, which should be confined to the direction 
of the Building Department. 

The time devoted by the two inspectors designated 
as fence viewers is more than should be taken from their 
more important duties, and I urge that the assignment 
to this service be made from some other department, 
better able to spare men from a larger force. 

I believe that much more effective work may be done 
by a police officer in many of the cases now referred to 
our constables and I urge that such an officer be detailed 
for service in this department. 

Many inquiries from officials of other cities and 
towns and their commendation of our regulations 
lead me to believe that they will not be slow in follow- 
ing the lead of Boston in any move toward lessening 
the fire hazard and other provisions for safety.

The number of permits granted for first and second 
class buildings is 571; for third-class buildings, 1,491; 
for alterations, 3,030; for setting of steam _ boilers, 
engines, ete., 1,720; for plumbing, 4,740; for gas fitting 
work, 11,850— making a total of 22,902 permits 
granted during the year. 

The number of examinations made upon buildings in 
process of construction is 32,635; of alterations, 16,702; 
of boilers, engines, etc., relative to setting, 1,909; 
plumbing work, 23,020; gas fitting work, 17,271; ele- 
vators, 3,882 egress, 4,697; plans and applications, 
6,427; specials, 270; fires, 415; theatres, 583; public 
halls, 230; existing tenement houses, 4,178; moving 
picture houses, 948 — making a total of 113,167. 
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These examinations occasioned 454 reports relative to 
unsafe buildings, dangerous chimneys, ete.; 415 reports 
relative to fires; 1,069 reports relative to violations, and 
2,761 final reports—making a total of 4,699 reports 
made during the year. 

The number of notices issued for violation of the 
statutes, etc., is 2,177; for unsafe buildings, walls, etc., 
357; for dangerous chimneys, 66; relative to egress, 
2,002, and for miscellaneous purposes, 1,987 — making 
a total of 6,589 notices issued during the year. 

Of the 6,427 plans and applications submitted during the 
year, 5,131 were approved and 1,296 were disapproved. 

The department referred to the Board of Appeal 100 
appeals. Seventy-two appeals were sustained and 11 
appeals were dismissed. The Board of Appeal also 
concurred with the Building Commissioner in allowing 
an equivalent method of construction in six cases, as 
provided in section 8, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The 
department received 59 communications from the Board 
of Appeal. There are two (2) cases pending action of 
said Board. 

Two cases of area exceeding 10,000 square feet, pro- 
posed egress, etc., were approved by the Board in con- 
currence with the commissioner. One (1) hearing was 
held on objections to erecting a gas engine and one on 
objection to erecting a boiler and engine; in both cases 
the objections were overruled. Appeal returned and a 
hearing refused in one case. No decision by the Board 
within the limit allowed by law in two cases. One 
appeal withdrawn. No action taken by Board in one 
case, as an amended plan to comply with law was filed 
with department; appeal practically withdrawn. 

The number of first and second class buildings com- 
pleted and upon which final reports have been rendered 
during the year is 442, at an estimated cost above. the 
land of $13,162,125. 

The number of third-class buildings completed and 
upon which final reports have been rendered during the 
year is 1,241, at an estimated cost above the land of 
$6,050,731. 

The number of alterations completed during the year 
is 2,481, at an estimated cost of $4,733,793. 

The number of plumbing jobs completed during the 
year is 4,586, at an estimated cost of $2,350,291. 

The number of boilers, etc., set, 1,532, at an estimated 
cost of $904,937.

The number of gas fixtures and piping installed is 
10,040, at an estimated cost of $503,306. 

The total estimated increase in tax valuation by con- 
struction and improvement for the year is $27,802,463. 

There have been 853 buildings provided with addi- 
tional means of egress. This includes 1,677 families, 
8,625 persons, at an estimated cost of $97,280 

February 1, 1912, there were 28,155 brick buildings 
and 66,902 wooden buildings in Boston. Since that date, 
up to February 1, 1913, there have been erected 442 
brick and 1,241 wooden buildings; 141 brick and 182 
wooden buildings have been taken down and 31 wooden 
buildings have been totally destroyed by fire, making a 
total of 99,386 buildings in Boston February 1, 1913, as 
follows: Brick, 28,456; wood, 70,930.

Under the provisions of the statutes relating to 
buildings in the City of Boston, and of special acts per- 
taining thereto, the department has among other 
things the supervision over the following matters: 

1. The erection of first and second class buildings 
throughout the city. 

2. The erection of third-class buildings outside the 
building limits, so called. 

3. Additions, alterations and repairs upon all classes 
of buildings, with especial reference to their compliance 
with the requirements of the building law. 

4. The inspection of unsafe buildings and structures, 
with power to require the securing or removal of same, 
and in cases of immediate danger, where the security — 
of the public is imperilled in life and limb, authority 
with the written approval of the Mayor to enter upon, 
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secure or take down the same as the exigencies of the 
public safety, in the opinion of the commissioner, may 
require. 

5. The examination of buildings damaged by fire 
or accident, with authority to enter upon the premises 
and investigate the origin of fires. 

6. The supervision of unsafe boilers, furnaces, etc., 
with authority to require the securing of same to prevent 
fire. 

7. The supervision and protection of the building 
limits, the area in which the erection of third-class 
buildings is prohibited by law, with exceptions as to 
certain buildings on wharves and those used for market 
purposes. 

8. The examination of plans of proposed buildings, 
of alterations and additions, with special reference to 
safety in construction, occupancy, sanitation, ventila- 
tion and providing requisite light and air as set forth in 
the building law. 

9. The enforcement of reasonable egress in case of 
fire or panic for all existing buildings used for habita- 
tions or any occupation requiring same. 

10. The enforcement of light, air, ventilation and 
sanitation in all existing tenement houses under special 
provisions of the building law. 

11. The inspection of elevators and hoistways with 
reference to their safety for use and their construction 
and operation. 

12. The erection of steam boilers, engines, furnaces, 
dynamos, oven, kilns and melting kettles. 

13. The authority to give grade for cutting off piles. 

14, The examination of bay windows and all projec- 
tions, upon petition to project, to see that they are 
properly constructed and secured. 

15. Authority, where terms of a permit are being 
violated, to order whole or part of work to stop until 
terms of permit have been complied with. 

16. Authority to require material facts set forth in 
application to be verified by the oath of the applicant. 

17. The inspection and regulation of plumbing 
throughout the city. 

18. The inspection and regulation of gas fitting 
throughout the city. 

19. Authority to pass on quality of materials used in 
construction, compelling them to be in accordance with 
standards set forth in building law. 
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20. The inspection and supervision of all theatres, 
moving picture houses, halls and places of public assem- 
bly where charge is made for admission. 


DaiIty DUTIES OF OFFICE AND FIELD FORCE OF THE 
BUILDING DEPARTMENT. 


From the first intimation of the owners’ intention to 
build, and while the drawings are being made, inter- 
views are often had with the office on matters pertain- 
ing to the construction of the law and its application to 
the proposed structure, and preliminary sketches are 
frequently features of these consultations. 

Upon the completion of the drawings an application, 
accompanied by a duplicate set of same, is filed at the 
office. Before a permit can be granted the drawings 
must be approved, and this means an examination into 
the proposed method of construction, quality and 
strength of materials, and this examination often requires 
a boring or sounding of the soil to ascertain its con- 
dition, in order to properly determine the method 
and character of foundation construction and the loads 
that can be safely imposed. 

Having determined the ton loads per superficial foot 
which the earth can safely sustain or piling, if on filled 
land, next is considered the number of rows of piling, 
the distance on centers and the grade for cutting off 
same. On establishing this grade the point in con- 
sideration is the proper and sufficient covering of the 
piles in summer months with tide or soil water. The 
general established grade in Boston is five (5), but is 
subject to change by the commissioner, who has full 
authority to establish such grades. Next for considera- 
tion is the foundation. The thickness of foundation 
walls, whether rubble, brick, block, granite or concrete, 
is prescribed by law and the character of building and 
height of walls govern it. Same is true of the thickness 
of walls, and the requirements for steel frame or concrete 
construction are set forth also by law, and in these cases 
the aid of an engineer is sometimes required. Floor and 
roof construction follow, with computations as to their 
weight and strength, and in this computation is included 
columns and girders. 

Chimneys and fireplaces, stairways and elevator 
shafts, egress and ingress, light and air exposures, 
plumbing, gas fitting and power and heating apparatus 
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each in turn are taken into consideration with a view 
to complying with the requirements of law regulating 
safety in construction, egress and occupation, in sanita- 
tion and the furnishing of all necessary law required 
safeguards either for public occupancy or private use. 
The field force or inspectors as often as practicable and 
possible with the amount of work to be inspected make 
examination of the buildings in process of erection or 
alteration, noting violations of law and reporting same, 
determining whether the materials used are as specified 
and in compliance with statute requirements, and 
whether the law is met in spirit and letter, that all 
violations whether of commission or omission are 
removed or complied with. Daily memorandum is 
kept of each examination and when the building is 
completed the application is closed and also the record, 
the plans and applications being taken from the live or 
active list and placed in the files or dead storage. 

Piling and concrete receive particular attention, the 
contractors employing a sort of clerk of works during 
this portion of their building, who must be satisfactory 
to the commissioner and who daily must file with the 
department a report of that day’s work as observed by 
him. <A sworn statement of the truth of his reports to 
the department is filed by him at the close of his inspec- 
tions in each and every such case. 

Plumbing inspectors note the quality of material 
used — of work performed in a sanitary and legal 
manner, requiring tests before plumbing is used to see 
that pipes are sound, free from holes and that the 
joints are tight. 

Gas fitting is examined when to be installed to enforce 
a compliance with the legal requirements as to weight, 
size and quality of fittings and fixtures; a mercury test 
is made, satisfactory in its results to the inspector before 
gas fitting can be used. In this connection the com- 
panies supplying gas refuse to make meter connections 
until the approval by the inspector is recorded in this 
office, a representative of the gas companies visiting 
the office each day to note the approvals recorded. 

Elevators are inspected with reference to their com- 
plying with law requirements as to doors, gates or bars, 
to opening in shafts, to vertical iron bars painted red in 
external window of shafts, to machinery and safety 
devices, and if found unsafe for use are so placarded and 
use prohibited. 
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The inspection and supervision of theatres, moving 
picture houses, halls and one-night exhibitions is a 
special branch of work, requiring judgment, patience, 
tact, firmness and affability. This, in conjunction with 
the examination of all existing buildings to determine 
if additional egress is necessary and of all existing 
tenement houses to procure light and air demanded by 
law, forms part of the office and field operations of the 
department. 

Should an accident of any sort in, to or upon a building 
occur, an examination, followed by a written report 
with fullest detail, is made, and damage from fire, flood, 
wind, lightning, explosion, decay, falling of elevators, 
etc., are included in these special reports. 

The statutes require a report of all buildings damaged 

by fire, giving probable origin. These reports are made 
and recorded and when of especial moment a special 
report is filed. Special reports form interesting records 
and are very valuable from the facts and detailed 
information given.

Dear Sir,— In compliance with your instructions I 
have made an examination of the financial and account- 
ing affairs of the Building Department of the city and 
have the honor to report: 

The revenue which this department receives is 
derived from fees for building permits, etc., and it acts 
under the authority of the Statutes of 1910, chapter 571. 
This act was put into force by the department on July 1 
of the present year. The schedule of fees as at first 
adopted was as follows: 

First.— For first, second and third class buildings an 
initial charge of $5 and an additional charge of 5 cents 
for each 100 cubic feet contained in the building. 

Second.— For alterations, an initial charge of $5 and 
an additional charge of 5 cents for each $50 of estimated 
cost of work. 

Third.— For taking down buildings, $5 for each permit. 

Fourth.— For permits for plumbing, boilers, engines, 
etc., $1 for each permit. 

Fifth. For permits for gas fitting, 25 cents for each 
permit. | 

This schedule remained in force until the fifth of 
November, when it was changed and the following 
adopted: 


1. For first-class buildings . : : . $25 00 
2. For second-class buildings . , Or OG 
3. For third-class buildings ; eo) etn 
4. For alterations . : ; ; 5 00 
5. For taking down buildings : : 5 00 
6. For boilers, engines, ete. , ; 1 00 
7. For new plumbing 5 00 
8. For alterations in plumbing 1 00 
9. For new gas fitting . é , 1 00 
10. For alterations in gas fitting . ; ; 25 
11. For the installation of elevators. ; : ; 5 00 
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Fees for permits granted for sheds, automobile houses, 
and like small buildings, and for preliminary permits 
for driving piles and for concrete foundations will be 
determined in the discretion of the commissioner. 

There is also a charge for gas fitters’ licenses: $2 for 
master and 50 cents for journeymen. 

Beginning with July 1 and up to November 30 I 
examined every application for a permit, saw that the 
amount due for the same had been collected and entered 
through the proper books. The total amount received 
for the five months on account of the different permits 
issued was $25,618.78, and of this amount $25,247.53 
was paid over to the City Collector. The difference 
of $371.25 was received on the last day of the month and 
carried over into the month following. This has since 
been paid to the City Collector. The balance of cash 
in the possession of the department when I entered 
upon the examination wa’ $187.25 and this I verified.

In the issuance of these permits a large amount 
of detail work is involved and it is systematically 
handled. ‘Their financial records are in excellent shape 
and the work is well performed. Payments are made 
to the City Collector at least twice a week and oftener 
if the receipts are large. The cashier of the depart- 
ment is not under bonds, and drawing this to the atten- 
tion of the commissioner he informed me that he had the 
matter under consideration. J would suggest that it 
be acted upon at once. 
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In examining the City Collector’s annual report for 
1911-12 I find outstanding balances due to the depart- 
ment on account of bills committed to him for collection. 
These bills were against private individuals for work that 
the department performed in the way of shoring build- 
ings, etc. In the aggregate they amount to $2,371.12 
and shown in detail by years are as follows:

If these amounts are uncollectible they ought to be 
abated. 

The annual appropriation for departmental expenses 
for the year 1911-12 was $113,000, and in addition a 
transfer was made from the Reserve Fund of $1,600. 
There was expended $110,682.97, leaving an unexpended 
balance on January 31,1912, in the treasury of $3,917.03. 
For the current year the appropriation is $126,200, and 
of this there has been expended up to November 30, 
$107,549.67. The departmental records of the appro- 
priation expenditure are well kept.

Board of Examiners. 
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PROSECUTIONS. 


Samuel Gilman was found at work at 14 Fay street, 
on May 1, doing gas fitting. As he had no license to 
do such work, he was summoned into court and was 
fined $10, which he paid. 


Inspector Hofnauer found Paul Gerard doing gas 
fitting on the premises, 594 Columbia road, on April 23, 
without being registered He was brought into court 
and fined $10. 


The Roxbury Gas Company reported that a gas 
water heater had been connected to the lighting meter, 
thus causing a flickering of the gas lights. An investi- 
gation by this department showed that the connection 
had been done without a permit, and the Concord 
Plumbing Company was summoned into court and 
was discharged as the Court maintained that no evi- 
dence had been presented showing that the defendant 
had actually performed the work. The work was done 
on August 8 on the premises, 20 Nazing street. 


Inspector O’Neill reported that he found Nathan 
Barkan engaged in gas fitting (without being licensed) 
on the premises, 1560 Dorchester avenue, on October 


31. Barkan was summoned into court and fined $10, 
which he paid. 


EXISTING TENEMENT Hovusgs. 


Under the provisions of chapter 550 of the Acts of 
1907 the inspection of existing tenement houses, with 
reference to light and air for siehaceabeihe! ete., is placed 
in this department. 

During the year 1912-1913 this Hivastan has followed 
the practice of former years and engaged in a house-to- 
house inspection and has endeavored to obtain action 
in cases that are of some moment. Owing to the limited 
force detailed on this work the minor violations have 
been almost entirely disregarded. 
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The division is indebted to the Board of Health for 
considerable assistance rendered in the attempt to 
secure the enforcement of the “tenement house”’ pro- ' 
visions of the building law. 

It is gratifying to find a ready response on the part of 
many of the owners of property affected when attention 
is called to wrong conditions, and with very little 
difficulty a practical compliance with the law is had. 
To secure compliance with the exact letter of the law 
is a practical impossibility for several reasons, one of 
which is that the law contains serious defects in com- 
pilation, and also that public sympathy cannot be 
enlisted in support of any explicit provision of law in 
maintaining which no logical argument or reason can be 
‘advanced. It is regrettable that a considerable number 
of the ‘‘tenement house’’ provisions come under this 
head and it is very desirable to secure legislative action 
to frame substitute provisions that will permit the 
successful operation of this system of inspection which 
contains so much of inherent benefit to all. 

Under instructions from his Honor the Mayor and by 
courtesy of the Building Commissioner, the chief 
inspector of this division was detailed as one of the 
representatives of the city. to be present at the con- 
ference of the National Housing Association, held in 
Philadelphia, December 3 to 6, inclusive, 1912, and his 
report was filed with the commissioner. 

There are approximately 4,000 tenement houses in 
Wards 1 to 15, inclusive, that have been definitely 
located and in many of which changes have been made 
in compliance with the law. 

Inspection in detail is now going on in Ward 18, which 
will be followed by similar inspection in Wards 16, 17 
and 19, as well as keeping up the re-examination of 
premises in regard to which notices have already been 
issued. 

The method pursued in this inspection service of 
educating the public to an appreciation of the benefits 
to be derived results in an excessive number of re-exam- 
inations, but there seems at present to be no effective 
remedy for this condition and it still seems to be the 
best way to proceed. There has been no increase during 
the past year in the force of inspectors detailed in this 
work, so that the amount of work performed is practi- 
cally similar in amount to that of the preceding year. 
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Detail of Inspections. 
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Report of Fires for the Year Ending January 31, 1913, Wherein 
the Construction of the Building was Affected. 
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The property of the department consists of its records, 
books, plans, typewriting machines, camera and auto- 
mobile. 

Estimated cost of removing violations of statutes and 
ordinances, $24,418. , 

Estimated cost of removing or securing unsafe build- 
ings and dangerous chimneys, $22,703. 

Four hundred seven complaints have been referred 
to the Law Department during the year February 1, 
1912, to January 31, 19138, for legal action; 246 were for 
neglect to provide egress as required, 158 for violation 
of the building law and 3 for maintaining unsafe buildings 
after notice to secure or take down. 

Two hundred sixty complaints, referred to Law Depart- 
ment, have been closed, the cause for complaint being 
removed. Of these, 199 were for egress not provided, 56 
for violation of the building law, and 5 for maintaining 
unsafe buildings after notice to secure or take down. 

The department, owing to the occurrence of several 
accidents and fires, together with an agitation for 
the extension of the fire limits, and discussion thereon 
by the City Council, was made the subject of severe 
criticism by the Press and the public, and an investiga- 
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tion, rigid in character, was requested of the Finance 
Commission by the Mayor in October, 1911. This has 
been accomplished and their report submitted to the 
Mayor and City Council under dateof November 22, 1912. 

As will be seen by this annual report, the building 
operations during the past year have been the most 
extensive in the history of the department and the indica- 
tions are for a continuance of activities during the coming 
year with a possibility of an increase in volume. 

Commencing with July 1, 1912, a system of ‘‘fees”’ for 
permits granted went into operation. This entailed 
much additional work and responsibility on the depart- 
ment and has been met and performed by the existing 
force in a most satisfactory and efficient manner. The 
accounts have been examined by an expert accountant 
under the direction of the City Auditor. (See report 
attached.) In this connection the clerk receiving and 
distributing the fees is to be placed under bonds for the 
sum of $3,000, and an examination of the accounts 
of the department should be made quarterly by an 
expert accountant, commencing May 1 of the current 
year, under the direction of the City Auditor. 

To assist in obtaining data and facts in connection 
with building accidents of all kinds and fires occurring 
within the city limits, the department is receiving reports 
relating to fires from the Fire Department and the 
Boston Board of Fire Underwriters; and those relating 
to gas asphyxiations from the Medical Examiners, 
State Gas and Electric Light Commissioners and the 
Boston Police Department; and those relating to acci- 
dents to persons on buildings, in the course of their 
employment, from the State Industrial Accident Board. 
Elevator accidents are required to be reported by law. 
A monthly copy is made of all inquests held on 
accidents of above nature. In addition to the above 
sources of information this department subscribes to a 
press clipping bureau. | 

During the year the efficiency of the department has 
been improved in many minor ways, limited in scope 
by our appropriation. ‘The department has under con- 
sideration further changes which will add to the effective 
work of the department and which will be put into 
operation in the near future. 

Legislation affecting the department has already been 
considered and active steps taken toward its enactment. 
It is expected that the proposed measures will materially 
assist in remedying the present difficulties found in the 
execution and enforcement of the building law. 
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COMMUNICATION FROM THE FINANCE 
COMMISSION. 


Boston, April 11, 1912. 
Hon. Joun F. Fitzaeraup, Mayor: 


Str,— The Finance Commission has received your 
Honor’s communication of April 5, 1912, in which it is 
pointed out that you have referred to the commission 
several questions relating to the Building Department 
in communications dated October 4, 1911, October 14, 
1911, and December 21, 1911. 

The first communication related to charges made by 
Local Union 175 of the Plumbers and Gasfitters’ Union, 
respecting the employment of assistants who had not 
received licenses as plumbers or gas fitters. 

One of the persons complained of has since been 
arrested on a warrant, tried, and fined $35. Three 
plumbers were found by the department working with- 
out a license and were stopped. Later the same 
plumbers continued to work without a license and 
were summoned into court by the Journeymen Plumbers’ 
Association. Employees of the Building Department 
appeared against them as witnesses and they were fined. 
The Building Commissioner has assured the Finance 
Commission of his desire to prosecute all persons who 
are engaged in these occupations without a license. 
The commission believes that no further report upon 
this administrative detail is necessary. 

Your Honor’s second letter related to the collapse of 
a building at the corner of Hanover and Battery streets, 
and upon this subject both the commission and its 
engineer, Mr. Guy C. Emerson, made full reports, which 
were submitted to your Honor on November 1, 1911. 
(See Finance Commission Reports, Vol. VII., pp. 242- 
258, inclusive.) Your Honor, in your letter of April 5, 
1912, does not mention the fact that this report was 
submitted. 

The third communication of your Honor related to 
the question of charging fees for building permits, and 
submitted a proposed schedule of fees. The commis- 
sion has examined this schedule and believes the fees 
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are reasonable. A copy of the schedule is hereto 
annexed and marked ‘‘Appendix A.”’ Although the com- 
mission in its report of November 1, 1911, suggested 
that additional inspectors should be employed and paid 
out of the receipts from fees the commission agrees with 
your Honor’s suggestion,— that it would be _ better 
practice to have the fees collected by the Building 
Department and turned over to the City Collector; 
and to have the additional inspectors of the Building 
Department paid out of the regular appropriation for 
that department. The net result will be a substantial 
saving to the city notwithstanding the increase in the 
appropriation for the Building Department. The com- 
mission believes that the amount recommended by 
your Honor for the Building Department for the year 
1912-13, namely, $126,200, will be sufficient to meet the 
ordinary needs of the department and to pay the salaries 
of the additional inspectors required; and therefore 
recommends the appropriation of the amount allowed 
by your Honor in the budget submitted to the City 
Council. 

Your Honor referred also to the accident which 
occurred on April 5, 1912, at the Filene Building on 
Washington street. The commission’s engineer exam- 
ined the premises and he has reported to the commis- 
sion that no blame should attach to the Building Depart- 
ment on account of the accident as the department was 
in no way responsible for it.

APPENDIX A. 


Schedule of Fees. 


For first, second and third class buildings, an initial 
charge of $5 and an additional charge of 5 cents for each 
100 cubic feet contained in the buildings. 

For alterations, an initial charge of $5 with an addi- 
tional charge of 5 cents for each $50 of cost of the work. 

For permits for plumbing, boilers, engines, ete., $1 for 
each permit. 

For permits for gas fitting, 25 cents for each permit. 

Upon this basis the fee for a building costing about 
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$10,000 would.be $15; for a building costing about 
$100,000, $105, and so on. The cubical contents of a 
building gives an exact basis for calculating the amount 
of fee and approximates a ratio equivalent to the cost. 

Flat rates should be charged for permits for plumbing, 
boilers and gas fitting, as work of any magnitude under 
these permits is usually installed in new buildings and 
the fee for the building permit should carry such acces- 
sories. 


The above fees having been approved by the Mayor 
and the Finance Commission were put into effect July 
1, 1912, and continued in operation until November 4, 
1912, when they were superseded by the following 
schedule of fees which are still in force. This schedule 
had the approval of the Mayor and Finance Commission. 


FEES. 


On and after November 4, 1912, fees for new build- 
ings, alterations and taking down buildings will be pay- 
able on delivery of permits at the office of the Building 
Department, 100 Summer street. For permits for 
boilers, engines, furnaces, plumbing and gas fitting, fees 
must accompany the application as follows: 


1. For first-class buildings ; , . $25. 00 
2. For second-class buildings . ay 20)-00 
3. For third-class buildings —. , pie Ls OD 
4. For alterations ; 5 00 
5. For taking down buildings 5 00 
6. For boilers, engines, ete. 1 00 
7. For new plumbing 5 00 
8. For alterations in plumbing 1 00 
9. For new gas-fitting ; ; 1 00 
10. For alterations in casfitting ; 25 
11‘ For installation of elevators ; 5 00 
12. Fees for permits granted for sheds, ‘automobile houses 


and like small buildings and for preliminary permits for driving 
piles and for concrete foundations will be determined in the 
discretion of the commissioner. Applications for plumbing 
and gas fitting of buildings in process of erection must be filed 
in person and accompanied by the fee. Applications for 
alteration work in plumbing and gas fitting, accompanied by 
fee of $1 for each plumbing application and 25 cents for each 
gas fitting application, may be mailed. 


All applications must be on latest forms provided by 
the department. Obsolete forms will not be received. 
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REPORT OF FENCE VIEWERS. 


February 1, 1913. 
Mr. ArtTHUR G. EVERETT, 
Building Commissioner, 100 Summer Street: 


Drar Si1r,—In compliance with your request we 
hereby submit our second annual report as fence viewers 
of the City of Boston. 

From February 1, 1912, the date of our first report, 
to January 31, 1913, we have had thirty-three cases to 
consider, distributed throughout the city as follows: 
Fourteen in Dorchester, six in Roxbury, five in East 
Boston, four in West Roxbury, three in South Boston 
and one in Hyde Park. 

Two cases, one in West Roxbury and one in East 
Boston, necessitated two visits each, and three cases in 
West Roxbury and one in Dorchester necessitated the 
assistance of engineers from the Street Laying-Out 
Department. 

In one instance where we were asked to intervene we 
found we had no jurisdiction. 

The procedure with respect to any case is as follows: 
On receipt of a complaint concerning a fence or division 
boundary the fence viewers send notices to all inter- 
ested parties of a hearing to be held at the premises in 
question. At this hearing all parties have an oppor- 
tunity to state their views on the case, after hearing 
which and taking the conditions into account the fence 
viewers make their decision. 

All decisions are sent in writing to those concerned 
and a copy is filed with the City Clerk in accordance 
with chapter 33, Revised Laws of 1902. 

Fees for the services of the fence viewers are assigned 
to those parties in error and are delivered, when we 
succeed in collecting them, to the City Collector, as 
provided by chapter 76, Acts of 1911. 

On February 1, 1912, there was owing to us and in the 
City Law Department for collection the sum of $29, 
and $5 was not then due. 

Since February 1, 1912, we have collected either 
directly or through the City Law Department the sum of 
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$80.25 and $10 from last year’s account, making a total 
of $90.25, which has been paid to City Collector B. 8. 
Parker and for which we hold his receipts. 

There is now in the City Law Department for collec- 
tion the sum of $46.50; $6 is not yet due, and one case 
is still unsettled. 

The Law Department does not make any serious 
effort to collect these fees as they state that it costs 
several dollars to collect one. 

As we stated in last year’s report the disputes over 
the fences in question are in most cases very petty and 
trifling, and though we have endeavored to render our 
decisions in accordance with the merits of the cases, 
many of the disputants have not taken the action that 
we ordered. 

The existing law relative to fences is not adequate 
to cope with the needs of a city the size of Boston, 
where the conditions with regard to grades, lawns, etc., 
are so varied, and where embankment walls enter to 
so great an extent in disputes over boundary lines. 

We would respectfully recommend that the existing 
law be amended to fit the needs of the City of Boston, 
or some legislation enacted to compel property owners 
to properly fence all improved property where a fence 
is required, after a complaint by an abutter and in accord - 
ance with an order from the fence viewers. 

Unless some such legislation is adopted the office of 
fence viewers will continue to be a joke and the time 
spent by them in investigations and in arriving at their 
decisions be wasted.

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SUMMARY OF ALL THE DECISIONS OF THE 
BOARD OF APPEAL FOR THE YEAR END- 
ING JANUARY 31, 1913. 


Case No. 335. 
February 3, 1912. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to extend the fire wall of 
his house 12 inches above the roof as required by law. 
Board sustained the appeal because of peculiar circum- 
stances in this specific case and because of some doubt 
as to the interpretation of the law in question. 


CasE No. 336. 
February 7, 1912. 
Board concurred with the Building Commissioner in 
finding the proposed arrangement of construction and 
maintenance in a building equivalent to that specifically 
required by law. This equivalent arrangement had to 
do with yard and court exposure in connection with two 
tenement houses. 
Case No. 387. 
March 23, 1912. 
Appellant asked to be relieved from the order of the 
Building Commissioner to provide additional means of 
egress. Appeal dismissed. 


Case No. 388. 
February 24, 1912. 

The appellant asked to be allowed to retain the 
wooden ell to a wooden building in which certain 
alterations were to be made, the total area of the building 
and ell exceeding the maximum permitted by law by 
240 square feet. In view of the isolated location and 
other conditions the Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 339. 
February 24, 1912. 


The appellant asked permission to build an addition 
one story in height above the basement and covering 
ubout 500 square feet, which would make the total 
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area of the building slightly in excess of the 5,000 
square feet allowed for second-class construction. He 
also asked permission to ventilate and light proposed 
water-closet inclosures somewhat differently from that 
required strictly by law. With certain provisos regard- 
ing concrete: floors in this addition, the appeal was 
sustained. 
CasE No. 340. 
March 2, 1912. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to remove a violation of 
law at certain premises, namely, floors in stair halls 
did not have 5 inches of cement deafening. The appel- 
lant proposed to use 2 inches of terrazzo on top of 
wooden underflooring in place thereof and the Board, 
agreeing with his contention that such a substitute was 
the equivalent of that required by law, sustained the 
appeal. 

Case No. 341. 
March 14, 1912. 

This is a case of a tenement house where the inner 
court provided is not of legal dimensions. The appellant 
appealed from the refusal of the Building Commissioner 
to grant a permit and the Board found, because of 
physical surroundings of the property in question, 
what the appellant proposed to do was within the 
spirit if not technically in accordance with the law, 
and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 342. 
| March 14, 1912. 
The appellant asked to be allowed to alter an exist- 
ing tenement house by adding another. story, the 
exposure to the existing tenement house being less than 
the law requires for new tenement houses. The Board 
dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 348. 
March 14, 1912. 
The appellant asked to be allowed to construct a 
tenement house upon a lot 150 feet in depth without 
dividing said tenement into two buildings, as required 
by section 55, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, and also to 
excéed the maximum area of ground covered by 256 
square feet. Board sustained the appeal on the ground 
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that the legal setback on the lot in question practically 
rendered the lot for building purposes less than 150 
feet in depth, and that, owing to the location and general 
plan of the building, it would be a manifest injustice to 
require him to sacrifice said 256 square feet extra area. 


Case No. 344. 
March 20, 1912. 

An appellant building a theater asked to be relieved 
from certain technical provisions regarding open courts 
provided by law. In lieu of said court the appellant 
proposes to provide an 8-foot fireproof passage in the 
basement to the sidewalk on the street. The Board 
found that what the appellant proposed to do was a 
sufficient alternative and equivalent to the technical 
requirements of the law, and sustained the-appeal. 


Case No. 345. 
March 16, 1912. 

This was a question of the height of a tenement 
house on a lot of varying grades. The Building Commis- 
sioner contended that the building in question was 
six stories, while the appellant contended that it was 
five above the basement at the higher grade of the lot 
at the rear of the building. The majority of the Board 
sustained the appeal on the ground that the lower 
story, although mostly above the ground on one side, 
constituted a basement, and the owner was entitled to 
build five stories above the same. 


Case No. 346. 
April 27, 1912. 
The Building Commissioner asked the Board to 
concur with him in granting an equivalent method of 
construction in regard to exposure in certain rooms in 
a new tenement house. With certain provisos the 
Board concurred with the Building Commissioner. 


Case No. 347. 
April 6, 1912. 
The appellant appealed from the refusal of the 
Building Commissioner to grant a permit because the 
yard back of a tenement house was not 12 feet in depth. 
Because the said tenement house backed upon a school- 
yard of ample size the appeal was sustained. 
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Case No. 348. 
April 13, 1912. 
The appellant asked to be permitted to install a 
bakehouse in the rear yard of a tenement house. In 
view of the physical conditions surrounding the prop- 
erty the appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 349. 
April 13, 1912. 
The appellant asked permission to erect a tenement 
house, utilizing a 10-foot restricted passageway on one 
side in place of an outer court technically required by 
law. The Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 350. 
April 13, 1912. 

The appellant asked permission to add an additional 
story to a three-story tenement house, although the 
existing yard was not of the required dimensions for new 
tenement houses. As the Board found that the pro- 
posed increase in height would not diminish the light 
and air in the premises in question, or adjoining premises, 
the appeal was sustained on the ground that it would 
be a manifest injustice to refuse a permit. 


Case No. 361. 
April 6, 1912. 
The Building Commissioner asked the Board to 
concur with him in granting an equivalent method of 
construction in a tenement house of second-class con- 
struction, where the floor area exceeded 5,000 square 
feet. In view of the peculiar construction of the building 
the Board concurred with the Building Commissioner. 


Case No. 352. 
April 13, 1912. 

Appellant asked permission to erect a tenement house, 
which was refused by the Building Commissioner 
because there was no yard extending across the rear of 
the house and because the proposed house would be in 
excess of the height allowed by law. The Building 
Commissioner also found that the house in question 
was really two houses. The Board found, after an 
examination of the plans, that it was but one house, 
that the streets upon which said house abuts were legal 
highways in the City of Boston, and that the height, 
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therefore, conformed with the law, and in other respects 
did not vary therefrom. The appeal was therefore 
sustained. 
Case No. 353. 
May 14, 1912. 
enetlant appealed from the refusal of the Building 
Commissioner to grant a permit to convert an existing 
building into a theater because one of the streets or 
courts upon which the theater opened was not suitable 
as an emergency exit. After many hearings and an 
examination of the premises the appeal was dismissed 
by the Board. 
Case No. 354. 
May 1, 1912. 
Appellant asked permission to alter his tenement 
house and decrease the existing amount of back yard. 
The appeal was dismissed. 


Case No. 355. 
April 24, 1912. 

Appellant asked permission to add a fourth story to 
an existing three-story brick tenement house, the Build- 
ing Commissioner refusing the application on the ground 
that the existing tenement house consisted of two tene- 
ment houses and as such the proposed alteration would 
constitute a new tenement house, which in some respects 
would not conform to the law for new tenement houses. 
The Board found that the existing two houses were as a 
fact one house, and that the addition of a fourth story 
to same was permissible under the law, and the appeal 


was sustained. 
Case No. 356. 
April 27, 1912. 
Appellant asked permission to install a system of 
back venting in an existing hotel. This back venting, 
in the opinion of the Building Commissioner, was 
undesirable and not in accordance with the require- 
ments of law. The Board found that the proposed 
method would be sufficiently efficacious, and, in view 
of the character of the existing building, sustained the 
appeal. 
Case No. 357. 
May 8, 1912. 
The Building Commissioner refused a permit on the 
ground that the building in question was one of habita- 
tion and that the exposure was not sufficient for a build- 
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ing of such a character. The appellant’s contention 
was that the building in question is to be used as a house 
for settlement work and that the few bedrooms incidental 
to the same did not constitute the building a house of 
habitation within the meaning of the law. The Board, 
while declining to find that the building was not a 
house of habitation, sustained the appeal on the ground 
that it would be a manifest injustice to refuse the permit. 


CasE No. 358. 
May 8, 1912. 

The appellant asked permission to add a fifth story 
to an existing four-story brick tenement house. The 
Building Commissioner refused the application because 
the existing building did not have a yard or court as 
required by law. In this specific case, owing to physical 
conditions surrounding the property, the Board sus- 
tained the appeal. 


Case No. 359. 
May 1, 1912. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a high class 
tenement house of second-class construction, although 
the floor area would exceed by 373 square feet the maxi- 
mum permitted by law. The total area might be 
reduced to 5,000 square feet by omitting the bay 
windows, but this would greatly depreciate the value 
of the property, and as the fire risk would not be 
increased by this extra area, the Board sustained the 
appeal on the ground that it would be a manifest 
injustice to refuse a permit. 


CasE No. 360. 
May 22, 1912. 
Appellant asked permission to install a ten horse 
power gas engine at his premises. After a hearing at 
which protestants were heard the Board granted the 
application. 
Case No. 361. 
; May 22, 1912. 
The appellant asked permission to convert an exist- 
ing dwelling house into a tenement house and to leave 
an existing one-story ell which projected into the rear 
yard. The Board sustained the appeal on the ground 
that the premises would be amply provided with lght 
and air and that it would be a manifest injustice to 
refuse the permit. 
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Case No. 362. 
May 22, 1912. 

The Building Commissioner refused an application 
for a permit to erect a tenement house because the 
means of egress was not reasonably satisfactory to the 
Building Commissioner. Board found that the proposed 
means of egress, with certain alterations provided, 
would be reasonable, and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 368. 
May 27, 1912. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect 
a dwelling house where the external walls were to be 8 
inches in thickness instead of 12 inches. The appellant 
contended that his proposed method of construction of 
8-inch hollow terra cotta blocks in a building of this 
character, with many external and internal angles and 
partitions, brought his construction well within the 
spirit of the law, and the Board, finding this a specific 
case, sustained the appeal. | 


Case No. 364. 
June 5, 1912. 
Appellant asked permission to erect a five-story 
tenement house and to extend the first story 9 feet 
into the back yard, leaving only 3 feet of yard space 
back of the ell. The appeal was dismissed. 


Case No. 365. 
May 27, 1912. 
The appellant asked permission to omit fireproofing 
around certain structural steel in a brewery. With cer- 
tain provisos regarding steel columns, the appeal was 


sustained. 
Case No. 366. 
May 27, 1912. 

The appellant asked permission to use 8-inch hollow 
terra cotta blocks in a three-story tenement house 
in place of 12-inch brick walls, and 8-inch brick walls 
for interior division or party walls. Board required 
12-inch hollow terra cotta blocks up to the third floor 
level, and in other respects sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 367. 
June 5, 1912. 


The appellant asked permission to alter an existing 
tenement house by adding one story to the same, said 
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tenement house not being provided with a yard or 
court as required for new tenement houses. After an 
inspection of the premises, the Board dismissed the 
appeal. 
Case No. 368. 
May 8, 1912. 
The appellant asked permission to vary slightly the 
width of outer courts in a tenement house, owing to 
the peculiar shape of the lot. The Board sustained the 
appeal because of the physical conditions surrounding 
the property. 
Case No. 369. 
June 15, 1912. 
The appellant asked permission to erect a two-story 
mill of second-class construction, exceeding 10,000 square 
feet of floor area. Because of the peculiar physical 
conditions surrounding the property and the character 
of the manufacturing to be pursued, the Board sustained 
the appeal. 3 


Case No. 370. 
June 19, 1912. 

Appellant asked permission to make certain plumbing 
changes in his house. This application was refused by 
the Building Commissioner because the house in ques- 
tion was not provided with satisfactory means of egress. 
Board found that the question of egress should be 
treated as a separate matter and that in regard to the 
proposed alterations they were of such a slight nature 
as not to constitute an alteration within the meaning 
of the law, and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 371. 
June 22, 1912. 

Appellant asked permission to erect a tenement house 
which was refused by the Building Commissioner because 
there was no yard of the size required by law. The 
appellant contended that no yard was required for 
various reasons submitted in his brief, and the Board 
sustained the appeal on the ground that what he 
proposed to do was within the spirit of the law. 


CasE No. 372. 
June 26, 1912. 


Appellant asked permission to erect a five-story 
tenement house of second-class construction. This

application was refused by the Building Commissioner 
because there was no yard of the size required by law. 
Appeal was dismissed. 


Case No. 373. 
June 26, 1912. 

Appellant asked permission to erect a market building 
of third-class construction within the building limits, 
The Building Commissioner refused a permit, claiming 
that such buildings would not be market sheds or market 
buildings within the meaning of the law. Board dis- 
agreed with Building Commissioner and sustained the 
appeal. 

Case No. 374. 
June 24, 1912. 

This case was appealed a year after the date on which 
the appellant was ordered to provide additional means 
of egress, and as such appeals are required to be made 
ten days after an issuance of an order of-the Building 
Commissioner, the Board notified the appellant that it 
could not grant a hearing. 


Case No. 375. 
July 3, 1912. 

The appellant asked permission to install certain fire- 
proof self-closing doors opening into a passageway, said 
passageway to be used as an emergency exit from a 
theater. This application was refused by the Building 
Commissioner because such doors might be a menace in 
case of fire or panic. Board disagreed with the Building 
Commissioner and sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 376. 
July 6, 1912. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a dwelling 
outside the building limits, partly of third-class and 
partly of second-class construction. This application 
was refused by the Building Commissioner because the 
building was not of second-class construction throughout. 
The Board found that in such a locality the building 
could be of composite or third-class construction within 
the law, and therefore sustained the appeal. 


CAR INOS aide 
Case continued. 
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Case No. 378. 
September 25, 1912. 
Board concurred with the Building Commissioner at 
his request in finding a proposed method of construction 
and maintenance equivalent to that required by law. 


Case No. 379. 
July 17, 1912. 
Appellant asked permission to make alterations in an 
existing tenement house, of such character and extent 
as to practically constitute a new building in the opinion 
of the Board, and as a new building it would not con- 
form to the law. The appeal was therefore dismissed. 


Case No. 380. 
July 31, 1912. 
This was an application made by the appellant to 
install boilers, engine and generator in a factory build- 
ing. After giving a hearing to remonstrants, the apph- 
cation was granted to the appellants with certain provisos 
required in the arrangement of their plant. 


Case No. 381. 
July 17, 1912. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a block of 
dwelling houses, which was refused by the Building 
Commissioner because the yards behind the several 
houses would not be of the dimensions required by 
law. Owing to the physical conditions surrounding the 
property the Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 382. 
July 31, 1912. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order 
of the Building Commissioner to fireproof columns in a 
bottling shop in connection with a brewery. These 
columns supported a concrete floor. The entire build- 
ing in question might have been of second-class con- 
struction with wooden floors, and in view of this fact 
the Board sustained the appeal on the ground that what 
the appellant proposed to do was better than he was 
required to do by law. 
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Casz No. 383. 
August 3, 1912. 
The appellant asked permission to erect two tenement 
houses in part separated by a court. The application 
was refused by the Building Commissioner because 
the said court was less than 12 feet in width. Board 
found that the rooms affected by this court were only 
bath rooms and staircases and that the slight deviation 
from the law might be allowed, and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 384. 
* August 3, 1912. 

The appellant asked permission to alter an existing 
tenement house by squaring up the present fifth story, 
which is pitch, and changing said pitch roof to flat and 
making other alterations in an ell at the rear. As the 
alterations proposed would in nowise affect the light 
and air in the premises in question, or adjacent prem- 
ises, the appeal was sustained. 


CasE No. 385. 
August 6, 1912. 
The Beara was asked by the Building Commissioner 
to concur with him in finding the proposed method of 
construction and maintenance in a theater equivalent 
to that specifically required by law. ‘The Board so 
concurred. 
CasE No. 386. 
: August 3, 1912. 
The appellant asked permission to make certain alter- 
ations in a tenement house. The application was 
refused by the Building Commissioner because the 
proposed alterations would be of such an extent as to 
constitute a new building and there would be no yard 
behind the building of the dimensions required by law. 
The Board did not agree with the Building Commis- 
sioner and, because of the physical conditions surround- 
ing the property, sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 3887. 
August 6, 1912. 
The appellant asked permission to erect a hall for 
parish purposes to contain over 800 persons, the floor 
of the hall being only a few feet above the grade. Tech- 
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nically, a building with an assembly hall seating over 
800 persons must be of first-class construction with the 
exception of the roof, but owing to the isolated position 
of the building and the general character otherwise of 
its construction, the Board sustained the appeal and 
allowed the floor to be of second-class construction. 


Case No. 388. 
August 15, 1912. 

The appellant asked permission to erect, in the dis- 
trict of Hyde Park, a tenement house. This appli- 
cation was refused by the Building Commissioner 
because the external walls were to be of a particular 
process of concrete in leu of 12 inches of masonry as 
required by law. The appellant showed that a permit 
on these plans had been granted in Hyde Park before it 
was annexed to Boston, but he had been prevented 
from carrying on the work and had, therefore, been 
obliged to make a new application to the Building Com- 
missioner of the City of Boston. The Board found 
that provided the walls were 8 inches in thickness instead 
of 7 inches of the proposed method of concreting, the 
building would be amply safe and that it would be a 
manifest injustice to refuse the application. The 
appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 389. 

September 4, 1912. 
The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to provide additional means 
of egress in his business premises. After an inspection . 
of the premises by the Board the appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 390. 
August 15, 1912. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a block of 
houses on three sides of an open court, and the applica- 
tion was refused by the Building Commissioner because 
the exposure for light and air was not as required by law. 
Owing to the peculiar physical conditions surrounding 
the property and with certain provisos in regard to 
certain areas of courts, the appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 391. 
August 21, 1912. 


The appellant asked permission to erect a church 
seating 1,100 persons, leaving the floor of second-class 
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construction, exterior walls to be of second-class con- 
struction. Owing to the locality of the church and 
the fact that the floor is only a few feet above the grade, 
the Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 392. 
August 29, 1912. 

Appellants asked permission to erect two buildings 
for religious purposes, connected on the first story by 
a cloister. The application was refused by the Build- 
ing Commissioner because the building was to be more 
than three stories in height and the walls inclosing an 
assembly room would not be of legal thickness. Board 
found that the buildings did not exceed three stories in 
height and, therefore, the thickness of the walls as 
shown was legal, and-‘sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 393. 
August 29, 1912. 

The appellant asked permission to install a moving 
picture apparatus in a large restaurant in connection 
with a department store. The Building Commissioner 
refused the application because the seats in the said 
restaurant would not be secured to the floor during the 
operation of the said moving picture apparatus as 
required in chapter 370 of the Acts of 1912. The 
Board sustained the appeal on the ground that a 
restaurant is not a place of public assemblage within the 
meaning of the law. 


Case No. 394. 
August 21, 1912. 
The appellant asked permission to leave an existing 
doorway between a theater and a corridor of a second- 
class building, said doorway to be used as an emergency 
exit from the theater. Appeal was dismissed. 


Case No. 395. 
August 22, 1912. 
Board concurred with the Building Commissioner in 
approving the method of ingress and egress and the 
system of sprinklers to be provided in a department 
store. 
Case No, 396. 
September 4, 1912. 
The appellant asked permission to erect a group of 
brick tenement houses in a suburban district around 
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three sides of a large interior court opening on to a 
street. The Building Commissioner refused the appli- 
cation because the two side houses would have insuff- 
cient exposure upon the rear. Board found that 
because of the physical conditions surrounding the 
property in this suburban district that the houses 
‘would be amply lighted within the spirit of the law, 
and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 397. 
September 4, 1912. 
The appellant asked permission to erect a hospital 
building, covering more than 1,600 feet of ground floor 
area, with 8 inches of hollow terra cotta blocks in 
place of the 12 inches of masonry required by law. 
The appeal was sustained. 


CasE No. 398. 
September 4, 1912. 

The appellant asked to erect a mill building, which 
application was refused by the Building Commissioner 
because the floors were not designed to carry the load 
required by law. This mill building is outside the fire 
limits and the Board found that the last paragraph of 
chapter 550, section 17, Acts of 1907, was intended to 
leave the construction of such buildings to the discre- 
tion of the Building Commissioner and to the Board 
of Appeal, and the Board sustained the appeal on the 
ground that the floors were amply strong to carry the 
load that was intended for them. 


Case No. 399. 
September 4, 1912. 
iesneliant asked permission to erect a tenement house 
on a lot running between a narrow street and a court. 
Board found that the house in question would conform 
in spirit to the law, if not technically in compliance 
therewith, and sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 400. 
Case still pending. 


CasE No. 401. 
September 23, 1912. 


Appellant asked permission to alter an existing tene- 
ment house and to add a fifth story, omitting a certain 
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section of the fifth story in order to provide sufficient 
light. After an examination of the premises, the Board 
sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 402. 
Withdrawn. 


Case No. 408. 
September 16, 1912. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a new office 
building in which the means of egress would not be 
satisfactory to the Building Commissioner. After an 
examination of the plans, and with certain provisos in 
regard to glass doors leading to the proposed fire escapes, 
the Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 404. 
September 16, 1912. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to fireproof exterior iron 
columns supporting the second-story brick wall. Board 
sustained the appeal on the ground that the building in 
question, being outside the fire limits, might legally be 
of third-class construction and that it would be a mani- 
fest injustice, considering all the circumstances in this 
specific case, to require the fireproofing. 


Case No. 405. 
October 3, 1912. 


Appeal was withdrawn. 


Case No. 406. 
October 16, 1912. 

Appellant asked permission to add one story to an 
existing three-story tenement house, which application 
was refused by the Building Commissioner because the 
proposed rooms would not be legally lighted and would 
not be of legal size. The majority of the Board sus- 
tained the appeal on the ground that what the appel- 
lant wished to do in this specific case in regard to lighting 
the rooms is not distinctly forbidden by law, and with 
the understanding that the rooms themselves were to 
be made of legal size. 


Case No. 407. 
October 21, 1912. 


Appellant asked permission to erect a structure on 
top of a first-class department store of the maximum 
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height permitted by law, said structure to be used as a 
bakery in connection with a restaurant. As the pro- 
posed structure was to be quite extensive in area and 
height and the building is already of the maximum 
height to the roof, the appeal was dismissed. 


CasE No. 408. 
October 28, 1912. 
Appellant asked permission to erect a tenement house, 
which application was refused by the Building Com- 
missioner because the walls with ashlar were not to be 
16 inches in thickness. Appeal was dismissed. 


Case No. 409. 
October 28, 1912. 

Appellant asked permission to erect a tenement house, 
which was refused by the Building Commissioner 
because there would be no yard behind the tenement 
house. Owing to the peculiar physical conditions sur- 
rounding the property in question, the Board found that 
what the appellant proposed to do was in accord with 
the spirit, if not technically in accord with the letter, of 
the law, and therefore sustained the appeal.

Case No. 410. 
October 28, 1912. 

Appellant asked permission to erect a double house 
of third-class construction, which was refused by the 
Building Commissioner because the 8-inch party wall 
was not carried above the top of the roof but only up 
to the underside of the roof boarding, the houses having 
a hip roof with asbestos shingles. The Board sustained 
the appeal in the belief that the law was not intended 
to apply to a case of the sort in question. 


Case No. 411. 
November 16, 1912. 

Appellant asked permission to erect a frame building 
for storage purposes. This application was refused 
by the Building Commissioner because the proposed 
building would not have a brick or concrete wall on 
the side within 5 feet of the lot line. Owing to the 
physical conditions surrounding the building in ques- 
tion and the nature of the business to be carried on, 
and with the proviso that openings in said brick wall, 
which is directly upon the lot line, be filled in with 
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metal frames and sashes with wired glass and fixed so 
that they cannot be opened, the Board sustained the 
appeal. 
Case No. 412. 
November 27, 1912. 

Appellant asked permission to erect a block of two 
dwellings of second-class construction above the second- 
story level, separated by a party wall carried 12 inches 
above the roof, and also a one-story structure alongside 
one of the aforesaid houses, to be used as a store, the 
side wall of same adjoining one of the side houses and 
serving as a party wall. Board sustained the appeal 
with the proviso that the roof of the one-story portion 
be made of fireproof material. 


Case No. 413.° 
December 7, 1912. 

Appellant asked permission to remove an existing 
two-story wooden ell behind a tenement house and sub- 
stitute a one-story brick ell covering the entire area of. 
the lot and to be used on the first story for mercantile 
purposes. The adjoining premises on their first stories 
extend to the rear of their lots and are likewise used 
for mercantile purposes. The Building Commissioner 
refused the application because there would be no yard 
behind a tenement house, and such yard as now exists 
would be diminished. The Board sustained the appeal 
on the ground that what the appellant wishes to do 
would in nowise damage his property in any way, nor 
that of adjoining premises, nor deprive any tenement 
house of its existing amount of light and air. 


Case No. 414. 
December 7, 1912. 
Appellant appealed from the order of the Building 
Commissioner to provide additional means of egress 
in his office building. After an examination of the plans 
and an inspection of the premises, the Board sustained 
the appeal, with certain provisos. 


Case No. 415. 
December 7, 1912. 
Board concurred with the Building Commissioner, 
upon his request for such concurrence, in finding the 
means of egress and ingress satisfactory in an office 
building. 
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Case No. 416. 
December 7, 1912. 
Board coneurred with the Building Commissioner, 
upon his request for such concurrence, in finding the 
proposed method of construction and maintenance in 
a block of tenement houses equivalent to that specifically 
required by law. 
Case No. 417. 
December 21, 1912. 
Appellant asked permission to erect a four-story 
dwelling house, the first story to be used for mercantile 
purposes. The Building Commissioner refused the 
application because the building would be adapted for 
use as a tenement house and, as such, would have no 
yard or court nor would the egress be satisfactory to 
the Commissioner. The appellant contended that the 
building was to be used for only two families above the 
first story and as such would not be a tenement house, 
and upon submission of an attested paper of such a 
character as to satisfy the Board as to the good faith 
of the appellant in his application, the appeal was 
sustained. 
Case No. 418. 
December 21, 1912. 
Appellant sh permission to add one story to an 
existing tenement house. ‘The application was refused 
by the Building Commissioner because there was no 
yard behind the tenement house of the required dimen- 
sions. In view .of the existing conditions, the Board 
dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 419. 
December 26, 1912. 

Appellant asked permission to erect a five-story 
tenement house of second-class construction. Building 
Commissioner refused the application because the means 
of egress proposed were not reasonable and there was 
no yard of the required dimensions. Because of the 
physical conditions surrounding the property the Board 
sustained the appeal, with certain provisos. 


Case No. 420. 
January 11, 1913. 
Appellant asked permission to build a sun room of 
first-class construction on the roof of a dwelling of 
second-class construction, said roof being above the 
height limit permitted by law for new buildings of the 
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same character. The appeal was dismissed on the 
ground that the Board could not find that this was a 
specific case not contemplated by the law. 


Case No. 421. 
January 4, 1913. 

Appellant asked to erect a block of buildings of 
second-class construction for business purposes. This 
application was refused by the Building Commissioner 
because the areas would be in excess of that allowed 
for second-class buildings in the law. The Board 
sustained the appeal on the ground that the method 
of construction proposed, with divisions into small 
areas by terra cotta partitions, was in accordance with 
the spirit if not the letter of the law. 


Case No. 422. 
January 7, 1913. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a sun room, 
two stories in height, abutting against the wall of his 
dwelling, which is of second-class construction. Said 
dwelling is on the extreme confines of the fire limits, 
and is surrounded on all sides by public parks and 
highways. Because of these physical conditions the 
Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 4238. 
January 11, 1913. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a building 
for the disposal of rubbish of steel frame construction, 
covered with a patent curtain, technically known as 
corrugated asbestos protected metal. The application 
was refused by the Building Commissioner because no 
curtain walls were shown as required in a building of 
skeleton construction. The Board found that the 
proposed method of construction was within the spirit 
of the law, and because of this fact and the remoteness 
of location from other buildings, the appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 424. 
January 22, 1913. 
The appellant asked permission to erect a church 
to seat more than 900 occupants, with wooden floors 
and exterior walls of masonry and partial third-class 
construction. The application was refused by the 
Building Commissioner because such a building by 
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law should be of first-class construction. With the 
proviso that the exterior walls be made of second-class 
construction throughout, the appeal was sustained on 
the ground that the main floor of the church was only 
2 or 3 feet above the grade. 


Case No. 425. 
January 15, 1913. 

Appellant asked permission to construct an addition 
in the rear of a tenement house and to alter rear stairs 
from second floor to cellar. The application was 
refused by the Building Commissioner because the yard 
area would be decreased by the proposed addition. The 
appeal was sustained with the proviso that the wood- 
work inclosing the stairs should be covered with tin 
or other metal, on the ground that the proposed altera- 
tion in other respects would in no way shut off any light 
or air from tenements above the first story or from any 
other adjoining tenement houses. 


Case No. 426. 
January 22, 1913. 

Appellant: asked permission to erect a hospital in the 
suburbs of first-class construction with the exception of 
the roof, which is to be of wood covered with tiles, and 
metal lathed and plastered on the ceiling below the roof. 
The area of the hospital is approximately12,000 square 
feet on the ground floor. The application was refused 
by the Building Commissioner because technically the 
roof of said building should be of fireproof construction 
as well as the remainder of the building. The Board 
sustained the appeal on the ground that because of the 
remote location of the building in the suburbs it might 
be considered a specific case. 


CasE No. 427. 
January 22, 1913. 

Appellant asked permission to erect a building for the 
disposal of rubbish of steel frame construction, covered 
with a patent steel curtain, technically known as 
corrugated asbestos protected metal. The application 
was refused by the Building Commissioner because no 
curtain walls were shown as required in a building of 
skeleton construction. The Board found that the 
proposed method of construction was within the spirit 
of the law, and because of this fact and the remoteness 
of location from other buildings, the appeal was sustained. 
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SUMMARY OF ACCIDENTS IN, TO OR UPON 
ELEVATORS, ETC., FROM FEBRUARY 1, 
1912, TO JANUARY 31, 1913. 


William J. Blair, forty-two years of age, a driver for a 
potato dealer, was killed by the elevator at 17 Merchants 
row on February 5. It appeared that he loaded the 
car at the street floor and while going up with his freight 
was caught between the car platform and the lintel 
of the door. His neck was broken and his body fell 
to the bottom of the well. The elevator was found to 
be in good condition. Last previous inspection, March 
22, 1911, made by Inspector Greene; elevator was in 
good condition. 

At an inquest held before Judge Sullivan it was found 
that ‘‘the said William Blair came to his death on the 
fifth day of February in the year of our Lord one thou- 
sand nine hundred and twelve, in consequence of a 
fall from an elevator into an elevator well from a third 
story of a restaurant at 17 Merchants row on the fifth 
day of February about 11.15 a.m. Deceased was 
riding on the elevator with some bags of potatoes, going 
from the ground floor to the third floor and was standing 
on the potatoes; no one saw how he fell; it is supposed 
that his shoes being covered with snow caused him to 
slip while he was about to stop the elevator at the third 
floor. It did not appear that the unlawful act of any 
person contributed to his death which was almost 
instantaneous.” 


Late in the afternoon of February 12 Salvatore 
Sealino, twelve years old, was killed by the elevator in 
the building situated at 6 Beacon street. He with 
three or four other companions had been playing in the 
rear of said building and Scalino climbed up and sat on 
the gate of the elevator. While the elevator was 
descending it caught and crushed him. The body fell 
into the yard where it was found. The elevator, which 
was of the hydraulic type, was found to be in good condi- 
tion. Last previous inspection, November 18, 1910; 
Inspector McNellis found elevator to be in good con- 
dition. 
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Justice Burke finds that ‘“‘the said Salvatore came to 
his death at the said City of Boston on the twelfth of 
February in the year of our Lord one thousand nine 
hundred and twelve in consequence of being crushed by 
a freight lift in the rear of 6 Beacon street, Boston. 
Death, instantaneous. Deceased, a boy of eleven years, 
was playing about this lift with other boys. He was 
either sitting astride the gate or climbing the gate when 
caught by the descending lift and crushed. I do not 
find that the deceased came to his death by the unlawful 
or negligent acts of any person or persons.”’ 


A youth, John Golden, met with an accident on Feb- 
ruary 20 on the elevator situated at 37 Simmons street, 
which caused his leg to be broken. No one about the 
premises was able to give any information relative to 
the accident. The freight elevator was found to be in 
a satisfactory condition. Last previous inspection of 
elevator was made by Inspector McNellis on September 
3, 1910, and it was found to be in good condition. 


A new elevator which had recently been installed in 
the factory of the United Candy Company, 321 North 
street, coasted from the third floor to the basement, 
about 5.35 p.m. on March 5. After the car reached 
the bottom of the pit the back drum counterweight 
rope parted and the weight fell into the pit, but did not 
leave the runway. No damage was done to passengers 
or machinery. Repairs have been effected. Elevator 
accepted by this department on January 13, 1912, by 
Inspector Greene. 


Harold Welch, forty-two years old, a teamster, while 
riding on the elevator at 19 Chardon street, was caught 
between the elevator and the gate and sustained injuries 
about the face and head which necessitated his removal 
to the hospital. This car, which was found in good con- 
dition, had no regular operator and teamsters are in 
the habit of operating it themselves. The accident 
occurred March 11. Last previous inspection was by 
Inspector McNellis on February 3, 1911; elevator was 
found to be in good condition. 


After the freight elevator of the Burkhardt Brewing 
Company, No. 59 Station street, Roxbury, had ascended 
from the fourth floor, one William McManus fell down 
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the elevator shaft; he was taken to the hospital but 
died on the way. The accident occurred about 4.30 
on March 11; McManus was engaged in unloading 
some bags of grain from the elevator and while he was 
at some distance from the elevator landing somebody 
started the elevator and on his return McManus failed 
to notice that the elevator was not at the landing. 
He stepped into the open well and fell to the bottom. 
The elevator gate was tied up, which is contrary to law. 
The elevator was examined and found to be in good con- 
dition. Last previous inspection was by Inspector 
MeNellis on July 11, 1910, and elevator found to be in 
good condition. 

Justice Joseph N. Palmer finds that the death of ‘‘ the 
said William McManus was caused by accidental 
injuries sustained by him about 4.30 p.m., on March 
11, 1912, in consequence of falling down an elevator 
well in the brew house of the Burkhardt Brewing 
Company, the circumstance being as follows: 

Deceased, a man about twenty-six years old, was a 
laborer in said brewery at the time of the accident, was 
engaged on the fourth floor of the brew house in unload- 
ing from the elevator and stowing away certain bags of 
meal. He had been thus engaged for some two hours 
previously, his work being to unload the elevator when 
it reached this floor, send it down to be reloaded, and 
then to remove the bags which had been taken from the 
elevator by means of a truck to the place where they 
were to be stored. He was the only person on the floor 
where he was working and he was in good health and 
in normal condition and not under the influence of 
intoxicating liquor. The elevator was in good order 
and was provided with gates, also in good order; designed 
to guard the openings into the elevator well. The gate 
on this fourth floor was ‘semi-automatic,’ that is to 
say, had to be raised by hand, if down, when the elevator 
reached the landing, but dropped automatically, if raised, 
when the elevator left the landing. It was the custom 
of the employees, and that of the deceased, while doing 
work such as he was doing, to fasten the gate up so that 
it could not drop when the elevator left the landing, 
and on this afternoon the workman who was relieved 
by the deceased in this work had fastened the gate and 
called the deceased’s attention to the fact when the 
latter came on. 

About 4.30 P. M., after the deceased had been working 
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for about two hours, as above stated, he and the truck 
that he was using fell down the elevator well and landed 
on the elevator, which was then at the first floor in 
process of reloading, and the deceased from this fall 
received injuries which were immediately fatal. 

There was no direct evidence indicating how deceased 
came to fall into the elevator well, but it may be inferred 
that while deceased was removing the bags of meal from 
the spot where he had temporarily placed them, when 
unloading the elevator, he slipped or in some other 
manner lost his balance and fell through the unguarded 
opening into the well. It did not appear that the 
unlawful act of any other person contributed to the 
death of the deceased.’’ 


Thomas O’Shea, about six years of age, who resided 
at 56 Nashua street, on April 4, while playing about 
the premises of 52 Washington Street North, was 
caught between the elevator floor and the wall of the 
well. He was taken to the Relief Station, where he 
died. The accident was caused by no defect in the 
elevator. Last previous inspection was by Inspector 
MeNellis, on July 11, 1910, and the elevator was found 
to be in good condition. 


On April 22, about a quarter of six, Everett Deehan 
was killed by the elevator in the building numbered 
26 Summer street. The body of young Deehan was 
found by the engineer of the building in the bottom 
of the shaft. The boy was caught on the second 
floor and carried up to the third floor and was then 
released, when he fell to the bottom of the shaft. 
Nobody about the building was able to give any 
information about the details of the accident. Inspec- 
tors from this department viewed the elevator, which 
was found to be in a satisfactory condition. Last 
previous inspection was made on October 13, 1908, by 
Inspector Floyd, and elevator was found to be in good 
condition. 

At an inquest holden before Justice Wentworth it 
was found that ‘“‘the said Everett J. Deehan came to 
his death at the said City of Boston on the twenty- 
second day of April, in consequence of an elevator 
accident. 

The deceased, a boy about fifteen years of age, had 
that day been employed by George B. Fiske & Com- 
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pany, dealers in millinery supplies at 26 Summer St., 
Boston. He was a boy just out of school and with no 
business experience and was employed to do work 
about the store and do such errands as he might be 
directed to do. 

No witnesses saw him go into the elevator and no 
witnesses could be found who had seen him on the 
elevator on that day. The store closed about six o’clock 
in the afternoon and the accident must have occurred 
about 5.30 on that day. 

The elevator was a freight elevator which had no 
operator but was operated by the person using it. The 
exact cause of the accident can only be surmised by the 
evidence of things as they appeared after the accident. 
The rooms used by George B. Fiske & Company were 
on the second floor from the street and at the entrance 
to the door of the elevator on this floor was an iron plate 
about twelve inches wide, which was flush with the 
floor of the elevator when the elevator was at rest at 
the second floor, and this plate was between the elevator 
floor and the door or opening into the Fiske & Company’s 
room. The doors from the elevator into the Fiske & 
Company’s rooms could not be opened from the elevator 
and there were smootches of blood on the elevator wall on 
the entrance side between the second and third floors. 
It would, therefore, seem that the boy must have been 
using this elevator and was going up in it and when he 
reached the second floor, supposing that the doors 
would open from the elevator, stepped on this iron 
plate to push the doors open and go into the rooms 
of Fiske & Company, but the doors not opening and the 
elevator still moving upwards, crushed him against the 
wall and perhaps caused the boy to be lifted up a few 
feet from the iron plate and when the elevator cleared 
him, he then fell into the pit and was almost instantly 
killed, as stated in the medical examiner’s report. I 
do not find that the negligence or unlawful act of any 
other person contributed to his death.”’ 


Walter Johnson, 7 Mayfield street, Dorchester, was 
found on May 20 at the bottom of the elevator shaft 
in the building 54 High street. No one witnessed the 
accident, but the elevator was found between the second 
and third floors. The boy was taken to the hospital, 
where he died. An inspection of motor, machine cable, 
gates, etc., showed them to be in good condition. Last 
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previous examination of elevator was on May 11, 1908, 
by Inspector Floyd, when conditions were satisfactory. 

Judge Wilfred Bolster, who sat on the inquest, finds 
that the “said Walter Johnson came to his death at said 
City of Boston, on the twentieth day of May in the 
year of our Lord one thousand nine hundred and twelve, 
in consequence of injuries received at 54 High street, 
in connection with a freight elevator. The deceased, 
a boy about nineteen years of age, was sent with two 
pieces of brass piping to Hennessey’s on the floor of 
54 High street from his employer’s place of business 
on Pearl street. He was seen by an employee of the 
tenant of the first floor of 54 High street entering the 
corridor which leads both to the stairs and the freight 
elevator installed in said building for the use of the 
several tenants. He made his own selection of the 
method of getting to the third floor. The elevator in 
question was one having an automatic gate which is 
raised by the elevator in its ascent, and dropped again 
into place when the elevator reaches a certain distance 
above the floor level. The deceased was found in the 
elevator well with evidences on his head of having been 
caught between the elevator gate and the side of the 
elevator shaft, and the elevator when he was first 
discovered, was then descending. It is obvious from 
the evidence that no act of any other person than the 
deceased could have contributed to his death, but that 
either through carelessness, his attempt to manipulate 
the elevator resulted in his injuries. 

So many of those fatal accidents occurring to young 
and inexperienced boys from the use of freight elevators 
in the mercantile part of Boston have come to my 
notice through inquests, as to lead me to suggest the 
wisdom of some regulations which shall prevent and 
effectually safeguard against the possibility of unguarded 
freight elevators being used by this class of people.”’ 


A night watchman named Ferguson was found dead, 
wedged between the car of the elevator and the elevator 
well in the building situated at 85 Savin street, Roxbury. 
Nothing is known as to how or why the accident occurred. 
The gates and machinery of the elevator were found to 
be in first-class condition. The accident occurred on 
May 27. Last previous inspection was on January 10, 
1908, by Inspector Floyd, and elevator was found to 
be in a good condition. 
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Justice Palmer finds that ‘“‘the death of said James 
Ferguson was caused by accidental injuries sustained by 
him about 8.30 P. M. on May 26, 1912, in consequence 
of being crushed by an elevator in the bakery of Drake: 
Brothers Company at 85 Savin street, the circumstances 
of this accident being as follows: 

Deceased, a man about fifty years old, in good health 
and of sober habits, was employed as night watchman 
in the bakery above mentioned, a position he had filled 
for a year. His hours of work were from 6 P. M. to 
6 A. M., and his duties were to visit the basement and the 
two upper floors of the bakery every half hour and ring 
in the watchman’s clocks, of which there were six, two 
in the basement and two on each of the upper floors, 
also, to fire the ovens and to remove the cake there- 
from to the basement, and in connection with these 
later duties to use the elevator mentioned below for 
carrying coal up and taking the cake down. No other 
person was engaged in the bakery during his working 
hours. The elevator was a slowly moving freight 
elevator, and ran from the basement to the top floor. 
It was operated by an electric motor which was started 
by a rope outside the elevator, and which ran idly 
until by means of a shipping rope inside the elevator 
its power was applied to the raising or lowering of the 
elevator. This elevator was provided with proper gates 
and safety appliances, and had been inspected and 
approved two months before the accident. 

On Sunday, May 26, 1912, deceased relieved the day 
watchman at 6.15 P. M., at which time he seemed to be 
in his usual good health. No cake was then baking, 
and he had no occasion to use the elevator for carrying 
cake to the basement, but he had the ovens to fire. 

At 5.30 o’clock on the next morning the dead body of 
the deceased was found jammed head down between 
the wall of the elevator shaft and the floor of the elevator, 
just below the second or top floor of the building. The 
two clocks in the basement indicated that they had been 
rung in at 8.30 P. M., these being the latest visits shown 
by the clocks and the only ones indicated at that hour. 
The edge of the first floor at the elevator well had been 
torn and turned up, as though by some force applied 
from below. There was nothing on the elevator, and 
there was a good supply of coal at the ovens. The 
electric motor of the elevator was running. 

There was no evidence clearly indicating what 
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deceased was doing at or just before the time of the 
accident or how he came to be caught as above described. 
It seems probable, however, that having started in the 
basement to record the calls or visits due at 8.30 and 
having rung in the two basement clocks he attempted 
to use the elevator for the purpose of going to the upper 
floors, and in some manner not disclosed by the evidence 
was caught between the elevator and the edge of the 
first floor, turning it up as above mentioned, and that 
the elevator continued to rise until the resistance caused 
by the jamming of the body of the deceased between 
the wall and the elevator was sufficient to cause the belt 
from the motor to slip on its pulleys. 

It does not appear that the unlawful act of any other 
person contributed to the death of the deceased.”’ 


Harry P. McCue, an employee of the factory situ- 
ated at 50 Cambridge street, Charlestown, had his legs 
caught between the car floor and the elevator shaft. 
He was removed to the hospital, where it was found 
that his injuries were not serious and that no bones were 
broken. 

McCue was engaged in running a truck upon the 
elevator and in attempting to set the truck in position 
he lost his footing and was caught as stated above. 
The truck wedged the car, causing minor defects in the 
machinery, and permission was granted to repair same. 
The accident occurred June 5. Last inspection of 
elevator was made by Inspector McNellis on March 
1, 1911, and it was found to be in good condition. 


Charles N. Field, a porter employed by the Wilkins 
Press, at 14 Medford street, was in some unknown way 
caught by the freight elevator, and when the elevator 
had passed the third floor it released the body of the 
victim, which then fell to the bottom of the well. The 
elevator was examined on May 9, 1911, and again 
immediately after the accident and in both cases the 
elevator was found to be in good order. The accident 
occurred on June 22. 

At an inquest holden before Judge Bolster he found 
that “‘the said Charles N. Field came to his death in the 
said City of Boston on the twenty-second day of June 
in the year of our Lord one thousand nine hundred and 
twelve, in consequence of injuries received in a freight 
elevator in the building, No. 14 Medford st. The 
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deceased was employed for janitor work by the Wilkins 
Press, which occupies the fifth floor of said building. 
About 7.00 A.M. on the day of his death he was seen by 
the janitor of the building on the platform of the freight 
elevator at the ground floor. When next found he was 
lying at the bottom of the elevator well and the elevator 
was at the top of the shaft. This elevator was inspected 
soon after the accident and was found to be in good 
condition throughout. Traces of the accident were 
seen as high as between the third and fourth floors in 
the elevator well. No other person was in the imme- 
diate vicinity, and it was evident that the deceased 
was undertaking to operate the elevator himself. From 
the nature of the injuries sustained, together with the 
evidence thereof discernible after the accident, it was 
evident that the defendant allowed some part of his 
person or clothing to be caught as the elevator was 
ascending; that he had been crushed between the ele- 
vator and the sides of the elevator shaft, receiving the 
injuries, which, coupled with his fall to the bottom 
of the well, resulted in his death. I do not find that the 
unlawful act of any other person contributed thereto.” 


An accident which occurred on the elevator of the 
Fox Bakery, at corner of Ferrin and Edgeworth streets, 
Charlestown, on June 25, caused the death of one 
Dolislaw Syamiski. As there were no witnesses to the 
accident it is presumed that he attempted to board the 
elevator while it was in motion. His body was found 
caught between platform of car and wall of third floor, 
where the car was stopped by the lock on shipping cable, 
which would tend to show that he had thrown the 
lock in position, but too late to stop at the second 
floor. Last previous inspection was on April 28, 1910, 
by Inspector McNellis and elevator was found to be in 
good condition. 

Justice William H. Preble at the inquest finds that 
“the said Syamiski came to his death at said Boston on 
the twenty-fifth day of June, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand nine hundred and twelve, in consequence of 
his body being crushed between the elevator flooring 
and the ceiling of the third floor at the George G. Fox 
Bakery, so called, on the corner of Edgeworth and 
Ferrin streets, in the Charlestown district, within the 
judicial district of said Court. 

It would appear from the evidence that Syamiski was

a young man of about twenty years of age, employed 
at the said Fox factory as a packer, and as part of his 
duty, was required to use the freight elevator in going 
to and from the basement and the floors above. That 
on the day in question, as the elevator was ascending, 
he attempted to jump on said elevator at the second 
floor, evidently missed his footing and was caught 
as above described. No one saw the accident. Life 
was extinct when the body was found and the flooring 
of the elevator had to be cut away to extract the body. 
I find that the unlawful act of no other person contrib- 
uted to the death.” 


On June 28 Samuel Adelberg, a carpenter employed 
at 1258 Commonwealth avenue, accidentally stepped. 
into the elevator well and fell to its bottom. He died 
the same day. The building was under construction 
and the accident was caused by the carelessness of the 
victim. The elevator was being constructed in a new 
building and was not ready for approval by this depart- 
ment. 

Justice Bolster finds that ‘‘the said Samuel Adelberg 
came to his death in the said City of Boston on the 
twenty-eighth day of June in the year of our Lord one 
thousand nine hundred and twelve, in consequence of 
injuries received through falling a distance of five floors 
through the elevator shaft on a new building under 
construction at the corner of Commonwealth avenue 
and Idlewild street, in Boston, on the morning of the 
same day. The deceased was a carpenter and was 
engaged in laying the baseboards on the fifth floor of 
the building. He was engaged with other carpenters 
in raising the boards for his use through the stairway 
area. He evidently stepped back too far, reaching the 
elevator well and accidentally stepping into the same. 
The risk of this situation was evidently better known 
to him than to any other person, and I find that his 
death resulted from his own carelessness in not taking 
proper measures for his own safety, and that no unlaw- 
ful act of any other person contributed to his death.” 


The unauthorized use of No. 10 elevator in the new 
Filene building by two plasterers who worked on the 
4th of July in order to clear up their work was the 
immediate cause of the death of Antonio Santousisus, 
a laborer who was engaged in cleaning the walls of the 
elevator shaft. 
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The plasterers entered the car of the elevator and 
started down to the first floor. They failed to ascertain 
whether or not the well was clear, and as a consequence 
struck Santousisus, which caused his death. The 
elevator had not at that time been accepted by this 
department. 

Judge Wentworth finds that ‘“‘the said Antonio San- 
tousisus came to his death in the said City of Boston 
on the fourth day of July, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand nine hundred and twelve, in consequence of 
being struck by an elevator in the new Filene Building 
at the corner of Washington and Summer streets, in 
the City of Boston, killing him instantly. 

This building was in process of construction and all 
of the men employed on the building were not employed 
on the day of the accident, but the plasterers were 
finishing up their work. 

On the day of the accident the elevators in this 
building were not in use and no one had any right to 
use them. 

The deceased was a common laborer and, at the time 
of the accident, was on the fourth floor cleaning off 
the ironwork of the floors of one of the elevators, as 
the elevator shaft had recently been plastered... The 
door of the elevator was open and part of his body was 
inside of the elevator well, as it was necessary to do the 
work in which he was engaged. He must have known 
the elevators were not being operated this day, and I 
find that he was not guilty of any negligence whatever. 

Among the plasterers who were at work on the build- 
ing on July fourth were Peter Garrigan and Frank 
McKchran, both journeymen plasterers, who, the day 
before, at the end of their day’s work, left their working 
clothes in an elevator on the tenth floor. McEchran 
testified that he had started up the stairs after his 
clothing, and Garrigan said: ‘‘Let’s take the elevator, 
I can run it.’”’ Whereupon they took an elevator and 
went to the tenth floor and then went into another 
elevator on the tenth floor where their clothing was, 
and Garrigan started down on this elevator to the 
street floor. While coming down the elevator struck 
the deceased, who was at work with part of his body 
in this shaft, killing him instantly. Garrigan was sum- 
moned as a witness before the inquest, but he did not 
appear and the officer seemed to think that he may 
have run away. According to McEchran’s testimony, 
he had nothing to do with the elevator except riding 
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in it, and in fact knew nothing about the running of 
the elevator. I find that Garrigan had no right what- 
ever to use the elevator at this time, and he used it 
with an utter disregard to the rights and safety of 
others and it seems to me his action is very near criminal 
negligence. I have not ordered any warrant to issue 
against Garrigan as I deem it best to leave it to the 
discretion of the District Attorney. 

I do not find that the negligence of any other person 
contributed to the death.” 


A fatal accident on the elevator of the building 
situated at 174 Portland street on July 14. John W. 
Spear, fifty-five years of age, employed as a night 
watchman, rang in his call from the box on the third 
floor at 1.30 A. M., and at 7.30 was found by the day 
man in the pit of the elevator well. The elevator and 
the gates to the hatchways were found in good condition. 
The last previous inspection was by Inspector McNellis 
on June 10, 1911; the elevator was found in good con- 
dition. 

At an inquest duly holden before Judge Burke it was 
shown that ‘‘ the said John M. Spear came to his death 
in the said City of Boston on the 14th day of July, 
in the year of our Lord one thousand nine hundred and 
twelve, in consequence of a fall into an elevator well at 
the store of Haywood Brothers 174 Portland street. 
Deceased was a sole night watchman in the building. 
At 7.30 A. M., he was found at the bottom of the well, 
with a lantern he usually carried. It is supposed he fell 
from the 38d floor, because his last duty call was rung 
in from that floor at 1.35 A. M. , and the watch found on 
him in the morning stopped at 1.40. 

Every one with a fertile imagination may work out 
theories — there is no other evidence. I do not find 
that the deceased came to his death by the unlawful or 
negligent act or acts of any person or persons.” 


Harry Cullen, aged twenty-one, an operator of an 
elevator in the building 100 Boylston street, was killed 
on July 17 as a result of an accident to him while running 
his elevator. He attempted to close the door of the 
first floor entrance while his car was in motion, and it is 
believed that his head came in contact with the indicator 
which is located inside the wellway. His body was 
carried up to the second floor landing, where it was 
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released and fell into the well. The elevator was found 
to be in good condition. The last previous inspection 
was made on October 11, 1911, by Inspector McNellis, 
and elevator was found to be in good condition. 


James Gardner, a workman employed at the time in 
the wellway of No. 6 elevator at the Copley-Plaza 
Hotel, was engaged on July 28 in adjusting the signal 
system. The car was at the top of the well and said 
Gardner took for granted that the car would. remain 
at the top of the well until he had finished. The car, 
however, descended and Gardner, realizing that he would 
not have time to get back to the floor landing, jumped 
for the balancing cable under the car, missed it and fell 
to the bottom of the well. Gardner was taken to the 
hospital, where it was ascertained that he sustained 
various external and internal injuries. His injuries 
were not sufficient to place his name on the dangerous 
list. | 


An accident occurred on one of the elevators in the 
Fiske Building, 89 State street, on August 30, by which 
Patrick J. Donahue, twenty-three years, came to his 
death. He was employed as relief man on one of the 
elevators for the past two years and on the day in ques- 
tion had some trouble with one of his passengers. 
Donahue left his car at the fifth floor while it was in 
motion in order to strike the passenger, and tried to 
regain the car; he slipped and was caught between 
the floor of the car and the lintel of the door. The 
car dragged him up to the next landing where it dropped 
him; he fell to the bottom of the well, was picked up 
unconscious and taken to the Relief Station, but died 
on the way ‘The shipping gear of the car was damaged 
(by coming in contact with the body of the operator) and 
has been repaired. Last previous inspection of elevator 
was made by Inspector Greene on July 8, 1912, and it 
was found to be in good condition, 

Judge Creed finds that “‘the said Patrick Donahue 
came to his death in the said City of Boston on the 
thirtieth day of August in the year of our Lord one 
thousand nine hundred and twelve, in consequence of 
being crushed between an elevator car and the wall 
of the building 89 State street, Boston. 

The deceased, about 23 years of age, single, residing 
at 224 Western avenue, Brighton District, Boston, was

employed as an elevator man in said building. A boy, 
who rode in said building, on business about once a 
day, was in the elevator with Donahue on August 30, 
1912, about 12.25 P. M. When the elevator car arrived 
at the fifth floor, the boy left it and, when the door 
was closed, he asked Donahue why he was not at his 
work every day. 

As soon as this question was asked, Donahue, without 
stopping the elevator, opened the door, jumped there- 
from and struck the boy. 

Then he turned towards the elevator and tried to 
jump on the car. When his feet struck the floor of the 
ear he fell and was crushed between the elevator and 
the wall of the building, at the sixth floor landing. 

When the car passed above the sixth floor landing 
his body fell to the bottom of the elevator well. He 
was removed in an unconscious condition to the Relief 
Station of the Boston City Hospital where he died on 
the same day. It did not appear that the unlawful 
act of any other person contributed to his death.” 


A fatal accident occurred on the ash lift connected 
with the building 150 Tremont street on September 12. 
Peter McGuire, employed as a night watchman, was 
found with his body suspended by the neck from the plat- 
form of the car. The firemen of Engine No. 26 were 
called to cut away the platform in order to release the 
body. Necessary repairs were made to the elevator. 
Last previous inspection of elevator was made by 
Inspector MecNellis on July 11, 1911, and found it to be 
in good condition. 

At an inquest held before Judge Murray he finds that 
“the said Peter McGuire came to his death in the said 
City of Boston on the 12th day of September in the 
year of our Lord one thousand nine hundred and twelve, 
in consequence of injuries received in the building 
occupied by Oliver Ditson at 150 Tremont: street, in 
said city, where he was employed as a night watchman. 

The deceased was first seen alive in said building at 
7 P. M. on September 11, 1912, and after this hour he 
was alone in the building faithfully pursuing his duties. 
At the time of the accident which resulted in his death, 
he was on the elevator in said building, which he was 
accustomed to use in the pursuance of his work. At 
6.30 A. M. on the said twelfth day of September, he was 
found crushed to death between the floor of said elevator 
and the wall of the elevator well. 
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I find that the death of said McGuire was not due 
wholly or in part to the unlawful act or acts of any 
person or persons.” 


On September 26 Dr. Leonard W. Williams of Har- 
vard Medical School, 240 Longwood avenue, was killed 
by the elevator car in one of the buildings of the school. 
His head was wedged between the car and the top floor 
and no information is available as to the conditions of 
the accident. The machinery, including the safety 
devices of the elevator, were found to be in satisfactory 
order. Last previous inspection of elevator was made 
by Inspector Greene on July 5, 1906, and it was found 
to be in good condition. 


Henry A. Desautelle met his death on the freight ele- 
vator in building No. 373 Washington street. The ele- 
vator is of hydraulic type and operated by hand rope. 
Our inspector found the car and shipper rope in good 
condition; there was no gate at the bottom of the well, 
and the gate on the middle landing was not in working 
condition and there was a lack of gates or guards on the 
top of the elevator shaft. This latter was necessary 
in order to prevent persons from passing over the shaft. 

Our inspector made such recommendations as will 
- remedy the defective conditions and has seen that they 
were carried out. The accident occurred on October 
2 and as.no one witnessed it it is impossible to give the 
details. Last previous inspection was made by In- 
spector McNellis on August 19, 1911, and elevator found 
to be in good condition. 

At an inquest duly holden before Chief Justice 

Bolster it was found that the “said Henry A. Desautelle 
came to his death at said City of Boston on the twenty- 
second day of October, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand nine hundred and twelve, in consequence 
of being crushed by a freight elevator in the Jewellers’ 
Building, situated at the corner of Washington and 
Bromfield Streets,in Boston. The deceased, a boy about 
fourteen years of age, was employed as an errand boy 
by Cowan & Meyers, on the second floor of said build- 
ing. It was his duty to clear up the office, but a barrel 
was provided and kept in the office for the deposit of 
office litter. There was no occasion for him at any time 
in connection with his duties to use the freight elevator, 
which was situated at the extreme rear end of the build- 
ing. At the time of his death the superintendent saw 
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the freight lift going up, apparently without any occu- 
pant, and upon looking in the well noticed that the body 
had been caught between the floor of the lift and the 
side of the wall, receiving the injuries resulting in his 
death. It appeared that on all the floors above the 
basement this elevator was guarded by gates and, as 
the boy must have gotten upon the elevator in the 
basement, where he had no business to be, and being 
alone, must himself have started the elevator. I find 
that his death was the result of his own carelessness 
and that no unlawful act of any other person contributed 
thereto. 

Notwithstanding the above findings I renew the sug- 
gestion made by me in previous inquest reports, that the 
frequency of such fatal accidents to boys resulting from 
their use of freight elevators is such as to make it a 
proper subject of inquiry by the appropriate authority 
whether such future safeguards ought not to be adopted 
in connection with such elevators as will make them 
more ‘foolproof.’ ”’ 


A teamster while employed in the delivery of goods 
was injured on October 14 by the sidewalk ‘lift of the 
building at the corner of Milton place and Federal 
street. The teamster, John Palmer, fell to the bottom 
of the well. The elevator, which was operated by a hand 
crank, had its chains patched or tied together by some 
rope which did not prove to be strong enough for the 
load placed on it. A new elevator is being installed to 
take the place of the defective one. The accident did 
not prove fatal. ; 


Mackaile Forbes, while riding on the elevator of the 
building No. 48 Washington street on October 26 had his 
foot caught between car platform and wall of wellway 
at top of first floor doorway. The elevator was found 
to be in good condition. No record of previous inspec- 
tion. 


A young woman employed in the Copley-Plaza Hotel 
had her foot caught between car platform and wall of 
the elevator well at the top of first floor doorway on 
October 28. She was taken to the City Hospital. 
Elevator and its appliances were found in satisfactory 
condition. 
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Frank Whatopsky, eighteen years of age, employed 
as a porter at 241 Washington street, operating the 
freight elevator on December 2, had his foot caught 
between the car platform and the wall. The elevator 
was examined after the accident and the last examina- 
tion previous was on November 9, 1910, by Inspector 
MeNellis, and in each case was found to be in good 
condition. 


The shipping cable attached to the elevator at 75 
Union street on November 12 parted at the top of the 
well, due to a flaw in one of the iron attachments. The 
operator was slightly injured, but after medical treat- 
ment was able to return to work. The damaged parts 
have been repaired. The elevator was otherwise found 
to be in good order. The last previous examination 
was made on July 28, 1911, by Inspector McNellis and 
found to be satisfactory. 


The freight elevator, belt connected type, located at 
42-46 Union street, while loaded with about 1,600 
pounds of freight, refused to go down as the safety device 
became caught in an overhanging rail. The counter- 
' weight was then drawn up to an overhead beam, which 
caused the header to break and the weight to fall to 
the bottom of the well. No other damage was done. 
The accident occurred on December 7. The last regular 
inspection of the elevator was on September 6 and it was 
found to be in good condition. A permit to repair was 
granted by this department. 


A teamster, Harmon Ethier, while calling for goods 
at the elevator of the building No. 55-57 Oliver street, 
failed to notice that the elevator was not at the first 
or street landing and consequently fell into the well and 
died as a result of injuries received. The accident 
occurred on December 9. The elevator was in good 
condition. The last previous inspection was made on 
March 12, 1901, by Inspector Floyd and the elevator 
was in good condition. 

Justice Parmenter finds that ‘‘ the said Harmon Ethier 
came to his death on the ninth day of December, in the 
year of our Lord one thousand nine hundred and twelve, 
in consequence of a fracture of the skull sustained at 
about 10 A. M., December 9, 1912, in the premises, 42 
Wendell street, Boston. 
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Ethier, a teamster, called at 42 Wendell street, as he 
was accustomed, to get merchandise. He pushed up a 
sliding door, just beyond which was an elevator well, 
and he fell to the bottom of the well, sustaining fatal 
injuries. The elevator was an ordinary freight elevator, 
worked by the employees as they needed it and was at 
this time in use at the upper story. It is probable that 
Ethier did not look to see where the elevator was, 
assuming that it would be on the ground floor. I find 
no negligence on the part of any other person.”’ . 


Miss Florence R. Carroll, twenty-eight years old, 
living at 50 Peterborough street, fell down the elevator 
shaft at her residence about 10.30 p. m. on December 
15. She opened the elevator shaft door and, supposing 
the elevator to be at the landing, stepped in and as the 
elevator was not at this particular landing Miss Carroll 
fell to the bottom of the shaft. The elevator was a new 
one being installed and not ready for use. It has since 
then been approved by this department. 


Percy Blair, employed at 61 Essex street, while riding 
on the freight elevator slipped on the car platform, 
which caused his foot to be caught between car platform 
and the wall. He was taken to the hospital, where it 
was found that his injuries were not serious. The 
accident occurred on December 19. An inspection of 
the elevator immediately after the accident showed one 
of the car shoes to be off the rail, otherwise the car, 
gates, etc., were in good condition. The last previous: 
inspection, which was on October 23, 1911, by Inspector 
McLaughlin, showed the car and machinery to be in 
good condition. 


A defective gear, which was attached to the drum 
head of the machinery which operated the elevator at 
9 Fulton place, was the cause of the operator losing 
control as the safety catch had no opportunity of work- 
ing. The car was damaged and the drum shaft bent; 
no one was injured. The accident occurred about 4 
p. m. on December 20. Permission to repair was 
granted by this department. The last previous inspec- 
tion was on November 26 by Inspector Greene, and the 
condition found to be satisfactory. 


William Willett, twenty-four years of age, was found 
in the well under the car platform on December 26 at 
101 Friend street. He was removed to the hospital and 
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was discharged the next day. The details of the accident 
were not ascertainable. An examination by our inspec- 
tor finds the elevator in as good condition as it was when 
last previously examined on August 31 by Inspector 
MeNellis. 


A boy, Angelo Imperto, fourteen years of age, while 
stealing a ride on the freight elevator, 10 Thacher street, 
became caught between the car platform and the second- 
story landing. He was removed to the hospital, where 
he died. An examination of the elevator and its gates 
showed them to be in first-class condition, as was the 
report made on the last previous examination on July 
25,1911, by Inspector MeNellis. The accident occurred 
December 27. 


James O’Connell, forty years of age, while employed 
in bringing down a load of freight on the elevator 
situated in the building 35 Endicott street, on December 
31, was killed. The elevator cable broke, due to a 
fracture in it, and the cable, which evidently had been 
neglected, should have been replaced. The last examina- 
tion was by Inspector McNellis on March 7, 1911, and 
elevator and appliances were in good condition. 


A fatal elevator accident occurred on January 7 on 
the passenger elevator in the building 141 Milk street. 
Miss Mary L. Welter, who was employed in room 516, 
was on her way to the office. The elevator operator 
stopped the car at the fifth floor in order that the victim 
could get off. In some manner the car accidentally 
started down and Miss Welter’s body became caught 
between the car and the landing. In the further descent 
of the car her body was thrown on the top of the car. 
She was taken to the hospital, where she died very soon 
after her arrival. The last previous inspection of the 
elevator was on January 1, 1913, by Inspector Greene, 
when it was found to be in good condition.

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SUMMARY OF ACCIDENTS 


IN, TO OR UPON BUILDINGS, INCLUDING 
FIRES WHERE INJURY TO PERSONS OR 
FATALITIES HAVE OCCURRED, FEBRU- 
ARY 1, 1912, TO JANUARY 31, 1913. 


On February 11, 1912, a sheet metal worker named 
Edgar E. Chester, while working on a penthole in the 
roof of the Copley-Plaza Hotel, which was in process 
of construction, in some manner unknown fell through 
the opening to the basement and striking on an iron 
pipe came to his death. There was no defect in con- 
struction which contributed to his death. 

Judge Wentworth finds that “the said Edgar E. 
Chester came to his death at the said City of Boston, 
on the eleventh day of February, in the year of our Lord 
one thousand nine hundred and twelve, in consequence 
of falling down a pent hole while at work on the Copley 
Plaza Hotel then in process of construction, near Copley 
square in the City of Boston. 

The deceased was a journeyman sheet-iron metal 
worker and was at work on the roof of this building 
preparing copper flashing to be used in lining this pent 
hole. No one saw the accident as there was no one on 
the roof but the deceased at the time it occurred. This 
pent hole was an opening a little over five feet square 
and there were two planks laid across it over which the 
workmen crossed from time to time as their needs 
required. 

The deceased must have been crossing over these 
planks and he must have slipped as one of the planks 
was found at the bottom of the hole. He fell about 
sixty feet and struck on a large iron pipe and suffered 
the injuries as stated in the Medical Examiner’s report. 
I am unable to state whether there was any negligence 
on the part of the deceased or not, but I do not find that 
the unlawful act of any person or persons contributed 
to the death.”’ 


A workman, Jeremiah Maher, employed in a new 
building 122 East Dedham street, while engaged in 
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hoisting a bucket through an open door, lost his balance 
and fell through the open hatchway, which caused his 
death. The death was in no way due to any defect 
in material or construction. The accident occurred 
March 4. 

Justice Sullivan reports that the said Jeremiah Maher 
came to his death at the said City of Boston on the 
fourth day of March in the year of our Lord one thousand 
nine hundred and twelve, in consequence of a fall, purely 
accidental, from the second to the first floor in a building 
on East Dedham street, Boston, in. process of con- 
struction, where he was working, on the said fourth day 
of March about two o’clock in the afternoon; deceased 
was hoisting a bucket of water through a hatchway in 
the second floor; in reaching for the bucket he in some 
way displaced some rails placed as a barrier about the 
hatchway, lost his balance and fell to the floor below. 
He was almost instantly killed. It did not appear that 
the unlawful act of any person contributed to his 
death. 


A severe fire which occurred on the premises 465-469 
Hanover street caused the deaths of several people. 
An examination of the matter of egress and. other 
conditions shows that the building was of wood of third- 
class construction, and that there were two families 
on each floor; that each family occupied three rooms 
and that each family had one or more boarders. Two 
of the three rooms were occupied as bedrooms. Each 
family was protected as far as egress was concerned, there 
being two separate and distinct stairways running from 
the ground floor to the roof, with connecting balconies 
on each floor and both front and rear of building connect- 
ing with 473, which is a brick building ‘There were 
in all five different means of egress. 

The fire started on March 4 in basement of building 
and followed up the back stairs to the roof, burning on 
both sides of hallway mostly in the rear. The front of 
building and front stairs remained intact. 

The presiding justice (Murray) finds that ‘the said 
Carmella came to his death at the said City of Boston, 
on the fourth day of March, in the year of our Lord 
one thousand nine hundred and twelve, in consequence 
of injuries and burns received during a fire in a house 
467 Hanover street, in said Boston, on said fourth day 
of March, about 4.80 A. M. The deceased, together 
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with three other victims of said fire, lived in the upper 
stories of said house, was evidently awakened from his 
sleep by said fire and made his way, covered with some 
of the bed clothing, to a window in the rear of his room, 
beneath which he was found in the area way outside 
the house a few minutes later in an unconscious condi- 
tion. The deceased was taken to the Relief Station, 
where he lived less than three hours. The building was 
suitably equipped with fire escapes as well as suitable 
means of egress from within. The cause of the fire is 
unknown. The building was an ordinary frame build- 
ing with stores on the ground floor and tenements 
above. I find that the death of the deceased was not 
due to the unlawful act or acts of any person or persons.’’ 

Other victims of this fire were: Antonio Francisco, 
Giuseppe Allegra, Giuseppe Chirafuli. 


A building in process of construction at 966 Benning- 
ton street, East Boston, was toppled over by the exces- 
sive high wind which blew across the island on the 
evening of March 15. An examination of the premises 
showed that the frame was erected with the outside 
studding set to the plate and the first, second and third 
floors set. The main partition was in place and the 
structure temporarily braced. The foundation and 
underpin remain intact and the mortar used is of a 
very good quality. 


. On April 3 Mary L. Jenks, while entering the store 

24-48 Winter street, was thrown to the floor by the 
action of one of the revolving doors. She died on the 
eleventh of the following May. The accident was not 
due to any fault in the construction of the door. 

The presiding justice (Bolster) finds that ‘‘ the said 
Mary L. Jenks came to her death at the said City of 
Boston on the eleventh day of May, in the year of our 
Lord one thousand nine hundred and twelve, in con- 
sequence either of pneumonia, contracted at the Grace 
Hospital, or injuries received on April 3, 1912, by 
being struck by a revolving door forming a part of an 
exit on to Winter street from the store of Shepard & 
Norwell. The deceased, a woman seventy-six years 
of age, in somewhat feeble bodily condition, while 
going through the revolving door of the usual type, 
was struck from. behind by the door and thrown a 
short distance forward to the floor, receiving a fall 
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which caused a fractured thigh. Neither the evidence 
nor the Medical Examiner’s report directly disclosed 
whether this fracture or pneumonia was the direct 
cause of her death. The evidence discloses that the 
revolving door was in good condition, has been both 
before and after the accident in common use, and is 
apparently an adequate and approved means of exit 
from the building. There is no evidence that the door 
was being violently pushed by any of the incoming 
customers using such door, and the deceased herself, 
when being asked about the accident, did not attribute 
her injury to the fault of any other person. I find that 
no unlawful act of any other person contributed to 
her death.” 


A mason by the name of Angelo Varnerin, who was 
employed on a building under construction to be used 
as a school on Magnolia street, was killed on April 3 
by the falling of a stone upon the staging upon which 
he was at work. The rope of the derrick which was 
hoisting the stone parted and the stone fell on the 
staging, throwing off said Angelo. The accident was 
not caused by any defect in material or construction 
over which this department has any control. 

At an inquest held before Judge Burke he found 
that ‘‘the said Angelo came to his death at the said 
City of Boston, on the third day of April, in the year 
of our Lord one thousand nine hundred and twelve, 
in consequence of a fall with staging at the building of 
the Benedict Fenwick School, Magnolia street, Roxbury, 
in process of creation. Deceased was a mason, and 
was at work on a staging; a derrick was used to lift the 
stones in place, he fastening the stone and conducting 
it to itsplace. By some fault or other, the rope broke, 
and the stone struck the staging upon which the 
deceased was at work and all fell to the ground. Angelo 
died at the City Hospital the same day. I do not find 
that the deceased came to his death by the unlawful 
or criminally negligent acts of any person or persons.”’ 


The chief of the Construction Division of this depart- 
ment made an examination of a slide of earth which 
occurred on the fifth of April, and reported that the 
contractors were using a power shovel in excavating 
in the basement, and that the location of the shovel 
was being changed. The engineer in charge of the 
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shovel had shut off the power and was about to notify 
the men at work of possible danger when the bank of 
earth slid or fell, and buried two men, one completely 
and the other partially. The structure was not in any 
way affected by reason of the slide as the excavation, 
though being carried on below the grade of the street, 
was not being carried below the caissons. 

Justice Parmenter finds that “ the said John McGrath 
came to his death at said City of Boston on the fifth 
day of April, in the year of our Lord one thousand nine 
hundred and twelve, in consequence of being crushed 
by falling clay in the subcellar of the new Filene Build- 
ing at the corner of Washington and Summer Sts., 
Boston, April 5, 1912, about 8 a.m. My report in this 
case is included in my report on the case of William 
Peck (No. 4097).”’ 

Justice Parmenter finds that “the said William Peck 
came to his death at the said City of Boston on the 
fifth day of April, in the year of our Lord one thousand 
nine hundred and twelve, in consequence of being 
crushed by falling clay in the subcellar of the new 
Filene Building, at the corner of Washington and 
Summer Sts., Boston, April 5, 1912, at about 8 A. M. 

An electric shovel was being used to excavate the 
subcellar, which was forty feet or more below the 
street level. Peck and one John McGrath were 
employed to clear its path and to lay planks for it to 
run on when it was moved. The shovel was at work 
and the two men were standing by it when a mass of 
clay and sand fell from above upon them, burying 
McGrath and partially covering Peck. McGrath was 
killed at once and Peck survived less than two hours. 

It was impracticable while shoveling was going on to 
shore: up the wall of earth at this place. Probably the 
digging or other building operations had shaken or 
loosened the earth and made it more likely to fall, and 
in fact small quantities of clay and sand had fallen at 
different times during progress of the work. The 
danger was, however, known to the workmen and 
apparently unavoidable. I do not find negligence on 
the part of any person.” 


An old building situated at 17-19 Edinboro’ street 
was being remodeled under a permit issued by the 
department, and the fronts of these buildings collapsed 
on May 10, causing the deaths of several of the workmen. 
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January 23. Examination for permit. 

March 20. Excavating. 

March 25. Foundation, change of plan. Note.—It was 
proposed to use the old rubble foundation under the party wall, 
but this was abandoned and a new foundation built at side of 
old wall. 

April 5. Started brickwork. 

April 8. = Started brickwork at rear. 

April 11. Building side wall, first story. 

April 26. First floor on. 

April 29. Part of first floor on. 

April 30. Excavating for pier at front. 

May 3. Working on rear wall. 

May 8. Third floor on in part. 


No complaint of any violation of law had been filed 
or reported by the inspector, except the one referred to 
in the note above. 

The plans were drawn by Mr. William E. Clarke of 
15 Court square. The plans, application and building, 
as far as it had progressed, conformed to the require- 
ments of law. The walls were 20 inches thick in the 
first story, 16 inches in the second and third stories, 
and 12 inches in the fourth and fifth stories, and the 
foundation was of granite. 

The accident was occasioned by the temporary sup- 
ports under a 15-inch I-beam at the front of the build- 
ing, first story, being knocked out (in some manner not 
determined at this writing) and a portion of the super- 
imposed structure falling down. The accident, was not 
caused by any improper material used in construction. 

Upon a later examination and investigation of the 
building the same inspector says: ‘‘At the front, between 
the first column and the to be building line, the 15-inch 
I-beam girders had been placed to support the first, 
second and third floors and were in part supported by 
temporary shores of ample strength to carry the load 
resting upon them. In the cellar the old foundation 
of the former building had been removed and the 
new front foundation built to a little above the cellar 
bottom. This work was done following my inspection 
of May 8. To do this work, the shore which was in 
position when I visited the premises on and previous to 
May 8 had been removed and the form of shoring here 
shown of drawing substituted. This shore was made 
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up of a jack-screw resting upon a 6-inch by 12-inch by 
28-inch horse power block, in turn resting upon the foun- 
dation of the old party wall. Upon the top of the jack- 
screw was a Short strut reaching to the underside of the 
I-beam girder; the distance between the stone foun- 
dation and the underside of the girder being about 
6 feet. This shore was displaced by reason of a shock 
from some material being carelessly thrown against it 
and was the cause of the accident.” 

At an inquest holden on the 29th of May in the 
year of our Lord one thousand nine hundred and twelve 
Judge Sullivan found ‘‘the said Louis Sechter came to 
his death at said City of Boston on the eleventh day of 
May in the year of our Lord, one thousand nine hundred 
and twelve, in consequence of being crushed and wounded 
by the partial collapse of the building numbered 17 and19 
Edinboro’ street, in Boston, about ten minutes past 
eight o’clock A. M., on May 16, 1912. The premises 
were owned by Morris Gutlon, for whom a five story 
brick — second-class —building was in process of erec- 
tion by Max Hurwitz of 10 Millmont street, Roxbury, 
who held a contract with the owner to do all the work of 
erecting said building. The building was to be about 
44 feet front and about 57 feet deep. The work begun 
about February 21. Part of the two side and the 
rear walls were built and the Ist, 2d and 3d _ floors 
were laid by the morning of May 10th. The first 
floor rested on a 15” iron beam running through 
the center of the building from front to rear, which iron 
beam was supported by the rear wall and three iron 
columns placed about 12 feet apart and four temporary 
wooden supports, one of them being placed under 
the front end of the 15” iron beam and about 12 
ft. distant from the nearest of the 3 iron columns. 
Each of the other two floors was supported in the same 
manner by iron beams and iron and temporary sup- 
ports placed over the columns and support sustaining 
the next floor below. This method of support was of 
ample strength to carry the weight superimposed on the 
iron beam and under the first floor.. It was obvious 
however to said Hurwitz, the contractor, who super- 
vised the whole work, that the temporary wooden sup- 
port under the extreme front end of the 15” iron 
beam was wrongly placed as much as it stood where the 
front wall was to stand and would therefore have to be 
removed before that wall, which was to take its place 
as a support for the front end of the 15” iron beam, 
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could be built. The mason began to build the front 
wall on May 9th, the day before the accident. Early 
on the morning of May 10th, the said Louis Sechter 
who was one of the carpenters employed in said con- 
struction, and the said Hurwitz, the contractor removed 
the temporary wooden support that was under the 
extreme front of the 15-inch iron beam so as to make 
the space it occupied clear for the building of the front 
wall. This they did by putting a 6” X 12” X 28” 
block across the foundation of an old party wall, 
on top of this block a jackscrew and on top of the 
jackscrew, reaching to the underside of the 15” 
iron beam, a wooden support. The iron girder was 
raised by means of the jackscrew sufficiently to permit 
the removal of the temporary support at the front end, 
and the block, jackscrew and wooden support on top 
of it were left in place some six inches from the location 
of the inside face of the front wall, to take the place of 
the temporary support removed. This was done with- 
out the approval or knowledge of the building inspector. 
It was unstable and unsafe and was liable to give way 
under a lateral pressure or blow. This substitution of 
the end support was completed at 7.15 A. M., on said 
May 10. The masons, one of whom was one Louis 
Aronson, began work on the front wall at 8 o’clock A. M. 
At 8.10 the front part of all the floors collapsed and Sech- 
ter and said Aronson were crushed beneath them, both 
were taken out and removed to the Grace Hospital. 
Aronson died in a few minutes, Sechter died the next 
day. It did not appear what was the immediate cause 
of the accident, but it was probably some blow or pres- 
sure against the jackscrew support, which was due in 
part to the negligence of said Max Hurwitz in substi- 
tuting an unsafe temporary support for one that had 
been approved by the building inspector.”’ 


A brick second-class building, in process of construc- 
tion at 9 Charter street, suffered a partial collapse of 
the front wall, carrying with it the front portions of the 
second, third and fourth floors. 

The application to alter the building was made 
March 8, 1912. The plans were examined March 20, 
1912, and were not approved because the plans and 
application were not descriptive of the proposed altera- 
tions. The plans were taken to amend March 22, 1912, 
were approved March 25 and the permit granted March 
27,1912. 
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On April 23, the contractor, Antonio Del Signore, 
started taking down the inside partitions. 

April 26, 3 p. m., excavating in cellar. 

April 30, 9 a. m., foundations under party wall; 
condition of work good. 

May 1, 9.45 a. m., foundation good; ordered section 
of rubble wall taken down and rebuilt. 

May 3, 10.25 a. m., foundations and framing first 
floor; condition of work good. 

May 7, 9.20 a. m., framing second floor; condition of 
work good. 

May 10, 10.45 a. m., framing and patching walls; 
good. 

May 14, 10.40 a. m., brickwork, lining rear wall; 
condition of work good; ordered front wall stayed till 
taken down. 

May 21, 9.20 a. m., brickwork at fourth story, rear 
wall; condition good. 

May 23, 12.15 p. m., examined premises and found 
that since my last examination of May 21 the contractor 
had removed the old roof, also a portion of the front 
wall and had placed the material from same on floors 
installed; also had lined the east party wall and had 
performed the work in such a manner (the same not 
being properly bonded into the old work) that it caused 
the lining of the fourth to buckle and fall by reason of 
the same overloading. No one was injured. 


In some unknown manner a carpenter, Brian Galligan, 
while engaged in placing a wooden frame on May 24 in 
one of the rooms of the building 69 Eastern avenue, 
fell from the staging upon which he stood. The accident 
was not caused from any defect in the staging. Galligan 
was almost instantly killed. 

Justice Wilfred Bolster finds that ‘‘the said Brian 
Galligan came to his death at the said City of Boston, 
on the 24th day of May in the year of our Lord 
one thousand nine hundred and twelve, in conse- 
quence of injuries received by a fall from a staging at 
the Quincy Cold Storage Company, 69 Eastern avenue, 
Boston. In the early afternoon of the same day the 
deceased, a man about twenty-five years of age, was 
working as a carpenter placing forms to sustain con- 
crete arches in a ceiling. To do this he used a staging 
about 8 by 12 feet, hung by beam clamps from the 
floor joists. He had built this staging himself and 
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had been required to rebuild it of stronger materials 
before using it. Access to the staging was obtained 
through a hole in the floor about 4 feet in diameter, 
directly above the centre of the staging. There was 
apparently no eye witness to the accident. The deceased 
was found in an unconscious condition on the basement 
floor about twenty feet below the staging. The staging 
was intact and unbroken. The only possible conclusion 
is that the deceased through lack of caution, or some 
accident, lost his balance and fell to the floor below. I 
do not find that the unlawful act of any other person 
contributed to his decease.’’ 


On May 27 a portion of the basement floor of the new 
Gilchrist Building in process of erection at the corner 
of Washington and Winter streets fell into the sub- 
basement. Our inspector’s report shows that the frames 
of the floor had been riveted together except at the 
point where the 20-inch I-beam girder joined the column 
No. 8, at which place the temporary bolts used in assem- 
bling the work had not been removed and the riveting 
done, because of a contemplated change of plan due to 
the construction of the Winter Street Subway. The 
builders had overloaded (with material of construction) 
the floor and the resultant break in no way affected the 
general strength of the building, as it was local in nature. 


On June 1 a workman named Carmina Giacobbe, 
employed as a laborer on the building in process of 
erection at the corner of Burke street and Columbus 
avenue, was ordered by the foreman to climb to the top 
of a shute and make it fast by means of a rope. The 
shute was used to conduct wet concrete mixture. While 
in the act of tying the rope Giacobbe in some manner 
lost his hold and fell to the ground and received injuries 
which eaused his death. 

Judge Palmer finds that “the death of the said Giacobbe 
was caused by accidental injuries sustained by him about 
9 o’clock A. M., on June 1, 1912, in consequence of falling 
from a chute used in connection with the concrete work 
on the new Waitt & Bond Building at the corner of 
Burke street and Columbus avenue, the circumstances 
of this accident being as follows: 

Deceased, a concrete worker or laborer, in good health 
and with long experience in working and climbing about 
structures used in concrete work, was ordered by his 
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foreman to climb to the top of the chute, a distance 
of about 62 feet from the ground, and tie a rope 
about it, for the purpose of staying it. This chute 
was not in use at the time, and there was no other person 
upon it, and deceased had climbed it, or others like it 
many times before. Deceased climbed the chute and 
tied the rope as directed, and fell to the ground, thereby 
receiving injuries which were immediately fatal. 

There was no evidence indicating how deceased came 
to fall from the chute, but the circumstances leave it 
to be inferred and I find that the occurrence was a 
pure accident, to which the act of no other person 
contributed.” | 


On June 20 a house painter named James Young, 
while engaged in replacing a split clapboard with a new 
one, pushed the staging upon which he was at work away 
from the building. This caused him to lose his balance, 
he fell to the ground and received injuries which caused 
his death. The accident was not the result of any 
improper construction. 


Justice Ely finds that “the said James Young came to 
his death in the said City of Boston on the twentieth 
day of June, in the year of our Lord one thousand nine 
hundred and twelve, in consequence of falling from 
a staging at 41 Auckland street in the said City of Bos- 
ton and thereby fracturing his skull, on said twentieth 
day of June at about half past one o’clock in the after- 
noon. Atthetimeof this accidentsaid Young was engaged 
in painting a house with two other men who were in 
his employ. Said staging consisted of a ladder laid 
horizontally with a board laid upon it in swings and 
supported by pulleys. Said staging had been erected 
by said Young and his two employees. It was in good 
condition and in no wise defective. It had been in use 
for several days. At the time of the accident it hung on 
a level with the floor of the second story of the house. 
Young found a clapboard that was split and was replac- 
ing it with a new one. He had taken out the old clap- 
board, measured the space, cut off the new clapboard 
at the proper length and stood up on the staging to put 
the new clapboard in place. His weight pushed the 
staging away from the building and he fell between the 
staging and the building to the sidewalk and received 
the injuries that resulted in his death. He was taken 
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to the Boston City Hospital at once, where he died of 
his injuries at twenty minutes after five o’clock on the 
same day. He was 74 years of age. I find that the 
cause of his death was purely accidental and that no 
unlawful act of any other person contributed to his 
death.” 


Elmer F. Morgan, a carpenter, while at work shingling 
aroof at 19 Dunster road, was on June 24 overcome by 
the heat and fell to the ground, which caused his death. 
There was no defect in construction or material which 
in any way caused his death. 

The following findings are returned by Judge Bolster: 
That ‘“‘the said Elmer F. Morgan came to his death 
at said City of Boston on the twenty-fourth day of June, 
in the year of our Lord one thousand nine hundred and 
twelve, in consequence of injuries received shortly before 
noon on the same day through a fall from the roof of a 
building in process of construction at 15 Dunster road. 
The deceased, a carpenter about fifty-two years of age, 
had been working shingling a gable end on the building. 
The day was very hot and he had a few minutes before 
been advised by the man who was working with him to 
get out of the heat, owing to his appearance. He was 
next seen falling from the building. The staging on 
which he worked remained intact. A little below on 
the slope of the roof hung a smaller stage used in shing- 
ling, fixed in the ordinary way. This fell with the 
deceased and on subsequent examination one of the nails 
used to attach this stage to the roof was found to have 
drawn straight without bending, a result which could 
only have been reached through an upward pull to 
dislodge the staging from the roof. The only logical 
conclusion from the evidence is that the deceased was 
overcome by the heat, lost his balance and in some way 
caught at the 2 X 4 timber, forming a part of the smaller 
stage which gave way, giving it an upward pull of a sort 
which it was not constructed or designed to meet, and 
thereby dislodging it. 

I do not find that the unlawful act of any other person 
contributed to the death of the deceased.”’ 


The accidental knocking away of the staging upon 
which Peter Turnquist was employed was the cause 
of his death. He was employed in finishing a cement 
ash pit and was standing upon a staging composed of 
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several boards laid across two wooden horses. A team- 
ster, who was engaged in carting away the debris, in 
driving out struck the staging upon which Turnquist 
was standing and threw him to the ground. He was 
brought to the hospital and died from his wounds. The 
accident, which occurred on August 3, on the premises 
of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company, L street, 
South Boston, was in no way due to anything over 
which this department has control. 

Judge Logan finds that “the said Peter Turnquist 
came to his death on the third day of August, in the 
year of our Lord one thousand nine hundred and twelve, 
in consequence of falling from a staging on which he 
was at work putting cement upon the outside of an 
ash pit which was being built upon the premises of the 
Edison Electric Illuminating Company on L street, 
in South Boston. It appears that the deceased was 
at work on the premises of the Edison Electric [lumi- 
nating Company on the morning of August 3, 1912, 
and was employed there for the purpose of finishing 
the surface of cement pit which was being built on the 
premises of the above named corporation. For the 
purpose of performing his work he was standing upon 
a staging which rested upon two wooden horses, the 
staging being 10 feet above the ash floor and parallel 
with it. A two-horse tip cart, driven by John J. O’Brien, 
was in on the floor of the ash room where the driver, 
John J. O’Brien, was at work picking up the rubbish 
and broken brick which were on the floor. Having 
loaded the tip-cart, O’Brien drove towards the staging 
and in making a turn to the left, the left end of the 
neck yolk of the wagon pole caught the leg of one of 
the wooden horses which was supporting the staging 
upon which Turnquist was standing, broke the leg of 
the wooden horse and Turnquist was thrown back to 
the ground, fracturing his skull. He was taken to the 
Carney Hospital, where he died on the morning of 
August 3d, 1912. 

I find that the deceased, Peter Turnquist, came to 
his death by accident, and that the criminal act of no 
other person contributed thereto.”’ 


On the afternoon of August 5 James Regan, a roofer, 
employed on the building 105 Peterborough street, 
while covering the edge of a cornice with tarred paper, 
lost his balance and fell to the ground, which caused 
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his death. The accident was not caused by any defect 
in material or construction of the building. 

Judge Bolster reports as follows: That ‘‘the said James 
Regan came to his death at the said City of Boston on 
the fifth day of August, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand nine hundred and twelve, in consequence 
of a fall from the roof of a building numbered 105 
Peterboro street shortly after noon on the same day. 
The deceased was a roofer, and together with two 
other men was covering the front part of a flat roof on 
said building with tarred paper preliminary to covering 
the same with tar and gravel. The strip across the 
front of the building was being laid by the three men 
working at a distance of about twenty feet from each 
other. The deceased was working at the corner of a 
bay window, the upper part of which formed a pro- 
jection on the same level with the flat roof. He was 
bending over and fastening the tarred paper to the 
front side of the building where the paper turns over 
to make the angle of the roof. He evidently lost his 
balance through leaning over too far and fell a distance 
of about fifty feet to the ground, receiving the injuries 
causing his death. I do not find that the unlawful act 
of any other person contributed to his death.” 


A carpenter, named Arthur Tottier, employed on the 
building 355 Charles street, was killed by a plank fall- 
ing on him, which was dropped by a fellow workman. 
The accident occurred on October 24. 


On August 29 Mr. Alfred Hooper, a carpenter, em- 
ployed in placing some concrete forms in the build- 
ing of the Young Men’s Christian Association in the 
process of construction, was killed as a result of a fall 
from the fourth to the third floor. No reason can be 
determined as to what caused the fall. 

At a duly holden inquest, Judge Duff finds that “the 
said Hooper came to his death at the City of Boston on 
the twenty-ninth day of August, in the year of our Lord 
nineteen hundred and twelve, in consequence of a 
fractured skull and other injuries sustained by a fall 
from the fourth to the third story of the new Young 
Men’s Christian Association Building on Huntington 
avenue, where he was working as a carpenter upon 
forms to hold the tile and cement floors to be laid. 
He had laid them long enough to be familiar with 
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conditions and there is nothing to indicate the cause of 
his fall, which must have been due to accidentally 
slipping or in some other way losing his balance. I do 
not find that the unlawful act of any person contributed 
to his death.” 


The building situated at 388 Main street, Charlestown, 
caught fire about nine o’clock November 18, and as '‘a 
consequence of this fire three men, Patrick Hawes, 
Ellard Aulenbury and Maurice W. Powers, lost their 
lives. The building is of wooden construction, 20 feet 
by 33 feet and four stories high, with pitched roof, and 
was well and substantially built about fifty years ago, 
then as a one-family house, but in recent years it has 
been changed to a lodging house. 

The fire had its origin in a woodshed at rear, which is 
connected with the main house bya door in the basement; 
the fire was probably caused by the careless use of 
matches. The fire ignited the woodwork in basement 
hall and ascended through the halls and stairs to the 
top floor. The fire made considerable progress before 
the arrival of the Fire Department, the greatest damage 
being done to the front chambers of the third floor. 
The loss on building amounted to about $1,500. 

The means of egress were as follows: Two (2) stair- 
ways from first to second story. One (1) stairway from 
second to third story. One (1) stairway from third to 
fourth story. 

Additional egress and fire escapes should be required 
in the building. The construction of the building was 
not affected. 

At an inquest duly holden, Judge Preble finds that 
‘“‘the said Powers came to his death at said Boston on 
the eighteenth day of November, in the year of our Lord 
one thousand nine hundred and twelve, in consequence 
of being suffocated at a fire in the premises numbered 
388 Main street, Charlestown, within the judicial 
district of said court. 

It would appear from the evidence that a fire started 
in a woodshed in the rear of and attached to said prem- 
ises, the door to the staircase being within a few feet 
of it and open; the fire rushed up the staircase and par- 
tially destroyed the second, third and fourth floors. 

The deceased, who was a lodger in said premises, 
occupied a room on the third floor. He was first 
observed by Officer Richard J. Pickett of Station 15, 
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coming down the stairs in his underclothes and on fire. 
With the assistance of Dr. Patterson, the fire was 
extinguished and he was immediately sent to the Relief 
Hospital, where he died November 19, twenty-six hours 
after being admitted. 

The building was a wooden four-story structure and 
had been built about fifty years and was not of modern 
construction. 

I find that by reason of the ase of said build- 
ing, which was prior to the Acts of 1907, and as notice 
had not been given to the owner to furnish additional 
means of egress, that the unlawful act of no other person 
contributed to the death.”’ 

At an inquest duly holden, Judge Preble finds that 
“the said Aulenbury came to his death at said Boston on 
the eighteenth day of November, in the year of our Lord 
one thousand nine hundred and twelve, in consequence 
of being suffocated at a fire in the premises numbered 
388 Main street, Charlestown, within the jurisdiction 
of said court. 

From the evidence it would appear that a fire started 
in the rear of and attached to said premises; the door 
to the staircase being within a few feet of it and open; 
the fire rushed up the staircase and partially destroyed 
the second, third and fourth floors. 

The deceased, who was a lodger in said premises, 
occupied a room on the third floor in the front of said 
building and was found near a partially opened window, 
suffocated and dead when first observed by the fireman. 

The building was a wooden four-story structure and 
had been built about fifty years and was not of modern 
construction. 

I find that by reason of construction of said build- 
ing, which was prior to the Acts of 1907, and as notice 
had not been given to the owner to furnish additional 
means of egress, that the unlawful act of no other 
person contributed to the death.”’ 


John Fitzpatrick, employed in cleaning up the debris 
around a partition in the building 102 Longwood 
avenue, was injured through the carelessness of a fel- 
low workman. A carpenter, without warning, sawed 
through the supports of the partition, which caused the 
partition to fall, thus injuring Fitzpatrick, who was 
taken to the hospital but after a week was discharged. 
The accident occurred on December 2.

On December 8 the plastering fell from the ceiling 
of the dining room of a flat on the third floor of the 
building 1947 Washington street. One of the tenants, 
Morris Goldstein, was injured by the falling plaster. 
The building was an old one and the plaster had become 
loosened from some unknown cause. 


Dennis McDonald, a laborer employed in the demo- 
lition of the building at the corner of State and Devon- 
shire streets, was killed on December 23 by the falling 
of a frame and door of a safe which was being removed. 
McDonald was assisting two safe removers who were 
considered as experts and who had employed all known 
safeguards for the doing of the work. 

Judge Wentworth at an inquest finds that ‘‘the said 
Dennis McDonald came to his death at the said City of 
Boston on the twenty-third day of December, in the 
year of our Lord nineteen hundred and twelve, in conse- 
quence of the steel casings and the safe door falling on 
him while at work removing these steel casings and door 
from the vault in the Merchants National Bank Build- 
ing at 28 State street, Boston, which was in process of 
demolition. 

This building was being torn down by the firm of 
T. A. Elston & Co., and in the process of destruction, 
these steel casings and door of the safe on the second 
floor of the building was being removed. This door 
and casing weighing about nine tons were in an upright 
position and had been wedged up so that they slanted 
a very little inward in order to get the iron plate beneath 
the casings to move it out on. There was a space of 
about five inches between the top of the casings and the 
iron beam over it. The casings and the door were 
braced with wooden blocks between the casings and 
this beam as a further protection against the casings 
and door falling outward. It was the intention after 
getting the casings and door into position to move it 
outward by means of a jack. There was a space of a 
quarter to three-eighths of an inch between the casings 
and the bedplate in front and the back of the casings 
rested on the bedplate. The door of the safe was open, 
which appeared to be necessary in moving the casings 
and door. Without warning of any kind, these casings 
and door fell forward falling on the deceased and 
crushing him to death. ‘ 
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The Thomas A. Elston Co. is a large contracting 
firm in the City of Boston and do a large business 
taking down buildings of this kind. Mr. Elston testi- 
fied that in the course of his business, he had often 
taken these safes out of a vault with his own men but 
in this particular instance, in order to be more careful, 
he had asked Mr. John J. Hogan of the Remington 
and Sherman Safe Company of Boston to loan him two 
men who might be experts in moving safes. Mr. Hogan 
sent him Arthur C. Sutherland who had been employed 
by this safe company for the past six years, and has 
acted as foreman for the firm for the past five years, 
and also John J. Cavanaugh who had worked for twelve 
years taking down, finishing and repairing safes and 
had worked for practically all the safe companies in the 
city. Mr. Elston took these two men into his employ 
for this purpose and gave Sutherland who had charge 
of the removing, two other men, one of whom was the 
deceased, to assist him. I find that both of these men 
were perfectly competent to do this work; in fact they 
were experts. Mr. Sutherland could not explain how 
the casing could fall forward when they were slanting 
slightly the other way, but Mr. Cavanaugh seemed to 
think that the heavy iron door, which was open, must 
have been of sufficient weight to cause it to fall forward 
and I find this to be the fact. 

The casings were removed from the body of the 
deceased and he was taken in the police ambulance to 
the Relief Hospital where he was pronounced dead. 

I do not find any criminal negligence on the part of 
any person which resulted in his death.’’ 


On January 17, 19138, Guy Portannova, a roofer in 
the employ of Warren Brothers Company, while at 
work on the administration building of the Peter B. 
Brigham Hospital, at the corner of Huntington avenue 
and Francis street, was injured by the breaking of a 
defective rope sling which was attached to a portable 
derrick. He was removed to the City Hospital and 
has since recovered. 


George A. Hussey, a workman employed on the 
addition to the Art Museum, 180 Fenway, was injured 
by the falling of a stone against his leg. A strong 
current of wind caused the boom of the derrick to be 
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swayed out of its course and the load which the derrick 
was carrying struck against the stone which was near 
Hussey, with the result as above stated. The accident 
occurred January 21, 1913. 


The very high wind which swept across Dorchester 
bay on the night of January 31, 1913, caused the steel 
chimney of the Suffolk Brewery, on the corner of East 
Eighth and G streets, to fall into the yard adjoining. 
The breaking of the 3?-inch wire rope guy was the imme- 
diate cause of the accident. No damage was done and 
nobody was injured.

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SUMMARY OF ASPHYXIATIONS 


BY. ILLUMINATING GAS, FEBRUARY 1, 1912, 
TO JANUARY 31, 1913. 


An unknown man, about twenty-five years of age, 
was found dead on the floor of a room, 3 Lathrop place, 
on February 2; the gas was escaping from an open 
burner in the room. This department can find no 
definite information about the circumstances, but is 
inclined to believe that the causes of gas escaping were 
of an accidental nature. Fixtures, which are of an old 
installation, were found to be in good condition. 


On the 4th of February John Chapman arrived 
at his room, situated at 2971 Washington street, at 
about 2a.m. He was partly intoxicated. It is believed 
that in attempting to light the gas he left it escaping. 
At 10 a. m. he was found fully dressed lying across the 
bed and was removed to the hospital, where he recovered 
from the effects of the gas poisoning. The fixtures are 
of an old installation. 


Thomas W. Johnson was found dead in a room at 
26 Worcester street on February 13. The gas was 
turned on full and from letters and other information 
it is evidently a case of suicide. A swinging gas bracket 
was found to be in good condition; an old installation. 


The circumstances relating to the case of John R. 
Simon, twenty-seven years of age, would seem to indi- 
cate an attempt at suicide. Simon was found in his 
room, on February 13, at 64 Bowdoin street, suffering 
from gas poisoning, and was taken to the Relief Hos- 
pital, where he recovered. An examination of the two 
fixtures in the room showed them to be in good condi- 
tion; an old installation of fixtures. 


On the morning of February 14 one Fred Seymour 
was found dead from gas poisoning in the lodging house 
43 Bowdoin street. -Gas escaped from two cocks in 
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the room and the facts point to suicide. The cocks 
mentioned were found to be in good condition and are 
of old installation. 


Ronald M. McEchern, who roomed at 100 West 
Canton street, was overcome on February 19 by gas 
which escaped from a bracket which he accidentally left 
turned on when he retired for the night. The gas 
bracket was found by our inspector to be in a poor 
condition. This department has caused the said bracket 
(which is of old installation) to be repaired. 


Elizabeth P. Hayes, living at 2757 Washington 
street, was found dead in bed owing to gas poisoning. 
Death probably was accidental.- The fixtures in the 
house were found to be in a bad condition, and the owner 
was notified to have same remedied. Death occurred 
on the 20th of February. The fixtures are of an old 
installation. 


Thomas Lynch and his wife hired a room at 7 Bowdoin 
street about 6 p. m. on February 21. The next morning 
both were found overcome with gas and were rermoved 
to the Relief Hospital. The man recovered and the 
woman died. It is believed that the gas was accidentally 
turned on after the hight was extinguished. The gas 
fixtures in the room were found to be in good condition 
and of old installation. This department made an 
examination of the other fixtures in the house and 
caused certain alterations to be made. 


The wind blew out the gas in the sleeping room of 
John Craven, who was sick with asthma. In order to 
get relief he left his window open and because of his 
weakened condition the escaped gas was sufficient to 
kill him. The accident occurred on February 22, at 
20 Darling street. The fixtures are of old installation. 


Daniel Ford, while in a drunken condition in a room 
in the house situated at 30 Cambridge street, on Feb- 
ruary 26, accidentally turned on the gas. He was re- 
moved to the Relief Hospital, where he recovered. The 
fixtures are of old installation. 


Frank Simpson accidentally turned on the gas in his 
room, 7 Burroughs place, on February 28. He was 
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under the influence of liquor and was removed to the 
hospital, where he recovered. ‘The bracket in his room 
was found to be in good condition and is of old 
installation. 


Ignorance of the use of gas is probably the cause of 
the death of Joseph Arsenault, twenty-four years of 
age, who was found dead March 1 on the premises 1200 
Washington street. Information obtained by our 
inspector tends to show that the young man blew out 
the gas. The fixtures are of old installation. 


On March 5 a man named John Grady was found 
by the police overcome by gas in a vacant building, 
1218 Washington street. He had been detaching the 
gas meters and stealing the connections. He was taken 
to the hospital and when he recovered from the effects 
of the poison he was arrested on the charge of breaking 
and entering and larceny and given a jail sentence. 
This department supervised the installation of new 
connections to take the place of the damaged ones. 


Isaac Karnitz, who conducted a tailor shop at 1049 
Blue Hill avenue, was found in an unconscious condition 
lying on his bench. The rubber tube which connected 
his iron with the bracket was disconnected, allowing the 
gas to escape. It was the custom of Karnitz to go to 
sleep on this bench and it is supposed that he accidentally 
pulled the tube from the bracket. He was taken to the 
hospital on March 12 and was later discharged. All 
gas fixtures, which are of old installation, were found to be 
in good condition. 


The three children of Mr. Edward E. Murphy were 
overcome by illuminating gas on March 13. The 
mother of the children arose shortly after midnight to 
warm some food forthe youngest child. Mrs. Murphy 
was not feeling well, and while turning off the gas key 
partially turned it on again, which allowed the gas to 
escape. Catherine Murphy, about seven years of age, 
awoke about three o’clock the same morning and com- 
plained of being sick to her mother; the mother investi- 
gated, found the gas leak and awoke her husband. The 
three children were taken to the open air and revived. 
The husband then tightened the key in the gas bracket. 
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The department examined all the fixtures in the tene- 
ment and notified the owner to have them overhauled. 
The fixtures are of old installation. 


On March 20 Charles Curran, residing at 2 Farragut 
court, was found dead in bed by his wife. Said Curran 
arrived home about three o’clock a. m., and about 
seven o’clock gas was smelt in the house and traced 
to his room, with the gas cock partly turned on. The 
fixtures in the room were found to be in good condition 
and are of an old installation. 


John A. Kerr, fifty-eight years old, residing at 88 O 
street, came to his death on March 24 by inhaling 
illuminating gas, probably through accident. From a 
nipple cock attached to a bracket ran a rubber tube to 
a gas radiator; gas was found to be escaping from this 
tube. The bracket was found to be in good condition 
and is of an old installation. 


Ellsworth Ferguson, forty-eight years of age, was 
found dead from gas in his room, situated at 21 Con- 
cord square, on March 26, and it was the opinion of 
those who knew him that he committed suicide. The 
gas fixtures in his room consisted of a swing bracket 
and a connection for hose back of the bracket; the hose 
led to a heater. The gas was turned on but not lit. 
The gas keys were found to be in good condition and 
are of an old installation. 


The ingenuity of Joseph Uhrig, living at 2986 Wash- 
ington street, seventeen years of age, came near being 
the cause of his death. He drilled the key of the gas 
bracket in his bedroom and attached a string to same, 
so that he could turn off the gas while in bed. He had 
on the night in question attached the gas radiator by a 
hose to gas fixture; the hose did not fit properly and fell 
off and as the gas was not fully turned off the gas escaped. 
The department found that the pins had been removed 
from several of the gas keys in several of the other rooms 
and ordered the owner to have them replaced. The 
fixtures are of an old installation. Accident occurred 
on the 3d of April. | 


From a letter left by Miss Lillian Schooner, who was 
killed by illuminating gas on April 5, it is evidently a 
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case of suicide. She lived at 141 Harrishof street and 
was in poor health. The gas fixtures were found to be 
in good condition and are of an old installation. 


Evidence tends to show that William J. McKenna, 
twenty-eight years old, of 221 Heath street, came home 
drunk on April 16, and was found dead about 6 p. m. 
A swing bracket with its hose fittings were found to be 
very loose, and due to the condition of the man it was 
easy for an accident to occur. Other keys in the house 
were also found to be in a dangerous condition. Atten- 
tion was called to these matters and the landlady prom- 
ised to have them fixed. The fixtures are of an old 
installation. 


On April 24 John J. Dolan, 1 Riverside street, while 
intoxicated, partially turned on the gas, and because 
the window happened to be open he escaped death. 
A two-light gas fixture in the room was a new one with 
approved Boston keys and was in good condition. 


John Petery, twenty-seven years of age, was found 
in bed, at 47 Appleton street, with the key of the bracket 
partially turned on. The man was under the influence 
of liquor when he went to bed and it is supposed he acci- 
dentally turned on the gas. He died on April 27. On 
inspection, the bracket, which was of an old pattern, 
was found to be in good condition. 


John J. Moran was removed to the City Hospital on 
April 30, from the lodging house 1479 Washington 
street, from the effects of gas poisoning. He was found 
with the end of a gas tube in his mouth with the gas 
from the burner fully turned on. An examination by 
this department showed the fixture to be in good con- 
dition and to be of an old installation. 


Richard J. Horan, fifty-seven years of age, residing 
at 67 Waverly street, was found unconscious from the 
effects of inhaling illuminating gas on May 3; a doctor 
was called, but Horan died on May 8. No information 
as to the cause of the gas escaping could be obtained; 
the gas brackets in the room were found to be in good 
condition and of old installation. 


John H. Bell, sixty-eight years of age, attempted to 
take his life by inhaling illuminating gas at his resi- 
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dence, Suite 20, 75 Astor street. He drew a chair up 
to the gas range in the kitchenette, rested his face on 
the range and turned on the gas. He was taken to the 
hospital, where he recovered. The affair occurred on 
May 11. The fixtures are of an old installation. 


Two gas keys of some fixtures in the apartment 
135 Appleton street were found turned on, on Sunday 
morning, May 12. As they were both in good condition 
the department could find no reason for this. John 
Leddington was rendered unconscious from the escaping 
gas and was removed to the City Hospital, where he 
recovered. The fixtures are of an old installation. 


Emma Dinneen, eighteen years of age, was found 
unconscious in the bathroom, 4 Flint place, on May 
20; she was removed to the City Hospital. A stiff 
bracket, Boston key, was found to be in good condition. 


It was reported to this department that one Franklin 
Abbott, of 158 West Concord street, committed suicide 
by illuminating gas. Fuller investigation shows that 
the man died from natural causes. The gas bracket was 
found to be in good condition. He died on May 22. 
The fixtures are of an old installation. 


Richard P. Metcalf, fifty-five years of age, was found 
dead in bed with a rubber tubing at his side which was 
connected to bracket from which gas was escaping. The 
suicide had stuffed the windows and doors with pieces 
of cloth. The successful attempt at suicide occurred 
on the 29th of May, at 37 Moreland street. The gas 
mantle had been removed in order to attach the tube. 
The fixtures were in good condition otherwise. 


A man afflicted by paralysis, named George H. 
Wickes, in turning off the gas accidentally turned it on 
again. He was found dead in bed. A single pendant, 
with Boston key, was found to be in good condition. The 
accident occurred on May 21, at 11 Glenway street. 


Herbert J. Arnold, seventeen years of age, a sufferer 
from rheumatism, took his life by the aid of illuminating 
gas at his home, 426 Hyde Park avenue, on Junel. He 
went to the bathroom about 3 a. m., turned on the gas

and braced himself against the door. A stiff bracket, 
with a Boston key, was found in good condition. 


On July 3 Albena Smith, thirty-five years of age, 
came to her death by gas poisoning in her lodging house, 
368A Tremont street; the medical examiner pronounced 
it a case of suicide. The victim had put a tube which 
was connected with a pendant (after turning on the gas) 
inher mouth. The gas fixtures, which were of old pattern, 
were found to be in fair condition. 


A young man, nineteen years of age, named Thomas 
Carey, was found by his mother on July 24 unconscious 
from the effects of illuminating gas. The gas tube 
which connected the pendant cock with the cock of a 
hot plate was disengaged and the gas was escaping. 
The department caused a rearrangement of the gas fix- 
tures in the kitchen to be made. Carey, who lived at 
604 Dorchester avenue, recovered. The gas fixtures are 
of an old installation. 


A young lady, eighteen years of age, Lillian V. Silva, 
while suffering from the effects of overstudy, ended 
her life by inhaling illuminating gas at her home 740 
Harrison avenue. She attached a rubber tube to a 
ceiling pendant and placed the other end of tube in her 
mouth. The fatality occurred on August 3. The gas 
fixtures were found to be in good condition and to be 
of old installation. 


John Brady, twenty-five years of age, plugged all 
crevices to prevent the escape of gas from the room 
which he occupied at 47 Walnut street. He turned on 
the gas, which caused his death. This occurred on the 
18th of August. The only gas fixture in his room was 
found to be in good condition and to be of old installation. 


A new arrival in this country, named Nicholas Angel- 
onus, twenty-three years of age and unfamiliar with 
the use of gas, turned on the gas and then hunted for 
a match to light same. He was not able to find one, 
_ but failed to turn off the gas. A friend found Angelonus 
unconscious; he was taken to the hospital, where he 
recovered. A single swing bracket of old pattern was 
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found to be in fair condition. The accident occurred 
on August 26, at 719 Tremont street. 


Henry B. Cecil (Brother Virgil), was found dead in 
bed at 5 Seaver street, East Boston, on August 27. 
The medical examiner reports ‘‘The circumstances of 
his death indicate suicidal.” The gas fixtures, of old 
installation, were found to be in good condition. 


On September 10 Dr. Charles 8. Bartlett took his 
life by the aid of illuminating gas at 22 Blagden street. 
The two brackets in his room were found to be fully 
turned on. The gas fixtures, which were of an old 
installation, were found to be in good condition. 


An unknown man, about thirty-two years of age, 
supposed to be Frank Ress, lodging at 36 Williams 
street, on retiring about midnight on September 10, 
left word not to be called, as he was not going to work 
the next day. As he did not appear as usual, his door 
was forced open and it was found that he had committed 
suicide. He turned on the gas after plugging the cracks 
around the windows and doors. Gas fixtures were 
found to be in good condition and were of old instal- 
lation. 


A citizen of Albany, N. Y., was found dead in his 
room at the Thorndike House, 76 Green street, where 
he was registered as a guest. He was found on Sep- 
tember 19, and gas was escaping in his room from a 
swing bracket. The name of the victim was Frank J. 
McNeeley, and he was forty-nine years of age. The 
gas fixtures, which were of an old installation, were found 
to be in good condition. | 

Justice Murray reports that ‘‘the said McNeeley 
came to his death at the said City of Boston on the 19th 
day of September, in the year of our Lord one thousand 
nine hundred and twelve, under the following circum- 
stances. The deceased, 40 years of age and a highly 
respected citizen of Albany, left that city about noon 
of September 18, 1912, for Troy, N. Y., from which 
place he boarded a train for Boston, reaching here at 
a late hour on the night of the said September 18. For 
a couple of days prior to this time the deceased had been 
imbibing freely. Shortly after midnight on September 
19, 1912, the deceased made his way through Green 
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street in said Boston, to a public lodging house known 
as the Thorndike House. He was alone when he entered 
said house, procuring a room to which he was shown by 
the night clerk, after he had called for and drunk an 
unusual amount of ice water. 

He was last seen alive in said house in a toilet room 
across the hall from his room. 

About ten (10) o’clock A. M. on said nineteenth day 
of September an odor of escaping gas was detected 
coming from the room occupied by the deceased, which 
resulted in an immediate investigation. When loud 
knockings on door of said room failed to arouse the 
inmate, an entrance thereto was gained through an 
outer window; the room was found to be filled with gas 
and the said McNeeley was found dead, his body 
stretched across the bed. The only gas jet in the room 
was found to be fully turned on. Conditions about the 
room indicated that the unfortunate man, after retiring, 
must have been taken ill through the night, gotten out 
of bed, lighted the gas, as some burned matches were 
found under and near the gas jet in said room, later 
turning the gas off and unwittingly turned on the sup- 
ply again before getting back to the bed again, and soon 
fell into a sleep from which he never woke. 

Death was probably accidental. I find that the death 
of the deceased was not due, either wholly or in part, 
to the unlawful act or acts of any person or persons.”’ 


William Beekman, seventy-four years of age, was 
found overcome by illuminating gas on September 24, 
at the lodging house 131 Pembroke street. As two of 
the windows in his room happened to be open he was 
not dead when found, but died sometime afterwards. 
Mr. Beekman was in the habit of disconnecting the 
tube which connected a hot plate with a bracket when 
he had finished using the hot plate. The accident was 
probably caused by his neglecting to turn off the gas 
when he took off the tube. The bracket was of old 
style and in fair condition. Certain changes were 
ordered in the gas fixtures of the house. 


Victor Clement, according to his family, committed 
suicide at his home, 644 East Eighth street, from inhal- 
ing illuminating gas. A swing bracket of old pattern 
was found in good condition. The deed was committed 
on October 4. 
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It is probable that Harry E. Ring, thirty-seven years 
old, took his own life by illuminating gas at his home, 
4 Staniford place, on October 5. About, three o’clock 
in the morning he asked his wife to go downstairs and 
get him a glass of water; when she returned she found 
the door locked and he laughingly refused to let her in. 
She then went downstairs and slept on a couch. At 
about a quarter of seven the police were called and the 
door was broken in, and Ring was found dead with the 
end of a gas tube in his mouth. The gas bracket of the 
room, which was of old installation, was found to be 
in good condition. 


An old man, E. A. D. Newton, eighty-four years old, 
was found dead in his room, 19 Common street, October 
8, from the effects of illuminating gas. The gas was 
escaping from one of the burners of a two-light fixture. 
It is believed that he accidentally turned on the gas 
after having turned it off. The fixtures, which are of 
an old installation, were in a fair condition. 


A report of the medical examiner in the case of 
Jennie M. Sylvester, thirty years of age, who came to 
her death, is indeterminate, but points to suicide. 
Her act occurred on October 14, at 127 P street. The 
department found one of the gas bracket keys in a loose 
condition, and ordered a general overhauling of the 
fixtures throughout the house. The fixtures are of an 
old installation. 


Frank M. Gowan, thirty-five years old, attempted 
suicide in his room, 37 Worcester square, on October 
21. He had just arrived from Maine when he hired the 
room, stuffed the door frame with cloth to cut off escape 
of the gas from the room, and unscrewed the arm from 
the bracket. He was discovered unconscious by the 
landlady and removed to the hospital, where he recoy- 
ered. The fixtures are of an old installation. 


A lodger, Violet Crawford, thirty-two years old, of 
498 Columbus avenue, was found unconscious from 
the effects of illuminating gas on October 23. The gas 
fixtures in the room were found to be in good con- 
dition and of an old installation. The victim recovered 
and is still living at the same house. 
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Elizabeth Shanfield, sixty-five years of age, attempted 
suicide by the aid of illuminating gas at her home, 24 
Balfour street, on October 24. She left her bed early 
in the morning, went to an adjoining room, closed the 
door and turned on the several gas cocks. She was 
removed to the City Hospital, where she recovered. 
She has since been successful in her endeavor to end her 
existence, as she fatally burned herself. The gas fixtures 
were found to be in good condition and were of old 
installation. 


On October 25 Ella Kefts, fifty years old, took her 
life by inhaling illuminating gas at 99 Wachusett street. 
No information could be obtained from the occupants 
of the house. A swing bracket, with Boston key, was 
found to be in good condition. 


An attempt at suicide by Frederick Nickerson, 
twenty-four years of age, by the aid of illuminating 
gas, took place at his room, 71 Worcester street. He 
entered the bathroom, bolted the door and removed 
the outlet from which the bracket had been removed. 
He was removed to the City Hospital, but recovered. 
A new bracket has been installed to take the place of 
the one removed. The affair occurred on October 28. 


John E. Crowley, forty-eight years old, of 56 East 
Newton street, was found dead on October 31. Both 
keys of his gas fixture were found open. The fixtures 
were found to be in good condition and of an old 
installation. 


A maid servant, Catherine E. Casey, employed at 
423 Beacon street, ended her life by inhaling illuminating 
gas on November 1. She took advantage of the absence 
of her employer, went to bed and connected the rubber 
tube to the gas jet and placed the other end of the tube 
in her mouth. The department found the gas fixtures 
to be of old installation and in good condition. 


A locomotive engineer, Henry J. Monihan, fifty- 
seven years of age, was found dead in bed at his home, 
30 Codman park, on November 6. He was in an 
excited condition when he retired, due to his having 
witnessed the death of a fellow workman, and it is 
supposed that he accidentally turned on the key of the 
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gas bracket after he had extinguished the light. The 
bracket was found in good condition and of old instal- 
lation. 


James Driscoll, eighteen years of age, residing at 
609 Massachusetts avenue, nearly lost his life because 
of the negligence of a man who was sent to repair a 
leak on the main gas valve at the foundation wall. 
The workman turned off the gas supply while he was 
at work on the job and failed to find out whether or 
not any of the cocks throughout the house were open 
before he turned the supply on again. Driscoll, it is 
supposed, fell asleep during the afternoon of November 
15 and failed to turn off his hight, so that when the 
workman turned off the main gas supply the light in 
Driscoll’s room went out, and when the gas was turned 
on again it escaped from the open cock in Driscoll’s 
room. Driscoll was taken to the hospital and was 
discharged in a week’s time. The fixtures, which were 
of an old installation, were found to be in good condition. 


Mrs. Ethel Coburn, twenty-six years of age, com- 
mitted suicide on November 16, in her room, 16 Glen- 
wood street. She removed the burner, placed a gas 
tube over the bracket, went to bed and placed the 
open end of the tube in her mouth. The gas bracket, 
which was of an old installation, was found to be in a 
good condition. 


A bookbinder, aged seventy, named F. H. W. Rutland, 
was found on November 21 overcome by illuminating 
gas. He was removed to the hospital and has since 
recovered. An old installation bracket which was in 
poor condition has been repaired since the accident. 


On November 22 Mrs. Sadie E. Austen attempted 
suicide by illuminating gas, at 59 Windsor street. She was 
attended by a nearby doctor and has recovered. Condi- 
tion of gas fixtures good; an old installation of fixtures. 


Five children, and a lodger named Israel Swrisky, 
living at 12 Salem street, on November 29 were affected 
by escaping gas which came from an open burner in 
Swrisky’s room. The children recovered, but Swrisky 
was found dead. The bracket in question, as also 
the arrangement of the gas meters both on this floor 
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and the other floors of the house, were found to be 
defective. The department caused the proper authorities 
to remedy the defective conditions. All fixtures were 
of an old installation. 


Alfred Meckel engaged a room at 56 West Newton 
street on December 4. The next morning he was 
found dead. He took his own life by the aid of illumi- 
nating gas. The gas fixtures, which were of an old 
installation, were found to be in good condition. 


A teamster, Hyman Rosenfield, aged twenty-seven, 
living at 417 Harrison avenue, arrived home about 
6 p. m. on December 4. While probably under the 
influence of liquor he threw his clothes over the gas 
bracket, which opened the cock and broke off the arm, 
which allowed the gas to escape. 

Rosenfield was discovered by his wife, who called the 
police; he was removed to the hospital, where he recov- 
ered. This department has no record of having issued 
a permit for the installation of the gas fixtures in this 
house and the installation seems to have been done 
within the last five years. The broken bracket has been 
put in order. 


An unknown man, forty-two years of age, and in good 
health, hired aroom at 286 Dudley street December 6. 
Later gas was discovered escaping from an open burner; 
the lodger, who was overcome, was removed to the 
hospital, where he died. The man, who came from New 
Hampshire, evidently was not acquainted with the use 
of gas and blew out the gas flame. The bracket, which 
was of an old installation, was found to be in a good 
condition. - 


Charles 8. Kingsbury, forty-five years of age, engaged 
a room at 92 Chandler street on December 6. On the 
morning of December 9 he was found overcome from the 
effects of escaping gas and was removed to the hospital. 
He attempted suicide, as he had sealed up the cracks 
around the door with adhesive tape. The bracket, which 
was of an old installation, was found to be in good con- 
dition. 7 


On December 14, a new arrival in this country, Nora 
Powers, nineteen years of age, employed as a domestic 
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at 23 Homestead street, was partially overcome by 
gas escaping from a partly open cock. She recovered. 
The accident occurred through her ignorance of the use 
of gas. The department found that in this house an 
extension was made some time ago to the piping and 
although the work was done in a good manner our 
records do not show that any permit has ever been 
taken out for the said extension. 


A young man, Walter A. Richardson, twenty-two 
years of age, lodging at 31 Bowdoin street, on December 
15 left his window open when he retired; this no doubt 
was the means of saving his life. He accidentally turned 
on the gas key when he put out the light. He was found 
overcome by the escaping gas but recovered. The gas 
fixture, which was of an old installation, was found in a 
good condition. 


Amelio Motoneri and his friend Michael Canagione, 
who occupied a room at 4 Bartlett place, were found 
unconscious from illuminating gas on December 15. 
They were removed to the hospital, where they recovered. 
Canagione, who was unfamiliar with the use of gas, 
turned the gas partially off and then blew out the flame. 
The fixtures, which were of an old installation, were 
found to be in good condition. 


A letter left by Miss Clara L. Cain, twenty-four years 
of age, who lived at 171 Eustis street, indicated that she 
committed suicide. She was found dead on December 
16 from the effects of the gas which escaped from the 
open cock in her room. The department has recom- 
mended that some of the fixtures which are of old 
installation be replaced. 


Mrs. Alice Dean and two unknown companions were 
found dead on December 20, in the lodging house 1597 
Washington street, from the effects of illuminating 
gas which was’escaping from an’ independent fitting 
which was placed back of the gas bracket. It is supposed 
that in lighting the gas from the bracket, the key of the 
independent fitting was accidentally turned on. The 
fixtures, which were of an old installation, were found to 
be in good condition. 


A lodger, Abraham Chauski, thirty-eight years of 
age, of 4 Troy street, was found in bed unconscious 
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from illuminating gas on December 24. He attempted 
to end his life, as he had placed a tube over an open 
burner and put the other end of the tube in his mouth. 
He recovered from the effects of the gas. ‘The fixtures 
in the room, which were of an old installation, were 
found to be in good condition. 


Mary McKay, seventy years of age, living at 229 
Heath street, was found overcome by gas due to an 
attempt to commit self-destruction. She disconnected 
the gas tube from a small gas stove and placed the end 
of the tube in her mouth after turning on the gas. 
This occurred on January 1, 1913. The gas fixtures, 
which were of an old installation, were found to be in a 
good condition. 


A carpenter, Michael Lund, fifty-eight years of age, on 
January 2 was found dead from escaping gas; it is 
supposed that he accidentally turned on the gas after 
turning off the light, as he got up during the night to 
see the time. Since the accident the key in question 
has been so tightened that it cannot be operated, as 
gas is no longer to be used in the room. ‘The fixtures 
were of an old installation. The victim resided at 
19 Rockland street. 


On January 3, 1913, Martin F. Birmingham, forty- 
eight years old, arrived home at 1034 Washington 
street, under the influence of liquor. It seems that 
sometime during the night he arose probably to turn 
out the light; to do so he stood on the bed and in some 
manner fell against the gas fixture, which broke it off. 
His wife, before she went to sleep, opened one of the 
windows and she was partially overcome; she was, 
however, able to call assistance and recovered. The 
keys of the gas fixtures were found to be in good con- 
dition, but the iron pipe where broken off was weakened 
because of the thread cut on it. There is no record 
of gas fitting having been performed in this building 
for the past five years. 


Mrs. Winifred Winn and her son were burned by an 
explosion of gas which was escaping from the main 
supply pipe in the cellar of their home January 8, at 
68 Leonard street. In some way not known the screw 
plug became missing from the service tee, thus causing 
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the gas to escape. A new plug was inserted and the 
leak stopped. ‘The last previous examination of the 
piping and fixtures of this house was on November 23, 
1911, when the original work was completed. Work 
was satisfactorily executed and according to law. 


A lodger, Dominico Capozzi, was found dead in bed 
at 196 Salem street on January 10, 1913, with the gas 
escaping from a bracket, the key of which was turned 
on. He was ignorant of the use of gas and a candle was 
supplied him; the room was equipped with a portable 
gas heater and it is supposed that on examining the 
heater he accidentally turned on the gas. The fixtures, 
which were of an old installation; were found to be in 
good condition. Under intelligent use the portable 
heater would make a safe heating appliance. 


On January 14, 1913, the gas fixture in a rear room 
of the house 202 West Springfield street was struck 
accidentally by a chair, which caused the fixture, to come 
apart. The escaping gas caused a slight fire. The 
fixture in question was put in by a former lodger without 
a permit from this department. The gas company 
capped the outlet, thus preventing the further escape 
of gas. 


Gas escaping from a defective bracket at 94 Kenwood 
street, on January 14, 1913, caused a slight fire. The 
key was loose and dropped out, due to bad workmanship. 
The gas company capped the outlet, thus stopping the 
leak. As the piping in this house has been in over 
fifteen years, we have no record of its installation. 


Mrs. Mary Knights made an unsuccessful attempt 
to end her life by illuminating gas at her abode, 113 
Worcester street, on January 18, 1913. The gas 
brackets and keys, which were of an old installation, were 
found by the department to be in good condition. 


An unknown woman, about forty years of age, residing 
at 32 Oak street, was found on January 18, dead in her 
room from the effects of illuminating gas. From such 
information as can be gained the woman was under the 
influence of liquor and turned on the gas accidentally. 
The gas fixtures, which were of an old installation, were 
found to be in good condition. 
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On January 18, Mrs. Bridget McKee, Mrs. Bridget 
Madden and Miss Margaret Coulehan were found over- 
come by illuminating gas at the house 35 Blue Hill 
avenue. It appears that Mrs. Bridget McKee, seventy 
years of age, had visitors and used a gas stove to make 
tea for them. The gas stove was connected with a tube 
to an independent fitting back of the bracket and in 
some way became disconnected from the stove, allowing 
the gas to escape. The three women were removed to 
the hospital and were later discharged as ‘‘well.’’? The 
independent fitting was put in place about three months 
previous to this accident, and this department has no 
record of either an application or permit for the work. 


On January 21, 1913, the proprietor of the lodging 
house 1866-1868 Washington street went into the 
cellar to investigate the leaking of gas and the gas 
ignited from the lighted candle he carried. The damage 
to the building was slight and no one was injured. A 
l-inch pipe that connected the main pipe with the 
meters became worn out through moisture and rust, 
and was of old installation. The department has 
caused the defects to be remedied. 


Early on the morning of January 22, 1913, a fire was 
discovered in the cellar of the house 34 Darling street, 
due to escaping gas from a defective meter. The fire 
had its origin in a small leak which became lighted from 
a candle used by the occupant of the house when she 
was putting a coin in the meter. The fire burned 
continuously and generated enough heat to burn off the 
lead connection on the meter. The gas was shut off 
and the meter repaired. The fixtures are of an old 
installation. 


Mauro Campanella, thirty-five years of age, was 
found in bed unconscious, due to escaping illuminating 
gas at his lodging house, 130 Leverett street, on January 
31. It is supposed that he accidentally turned on the 
gas after he had turned it off; the fixtures are on a 
system which was installed and accepted on May 5, 
1912. Campanella was found by his room mate, who 
had him removed to the hospital, where he recovered. 


On January 31, 1918, Joseph Tardie, twenty-five 
years of age, was found overcome by illuminating gas 
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in Room 22 of 23 Staniford street, with the gas escaping 
from a partly open burner. As far as can be learned, 
he was not familiar with the use of gas and on retiring 
blew it out. He was revived and has recovered. The 
bracket, which was of an old installation, was found to 
be in a safe condition.

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A BRIEF HISTORY OF THE BUILDING 
DEPARTMENT, CITY OF BOSTON. 


& 


No city in America has a more interesting history 
than Boston. Its buildings are illumined with events 
of world importance, their walls have witnessed the death 
of the old and the birth of the new life, ‘‘American 
Liberty.” They stand as monuments of the sinew, brain, 
energy and muscle of our forefathers. They are the 
foundations of the noble world-inspiring superstructure 
which is being constantly built. 

In all branches of the arts, trades and sciences our 
beloved city, in consonance with the precepts of our 
forebears, has kept the faith and increased the pace 
and step, until to-day we are in the van of the cities 
of the earth. In no sense is this more manifest than in 
the buildings which line our thoroughfares. It is not 
the elaborate design or outward attractive appearance 
of the early buildings that interests us in them, but the 
associations that cluster about them, the part they 
played in our early history, and because they form the 
beginning of what is destined to be one of the grandest 
cities of the world. 

The heroic, self-sacrificing men, who by their devo- 
tion to a noble purpose laid the foundations of this 
great metropolis, little dreamed of the grand accom- 
plishment resulting from their efforts and _ labors 
which is being realized to-day and promises so brilliant 
a future. The services of skilled architects and build- 
ers in the beginning were of little or no use. The 
spirit which actuated the first settlers to deeds of 
denial and sacrifice for love of town and country 
prompted the development of more elaborate homes, 
conveniences and comforts. Hand in hand with the 
spirit of loyalty and patriotism was bred and fostered 
the love of art, culture and pride of home, and while 
avoiding the emblazonry of outward show, inculcated 
the finer sense of dignity and estheticism in architec- 
ture and construction, and progressed in rhythm and 
grace with the increasing wealth and population of our 
city. 
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It is a far back ery over several decades since losses 
by fire and the futile attempts for prevention by law 
were officially recognized and commented upon; and 
it has been a continuous exhortation to the public and 
legislative bodies ever since to surround our cities with 
the safeguards requisite to prevent the fearful losses of 
life and property by fire annually occurring. It is an 
unexplained commentary on the condition of the human 
mind which sits in apathy while the dreadful losses 
are occurring year after year, and without even a remon- 
strance pay a toll of millions for subjugation and 
only appropriate thousands for prevention. If preven- 
tion received a similar encouragement and assistance by 
legislation, by appropriation and by public interest and 
cooperation, it would be but a few years before we 
would be looking back on our woeful experience and 
losses and congratulating ourselves on our enlighten- 
ment and added prosperity. 

Twenty years ago, in a printed article, the commis- 
sioner of that time wrote on this subject in the following 
language: 


Extensive conflagrations are burdens that an _ intelligent 
community ought not to endure, as the power is with them to 
prevent their occurrence and thus to remedy the evil. It would 
seem that the application of the knowledge purchased with 
such costly experience should no longer be delayed, but be 
promptly applied to the end of all human wisdom and phil- 
osophy — the greatest good to the greatest number. 


From the time of the erection of the first house in the 
old town of Boston by William Blackstone, between 
1623 and 1630, through the evolution from a first set- 
tlement to a population of 270,663 in 1871, the town 
and city suffered from fires occasioned by the construc- 
tion of buildings erected of combustible materials. 
During the period from 1679 to 1871 several laws were 
passed looking to the prevention of losses by fire, but 
as no authority was created to enforce them, they died 
from their lack of completeness and failure as laws. 

This condition of increasing fire hazard and property 
loss continued decade after decade. After the public 
had been aroused to the necessity of a building depart- 
ment by the chief of the Fire Department, he calling 
the attention of the City Council and of the Legislature 
to it by annual reports, special messages and personal 
exhortations, and in consequence, many interests joining 
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in the work, the General Court enacted the Act of 1871, 
chapter 280: ‘‘An Act to provide for the regulation and 
inspection of buildings, the more effectual prevention of 
fire and the better preservation of life and property in 
the City of Boston.” This act created the first Building 
Department, which organized October 2, 1871, with a 
force consisting of an inspector, a clerk of department 
and two assistant inspectors, having authority to enforce 
the provisions of the act. 

A building limit, that is, an area wherein buildings of 
wooden construction are prohibited to be erected, was 
shortly after created by an ordinance of the city, 
under authority of this act, and this limit with but a 
slight addition constitutes the present ‘‘ building limits”’ 
of the city. Although from time to time the question 
has been agitated of increasing these limits by the City 
Council and by the head of the Building Department, 
each of whom has given public hearings on the subject, 
by the Mayor, by the Press in its editorials as well as 
news columns, by the Fire Department, insurance 
underwriters and individual citizens interested in the 
general welfare of the city, it has been successfully 
opposed by those having direct or even remote financial 
or business interests therein. 

The great fire of 1872 and changes in the style, finish 
and use of buildings caused amendments to the building 
law to be enacted in 1872, 1876, 1882 and 1883. In 
1885, chapter 374, a new act increasing the scope of the 
law and reorganizing the department with added duties, 
was enacted. This act, very simple in its language and 
very comprehensive, was prepared by a commission of 
five — two builders, two architects and the Building 
Inspector, since termed commissioner. 

In consequence of the fire of 1889 and pursuant to a 
call issued by the Inspector of Buildings, over fifty of 
the leading business firms of Boston, representing all 
interests, met at the Old State House to consider amend- 
ments to the building law that might add to the city’s 
security against fire. After several meetings it was 
deemed advisable that the Mayor appoint a commission 
to consider the revision of the law. 

As a result of a petition from the fire underwriters 
and a suggestion in the Mayor’s inaugural, the City 
Council by order requested that a commission be 
appointed by the Mayor. This was done and the said 
commission presented to the Mayor in 1891 a new 
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draft for the building law. No action was taken by 
the Legislature that year, but the following year the 
matter was considered and chapter 419 of 1892 was 
enacted. That act was at various times amended in 
some sixty different sections. It remained in force 
until superseded by the present building law, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907. The present law is the result of an 
investigation of a special Commission on Building Laws 
appointed by the Mayor and of a separate act presented 
by the Civic League. 

Since the organization of the department there has 
been added to the city districts known as Charlestown, 
Dorchester, West Roxbury, Brighton and Hyde Park. 
At the beginning, the force of the department consisted 
of an inspector, two assistants and a clerk, and this 
force constituted what is now known as the Clerical 
and Construction Divisions. 

From time to time new divisions of the department 
have been created as follows: 


PLUMBING. 


Notwithstanding the knowledge the plumbers of 
Boston possessed in relation to laws regulating sanita- 
tion and plumbing, it was not until 1883 that any steps 
were taken looking to the creating of a supervisory 
board or board of inspectors. During that year four 
inspectors — three master plumbers and a journeyman — 
were added to the Building Department and received 
the appointment of building inspectors and were 
assigned to the inspection of plumbing. Later the 
Legislature created a Plumbing Division, and special 
qualifications were established for such appointments, 
and all plumbers were required to register as such, and 
none but registered plumbers were allowed to perform 
plumbing. This constituted a new branch of the depart- 
ment work and is now in full operation. In 1909 the 
licensing, etc., of plumbers was transferred to the state. 


ELEVATORS AND HOISTWAYS. 


To prevent the loss of life or limb on elevators or 
hoistways, and to retard the spread of fire by them, 
regulations pertaining to this matter were passed by 
the General Court from time to time, and in 1882 a 
force was detailed to carry these laws into effect. 
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Gas FITtina. 


Owing to the many accidents from gas asphyxiation 
and explosions a Gas Division was created in the 
department as the result of a law passed in 1897, regu- 
lating the installing and testing of gas piping and fixtures 
and requiring the licensing and registration of gas 
fitters in Boston. 


EGRESS. 


Following the alarm created by the Iroquois Theatre 
fire in Chicago, 1905, special and stringent laws were called 
for and enacted, and the Building Department assigned to 
carry out their requirements. No provision was made 
for an extra or special force to perform these duties, so a 
detail from the inspectors was made, and a Division of 
Theatres, Public Halls and Moving Picture Houses 
created and later merged with the Egress Department. 


EXISTING TENEMENT HOUSES. 


The Existing Tenement House Division also came 
into existence under a similar condition, viz., by the 
provisions of chapter 550, Acts of. 1907, which gave 
added duties and responsibilities to the department, 
but made no allowance for its enforcement by 
other than the existing force and appropriation. 
This necessarily weakened the effectiveness of the 
department in its other divisions, by taking from them 
to create these two special divisions. Some difficulty 
was experienced in assigning inspectors to this division 
as the Civil Service Commission held the performing 
of such duties by the inspectors of the department to 
be illegal, as they could only perform such duties as 
they had been certified to perform. After several 
months this matter was adjusted, work commenced 
and the assignment authorized by chapter 536 of 1909. 


FENCE VIEWERS. 


The duties pertaining to fence viewers as prescribed 
by the Revised Laws was under authority of chapter 
76 of 1911 (for the City of Boston) assigned to two (2) 
building inspectors of this department by the Mayor. 
The time devoted to the duties by these inspectors is 
lost to the department in its regular work; also they 
receive no extra compensation, all fees received by 
them being turned over to the City Collector. 
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The department in previous years granted and 
recorded all permits for occupancy of streets for building 
materials, ete.; granted and recorded all permits for 
projecting electric lights, hoisting of safes, etc., over 
sidewalks and enforced the provisions of the law relating 
to the smoke nuisance. The Permit Division of the 
Public Works Department now issues all street permits. 
The Street Commissioners issue all licenses for pro- 
jections from buildings, while this department retains 
supervision over their erection. 

Under the provisions of chapter 252, Acts of 1882, the 
duty of ascertaining the facts relative to steam boilers 
and making return of same to State Tax Commission 
was transferred from the Assessing Department to the 
Building Department, and these duties were performed 
until the act was repealed in 1892 by chapter 419. 

The enforcement of the smoke nuisance law, chapter 
353 of 1893, was repealed by chapter 389 of 1895, and 
the duty of enforcing the new law was assigned to a 
special division of the Street Department, later to the 
Board of Health. It has since been made a state duty 
and has been transferred to a state commission. 

The building laws from time to time as they have 
been enacted and amended have so enlarged and 
added to the duties of the Building Department that 
the work to be performed has necessitated additions to 
its force, as far as the appropriations given it by the 
City Council would permit. The department now 
consists of seventy-five (75) members, as follows: One 
commissioner, clerk of the department, a Clerical 
Division, consisting of clerks, constables and other 
employees to the number of fifteen; a Plan Division, 
consisting of a supervisor and three assistants; a 
Construction Division, consisting of a supervisor and 
eighteen inspectors; a Plumbing Division, consisting 
of a supervisor and nine inspectors; an Elevator Divi- 
sion, consisting of a supervisor and three inspectors; a 
Gas Division, consisting of a supervisor and_ nine 
inspectors; an Existing Tenement House Division, 
consisting of three members, and an Egress Division, 
which consists of a supervisor and seven inspectors. 

The department offices were originally located in the 
basement of City Hall, but in the early 80’s were trans- 
ferred to the Old State House, having one-half of the 
first floor, east end, and one-half of the basement on the 
west end. The department remained in these quarters 
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until July 1, 1894, when it was transferred to the Old 
Court House, second floor, and occupied the premises 
of the Municipal Criminal Court and the lobbies and 
private rooms of the judges of the Supreme Court. In 
July, 1911, the department was removed to the third 
floor of the building 100 Summer street, corner Devon- 
shire street, for temporary quarters, pending the com- 
pletion of the new City Hall Annex, on the site of the 
Old Court House. 

During the existence of the department it has passed 
through the great conflagrations of 1872, 1873, 1889 
and 1893 and the increased building activities resulting 
therefrom. Besides these there was the unusual over- 
flow of water from the ‘“‘Stony Brook,’’ which took place 
in February, 1886, as well as many other happenings, 
though of less magnitude. 

The great fire of 1872 did not come as a calamity 
wholly or even partly unexpected. It was the logical 
sequence of conditions existing and but awaited the 
psychological time and place augmented by the crafti- 
ness and sordidness of men. For fifteen hours the 
element raged through the streets and over and around 
the buildings in the doomed district, destroying about 
600 buildings, valued at $12,745,000, with a loss of 
eleven lives and twenty injured. 

The faulty construction of the buildings burned, the 
inadequate supply of water, the unaccountable delay 
in giving the alarm, the delay in getting men and 
apparatus to the scene of the fire, owing to the horse 
distemper disabling all the horses of the department, 
and the great headway obtained by the fire before the 
arrival of the fire fighting force, were some of the causes 
which led to this great disaster. The Inspector of 
Buildings, Capt. David Chamberlain, a former assistant 
engineer in the Fire Department, was early on hand and 
gave material assistance to Chief Damrell, being placed 
in charge of one of the principal points of attack, from 
which he was later forced by lack of water. 

After the fire came the work of clearing away the. 
debris and the rebuilding of the structures destroyed; 
this was accomplished practically in the following two 
years and under the direction of this department. 

The fire of May 30, 1873, which destroyed the build- 
ings on the site now occupied by the Siegel Building on 
Washington street, corner Essex street, and those 
opposite on Washington street; that of Thanksgiving 
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Day, 1889, which burned the Jordan Marsh Building 
and the Ames Building on Bedford street and Kingston 
street and extended to Chauncy street; the fire of March 
10, 1893, destroying the Brown—Durrell, Auchmuty and 
many other buildings, each for a time threatened the 
safety of the city. 

In taking down unsafe buildings and shoring up 
insecure walls occasioned by this fire and that of Thanks- 
giving Day the Building Department spent approxi- 
mately $10,000. This work was made imperative by 
the immediate unsafe condition of the structures and 
their consequent menace to the lives of those who were 
on duty. 

The buildings destroyed in the fires of 1889 and 1893 
were many of them erected under the building law of 
earlier years, and though not as fire resisting as our 
modern first-class structures of to-day were a great 
advance over the buildings in existence at the time of 
the great fires of 1872 and 1873. 

The Stony brook flood, so called, in February, 1886, 
occurring in a district thickly populated, threatened 
for a time the lives of those living in the dwelling houses, 
partly submerged. The department detail, under the 
direction of the clerk of the department, maintained 
hourly inspections for seventy-two hours, in boats and 
on foot, and later a detailed report was made on every 
building damaged. The greatest depth of water meas- 
ured 8 feet; 1,729 buildings were examined and 1,437 
were found damaged, the total amount of damage 
being $43,743. 

The year 1873 marked the beginning of an important 
and interesting epoch in the growth and building up 
of the City of Boston. It was on the 9th of November 
just preceding that the great fire broke out, entailing 
a loss of $75,000,000 worth of property, both real and 
personal, and leaving in a heap of smoky and blackened 
ruins sixty-five acres of territory in the very center 
of the business portion of the city. Boston recovered 
from this great loss with rapidity and spirit— strong 
evidence of its pluck and enterprise. 

Since that time the development in building has been 
continuous and in every direction,— from the northern- 
most point of the Charlestown district to the extreme 
boundary of Dorchester,— until to-day we have a densely 
populated and closely built city, representing every 
style and variety from the small plain dwelling or work- 
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shop to the palatial residences and massive towering 
business blocks, from the little wooden church to the 
magnificent edifice of brick or stone. 

During the existence of the department great church 
edifices, including the New Old South Church, Trinity 
Church, Tremont Temple and the Christian Science 
Temple, have been erected. Mammoth office buildings, 
such as the Exchange Building, Tremont Building, Old 
South Building, Shawmut Bank Building and John 
Hancock Building, have been constructed. Depart- 
ment stores erected are Siegel’s, Filene’s, Gilchrist’s, 
White’s and Stearns’, while Shepard & Norwell’s and 
Jordan Marsh’s have been greatly enlarged. 

Several hotels have been, built but the latest, largest 
and most costly are the Touraine and the Copley-Plaza. 
The New Grand Opera House, Colonial, Plymouth, 
Shubert, Majestic, Tremont and Olympia Theatres 
and other playhouses and moving picture establishments 
now grace our thoroughfares. The Museum of Fine 
Arts, Public Library, Symphony and Horticultural Halls, 
Mechanics Building, Arena and many other notable 
and costly structures now adorn our city. Of the 
many school buildings erected mention may be made 
of the English High, Latin group, the Normal School 
group, the Mechanic Arts High School, the High School 
of Practical Arts and the South Boston High School, 
Simmons College and the buildings of the Harvard 
Medical School. 

Boston is well equipped with many Hooitale: The 
extensions of the City Hospital and Homeopathic Hos- 
pital and the erection of the Carney, Peter Bent 
Brigham, Children’s and many smaller hospitals have 
been within the jurisdiction of the department. During 
this period the Post Office, State House, Court House, 
North and South Stations and the Elevated Railway 
stations, as well as the subway stations, have been added 
to the list, although these structures have been by law 
exempt from the operation of the building law and the 
supervision of the Building Department. 

A large number of important and extensive buildings, 
a list and description of which would form a subject by 
itself, have been erected, notable examples being the 
Maverick and Ipswich Mills, Walworth’s, new Boston 
& Albany Railroad freight and grain terminal in East 
Boston, the plant of the New England Confectionery 
Company and the large shoe factories in South Boston 
and Roxbury. 
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The headquarters of the Fire Department and its 
annex, completed a few years ago, and the annex to 
the City Hall, now in process of construction, come under 
the supervision of this department. 

The building laws passed prior to 1892 did not give 
jurisdiction to the courts to prevent the illegal construc- 
tion of a building; they could only enjoin its use or im- 
pose penalties after the law was broken. This tended 
to diminish the number of complaints made, and as 
since 1871 these laws and the decisions made under them 
by the Building Commissioner and the lower courts 
have been universally acquiesced in by the community, 
but few complaints made under them have ever gone 
to the full bench of the Supreme Court and but few 
decisions concerning their interpretations are to be 
found in the reports. 

In consequence of a dictum of Gray, C. J., in Quinn 
v. Morse, 130 Mass. 321, that a provision concerning 
party walls in the Acts of 1892 had not been repealed, 
the case of Wilkins v. Jewett, 189 Mass. 29, was tried; 
but the Court decided it never was in force in the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts.

Old Boston exists largely as a historical reality. 
Boston of to-day is the growth of the past forty years, 
which has been gradual, steady and progressive; not 
marked by any of those periodical booms which have 
developed some of the Western towns from straggling 
villages to populous cities in a single decade, not by the 
sudden development of some new industry or enterprise, 
but with the proverbial conservatism of New Englanders. 

In A. D. 1913 one can plainly see that with the over- 
head, subway and surface ‘systems of rapid transit 
completed, our bridges and tunnels connecting the 
_city proper with Charlestown, Cambridge, East Boston, 
South Boston and other suburbs in operation, the 
proposed magnificent and colossal steamship docks and 
railroad terminals and facilities for passengers and traffic 
brought into use, our laws of building construction equal- 
ized and tempered, prosperity to our city and all its 
people will be realized. Contributory to this end is 
the ‘‘Greater Metropolitan District,’’ so called, embraced 
within a radius of fifty miles of the State House and 
which contains about one-thirtieth of the National 
population and one-twentieth of the National wealth. 

The city to-day contains within its corporate limits 
47.35 square miles of territory divided into twenty-six 
wards and totaling 30,295 acres. During the life of 
the Building Department (October 1, 1871, to February 
1, 1913) there have been erected 13,732 first and second 
class buildings, at an estimated cost above the land of 
$318,856,822, and 42,086 third-class buildings, at an esti- 
mated cost above the land of $157,522,306, a total of 
55,818 at an estimated cost of $476,359,128. 
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The number and estimated cost of the buildings above 
referred to now in existence it is not feasible to give, 
there being no data in the records of the department 
during the earlier years from which such a compilation 
could be made, except at a prohibitive cost of time and 
money. |

The first appointee as head of the Department for 
the Survey and Inspection of Buildings was Mr. David 
Chamberlain, in 1871. He was succeeded November 
15, 1874, by Mr. Oliver L. Shaw, who in turn was suc- 
ceeded by Mr. John 8. Damrell, November 15, 1877. - 
Mr. Damrell held the office until March 1, 1903, more 
than a quarter of a century, and during his term the 
title of the department was changed to Building Depart- 
ment and that of Inspector of Buildings to Building 
Commissioner. Mr. Hugh Montague, Superintendent 
of Public Buildings, was Acting Building Commissioner 
from March 1, 19038, until the appointment of Mr. 
James Mulcahy, September 1, 1903; Mr. Mulcahy 
remained in office until April 1, 1906, and was succeeded 
by Mr. Charles Logue, Schoolhouse Commissioner, as 
Acting Building Commissioner, until the appointment 
of Mr. John A. Rooney, July 7, 1906. Mr. Rooney 
held the office until May 1, 1908, when he was succeeded 
by the present incumbent, Mr. Arthur G. Everett. 

In 1892, under the provisions of the new building 
act, viz., chapter 419, an innovation in the enforce- 
ment of the law was introduced by the creation of a 
board, termed the Board of Appeal; their duties consisted 
in hearing and deciding on questions of law and con- 
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struction which had been acted upon unfavorably 
(by the Building Department) to the interests of the 
appellant. This Board consisted of three members: 
A lawyer, Mr. George R. Swasey (chairman); an archi- 
tect, Mr. Arthur G. Everett (secretary), and a builder, 
Mr. W. H. Sayward. This Board continued in existence 
until 1907, when they were superseded by the present 
Board of Appeal, consisting of five members.

The question of the destruction of lives and property 
by fire has during the past year been considered by 
several organizations and officials and their views 
given in print or by dissertation before organized bodies. 
While these views differ as to the cause of these con- 
ditions and the means and methods of eradicating them, 
their conclusions are all in accord as to the necessity 
of stopping the wholesale ravages of fire and the loss 
occasioned thereby. This subject is by no means a 
new one and for many years the dire results of these 
losses have been presented to the public in various ways; 
but the lethargy of our people overcomes the impulse 
for better conditions resulting from some holocaust or 
great conflagration and their personal interest soon 
wears off in the rush of business, and we lapse into the 
old plane of depending on existing laws and such safe- 
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guarding as the Building and Fire Departments can 
give. The conclusion is manifest —that in conjunction 
with the enforcement of building regulations the public 
must be educated to a sense of personal responsibility, 
so that each individual, in his or her own sphere, will 
observe the danger surrounding them and, as far as 
they may, remove the cause and keep their house or 
premises in order. If to these conditions are added 
further restrictions by law relative to building limits 
and the use of combustible material in construction, 
we shall attain more safe and sane conditions and a 
great decrease in the losses by fires. The best, quickest 
and most successful way of educating the public on 
this all-important point has not yet been solved, but it 
must be accomplished to lift the burden. The pulpit, 
Press and platform, public and private schools, civic 
clubs and two house-cleaning days, one in the spring 
and one in the fall, are some of the means suggested 
to attain the end in view.

Sir,— In accordance with chapter 3, section 24, of 
the Revised Ordinances, the Board of Trustees of the 
Cemetery Department present their annual report 
for the financial year ending January 31, 1913. 

This Board organized on May 6, at which time Mr. 
Charles E. Phipps was elected chairman. 

The following officials were appointed by the Board 
to carry out the work of the department under the 
direction of the trustees: 

Mr. Leonard W. Ross, general superintendent, in 
control of the work carried on in the cemeteries and 
burying grounds of the department, with headquarters 
at Mount Hope Cemetery, and direct supervision of the 
work in and pertaining to that cemetery. 

Mr. John Frank Keating, secretary, as the executive 
officer of the Board of Trustees, in charge of the depart- 
ment office at 919-920 Tremont Building. The minutes 
and deeds and the financial transactions of the depart- 
ment are recorded in this office. The secretary, in 
compliance with the city ordinances, is under bonds. 
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The following custodians were appointed, and are 
under direction of the general superintendent: 

Mr. Charles P. Harding, Evergreen Cemetery and 
Market Street Burying Ground.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF GENERAL SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the Trustees of the Cemetery Department, City of Boston: 


GENTLEMEN,— I submit herewith my fourth annual 
report as General Superintendent of this department 
for the year beginning February 1, 1912, and ending 
January 31, 1913. 

A detailed statement of the work performed during 
the year is as follows: 
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Mount Hore Cemetery.— Chapel used for burial service 
twenty-seven times; receiving tomb used thirty times. 

Land sold for burial purposes: For lots 6,933 square feet, 
and for graves 8,340 square feet. 

Land improvements in square feet: 185,000 in lots, borders, 
etc., regraded, fertilized, seeded and sodded; 14,500 graded 
and prepared for lot sales; 41,000 of avenues macadamized; 
8,000 square yards of avenues resurfaced with fine stone 
and dust; 13,000 cubic yards of filling removed; 450 tons 
of stone crushed and used on avenues; 60 cords of stable 
manure hauled and used in cemetery; 600 grave markers 
and 51 lot markers set; 15 markers received from United 
States Government and set at graves of veterans; 6 brick 
graves built. 
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At Mount Hope Cemetery the completion of the erection of 
the new gateway at the Mount Hope street entrance has marked 
a decided improvement. A large amount of work has been 
done in the removing o- the surplus boundary posts on the old 
lots, and the lowering of the corner posts to the level of the 
surface of the lot in connection with regrading and seeding is 
a desirable improvement and will aid materially in reducing 
the cost of keeping these lots in order. Jam very glad to report 
that many of our lot owners have commended our efforts in 
this direction. 

The glass from two of the green houses was all taken out, fie 
structural work cleaned and painted, and the glass reset. 
We have under cultivation a much greater and largely improved 
collection of plants for.-use in the various grounds than usual. 

As little work has been done upon our buildings during 
the year, an unusual amount will be required for the coming 
season. 

EVERGREEN CEMETERY.— Services held in cemetery lodge 
ten times; receiving tomb used six times. 

Land sold for burial purposes: For lots 960 square feet, 
and for graves 1,728 square feet. 

Land improvements in square feet: 3,654 prepared for single 
graves; 3,000 sodded; 20 lots regraded and seeded; 4,000 
lineal feet of avenues resurfaced; 7,000 lineal feet of avenues 
reconstructed; 45 boundary posts set; 1 brick grave built; 
wire fence and signs. painted. 

Trees planted: 100 pines, 12 magnolias, 40 oaks, 15 spruce, 
50 cedars. 

MaRrRKET STREET GRoUND.— Two tombs repaired. 

DorcHESTER NortH Buryina GrouNnD.—45,009 square feet 
of land graded; 1,000 feet of sods laid for path borders; 36 
tombs sodded; 305 single headstones straightened; 25 monu- 
ments and headstones removed from wall line and reset; 8 stone 
posts removed from gateways; 16 double loads of stone used on 
Atherton avenue for drainage; 2 cement platforms made for 
standpipes; 70 corner posts reset; 3 elm trees removed; old 
office building taken down by employees; 1 grave marker set. 

DorcHESTER SoutH BuryIna GrRouND.— Receiving tomb 
used twice; 1 tree removed. 

At this ground the old wooden fence on the Dorchester 
avenue stone wall was partly demolished by a wind storm, 
and it was necessary to remove it. <A contract was made with 
the Wright Wire Company and an iron picket fence, 251 feet 
in length, with milled tops, was set on the stone wall. The 
palings were set 8 feet apart with 3 posts and a gate to match. 
The fence is 4 feet high. 

As you are well aware the acquisition of Fairview Cemetery 
in Hyde Park has largely increased the labor and detail work 
of this office. A large amount of new ground has been graded 
and prepared for sale and ornamentation. A main avenue 
approaching the grounds on the east side has been constructed 
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by excavation of soil and filling of stones and surfacing with 
gravel. This necessitated the handling of 30,000 cubic feet of 
materials. This improvement will no doubt be appreciated by 
those who have occasion to visit the cemetery, as it reduces 
the grade on the avenue of approach. 

The underbrush and rubbish has been removed on the 
river front along Aspen avenue. The avenues have all been 
rolled by a steam roller, and stone resurfaced for a considerable 
part. 

The house at the entrance to the cemetery, used as a dwelling 
by one of the employees, was vacated on November 1, and is 
now being fitted up as an office building. A telephone, Hyde 
Park 785, has been installed in this building; 1,500 square feet 
prepared for lots; 900 cubic feet excavated for avenues; 1,050 
square feet regraded and seeded; 11,500 square feet regraded 
and ready for seed; 260 grave markers set; 150 lots numbered; 
3,600 square feet prepared for graves in Oak Lawn; 5 trees 
removed. 

Krna’s CHAPEL BuryING Grounp.— The additional work of 
seeding, surfacing and planting, inaugurated three seasons ago, 
was continued during the past year. One tomb repaired. 

CENTRAL BuRYING GROUND.— Two tombs repaired. 

Copp’s Hitt Burying Grounp.— Four tombs repaired. 

BENNINGTON STREET CEMETERY.— Eight trees removed and 
50 trimmed. 

Purpps STREET BuryING GrRouNnD.— Fifty-six headstones 
straightened. 

Bunker Hitt Cemetery.— Thirty-two headstones straight- 
ened. 


Throughout the various grounds of the department 
much has been done in pruning and caring for trees 
and shrubs, and any found in an overgrown or dying 
condition have been removed. We have been obliged 
to increase the force of men caring for the trees in 
the various grounds in the suppression of the insect 
infestation. 

The custodians of the various cemeteries of the 
department have rendered satisfactory service during 
the past year. 

I thank you for the continued courtesy and considera- 
tion shown me by the members of the Board of Trustees.

Under the appropriation for 1912 a large amount of 
work was performed which may properly be classed 
under the head of general improvements. 
gratified to report that the general receipts made a 
very substantial increase, and the amount received for 
perpetual care was a remarkable increase over previous 


years. 


We are 
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Acting upon a suggestion of this Board, the following 
bill was passed by the Legislature, and became effective 
February 18, 1913: 


An Act RELATIVE TO THE CEMETERY DEPARTMENT OF THE 
City oF BosTon. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as 
follows: 


SEecTION 1. The Cemetery Trustees of the City of Boston 
shall pay into the treasury of the city all receipts of the Cem- 
etery Department from all sources other than from deposits 
for perpetual care. 

Sect. 2. The City Treasurer shall keep the funds so depos- 
ited by the Cemetery Trustees separate from other money and 
accounts of the city, and the City Treasurer is hereby authorized 
to invest and reinvest all funds so deposited by the Cemetery 
Trustees in proper securites and shall allow said funds and the 
income thereon to accumulate until such time as the income of 
the fund is sufficient in the opinion of the Mayor and of the 
Cemetery Trustees to meet the current expenses and expenditures 
of the Cemetery Department; provided, however, that at any 
time the Mayor may originate an appropriation for the Ceme- 
tery Department to be met out of the income of said fund 
accruing during a fiscal year. 

Sect. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


Under this act and by previous legislation, all 
moneys now received by this department are set aside 
for the perpetuation and perpetual care of the city 
cemeteries. Lot and grave owners are thus given double 
assurance that all moneys paid by them will be an addi- 
tional guarantee that the cemeteries will be perpetuated 
during the existence of the city. 


By vote of the trustees the following notices were 
mailed to all interested parties early in 1912: 


After February 1, 1912, permission to erect monuments, 
headstones, grave markers or other structures upon any lot 
or grave in the cemeteries under the jurisdiction of this depart- 
ment, will not be granted or erection allowed until after a 
sketch or photograph showing dimensions of same has been 
submitted to the superintendent for approval by the trustees. 


After March 16, 1912, the sale of graves for $5 in Mount 
Hope Cemetery will be discontinued. -The minimum price 
for graves in that cemetery will be $15. For any further 
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information on the subject please call Mount Hope Cemetery 
office, telephone Milton 330. 


After a careful discussion during the latter part of the 
year relative to the price of graves in the various ceme- 
teries, the following notices were mailed, as a result of 
the vote of this Board: 


On and after March 1, 1913, the price of a grave in Oak 
Lawn, at Fairview Cemetery, will be increased from $5 to $10. 
This will be the lowest priced grave sold by this department, 
and burials therein are restricted absolutely to residents of 
Boston. This rule will be strictly enforced. This means the 
discontinuance of the $5 graves from above date. 


On and after April 1, 1913, prices for graves will be as follows, 
each according to location: 

Mount Hope Cemetery.— Graves, $15 and $20. The $20 
graves will be sold only with perpetual care, which will cost 
an additional $20 for each grave. 

Evergreen Cemetery.— All graves to be $40 each, which will 
include perpetual care. 

Fairview Cemetery.— Graves on Aspen avenue and Rose path 
to be $15 each. All other graves to be $10 each. 

Graves sold for $10 or $15 can be purchased with or without 
perpetual care. 

The cost of perpetual care of old or new graves has been 
reduced from $25 to $20 each. 


The department rules covering burials and single 
graves was amended to read as follows: 

When a grave shall become vacant by the removal of 
the bodies, the right of burial shall terminate in Section 
D and E, Mount Hope Cemetery, and also when the 
deed specifies termination. In case rights are pur- 
chased in other sections of Mount .Hope, Evergreen 
and Fairview Cemeteries, the price previously paid 
shall be allowed in part payment for the new rights 
acquired. This allowance shall not apply to rights 
purchased for $5 in Section F, Mount Hope Cemetery, 
which rights are not transferable. 


By vote of the Board the minimum price for setting 
foundations was placed at $3. 


The pension system for Civil War veterans first 
effective in 1911 was increased by one pension in 1912, 
making two in all. The pension system for laborers 
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over seventy years of age, and who have worked for 
the city for twenty-five years resulted in the pensioning 
of six employees. 

The total amount paid for pensions for the year 1912 
was $1,451.42, this being but part time for seven men. 

During the early part of 1912 the wooden fence on 
the Dorchester avenue wall of the Dorchester South 
Burying Ground was badly damaged. This neces- 
sitated its removal, and a new substantial iron fence 
was erected in place thereof. 

Fairview Cemetery which was acquired January 1, 
1912, by the annexation of Hyde Park has received 
much attention. The price for lots has been placed at 
$1 per square foot, including perpetual care. 

In order to carry on the work at this ground it will 
be necessary to place there permanently at least three 
more laborers. 

On July 26, 1912, Tran T. Donovan was appointed 
custodian of ‘this ground under direction of the General 
Superintendent. The dwelling house on the ground 
was occupied by an employee up to November 1, 1912, 
when it was ordered vacated by vote of the Board. 

On December 19, 1911, your Honor approved an 
appropriation of $9,000 for rebuilding a wall at the Dor- 
chester North Burying Ground. A few days later you and 
several members of the City Council inspected this bury- 
ing place and were impressed with the necessity of placing 
the fence and ground in a presentable condition. 

On June 10, 1912, an additional appropriation of 
$12,000 was authorized for this wall, making a total of 
$21,000. In view of the unanimous opinion that the 
work should commence at an early date, this Board 
advertised for sealed proposals for erecting and com- 
pleting the wall inclosing this burying place, and for 
the erection of an administration building therein. 
The bids were opened on May 20, and the contract 
finally awarded to the Concrete and Expanded Metal 
Construction Company for $17,631, they being the 
lowest bidders. Work was commenced on June 20, 
on the east side of the burying place, and consisted of 
the removal of 1,795 feet of wooden fence and brick 
wall. This was replaced by a wall of concrete and 
expanded metal, which averaged 6 feet 6 inches in height 
and 8 inches in thickness. There was also removed 
from the ground the old hearse house, which for a 
number of years had been used as an office, and in its 
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place was erected a modest office building, which will 
meet all the requirements of this ground. The balance 
of the work was completed by December 1, and included 
the regrading of the ground by department employees. 

A water service has been installed with six standard 
pipes. 

At the junction of Columbia road and Stoughton 
street a new entrance has been made. ‘This is really 
the reopening of the ancient entrance to this burying 
ground, and the condition permitted only the construc- 
tion of a foot pathway. ‘The entrance for carriages on 
Stoughton street and Columbia road has been reopened, 
and a new avenue has been laid out from the Columbia 
road gate and named Pierce avenue. 

Land between the old fence on Columbia road and 
the sidewalk, which was turned over to this department 
by the Street Commissioners as a result of the construc- 
tion of Columbia road, contained 5,102 square feet. 

Previous to work being commenced on the burying 
ground wall, the Health Department petitioned for 
2,317 square feet at the north end of this strip for the pur- 
pose of erecting a convenience station thereon. <A grant 
of this land was made to the Health Department by 
this Board of Trustees, and this necessitated a change 
in the plans and the construction of a new entrance on 
Columbia road. The amount of additional land inclosed 
in the Burying Ground, exclusive of the taking of the 
Board of Health, was 2,785 square feet. During the 
progress of regrading the ground, two headstones were 
found bearing the following inscriptions: 


NicHOLAS CLAPP, 1682. 
Isaac JONES, aged 77 years, died February 18, 1700. 


The new wall inclosing the North Dorchester Burying 
Place has added a quiet and dignity to the old place, 
unsurpassed by any of the other cemeteries in or about 
the city. 

Three entrances give access to the grounds; that on 
Upham’s Corner, at the junction of Columbia road and 
Stoughton street, is the most striking in appearance, 
being in fact the main architectural feature. This 
entrance, which is for the use of pedestrians, is formed 
by massive stone pylons and capped by a heavy stone 
cornice, and is closed by wrought-iron gates. The 
ornamentation and general feeling of this entrance is 
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rather Egyptian in character, thus showing the source 
of its inspiration — the entrance to the old Granary 
Burying Ground on Tremont street. Several of the 
old tombs are also of the same character, which made 
very appropriate the style chosen. From this entrance 
on Upham’s Corner the inclosing wall extends along 
the Stoughton street and Columbia road sides of the 
ground to the carriage entrances, one on each street 
admitting to the grounds. 

These carriage entrances are simpler expressions of 
the main gate, with stone piers and iron gates. The 
surface of the wall itself between these gates is broken 
by means of panels and piers, but beyond the gates 
along the back borders the wall is simple. This wall is 
high enough to form a backing to the vaults which 
abut it in many places and makes of the whole a quiet 
and secluded inclosure. 

Within the grounds near the carriage entrance on 
Stoughton street is a small office building, colonial in 
type and of stucco with a red tile roof. This is the office 
of the custodian and superintendent of the grounds. 
This building has a waiting room with a charming 
little fireplace and toilet facilities, arranged for the 
convenience of those having business with the officials. 

As stated by this Board in various reports, we are 
besieged each year, by letter and verbally, to do some- 
thing towards placing the old burying grounds in a 
presentable condition. From statements which have 
been made it does not seem that as much attention is 
given to the care of the old grounds by this city as by 
other cities and towns. Weare told that in the majority 
of cases they provide generously for the up-keep of 
their ancient burying places. Under the appropriation 
allowed it is impossible to do the work which is necessary 
to place these grounds in a proper condition, and it is 
useless to attempt to do a little when the grounds need 
a thorough overhauling and renovation. 

We believe that the grounds attract visitors to the 
city, and we estimate that 50,000 people visit the 
Granary Burying Ground during the season. 

With our last annual estimate submitted to the city 
government was a special estimate for the renovation of 
the old burying grounds, and we believe that the 
expenditure of the $40,000 asked for in this estimate 
will place the grounds in such condition that they can 
be easily cared for without extra expense for many 
years to come. 
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During the years which your Honor has served as 
Mayor of this city, we desire to say that you have 
always expressed a kind and lively interest in, the work 
of this department, and you have treated us as generously 
as we could possibly expect you to do in our appropria- 
tions. We know that if the finances of the city per- 
mitted you would gladly recommend an appropriation 
of a sufficient amount of money to carry out various 
recommendations which we have made. We, therefore, 
desire to express to you our sincere appreciation of the 
uniform courtesy which you have extended to us on all 
occasions, a sentiment which is gladly subscribed to by 
each member of this Board of Trustees.

The members of the Board all serve in turn on the 
Visiting Committee for the Suffolk School for Boys, and 
the Parental School, two members being appointed every 
month for that purpose. ‘They also visit the children placed 
out in families and institutions at intervals. 

The children under the care of the Board are classed as 
follows : — 


(a.) Delinquent children at the Suffolk School for Boys 
(Rainsford Island) and probationers therefrom. 


(6.) Truants at the Parental School (West Roxbury) and 
probationers therefrom. 


(c.) Dependent and Neglected children boarded or placed 
free in families (usually in the country), and a number in 
the care of schools for defectives or other hospitals or insti- 
tutions not under the management of the Trustees, where 
they have been placed for training or hospital treatment at 
the expense of this Department.

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FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


The total cost of the maintenance of the Children’s 
Institutions Department for the year was $206,213.31, 
which, divided among the whole average number of child- 
ren (1,047) makes an average per capita expense of $133.50 
for the year, or $2.55 per week. 

An analysis of the expenses of the Placing-Out and Office 
Division, the Parental School and the Suffolk School for 
Boys is given on Tables 2B to 2G, inclusive. 

The net cost of the Placing-Out and Office Division, 
with its estimated share of the office expenses amounted to 
$104,686.54. This includes a charge of $260.64 on ac- 
count of the decrease in the inventory of clothing on hand 
February 1, 1913, from the inventory of the year previous. 

Of this amount, $11,601.40 has been paid for the board of 
children in the Massachusetts Hospital School at Canton, the 
Long Island Hospital, and the State Hospital; and $187.57 
was paid on account of children who had been at the Mass- 
achusetts School for the Feeble-Minded previous to Decem- 
ber 1, 1908, for whom we received no bill until during 
the year 1912. 

The remainder, $92,897.57, has been paid for an average 
of 557 children boarded in families and an average of 219 
children in free homes. ‘Taking together all children placed 
in families (776) we find the average per capita cost for the 
year to be $119.71, or $2.29 per week. 

The total net cost of caring for the delinquent children 
was $46,564.23, of which $44,449.69 was used for the Suf- 
folk School for Boys, including an estimated share of the 
office expenses, $500. Deducting $3,000, as a portion of the 
amount spent for permanent improvements and furnishings, 
the average per capita cost for each boy actually in the Insti- 
tution (134), was $309.33 for the year, or $5.92 per week. 

The remainder, $2,114.54, represents the amount expended 
on the visitation of boys on probation in their own homes and 
homes in the country, the clothing furnished by the Placing- 
Out Division to some of these boys when going to country 


~~ 
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homes, and board paid for an average of three boys for the 
year. Taking together all delinquents, both in the Suffolk 
School for Boys and on probation (an average of 371) the 
average per capita cost for the year was $125.51, or $2.40 
per week. 

The total net cost of caring for the truants committed to 
the Parental School was $55,323.18, of which $51,504.62 
was used for the Parental School, including an estimated 
share of the office expenses, $500. Deducting $2000, as 
a portion of the amount spent for permanent improvements, 
the average per capita cost for each boy in the Institution 
(127) was $389.80 for the year, or $7.45 per week. 

The remainder, $3,818.56, represents the amount expended 
on the visitation of boys on probation in their homes, and 
homes in the country, the clothing furnished by the Placing- 
Out Division to some of these boys when going to the 
country, and board paid for an average of 17 truants on 
probation. Taking together all the truants (an average of 
327) the average cost per capita for the year was $169.18, or 
$3.24 per week. 


During the year two children attending high schools were 
assisted from the Sawyer Fund Income to the amount of 
$74.99, the money being expended for tuition and clothing. 


A special appropriation for a new barn at the Parental 
School was made for $7,000; this was found insufficient, and 
a transfer of $1,200 was made from the Parental School 
appropriation, giving us now $8,200 for this purpose. 


We also have a special appropriation for Heating and Power 
equipment at the Suffolk School for Boys amounting to 
$5,000. Of this, $87.40 was expended for engineer’s report, 
advertising, etc. 
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SUFFOLK SCHOOL FOR BOYS. 


REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


The past year of the Suffolk School at Rainsford Island 
has been one of continued progress. The shoe-shop has 
been enlarged; a useless building has been remodelled and 
converted into a cabinet-shop, where new machinery has been 
installed ; while the good appearance of all the buildings bear 
testimony of the satisfactory work that has been done in 
painting. In all this work the boys have taken an active 
part, and they have not only shown great willingness in its 
performance, but they have also manifested commendable 
pride in the results of their efforts. 

The Trustees would call attention to the detailed account 
of these improvements in the Superintendent’s report. 

The Trustees have at different times expressed their 
opinions in favor of the Cottage system, where boys of the 
same ages may be grouped, and where a greater opportunity 
is afforded for family life under the care of the master and 
matron. The Superintendent of the Suffolk School has had 
experience with boys in similar Institutions where the Cot- 
tage system is employed, and recommends the building of 
Cottages. The majority of the Trustees concur with his 
opinion, and they would be pleased to see new buildings 
erected that our City may offer to its delinquent boys every 
opportunity for their advancement. 

This Annual Report, in neatness and design, is a specimen 
of the excellence of the work of the boys in the printing 
department of the Institution. 

The academic work of this School deserves commendation 
and encouragement. It is surprising to notice the steady 
improvement of the boys in writing and mathematics after 
their admission. Many excel in drawing, and their Palmer 
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writing compares favorably with that of corresponding grades 
in the Boston Public Schools. 

These boys might be further helped if employment could 
be obtained directly after their release. The great majority 
of them leave the Institution with high resolves and a firm 
determination to do right in the future, but the possibility 
exists that in the time that may elapse before they get work 
they: will be exposed to temptations. Could not some of the 
City institutions where help is hired give the preference to 
such boys as would be recommended by the Superintendent ? 
This plan would not only help to shield the boy from tempta- 
tion and a consequent relapse, but would also be the means 
of giving him a recommendation whereby he could seek 
employment without embarrassment. 

The Trustees wish to express their appreciation to all who 
have contributed to the religious services and instructions 
at the Institution, to thank the Boston Public Library for 
the deposit of books and the generous supply of magazines 
and periodicals, and to acknowledge their gratitude to the 
War Department of the United States, through the Com- 
mander of Fort Warren, for sending a military instructor 
twice a week to the boys. 

This kindly co-operation helps to raise the standard of the 
School and to awaken the moral responsibility of the boys; 
for here a home-like atmosphere pervades. He is surrounded 
by fresh air and sunshine; there are plants everywhere, in the 
dining-room, the corridors, in the school-room; they are even 
crowded in the windows of the work-rooms. ‘This environ- 
ment, together with the soothing sound of the waves as they 
beat against the shore, must have a refining, saving influence 
on the boys of the Suffolk School at Rainsford Island.

AIM. 


The aim of the School is to take delinquent boys, many 
of whom have never had a fair start in life, and by example 
and precept to remold their characters and habits sufficiently, 
at least, to warrant their return to the community, where

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their conduct will be such that they will become self- 
supporting. Unfortunately the boy comes to us with the 
idea that this. is a place of punishment, a means by which 
the county “gets even” with him for his misdemeanors. 
In order not only to relieve his mind of this fallacy and 
to acquaint him with the true idea of the School and 
his surroundings, but also to get acquainted with him 
and his problems, I have personally interviewed each new- 
comer immediately upon his entrance. A mental test de- 
vised by Binet, a noted French psychologist, is given each 
boy. While these tests are not infallible, they permit a 
better classification than the chronological age grouping, 
and give a better understanding of the responsibility of 
the boy. 

To gain the co-operation of the parents and to acquaint 
them with the workings of the School, their privileges and 
the. merit system in operation, a personal letter is sent upon 
each boy’s entrance. 


SCHOOL. 


The classes in our school-rooms have been conducted on 
lines similar to those laid down by the Boston School system, 
with special attention to the fundamentals. <A desire for 
good reading has been instilled by means of little plays taken 
from standard works. In June the School presented “ Hia- 
watha” with much credit. Thanksgiving Day, “Miles Stan- 
dish” was given. ‘These two mentioned plays were costumed, 
and invitations were extended to the public for them. All 
holidays have been observed with appropriate exercises. 

The Sloyd classes have been conducted as last year. Clay 
modelling for the smaller boys has been added to this 
department. 

Two changes have taken place in the teaching force this 
year. Miss Katherine Bryan resigned because of ill health, 
Miss Mary Dolan to be married. Miss Grace Rowland and 
Miss Elizabeth Dwyer came well recommended and are per- 
forming their duties with credit. 


INDUSTRIES. 


Too much cannot be said concerning the advantages of 
varied industries, and of vocational training in a school of 
this kind. There should be opportunity for each boy placed 
here to have the advantage of work in an industrial depart- 
ment. With this end in view we have this year increased 
the area of our shoe-shop, making it possible to put more 
boys at this trade. The Infirmary Department, the Penal 
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Institutions Department and the Farm and Trade School 
have been added to our list of customers. The building 
addition giving the increased capacity was constructed by the 
class in carpentry. 

An old building located between the shoe-shop and the 
sloyd building, which was formerly used as a store-room, has 
been remodelled, and made into an up-to-date cabinet-shop. 
All work was performed by the carpenter boys. A motor- 
driven band saw, a saw bench with motor attached, a hollow 
chisel mortising machine and six-inch buzz planer, both motor- 
driven, have been installed. In addition to the work already 
mentioned and the general repairs, considerable because of the 
condition and age of our buildings, 280 square feet of maple 
flooring has been laid in the dining-room at the Superintend- 
ent’s house, and 2,000 square feet of hard-pine flooring in 
the boys’ dining and serving rooms. 

The printing class continues its high grade work. This 
Report is a fair sample. Besides the blanks, cards, forms, 
letter-heads, etc., used in the Divisions connected with the 
Children’s Institutions Department, programs for entertain- 
ments and attractive menus for Thanksgiving and Christmas 
have been printed in colors, and sent in the boys’ home 
letters. 

The class in tailoring has increased its usefulness this 
year by cutting and making khaki suits and outing shirts. 
All garments are repaired and stockings darned by members 
of this class. The following tabulation gives an idea of the 
work accomplished : —

During the summer a class in painting was made up of ten 
boys. All paint was mixed, and the wooden building, includ- 
the Superintendent’s house, were given two coats. The 
general improvement in appearance of the buildings and 
the interest taken in the work attest the advisability of the 
experiment. 

All boys not having had the advantage of a training in our 
industries have had a six-months’ course of ten hours per week 
in sloyd. 

Appended is a financial statement of the industries, a care- 
ful perusal of which will convince you that instead of being 
items of expense to the City, as education is supposed to be, 
the industries at the Suffolk School are self-supporting.

fortunate in having no epidemic of any kind during the year, nor 
has there been a death in the School in that time.

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Athletics are entered into on the general playground with 
great enthusiasm, and much healthy rivalry exists between 
different opposing teams. Surf bathing and skating in their 
season are enjoyed by all. The regularity of living, the 
constant medical attention, the location of the School, and 
the freedom with which all enter into outdoor sports make 
the health of the majority of the boys excellent. 


RELIGIOUS. 


Services have been conducted in the Chapel every Sunday 
and Holy Days of Obligation by Rev. Matthew McDonald, 
S.J. The Catholic boys have also had the privilege of receiv- 
ing Holy Communion every month. In his Catechism work 
Father McDonald has been assisted by the same corps of 
teachers as last year. Rev. Dr. George E. Stokes has reg- 
ulary conducted the morning services for the Protestant 
boys. These boys have also had the advantages of a personal 
interview with their spiritual adviser on Saturdays. Mr. 
N. I. Goodman meets the Jewish boys every Sunday from 
nine-thirty to eleven. We take this opportunity of extend- 
ing our thanks to all who have given their time and energy 
in this great and necessary work for all past services, and 
earnestly solicit their future endeavors. 


GENERAL. 


A severe electrical storm in the middle of the summer 
caused considerable damage; the Institution building was 
struck, resulting in the fall of a great weight of the brick 
work. A new slate roof on the westerly part of the building 
was necessary; also repairs on the rafters and gutters. It 
does not seem advisable to replace the brick portion of the 
tower. ‘The iron smoke stack was snapped off and a new 
piece had to be erected. ‘The total cost of this repair work, 
paid for from our regular maintenance appropriation, was 
$934.55. 

The appropriation which you made for a power boat was 
used in the purchase of a boat and engine. ‘The boys in the 
carpenter shop had some valuable lessons in boat remodel- 
ling and assembling a gasoline engine which will be of 
practical benefit to them.

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PARENTAL SCHOOL. 
(THE TRUANT SCHOOL OF THE CITY OF BOSTON.) 
REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


The Parental School, or the Truant School of the City of 
Boston, aims to care for boys who have been committed 
as truants by the Courts. This School is pleasantly located 
in West Roxbury. On the spacious grounds are the cotta- 
ges and the school building, with its bright, well-ventilated 
class-rooms and assembly hall. 

The Trustees would call attention, among other items in 
the following report, to the Superintendent’s statement relative 
to the repairs, alterations and painting which have been done, 
in which the boys have taken an active part under the super- 
vision and direction of the masters. It is gratifying to see the 
pride these boys take in work that is well done, both here and 
in the school-rooms. Another interesting fact is, that during 
the past year there was the lowest number of return boys in 
five years; again, that the average age of those committed was 
11 years and eight months, the youngest in six years. 

It is a pleasure to read from the report of the resident 
physician of the good health of the boys, generally speaking, 
and of the absence of contagious diseases. 

The Trustees wish to express their thanks to the Rev, 
Father Broderick of St. Theresa’s Catholic Church, and the 
Rev. Mr. Byington of the South Evangelical Protestant 
Church for their unselfish devotion and energy in behalf of 
the boys of this School. 

The Trustees also acknowlege their gratitude to the Boston 
Public Library for the deposit of books, and their liberal 
supply of magazines and periodicals; likewise their indebted- 
ness to the volunteer staff of physicians who have rendered 
valuable service, and to all who have contributed in any man- 
ner to the entertainment of the boys.

The Parental School aims to furnish a home to boys com- 
mitted as truants by the courts, to provide wise guidance in 
the absence of parental control, to substitute right thinking 
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for vicious habits, and to stimulate endeavor toward suitable 
occupation. 

On the thirtieth day of last September our enrollment was 
118, the lowest in the history of the Parental School. Since 
that date we have had an unusually large number of com- 
mitments (41), for so brief a space of time, and our enroll- 
ment appears now to be on the increase. Paradoxical as it 
may seem, we consider that a larger population at the Insti- 
tution is a creditable condition, indicating the City’s activity 
in caring for, and thus reclaiming, her unfortunate children. 

Twenty-eight percent of the admissions were boys return- 
ing from probation. While this would appear at first glance 
to be a large percentage of returned boys yet we have 
reason to believe that considerably over one-half of our boys 
have been benefited by the School. But we should do even 
better than this. The following is a table showing the per- 
centages of the returned during the past five years. It is 
encouraging to observe a reduction in the percentage.

It is the general opinion of teachers and masters at the 
Parental School that more might be accomplished with the 
boys if releases were not earned so quickly. The average 
term of those boys who were released during the past year 
was 16 months and 25 days. We advise such change in 
the merit system as to bring the average length of stay to 
two years. 

Most of the boys coming to us are suffering from effects 
of abnormal or unnatural influences. One and one-half years 
is an exceedingly short time in which to correct boys who 
have acquired pernicious habits, or who have been under-fed, 
and who are from one to three years behind their proper 
grade of school work. 

The average age of commitment, 11 years, 7 months, 29 
days, is the lowest for six years. The work of reclamation 
is correspondingly easier. The earlier in a child’s life he is 
trained to good habits, the more probable it is that these 
habits will become an integral part of his being. 

One gratifying feature of the past year has been the increas- 
ing confidence in the School on the part of the parents. There 
is less inclination on their part to regard us as natural ene- 
mies, and a greater tendency to feel that our intervention 
occurred opportunely to avert serious trouble in the future. 
There is rarely a parent who does not desire his child to do 
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right. This point gives us a common meeting-ground. If 
the parent can be freed of his suspicion of us, he co-operates 
with us to the best of his ability, with the result that we 
are united in our efforts towards the improvement of the boy. 

We regret presenting so large a per capita expense, but it 
seems to be unavoidable. We have an extensive plant which 
must be maintained whether the enrollment is large or small. 
The gradual increase in the cost of nearly all commodities 
has greatly reduced the purchasing power of our appropri- 
ations. Salary increases have been necessary in order to meet 
the demands of organized labor; watchmen have been added 
at the suggestion of the Finance Commission; teachers’ 
salaries have been raised to place them on a par with those 
of the regular public-school teachers of the City. It is hard- 
ly fair to assume that we can have better working conditions, 
greater efficiency, increased salaries and high cost of living 
all against a lower enrollment without a larger per capita. 
Then, too, in comparing our per capita with that of similar 
Institutions, it should be remembered that we have no farm, 
nor extensive industries from which to derive an income, nor 
do we follow a prevailing custom of omitting certain charges 
from the per capita estimate. 

Much in the way of improvement to the physical sur- 
roundings has been accomplished during the year, but there 
is yet a great deal to be done before we can present the 
model appearance that a Public Institution should present. 
We believe it consistent with the general aim of an Educa- 
tional Institution that it should be as nearly perfect in all 
its appointments as money and management can make it. 

Some of the more important items of work accomplished 
are: the erection of a new flag-pole; considerable concrete 
walk; filling and grading of lawns; painting Superintendent’s 
residence; general over-hauling of lighting and heating sys- 
tems; repair of laundry machinery, including purchase of 
new washer; new piggery; new hennery; removal of two 
four-roomed buildings to new sites; renovation of bakery ; 
painting of interior of boiler house. 

The very good health of our boys of the Parental School 
is due, in no small measure, to the vigilance of our resident 
physician. 

We owe much also to our Board of Visiting Physicians: 
Drs. A. M. Worthington, Franklin C. Jillson, William A. 
Howell, and 8. Richmond. We regret to announce the resig- 
nation of Dr. Howell, who has served us since 1901. Dr. 
. Burton E. Hamilton has been appointed in his place. We 
wish to express our appreciation of the work done by our 
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dentist, Dr. Evan P. Wentworth, and our oculist, Dr. Edward 
D. Hurley. 
The following reports have been submitted : — 


Mr. G. C. Mrnarp, Supt. of Boston Parental School : 


I respectfully submit the annual report of the Medical Depart- 
ment for the year ending Jan. 31, 1913 :— 

The general health of the boys has been excellent. Although 
many are ill-nourished at the time of admission there is consider- 
able improvement in general condition evident in nearly every boy 
at the time of discharge. It is the aim of the Department to 
prevent as well as treat diseases. Consequently, every new 
boy has been carefully examined, and every boy seeking medical 
treatment has been given careful consideration. Boys have been 
put to bed whenever there were any indications for such treatment. 
Several boys have been sent to the Boston City Hospital for 
X-Ray examinations. Throat cultures have been frequently sent 
to the Board of Health, and the advice of the Visiting Staff of 
Physicians has been often sought and kindly given. Every 
precaution has been taken to prevent the development of serious 
diseases from minor conditions. Not one case of contagious 
disease has appeared during the year. 

The total number of cases treated was 1,104. Of these 213 
cases were treated in the hospital, with an average of three days in 
bed for each case. These cases represent a large variety of minor 
injuries incident to the daily work and play of the boys; and a 
number of diseases of more or less serious nature. One boy was 
operated upon at the Boston City Hospital for appendicitis. An- 
other was treated there for osteomyelitis of the finger. A number 
of boys have been treated at the School hospital for infections of 
the hand of varying severity. Colds, sore throats, boils and 
slight intestinal disturbances make up a large proportion of the 
cases treated. . 

The success of the year is in large part due to the assistance 
and advice of the Visiting Staff, Dr. A. M. Worthington, Dr. W. 
W. Howell, Dr. F. C. Jillson, Dr. S. Richmond. The comfort 
of the boys in the hospital has been greatly increased by the 
efficiency of the nurse, Mrs. Machon.

Dear Sir:— During the year 1912 I made two visits to the 
Parental School, examined the eyes of 38 boys and ordered 
spectacles for 18 of them. I would recommend that the vision 
of every child be recorded, on entrance to the School, on the 
physical examination blank. From such records the oculist 
could easily decide what cases needed his care. 

It is interesting to note that there were no cases of the common 
eye diseases, due to poor hygienic surroundings, and seen frequent- 
ly in children of the same age in the ordinary walks of life.

One of the most pleasing features of the year has been the 
frequent excursions by small parties of boys, under escort, to 
places of interest in and near Boston. These visitations have 
included Franklin Field, the new Aquarium, and the Animal 
Rescue Farm. Probably the most satisfactory event was the 
circus, which sixty boys visited last summer; yet the boys 
showed great appreciation of those trips which had no other 
end in view than the study of trees, flowers, or birds. 
It is rarely that any boy shows an unruly spirit on these 
occasions. They seem rather to take pride in respecting our 
confidence in them, and they feel a greater self respect in 
being able to do the things like other boys, even though these 
things must be done without violating the ordinary proprie- 
ties. 

As in the past the boys receive religious instruction at St. 
Theresa’s Church, and the South Evangelical Church. We 
owe a debt of gratitude to Rev. Father Broderick and Rev. 
Mr. Byington, and to the Sunday School teachers of both 
churches for their unselfish services to the Parental School. 

One of our greatest needs is a gymnasium, under the 
management of a physical trainer. Not only would the boys 
derive physical benetit under such instruction, but they would 
also be furnished with wholesome pleasure-giving recreation 
during the winter months, and other stormy days. It has 
been suggested that apparatus be placed in the Assembly 
Hall. This plan might answer as a makeshift, but it is likely 
to prove unsatisfactory. The structure and arrangement of 
the hall are such that to avoid actual damage to the interior, 
only the most formal exercises would be feasible, and the boys 
would be as far from having spontaneous indoor exercise as 
they are now. 

I think we might make the Parental School more valuable 
to its pupils than it is at present. In many respects much is 
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being accomplished, but I think our general program should 
be altered so as to permit less idle time, and so as to provide 
more definite industrial education. In a School of this kind, 
neither industrial work nor class-room instruction needs to be 
broken by vacations. The boys are here all the time and 
should suffer no interruption in education during their deten- 
tion. Instead of the usual five-hour school session during 
five days of the week, with periodic vacations, varying in 
length from ten days to twelve weeks, I should recommend a 
2 1-4 hour session daily throughout the year, excluding Sat- 
urday afternoons, Sundays and legal holidays. The remain- 
ing part of the day could then be definitely assigned to 
routine tasks, trades, physical training, and music and study. 
All boys over 14 years of age could be assigned special shop- 
work. We, who advocate vocational training, believe that 
a youth’s proclivities should begin to be studied at an early 
age, 12 years or thereabouts; that children should be given 
wide information concerning available occupations, and that 
practical work stimulates endeavor and awakens a sense of 
responsibility.

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PLACING—-OUT AND OFFICE DIVISION. 


REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


The object of the Placing-Out Division is to provide for 
each child under its care the advantages of a good home. 
Only a comparatively small number of the children need 
special care, by reason of mental or physical defects, and these 
are placed temporarily or permanently in special schools or 
institutions. The great majority of the children, however, 
are placed in country homes, either boarding or free. 

It is the desire and policy of the Trustees to place children 
in families of the same religious faith as that of their parents. 
The children in these country homes, together with the 
defective children, are under the constant supervision of the 
visitors of the Department, who are their friends and advocates. 

The report of the General Agent of the Placing-Out Divi- 
sion gives a comprehensive account of the aims and work of 
the Division; it also includes matter relative to the boys 
released on probation from the Suffolk School and the Paren- 
tal School, who come under the care of, and are visited by, 
officers of the Placing-Out Division; there is a constant inter- 
change of information between the Schools and this Division, 
and they all work in harmony. 

It is worthy of observation in the same report to note the 
care and attention that is given to each charge, before the 
child is made a ward of the City, and in connection with this 
it is gratifying to learn that the number of requests for 
admission during the past year was the smallest in nine 
years. 

A report of the Division, with its cold facts and statistics, 
conveys no idea of the interesting little children under its 
care, how readily they respond to affection, how their bright 
eyes dance when praised, nor how delighted they are with the 
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slightest attention; and what is still more gratifying, when 
the Trustee steps into schools to inquire for “our children,” 
to be told at different times by their teachers that these child- 
ren have attained the highest marks in the school. It is no 
wonder that the matrons or “mothers” where they board 
become so attached to these children that they adopt them, 
nor when they have passed the school age are loth to part 
with them, so gladly give them a free home. 

The good City of Boston may well be proud of these boys 
and girls, and feel satisfied that the amount appropriated for 
their support is money well spent. 

The records of these children, of the homes, visitations and 
releases are kept in the office of the Placing-Out Division. 
The clothing is supplied from there, also, and the book-keeping 
of the Department as well as the recording is done by the 
office staff in this Division, whose earnestness and interest in 
their work attest their efficiency. 
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REPORT OF THE GENERAL AGENT FOR THE 
PLACING-OUT AND OFFICE DIVISION. 


Boston, Feb. 1, 1913. 
To the Trustees for Children : — 


I respectfully submit herewith the annual report of the 
Placing-Out and Office Division of the Children’s Institutions 
Department, for the year ending January 31, 1913: — 

So various and numerous are the details of the work of 
this Division that not more than a short general review of the 
year’s work is possible in a report of this kind. 

Briefly, the duty of the Division is to provide for and main- 
tain a general oversight of dependent and neglected children, 
boys released on probation or parole from the Suffolk School 
for Boys, and truants or school offenders similarly released 
from the Parental School. 


ADMISSIONS. 


Dependent children are admitted at the request of parents, 
relatives or friends, social workers, public or private agencies, 
etc.. who may be interested in the children in a particular 
case. The request is made personally at the office of the 
Trustees; such facts as may be secured in connection with 
the application are referred to the Institutions Registration 
Department of the City, with a request for that Department 
to investigate and report its finding on the question of settle- 
ment. Each case in which a settlement is found, if not 
immediately withdrawn, is investigated for the purpose of 
determining whether the child should be accepted as a public 
charge. If no settlement appears to exist the case is referred 
to the proper agency, as shown in Table 22. 

There was a marked decrease in the number of applications 
for admission of dependent children this past year, the total 
being 348, or 30 percent less than the previous year, and the 
lowest number since 1904. The cause of this decrease is not 
apparent ; some other children’s agencies report a similiar fall- 
ing off ; and it may be that greater efforts are being made toward 
keeping families intact by intelligent preventive work, or by 
aiding more liberally or with fewer restrictions than in the 
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past. Whatever the cause it is gratifying to feel that so com- 
paratively small a number of children were reduced to a 
condition of destitution or dependence. 

Of the total number of applicants 240 were found to be 
legally settled in Boston, 91 had no settlement, and in seven- 
teen cases the applicants were referred elsewhere without 
having the settlement determined ; 105 children having settle- 
ments were accepted, and four were denied admission; 96 
applications were withdrawn, 44 were referred to the Division 
of State Minor Wards, 43 to the Overseers of the Poor, of Bos- 
ton and other places; 39 to various other agencies, hospitals 
and other institutions; 2 were sent to the State Infirmary, 
and 14 cases were pending at the close of the year. In addi- 
tion to the above admissions 11 children were received for 
whose admission application had been made during the pre- 
vious year. 

For the admission of neglected children no application is 
required, as these children are committed by the inferior courts 
of the Commonwealth, in juvenile session, “upon a com- 
plaint (to such court) by any person that any child under 16 
years of age within its or his jurisdiction by reason of orphan- 
age or of the neglect, crime, cruelty, insanity, drunkenness, 
or other vice of its parents, is growing up without education 
or salutary control, or without proper physical care, or in cir- 
cumstances exposing him to lead an idle and dissolute life, or 
is dependent upon public charity. .... ”’ Here also, how- 
ever, the question of settlement must be considered, and if it 
is found that the applicant has a legal settlement in Boston 
the child is committed to the custody of the Trustees for 
Children during minority. These cases are all fully investi- 
gated and a complete history obtained for the Department 
records. 

During the year 34 children were committed under the 
neglect law, and one girl, sentenced as a delinquent child 
on complaint of truancy, was received and recorded as a 
‘neglected child in accordance with the form of commitment. 

The total number of admissions of these two classes for the 
year was 152, as compared with 266 in 1911, a decrease of 
about 43 percent. In keeping with the decrease in the 
number of applications this is the lowest mark reached in 
nine years. 

The percentage of children received under five years of 
age continues to increase; this fact, together with the large 
number of defectives admitted, and for whom a special rate 
of board must be paid, accounts in a measure for the gradual 
increase in the total and per capita cost of support. 
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Of the whole number received 75 were not yet at the age 
of 5 years, and 40 of these were less than 2 yearsold. Forty- 
nine, or 82.23 percent, were in a seriously defective condition 
either mentally or physically, and required treatment which 
could not possibly be provided them in their own homes; 3 
were feeble-minded ; 10 crippled; 10 were spyhilitic; 5 had 
gonorrheea ; 5, whooping cough; 2 were tubercular; 2 had 
ringworm; 1 each, scabies, acute heart disease, chorea and 
vaginitis, and pneumonia, and 1 was blind. Seven were 
sent to hospitals without passing through this office, so that 
the exact nature of their disability is not yet recorded. 

Each child was examined by the Department physician as 
soon as received, and if found to need special attention was 
placed in accordance with his recommendation. 

The greatest difficulty has been experienced in providing 
for these defective children, for they come here when there 
is no other asylum for them, and the City is expected to 
provide for them in some way. If infected with communi- 
cable diseases they are unsuitable for placement in the ordinary 
boarding home, nor will any hospital receive them excepting 
Long Island Hospital, and even that has had to be closed to 
such cases at times. 


JUVENILE OFFENDERS AND TRUANTS. 


Boys committed to the Suffolk School and to the Parental 
School may earn their release on probation or parole by good 
conduct and satisfactory work in the School. When they have 
thus met the requirements of the merit system they are released 
if the approval of the court is granted, and, in the case of 
Parental School boys, the approval also of the Superintendent 
of the Public Schools. These boys when released are under 
the supervision of the Placing-Out and Office Division, 
whether placed in their own homes or in homes in the 
country. 

From the Suffolk School 117 boys were so paroled, of whom 
17 went to country homes. At the close of the year there 
were 219 of the paroled Suffolk School boys in their own 
homes, 89 in country homes and 2 working independently, 
221 were doing well or fair, 18 were unsatisfactory, 7 were in 
penal institutions, and 14 lost sight of. Twenty-one boys 
were returned to the School during the year, and of these 11 
had been released during previous years; 4 were re-committed 
by the courts; the parole agent found 241 positions, and made 
1,700 visits during the year. 
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Releases from the Parental School numbered 70, of whom 
10 were placed in the country; 22 were of working age, and 
for these 11 positions were secured. Of those released 
during the year 9 were returned, while 17, who were released 
previously, were again admitted ; 7 were committed to Suffolk 
School, 1 to the Industrial School at Shirley, and one to the 
Wrentham State School. The number of visits to truants was 
2,120, and at the close of the year all but 12 were doing very 
well. There were 169 boys on parole subject to visits at the 
end of the year, 140 in their own homes, and 29 in country 
homes. Of the girl truants, placed out when the Helen 
Cheever Cottage was closed, 7 remain in the care of the 
Trustees, 3 in their own homes, 3 in country homes, and 1 
in an institution. 


PLACING OUT. 


In the selection of homes for children of all classes in the 
care of the Division the same care and discrimination that 
have characterized this feature of the work in the past is 
still observed, and with the usual satisfactory results. 

The children admitted to the custody of the the Trustees 
represent various religious denominations, and in assigning 
them to their new homes the greatest care is taken that they 
shall be placed in families of their own faith, as required by 
the rule of your Board. This necessitates the endorsement 
of each home by the pastor of the church at which the 
family attends. In addition, a report of the attendance at 
church and progress in religious instruction is required in 
regard to each child, and for these reports we are much 
indebted to the various pastors, and also for their kind co- 
operation and assistance in other matters concerning the wel- 
fare of our wards. 

All the children have been visited with the customary 
regularity and frequency by the Department visitors, and 
members of the Board of Trustees have also visited some 
77 of your charges. 

Fewer transfers of children occurred during the year, and 
at its close the number in free homes was slightly larger than 
at the end of the previous year. Forty-four dependent and 
neglected children were indentured for the first time, and 14 
boys from the Suffolk School and 7 from the Parental School 
were provided with free homes. This was in addition to 
TT dependent and neglected children and 2 Suffolk School 
boys, and 5 truants, who were already indentured and were 
transferred to other free homes, making a total of 149 place- 
ments from all classes in free homes during the year. 
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HEALTH. 


It is gratifying to note that the health of your charges 
has continued good, and that the necessary expense for med- 
ical attendance and for transportation to and from hospitals, 
etc., for examination or special treatment was slightly lower 
than that of the previous year. 

There were 14 deaths during the year, 7 of which occurred 
in hospitals, 6 in country homes, and 1 in the home of 
the child’s parents. Five were caused by pneumonia, 4 by 
tubercular affections, and 5 by miscellaneous diseases. 


CONCLUSION. 


No unusual or extraordinary incidents occurred in con- 
nection with the year’s work. ‘The members of the office 
staff have shown the same interest in their work and the 
same solicitude for the welfare of the city’s wards as in the 
past, and have been faithful in the discharge of their duties. 
A few changes, with a view to improve the methods of 
keeping our records, have been introduced with your approval, 
and have proved satisfactory. 

I extend to the Board of Trustees and to each individual 
Trustee my sincere thanks for the kind consideration, the 
helpful co-operation and cordial support which it has been 
my good fortune to have had, and without which success in 
the work would be practically impossible.

JoHN F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— In compliance with the provisions of the 
Revised Ordinances, I submit the following report of 
the business of the city clerk’s office for the fiscal year 
ending January 31, 1913. 

During the municipal year the city council held 
forty-six meetings, eleven of which were special meet- 
ings, and transacted a large volume of business. 

The year was marked by the death of two of the 
most valuable and respected officials in the service of 
the city, Thomas M. Babson, Esq., and John T. Priest, 
and a special meeting of the city council was held and 
appropriate resolutions adopted on each occasion. 

Thomas M. Babson, Esq., corporation counsel, who 
had served the city since 1879 as assistant city solicitor, 
city solicitor, and for the past eight years as corporation 
counsel, died on March 5, 1912. 

The death of John T. Priest occurred on April 3, 
1912. After four years’ service in the Civil War he 
occupied successively the positions of clerk of the 
common council of Charlestown for five years, city 
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clerk of Charlestown for three years, assistant city clerk 
of Boston for thirty-four years and city clerk of Boston 
for four years. 

The respect and esteem of the citizens generally for 
these two officials were well testified to by eulogistic 
editorials, which appeared in all the daily newspapers, 
and which have been incorporated in the city council 
minutes. 

The undersigned was elected city clerk on April 16 
and assumed the duties of the office on April 18, 1912.

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SALARIES. 


There is much variation in the amount paid employees 
for salaries in the same grade. ) 
This inequality has a tendency to create dissatisfac- 
tion, but owing to the inadequacy of the appropriation 
allowed the department no adjustment or equalization 

could be made. 

The salaries of many of the clerks are markedly below 
that paid for the clerks of a similar grade in neighboring 
city departments. 

It was expected that some raise in salaries would be 
made during the year, but the appropriation being 
insufficient to meet the ordinary expenses and existing 
salaries, without a special transfer of an additional 
sum to meet a deficiency, of course nothing could be 
done in relation to this very desirable matter. 


New Work. 


The increase in the volume of work for the depart- 
ment to handle has been rapid for the past three years. 
Some of the methods of accountings have also been 
changed or added to by the Auditor under the new 
charter, entailing more detail and extra time to accom- 
plish. 

There is a growing demand by the public, especially 
those holding mortgages on real estate, for various 
information as to taxes, etc. The name of the persons 
to whom the tax is assessed is often wrongly given, 
and in the case of the division of land into lots, which 
lots are frequently redivided, or set out in new plans, 
much valuable time must be consumed before the 
information can be given. These and similar requests 
for information have been rendered as a courtesy, but 
the rapid increase in this line by savings banks and 
trustees makes the cost quite a considerable sum in 
clerks’ wages, and delays legitimate work which must 
be performed. This expense, of course, comes out of 
the general department appropriation. 
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The constructing of new dwellings, especially apart- 
ment houses, and the growth of population, result in 
new and additional taxes. This normal growth of the 
city is at once felt appreciably in the Collecting Depart- 
ment. 

But the advent of some 30,000 new accounts annually 
in the Water Division, resulting in six ‘“‘rushes’”’ to 
make payments against two ‘‘rushes’’ per year as 
formerly, requires serious consideration. The vast 
amount of detail connected with the handling of 190,000 
water accounts, which is the approximate number for 
the year 1913, is not and cannot be appreciated by 
anyone unfamiliar with the work and detail thus 
required. 

There are comparatively few times in the year that 
it is not absolutely obligatory to work some of the 
clerks overtime to complete the daily accountings; 
for this extra work no salaried employee receives any 
extra compensation. 

This new work cannot be kept up by the force of 
clerks now employed, and new clerks mean an increased 
appropriation. | 

The department auditing on taxes has heretofore 
been done by two clerks, except after the annual tax 
rush, when it is necessary to put a large force upon this 
work out of regular business hours for a short period. 

The report of the latest examiners of the department 
for 1912 recommended that the auditing and balancing 
of the books should be kept up by a system of internal 
checking, and that six clerks in addition to the two 
now employed should be permanently placed upon this 
work. This would unquestionably be of much advan- 
tage, but as there is a shortage of competent clerks to 
do the regular work and take care of the checking off 
and balancing of the water books, it cannot be done. 


Oxtp ACCOUNTS. 


In former times it was comparatively easy to make 
collections from those who could, and were willing to 
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pay their taxes and assessments, and to let the taxes 
and assessments of those who, through lack of ready 
means, or indisposition to pay, if payment could be 
avoided, stand on the books as uncollected. Hence 
we have the large outstanding accounts of former years, 
and which are now pressed upon the present collector 
to ‘‘clean up.”’ 

He is, therefore, confronted with a condition that is 
extremely embarrassing. The law has not compre- 
hended any accumulation of old tax accounts, many of 
which are barred from collection by the statute of 
limitations, and there does not appear to be any law 
authorizing the abatement in the usual way of this 
class of accounts, and no way has yet been devised for 
otherwise removing them from the books. During the 
year 1912-13, this matter of ‘‘cleaning up”’ has been 
pressed to the utmost, and many old accounts have 
been collected. In this matter the Law Department 
has rendered very valuable aid. 

Much still remains to be done in this regard. The 
great number of accounts, and the difficulty at this late 
day to gather suitable information, renders the work 
slow and expensive, yet it must be borne in mind that 
this is an unusual and extra expense now thrown upon 
the department. 

It will be seen from the foregoing facts stated that 
the Collecting Department is inevitably bound to 
become a much more important and difficult depart- 
ment to handle efficiently than in former years, and to 
make it truly efficient and up to date will require a full 
understanding of its needs and a more liberal policy as 
to appropriations by the city government. 

Considering the difficulties of complying with the 
present laws in force, the volume of work to be done, 
and the existing conditions, it is remarkable that the 
department has been able to perform the work it has 
for the past two years and make so good a showing. 
It could not have been accomplished without much 
self-sacrifice on the part of many of the employees by 
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doing extra labor over hours for the honor of the depart- 
ment and the administration. 

The new annex will give more convenient quarters, 
and with the same consideration shown the department 
that is accorded to other city departments it can become 
a pride to the city and a model of efficiency. 

It is hoped that if the department is placed under 
civil service regulations by the present Legislature it 
will remove many of the prejudices and unjust detrac- 
tions and misjudgments that have so long followed it 
as a so-called ‘‘political department,’’ and the handicap 
under which the department for the above reasons has 
suffered will be removed.

CONSUMPTIVES’ HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31, 1913. 


Boston, January 31, 1913. 
Hon. JoHN F. FITZGERALD, 


Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— The report of the Consumptives’ Hospital 
Department for the year ending January 31, 1913, is 
respectfully submitted herewith. 

As provided by law the Board of Trustees met on 
May 6, 1912, and organized for the year by the election 
of Edward F. McSweeney, chairman, and Chandler 
Hovey, secretary. 

The Consumptives’ Hospital Department has two 
divisions, the hospital at Mattapan and the Out-Patient 
Department at 138 Burroughs place. 


MATTAPAN. 


The hospital at Mattapan is for patients with lung 
tuberculosis, consumption, whose disease has advanced 
too far to permit of their being admitted to a sanatorium. 
Some cases not considered favorable on admission are 
improved so much that they can be transferred to the 
State Sanatorium. 

There is no provision as yet for patients with tuber- 
culosis other than pulmonary. Provision should be 
made for them. 
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At Mattapan there are two pavilion buildings, of two 
stories each, built for 130 beds, but constantly con- 
taining more. Also there are two cottage wards, with 
24 beds each, one for women and one for men. All 
patients in the cottage wards must be well enough to 
be up and dressed and to care for themselves all day. . 

All patients are first admitted to a pavilion ward and 
later, if their physical condition warrants it, are trans- 
ferred to a cottage ward, when there is a vacancy there. 

In addition to these wards there is. a day camp. 
Patients who cannot or will not go to a hospital are 
received here. 

The hospital wards have been constantly full and- 
overflowing during the year. Built for a total of 178 
beds, there are to-day 198 patients. The number of 
patients at home, too sick to work or care for them- 
selves, but sowing the seeds of the disease in their 
families and among the public, is still very large. Many 
more beds for the advanced case should be provided, 
if results are to be realized toward the diminishing of 
tuberculosis in the community. 

The trustees will ask this year for an appropriation for 
more wards. | 

Last year’s report very fully summarizes the measure 
. of our activity from the creation of this department 
down to the time of its being written. We recapitulate 
it in the foregoing to lead up to a most important addition 
to our work, which is already taking definite shape and 
will be in full operation when the children’s building, 
for which last year’s Council granted $50,000, is opened 
at Mattapan. This opening will probably be about mid- 
summer, and there will then be at our disposal beds for 
the care and treatment of about 60 children. 

The physical examination of school children made by 
the Health Board during the past two years has demon- 
strated conclusively that the number of children attend- 
ing school with communicable tuberculosis is very small. 
If we eliminate from this number those whose home 
conditions are fairly good and who could be cared for at 
their homes, under the supervision of our Out-Patient 
Department nurses, without menace to the health of 
those around them, it would seem as though the number 
with advanced pulmonary disease needing hospital care 
will never be very large. The balance of the 60 beds 
at the children’s ward can be given to the care of children 
with less advanced pulmonary tuberculosis, or with tuber- 
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cular bone, joint or glandular manifestations, who have 
had heretofore no suitable place for care or treatment. 

It is the intention of the trustees with the opening of 
the hospital to coordinate the work of the Out-Patient 
Department visiting staff with the other agencies in 
our community which look into poverty, distress and 
disease in the homes, to the end that every child with 
tuberculosis of either lung, bone or gland may be dis- 
covered and treated. The beneficent result following 
this line of attack should be readily seen in a more 
vigorous succeeding generation of children. 


Evectric LIGHTING. 


As stated in the superintendent’s report for several 
years, the hospital has reached the size when we could 
make a considerable saving by making our own current. 

It is hoped that money may be allowed this year for 
this purpose. 


Cow TIE-vp. 


The present cow tie-up is old and not easy to make 
and keep sanitary. As stated in previous report, a 
modern tie-up and dairy is badly needed. 


OuT—PATIENT DEPARTMENT. 


More and more each year this has become the center 
of tuberculosis work in the city. Other hospitals now 
refer practically all their Boston cases here. Here 
all suspected cases are examined, the diagnosis made, 
patients referred to the appropriate hospitals, and 
those for whom no provision can be made cared for 
in their homes as well as they can be. 

The work of the hospital would be quite incomplete 
were not the Out-Patient Department the distributing 
center for patients with tuberculosis and where they 
are cared for until placed in a hospital. Such cases 
as belong there are sent to Mattapan or to one of the 
private hospitals the department is allowed to board 
patients in, to the Long Island Hospital or one of the 
state hospitals for consumptives. Incipient cases are 
sent to the State Sanatorium. Patients with no settle- 
ment are sent to the State Hospital at Tewksbury. 
Those who can be are deported. A limited number of 
others are sent to various other places. 
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The home of every patient is visited by the nurses 
at frequent intervals, who see that the homes and the 
method of life of the family are improved and made 
satisfactory from a health point of view as far as is 
possible; the patients themselves, if they must remain 
at home, are cared for; the rest of the family, and 
especially the children, are induced to go to the clinic 
for examination. Patients too sick to come to the 
Out-Patient Department are visited by the hospital 
doctors in their homes. 

Much value is to be put on this work done at the 
homes and especially in regard to the children. Con- 
stantly unsuspected cases are discovered and cared ' 
for and when it is still not too late for recovery to take 
place. Correct ideas of proper living are instilled into 
the minds of the children, at least, which undoubtedly 
will have its effect in the future generation upon the 
incidence of tuberculosis and of other preventable 
diseases as well. — 

Every case receiving instruction in the disease lessens 
the danger of infection for others. Every case sent to 
a sanatorium helps materially on his return in educat- 
ing the public and repays in social and economic values 
the efforts made. 

Every case sent to a hospital, and so ceasing to be a 
danger to his family and others, 1s a contribution to 
public safety. 

At best, caring for patients themselves at their 
homes is unsatisfactory. With the best of intentions, 
it is impossible to prevent contagion and spread of the 
disease. Our physicians, and our nurses also, fully 
recognize that all cases should be persuaded to go to a 
hospital, but you cannot even undertake to do this 
effectively when there are far fewer beds than there are 
patients ready to occupy them. For any approach 
to a successful campaign against tuberculosis there 
should be a bed for each. 

To make the work effective there should be more 
nurses — the present number is too small and nurses 
are overworked. 

The Out-Patient Department is in an old building 
ill suited for the purpose and so much overcrowded as 
to seriously interfere with good work. Indeed, much 
that should be done cannot be undertaken because of 
want of necessary space. 

A new and suitable building should be provided. 
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FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


Appended to this report is the financial statement 
for the year, showing in detail the expenses of the various 
departments. From this it will be seen that the per 
capita cost was almost exactly the same as last year. 
The pavilion wards, where the patients are mostly in 
bed, show a cost per patient-day of $1.73 for both 
years; the cottage wards, $1.24 this year and $1.25 
last; the day camp, 69 cents this year and 70 cents last. 
A patient’s visit to the Out-Patient Department cost 
85 cents both years; a nurse’s visit to the home, 57 
cents this year and 60 cents last. The cost of food per 
person per day was 31 cents this year and 33 cents last. 


SUBSIDY. 


Since August 8, 1911, the state has allowed subsidy 
in accordance with law. From December 1, 1911, to 
December 1, 1912,— the period covered by this financial 
report,— there has been allowed $38,137.89 for patients 
at the hospital. Also during the year there has been 
received for board of patients and from other sources 
the sum of $3,872.33. These moneys are paid into the 
city treasury and not credited to the hospital. The 
actual cost to the city of maintaining this department, 
therefore, is considerably less than the apparent cost. 

As frequently stated in this department’s reports, one 
of the chief functions of the hospital is to contribute to 
the lessening of the disease. If there were no infection 
there would be no disease. The more consumptives 
removed from the homes the fewer sources of infection 
there will be. To induce persons to leave home the 
care and treatment at the hospital must be the best. 
The trustees believe that the rate of maintenance for 
each patient is as low as is consistent with satisfactory 
results. 

Attention is called to the reports of Dr. Locke, chief 
of the medical staff, and Dr. Cox, superintendent, 
appended to the trustees’ report, and especially to the 
various tables and recommendations therein. 

During the year the position of resident pathologist 
has been made and a pathological laboratory has been 
opened. Dr. J. Earle Ash has been appointed to this 
position. Also the position of laboratory assistant has 
been made and Dr. Edna M. Childs appointed to it. 
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At the International Congress on Hygiene and 
Demography, held at Washington in September, this 
department made an exhibit which was well received 
and attracted much attention. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The trustees recognize the following urgent needs for 
the hospital: 

More wards. 

An electric light plant. 

Cow barn and dairy. 

An X-ray plant at Mattapan and one at the Out- 
Patient Department. 

A new Out-Patient Department. 

Each of these will require special appropriation.

Trustees Boston Consumptives’ Hospital. 
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REPORT OF THE MEDICAL STAFF. 


Boston, January 31, 1913. 
To the Trustees of the Boston Consumptives’ Hospital: 
I have the honor to submit herewith the report of 
the staff of the Boston Consumptives’ Hospital for the 
year ending January 31, 1913. 


A. Hospitat, MATTAPAN. 


There are unfortunately very few reports giving the 
experience of institutions treating advanced cases of 
pulmonary tuberculosis. The work undertaken at 
Mattapan has been more or less along new lines in a 
comparatively new field, and therefore careful study of 
our results have seemed to me especially necessary. 
With this end in view we have made an exhaustive 
statistical study of the work at Mattapan for the first 
four years, v7. e., to January 31, 1912. It seems to me 
of value to discuss these results somewhat in detail. 

In all, 1,803 cases were treated which fall into the 
following groups:

It will be seen that the above figures indicate how 
satisfactorily the policy of the hospital to care only for 
the advanced cases has been carried out. Sixty-seven 
per cent were of the third stage, while over 90 per cent 
were beyond the incipient stage. It is perhaps natural 
that, since the majority of patients treated at Mattapan: 
are so advanced in type, our standards of classifi- 
cation should vary somewhat from those in institutions 
such as the sanatoria, which deal mainly with the earlier 
stages. In other words, we feel certain that a con- 
siderable number of those classified as stage 2 would, 
if in the sanatoria, be classed as stage 3, and some of 
those in stage 1 as stage 2. This tendency has fre- 
quently been noted in the case of patients sent from 
Mattapan to the sanatoria, the latter institutions con- 
sidering them one stage lower. The rather large number 
of 160 incipient cases in nowlse appears inconsistent 
when it is recalled that the number is distributed over 
four years. They have practically all been treated in 
the day camp and represent patients who could not, 
or would not, leave home to enter a sanatorium. A 
large majority were aliens and consequently could not 
be admitted to the state sanatoria. Again, our chief 
aim has been to protect the well in the community from 
the dangers of infection, and the early case may, under 
some conditions, be equally as dangerous as those in the 
more advanced stages and should therefore properly be 
cared for at Mattapan. 

It is only fair to state that the inclusion of the camp 
cases has materially affected the results, first, in lowering 
the average length of stay; second, in increasing the 
percentage of those discharged home, and, third, in raising 
the number of relatively early cases to a point which 
may seem to some inconsistent with the avowed purpose 
of the hospital, namely, to care only for advanced 
consumptives. 
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Year by year the percentage of third stage cases has 
decreased slightly as follows: 1910, 97 per cent; 1911, 
92 per cent; 1912, 82 per cent. This can readily be 
explained. At the opening of the first pavilion com- 
paratively few beds were available in Boston for dying 
consumptives, and naturally the seventy-two extra beds 
thus made ready for use were at once filled with the 
most advanced and desperate cases. ‘These were mainly 
of the most advanced or ‘‘ambulance type,” so-called. 
It is obvious that with the increase in the number of 
beds, the cases, though perhaps still to be classed as 
far advanced, should have become less and less desperate 
in type, and consequently the percentage of deaths 
likewise a constantly decreasing one. Since that time, 
with increasing facilities for the care of the very sick, 
many have been induced to go to the Consumptives’ 
Hospital who would not necessarily remain until death, 
as in the case of those first admitted. Furthermore, 
after six years of active work a considerable impression 
must have been made on the problem in that many of 
the most advanced consumptives have been cared for. 
In the light of the above facts I believe the decrease 
in the percentage of the third stage cases year by year 
was inevitable. 

The advanced types of cases treated is more strikingly 
shown by the fact that only 524, or 29 per cent, from 
among the total of 1,767 positive cases admitted to 
January 31, 1912, were known to be living at that date. 
Since this number includes the 239 who were still in the 
hospital January 31, 1912, it is evident that only 285, 
or 18.6 per cent, of the total 1,528 discharged from the 
institution from its opening to this date were on record 
as living. It is unfortunate that no data regarding 
the 408 unknown can be obtained, but in all probability 
a very large percentage of these have died. 

The 218 (12 per cent) who had left the city suggest 
one of the greatest difficulties in systematically and 
effectively carrying out the work of permanently exer- 
cising surveillance over the phthisis patient. In many 
instances they move about so frequently that it is 
difficult to follow them, and some even intentionally 
give a false address for the purpose of eluding this very 
supervision. Many of the group of 218 cases were 
emigrants who returned to their native country. 

' Ten per cent, or 190, were not traced. Although 
this seems at first sight a rather large number, when 
it is recalled that this is for a period from July 7, 1908, 
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to January 31, 1912, or an average of approximately 
54 per year, the figure is not so disappointing. 

The most significant fact is the large number of dead, 
2. €., 835, or 46 per cent. If to this number could be 
added the dead among the 408 unknown, the figure 
would be well over 50 per cent. Figures, if prepared 
from the pavilion records alone, would undoubtedly 
be proportionally much larger, as with but few excep- 
tions the patients are hopeless, dying cases. 

A study of the 835 cases known to have died with 
reference to the stage of the disease at entrance is 
worthy of especial note:

While the third stage cases formed but 67 per cent of 
all cases admitted, they furnished approximately 90 
per cent of the dead. 

The place of death of this same group of 8385 cases 
is of great importance, since it touches directly the 
question of the effectiveness of the hospital plan to 
hold patients permanently until death:

It will be seen that 56 per cent of the total died in the 
hospital, while almost exactly two-thirds died either in 
the hospital or in some other institution. At first 
thought it may seem disappointing that one-third of the 
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835 cases were allowed to die at home. While it can- 
not be denied that in all probability some have been 
allowed to go home to die who should have been 
detained in the hospital, it must be admitted that to aim 
to hold all cases in the institution until death would 
be unreasonable as well as impossible. Whether a 
given patient should be permitted to go home or be 
detained, when death is imminent, must depend on two 
considerations, the patient himself and the character of 
his home. If the consumptive be intelligent and careful 
in his habits and the home conditions satisfactory, I can 
see no valid objections to his being discharged on his 
request. Without question, under other circumstances, 
the patient should be detained, forcibly through 
quarantine by the health authorities if necessary. It 
is the routine at the hospital that before discharge is 
written a report of the home is obtained, and only such 
are voluntarily written as in the mind of the resident 
physician appear justifiable. In every instance the 
discharge is at once reported to the Out-Patient Depart- 
ment, where the care of the patient in the home is turned 
over to the visiting nurse. Of the 280 above mentioned 
cases who died at home only 47 were discharged against 
advice. Seventy per cent of the homes of the 280 
patients are recorded as satisfactory and 14 per cent as 
unsatisfactory. 

The power given to the health authorities to quaran- 
tine all cases of tuberculosis deemed dangerous to the 
community, while eminently desirable, is one which 
must be used with much discretion; otherwise a very 
marked effect will be noted on the numbers willing to 
enter the hospital.

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As so often remarked, figures as to duration of the 
disease previous to coming under observation are 
entirely unreliable for the reason that patients almost 
never have any definite knowledge of the time of onset. 
Indeed, we now recognize the fact that in many instances 
of the disease in adults infection took place in early 
childhood. 

The results of treatment arranged according to the 
stage at entrance are indicated in the following table:

One hundred and fifty-four of the above returned to 
work after discharge. Considering the prime object of 
the hospital, namely, to furnish an asylum for dying con- 
sumptives, the above showing is, I think, a most gratify- 
ing one. 

The surgical work has continued under the charge 
of Dr. Ehrenfried, and his admirable services, rendered 
without proper facilities, deserve special mention. The 
fourteen major operations during the year include two 
for appendicitis, one for strangulated hernia, three for 
empyema and one for cancer of the breast. On several 
occasions operations have been deferred or the case sent 
to another hospital because of the lack of adequate 
operating equipment. Itisa matter of much importance 
and satisfaction that since the beginning of the surgical 
work no case of pneumonia or other pulmonary com- 
plications has followed the administration of an anzs- 
thetic. There is every reason to believe that the demands 
on the surgical department will increase year by year. 

With the establishment of a special pathological 
laboratory in September, 1912, and the appointment of 
Dr. J. Earle Ash as resident pathologist, a definite step 
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has been taken to advance the standards in the hospital 
work. With the opening of the new laboratory in the 
children’s building, this division of the work should 
assume a place of much importance. 

Drs. Sullivan and Shay have continued to make bi- 
weekly visits and have seen all cases requiring treatment 
of the nose, throat or ear. I would strongly urge the 
necessity of providing better facilities for treatment, as 
many of the cases are confined to their beds and it is 
consequently impossible for them to go to the throat 
room in the day camp. Neither is it possible in most 
instances for them to be treated in the open wards. A 
well equipped laryngological room is very much needed 
in one of the pavilion buildings. 

I especially commend the work of the resident phy- 
sician, Dr. Overlander, during the past year. He has in 
many respects perfected the system in the medical 
routine and constantly, in spite of an inadequate number 
of assistants, maintained a very high standard of work. 

The arrangement by which two physicians, with the 
title of assistant resident physician, are to replace the 
four house officers formerly employed, which took effect 
January 1, 1913, promises greater efficiency on the part 
of the resident staff.

The fact that 87 per cent of all cases admitted came 
from the Out-Patient Department indicates how satis- 
factorily our aim to make this the central bureau of all 
tuberculosis work in Boston is being fulfilled. It is 
probable that a large proportion of those admitted to 
the pavilion from the cottage wards and camp were 
also referred from the Out-Patient Department. The 
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seventeen referred by other institutions were largely from 
the acute hospitals from which there is constant pressure 
to receive cases found after admission to be tuberculous. 

Eleven of the total 778 cases treated were found 
to be non-tuberculous, and discharged. The remain- 
ing cases were grouped as follows, according to the 
condition at entrance:

In last year’s report figures were given showing that 
the percentage of third stage cases had fallen from 
97 per cent for the year 1909-10 to 83 per cent for the 
year 1911-12. For this year just closed the percentage 
is singularly enough the same, 7. e., 83 per cent. The 
number of first stage cases 1s exactly one-half the number 
admitted last year.

Again, these figures are almost identical with those 
of last year. The percentage of the number of cases 
dying at the institution was 42 per cent of the total 
discharge, or exactly the same as for the previous year. 
The percentage of the discharged home was a trifle 
less, 27. e., 83 as against 35 per cent. While I believe 
this to be a fairly satisfactory record, every effort should 
be made to reduce still further the numbers discharged 
to their homes.

Of the total men and women 30 per cent were second 
stage and 64 per cent third stage cases. Our experience 
for the past year has continued to indicate the entire 
suitability of this type of ward for the treatment of all 
but the patients confined to bed. 

All cases admitted come from the pavilion or day 
camp, 111 from the former and 4 from the latter. 
The average length of stay of all discharged cases 
was 167 days, of those discharged home 142 days, and 
of those transferred to other institutions 197 days. 
On the average, patients have remained nearly twice as 
long in the cottage wards as in the pavilion. This fact 
is not altogether easy to explain. It may in part be 
accounted for by the fact that although largely ad- 
vanced in type they are somewhat less so than those in 
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the pavilion and therefore more hopeful. The improve- 
ment in general condition naturally encourages them to 
remain for a longer period. A more important con- 
sideration still is the fact that patients almost without 
exception are much more contented in the cottage 
wards than in the closed wards of the pavilion. These 
considerations seem to speak very definitely in favor of 
the former as best suited to the care of the majority of 
ambulatory cases.

B. Ovut—PATIENT DEPARTMENT. 


The organization and work of this department has 
continued essentially the same and without changes 
in the visiting staff. More than ever the inadequacy 


of the present Out-Patient Department quarters is 


evident, and I respectfully call your attention again 
to the imperative need of a new and larger building. 
The figures for the six years since the opening of the 
Out-Patient Department, discussed below, leave no 
question of the permanency of the work, as they show 
only an insignificant falling off in the number, both 
old and new, visiting the clinic. 

During the year just ended 1,971 new and 6,735 
old patients were treated, making a total of 8,706. A 
comparison of these figures with those of previous years 
is given in the following table:

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Although the total number treated last year was 
exceeded by the number during the years 1908-09 
and 1909-10, it is greater than for the two succeeding 
years. The explanation is found in the increase in 
the number of old cases, which has been sufficient, 
in spite of the slight but constant decrease in the num- 
ber of new cases since the year 1909-10, to increase 
the total. Until many more beds for advanced cases 
are provided in the city, this larger number of old cases 
will probably not be materially lessened. These figures 
speak emphatically for the need of increased accom- 
modations at Mattapan. 

It seems to me surprising that the number of new 
eases should not have diminished somewhat more 
rapidly. With the exception of the second year the 
percentage of positive cases has steadily increased, 
that for the past year being practically 50 per cent, 
or considerably greater than for any previous year. 
This is probably partially due to greater accuracy on 
the part of the agencies referring cases to the depart- 
ment, but also I feel certain, in a large measure, the 
result of increasing efficiency in the medical work. 
It is gratifying to note, year by year, a rapidly decreasing 
number of deferred cases. 

Much the same general tendency is shown for the 
children.

While the total number of children examined has, 
with the exception of the second year, slightly decreased 
year by year, the number of positive cases, both actual 
and relative, has increased. During the year just 
closed practically one-third of the children examined 
were found to be positive. 

An analysis of all positive cases since the beginning 
of the out-patient work in 1907 shows a surprising 
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uniformity in both the actual number and _ percentage 
of second and third stage cases. The relative number 
of first stage cases, however, has constantly diminished, 
falling from 29.96 per cent the first year to 21.73 
per cent for the year 1912-138. ‘This seems surprising, 
as with the increasing efficiency in this department 
and the education of the public it would seem natural 
that a larger and larger percentage of cases should be 
the first stage. The number of non-pulmonary tuber- 
culosis cases has increased from one in the first year to 
96 for the year 1912-138.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the Trustees of the Consumptives’ Hospital: 

The report of the work for the year 1912 is herewith 
presented: 

The Out-Patient Department treated 8,706 patients, 
of whom 1,971 were new cases. The nurses made 
52,801 visits in the homes of patients. There were 
536 patients treated in the home who were too ill to 
come to the dispensary building for examination. 

On February 1, 1912, there were 185 patients in the 
various wards at Mattapan. During the year 614 
patients were admitted, 263 died and 336 were dis- 
charged. The day camp still shows a steady loss in 
attendance over the previous years, the average daily 
attendance being 32 for the year, as compared with 
35 for the year previous. This fall in attendance is 
not as marked as for the year 1911 compared with 
the year 1910, when the .average daily attendance fell 
from 49 to 35. During the year 218 patients were 
admitted to the day camp and 208 were discharged 
or transferred. ‘The day camp serves a limited field, 
and includes those patients whose home responsibili- 
ties demand part of their time in the household and 
also in a limited way patients waiting for accommoda- 
tions in state sanatoria or hospitals. 

The use of beds in private hospitals as provided by 
law has been availed of during the year as in past years. 
One hundred and ninety-three patients were treated 
in these hospitals. 

The work of the Out-Patient Department still con- 
tinues under crowded conditions, and while the work 
goes on still it is hampered in many ways, and it is 
difficult to sum up a concrete estimate which this repre- 
sents. The rearrangement of rooms, whereby the 
laboratory was transferred to the basement, offered 
some relief, but it requires female patients to climb 
two flights of crooked stairs to the female examination 
room. The arrangement, however, provides better 
quarters for the handling of female patients than before. 

The work of the clinic, extended as it was during the 
past year to a total considerably less than the year 
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previous, served a better purpose because of the higher 
quality of the work. The need of larger quarters in a 
better arranged building is still as apparent as ever. 

The work at Mattapan has been carried on through 
the year under general conditions of crowded wards, 
with the demand for beds of all kinds greater than the 
supply. 

The domestic-administration building was fully in 
operation in March, and in every way has fulfilled the 
expectations. The work of the various departments 
has gone ahead with more efficient results than before, 
but there still remains the constant effort to increase 
the efficiency year by year. 

The matter of lighting the institution is one of grave 
importance, both from the standpoint of necessity and 
economy. Our current is supplied by the local com- 
pany and imposes a fixed charge which inevitably 
must increase with every additional building, this 
increase being directly in accordance with additional 
lights. The size of our institution is now past the 
mark at which it was economy to purchase current, 
and we are now in a position wherein a generation of 
our own current would show a saving to the department. 

The children’s ward has progressed as rapidly as 
the weather would allow, and is now partially roofed 
in. It is quite possible this building will be completed 
at the time specified, and we hope to be installed in this 
building in July. 

The home work will always have its discouraging 
conditions which we never hope to entirely overcome. 
These are the main reasons for the disease and its spread. 
One of the most important necessities in this work is 
relief; education is also important, but relief measures, 
in a way, form the means of education. The Boston 
Association for the Relief and Control of Tuberculosis 
has assumed the expense of an experiment to improve 
the condition of homes through the avenue of education 
in home economics and the teaching of the fundamental 
principles in home management, preparation of food, 
purchase of food and supplies. This work is to be 
done in the homes of consumptive patients, and during 
the year we have referred several families for this 
work. The work is done through the coordination of 
the special worker of the association and our district 
nurses. ‘The number of families that can be considered 
at any one time must of necessity be very few, as the 
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work to be of value must be intensive and demands 
practically all of the worker’s time. The results of 
this work cannot at the present time be measured, 
and the few cases already served, while in the main 
showing pleasing results, still cannot be considered as 
any standard of the work. ‘Time will be needed before 
definite conclusions can be made. ‘The relief measures 
in the home generally have been most promptly and 
generously provided by both public and private chari- 
ties throughout the city, and receive here merited 
recognition. 

The employees of the department have shown a 
loyal and conscientious spirit throughout the year, 
and to them I feel the success of our work is in no small 
measure due. | 

The support and cooperation of the Board of Trustees 
will always be a pleasing remembrance to me.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF NURSES 
TO OUT-PATIENT DEPARTMENT. 


To Smmon F. Cox, M. D., Superintendent: 


During the year ending January 31,1913, 5,017 patients 
were carried by the nurses on the district. Of this number 
536 were bed cases when reported, needing institutional 
care. The number of visits made by the nurses was 
52,801. The city is divided into twenty-two districts. 

There was but one resignation during the year, the 
nurse who resigned taking charge of the tuberculosis 
work in Gloversville, New York State. 

Three nurses are taking the part time course at the 
School for Social Workers. The total number of days 
lost by the nurses through illness was seventy-three. 

More colored patients have been cared for in hospital 
beds this year than any time previous, but the number 
is still small. 

It is very noticeable how awake the lodging-house 
keeper is becoming to the danger of infection from tuber- 
culosis patients; there is an increasing demand for beds 
among this class of patients, with a request for immediate 
disinfection on the removal of the patient. So we feel 
our visits with their instructions bear fruit. In fact 
among all classes of people there is less tendency to 
keep bed patients at home. The number of deaths at 
home has diminished perceptibly. 

We have to thank the Brookline Anti-Tuberculosis 
Guild, the Needlework Guild of America, the Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union Fruit and Flower Mission 
and many churches and private individuals for material 
aid. The domestic science visitor of the Association 
for the Relief and Control of Tuberculosis has helped a 
number of our families in many ways by teaching food 
values and system with household work. As in other 
years close cooperation with private and public charities 
still continues and is most helpful. 

In conclusion I wish to thank the nurses for their 
faithfulness and loyalty to their work and the visiting 
staff for their support and close cooperation and advice.

Sir,— In compliance with section 24 of chapter 3 


of the Revised Ordinances, the Board of Election 
Commissioners respectfully submits its annual report. 


NUMBER OF VOTERS. 


At the city election held January 9, 1912, the number 
of male voters on the list was 111,852. The number 
of such voters on the first list published by the Board 
June 1, 1912, was 98,733. From that time to the close 
of registration for the city election there were added 
the names of 14,533 male voters. The number of male 


voters on the final list sent to the polls on the day of 


the city election held January 14, 1913, was 112,126, 
an increase of 774 over the number on the list at the 
city election in 1912. 

There were 12,255 female voters registered for the 
city election in 1912. There were 11,127 female voters 
registered for the city election in 1913, a decrease of 
1,128. 
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MEN AND WoMEN WHO VOTED. 


The following is a table showing the per cent of the 
number of registered voters who voted at the state 
primary, state election and city election since the estab- 
lishment of the Election Board in 1895:

In the first election held under the new charter in 
January, 1910, at which the Mayor, nine members of 
the City Council and one member of the School Com- 
mittee were elected, 85.42 per cent of the registered 
vote was cast. At the city elections held in January, 
1911 and 1912, three members of the City Council and 
two members of the School Committee were elected 
each year; in 1913 three members of the City Council 
and one member of the School Committee were elected. 
The percentage of the vote cast in these elections con- 
stantly dwindled, and constitutes a disquieting factor in 
the municipal government of Boston. 


Voters Wuo Dip Nort Vors. 


There were 107,685 registered voters entitled to vote 
at the state primary; of this number 98,733 were carried 
on the voting list of this year by the Election Depart- 
ment; 8,952 were supplementarily registered, 7. e., they 
were required to appear in person at a registration 
place and prove their qualifications as voters.

We have made an investigation of the records in our 
office to ascertain the number of those persons who 
did not vote in this city at the last state primary, state 
election and city election, 2. e., the number of voters 
who had three opportunities to vote but did not avail 
themselves of any. We have paid no attention to those 
who were registered after the state primary or after the 
state election, because such persons did not have three 
opportunities to vote, but have only considered the 
107,685 voters who were eligible to vote at the state 
primary, state and city elections.

The first column of the above table shows the number 
of registered male voters carried by the April listing 
entitled to vote; the second column shows the number 
of persons so carried on the voting list who did not vote; 
the third column shows the number of voters on the 
supplementary list; the fourth column shows the number 
supplementarily registered who did not vote; the fifth

column shows the total number of voters who did not 
vote; the sixth column shows the percentage of voters 
who did not vote. 

The percentage of those carried on the voting list 
without any act of their own who did not vote is 14.46 
percent. The percentage of those on the supplementary 
list, 7. e., those who were required to appear in person 
and prove their qualifications, who did not vote is 5.52 
per cent, apparently showing that the persons who had 
to sacrifice a little time to get on the voting list were 
more diligent in voting than those whose names were 
automatically carried on the voting list. 

Various suggestions have been made to increase the 
interest of the voter in primaries and elections, such 
as by fining him for neglecting to vote, or by posting 
his name for such neglect, neither of which, in our 
opinion, 1s a proper remedy. We believe that if a 
registered voter does not vote at all during the year the 
voting list is used, his name should be stricken from the 
voting list and he should be required to re-register if he 
desires to vote, even though a constitutional amendment 
may be necessary to put this proposition into effect. 


NATURALIZATION. 


In 1906 an act was passed by the Federal Government 
to establish a Bureau of Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion and to provide for a uniform rule for the naturali- 
zation of aliens throughout the United States. 

The following is a table showing by years the number 
of declarations in Massachusetts, the number natural- 
ized, the number of declarations in Suffolk County and 
the number naturalized:

This table is not only interesting in showing the 
disparity between the number of citizens naturalized 
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and the number of aliens who made declarations of 
intention to become citizens, but also in showing the 
small number naturalized in this state since the act 
went into effect. 

We believe that one of the impediments to naturaliza- 
tion is the law requiring an applicant to produce at 
least two witnesses who are citizens of the United States 
to verify by affidavits the naturalization petition of 
the applicant, such witnesses being required to state in 
their affidavits that they have personally known the 
applicant to be a resident of the United States for a 
period of at least five years continuously, and of the 
state, territory or district in which the application is 
made for a period of at least one year immediately 
preceding the date of the filing of his petition. 

An applicant for naturalization who has all the neces- 
sary qualifications, by reason of a change of residence 
from one state to another, or from one district to another, 
may find it impossible to produce the witnesses required 
by law, and is thereby prevented at that time from 
becoming a citizen of the United States. It would 
seem that all the safeguards now surrounding natural- 
ization, including the declaration of intention, which 
must be made at least two years prior to the admission 
of the applicant in all cases except those of soldiers 
and sailors honorably discharged from the service of 
the United States, the petition for naturalization, in 
which is a statement of all facts necessary to identify the 
applicant, and the certificate from the Department of 
Labor, stating the date, place and manner of his arrival 
in the United States, would render the production of at 
least two witnesses unnecessary. The attendance of 
such witnesses at court is a burden to the petitioner 
and a source of trouble and expense to the witnesses 
themselves. 

We are of the opinion that if the Federal Government 
repealed the law requiring the affidavits of at least two 
witnesses, an impediment to naturalization would be 
removed without lessening the essential safeguards now 
surrounding the issuing of naturalization papers.

PRESIDENTIAL PRIMARY. 


The presidential primary for the election of delegates 
and of alternate delegates to the national conventions 
of political parties was held on April 30, 1912. The 
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law required that such election should. be by direct 
plurality vote. The act also provided for the expres- 
sion of preference for candidates for President and Vice- 
President of the United States. The act was hurriedly 
drawn and the construction of its provisions was not 
free from difficulty. Under the law, as it now is, a can- 
didate for the nomination of President may receive the 
highest vote in the primary of his party and yet lose 
the delegates pledged to vote for him in the national 
convention. This is what actually occurred in this 
state. 

Amendment should be made to the law so that the 
decision of the voters as to their choice for the nomina- 
tion of a candidate for President will be unquestionable. 


JURORS. 


The jury list prepared by the Board of 1912 con- 
tained the names of 8,707 voters of Boston. During 
the time covered by this report 3,012 persons were 
drawn for jury service. The investigations made by 
the police and by the clerks of this Board greatly 
assisted the commissioners in eliminating from the jury 
list persons who were not qualified for jury service. 


REVISION OF THE VoTING LIST. 


The names of 1,128 voters were stricken from the 
voting list by reason of death, removal from the city 
and other causes. ‘This is the largest number of names 
stricken from the list in any year since the establish- 
ment of the Election Board. There were no complaints 
of illegal registration. 


New PRECINCTs. 


Ward 24, Precinct 8, at the time of the city election 
contained 1,068 voters. It beeomes necessary, therefore, 
for the City Couneil to divide that precinet into new 
precincts, or to make a redivision of the entire ward 
into voting precincts. This Board recommended that 
a new division of the ward into sixteen voting precincts 
be made, which will make the number of precinets in 
the city 225.

SCHOOLHOUSES. 


The department now uses the basements of 93 school- 
houses for polling places, and pays the School Depart- 
ment for heating and lighting only, and the schoolhouse 
janitors for placing in position and taking down the 
rails and voting compartments at each primary and 
election. 

The advantages of using schoolhouses are many. In 
the first place, permanency of the voting place is secured; 
secondly, it is more economical to use the basement of 
schools than stores or booths, and indirectly it is of 
benefit to the scholars, for many masters take them to 
the polling place during the progress of an election and 
they obtain there a very practical lesson in civil govern- 
ment. The use of these basements does not interfere 
with the school work. 


WARD 26. 


A new general registration of the voters of Ward 26 
was held this year, as provided by the act of annexa- 
tion, and a generous opportunity was afforded to the 
citizens of that ward to register as voters. 2,707 voters 
availed themselves of this opportunity. As our-report 
of the preceding year shows, there were 3,053 voters 
entitled to vote that year at the city election in said 
ward. There still remains a considerable number of 
persons who have the qualifications as voters in said 
ward who have neglected to register. 


MEMBERSHIP OF THE BOARD. 


The term of Edward A. McLaughlin, Esq., expired 
March 31, 1912. Hon. John B. Martin was appointed 
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as his successor for the term of four years ending March 

31, 1916, and was approved by the Civil Service Com- 

mission. He assumed the duties of his office May 1, 1912. 
John M. Minton, Esq., was designated by the Mayor 

as chairman of the Board of Election Commissioners 

and member of the Listing Board. 


ESTIMATE FOR THE ENSUING YEAR. 


In a communication to his Honor the Mayor we 
submitted our expenses as estimated for the ensuing 
year, giving an itemized statement for the same, which 
showed that the amount of $152,365 would be necessary.

The increase in the expenditures of the Election 
Department from $138,826.65 of the preceding year 
to $159,528.07 in the current year is due to the expense 
of conducting the presidential primary, held in each 
precinct of the city, and a special primary and election 
for Representative to the General Court in the Eigh- 
teenth Suffolk District, both of which cost at least 
$17,000; the increase in the number of precincts from 
206 to 221, and a new general registration in Ward 26.

Dear Sir,— In accordance with section 24, Revised 
Ordinances, 1898, City of Boston, I have the honor to 
submit herewith report of this department for the year, 
1 February, 1912, to 1 February, 1913. 

Appended are reports of the Chief of Department 
and the heads of the different branches; tables giving 
in detail the organization, work and cost of these 
branches; fire statistics for the year; location and 
valuation of department buildings; valuation of prop- 
erty in charge of the department; description of appa- 
ratus; roll of merit; changes in personnel, and 
treasurer’s report of the Relief Fund. 


FINANCES. 


The cost of maintenance, including all branches, was 
$1,726,116.53, an increase over 1911-12 of $113,721.22. 
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This increase was accounted for as follows, none of 
which could be avoided :

Increased pay. : 61,000 00 
Pay of additional men , 13,800 00

Aside from unavoidable increases the maintenance 
cost was $21,500 less than last year.

FirE FIGHTING FORCE. 


There are 961 permanent men assigned to duty in the 
fire fighting force as compared with 914 in 1911, an 
increase of 47. 

There are 116 employees in all other Greene 

During the year there have been fifteen retirements 
for age and disability. This covers the criticism of the 
department made two years ago by the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters. 

In line with the country-wide movement the salaries 
of members of all grades were increased during the 
year, as follows: 


Privates, from $1,200 to $1,300. 
Engineers, from $1,300 to $1,400. 
Lieutenants, from $1,400 to $1,600. 
Captains, from $1,600 to $1,800. 

District chiefs, from $2,000 to $2,300. 
One deputy chief, from $2,500 to $2,800.

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DETAILED MEN. 


Members of the department heretofore permanently 
detailed to the fire alarm and the repair shop have 
been transferred to those respective branches, so that 
hereafter each branch of the department will show the 
actual number of men employed therein. Previously 
the cost of these men was borne by the fire fighting force 
while their.services were rendered elsewhere. 


District LINES. 


The boundary lines of the fire districts have been 
rearranged to remove any uncertainty as to the responsi- 
bility and authority of district chiefs. 


CHAUFFEURS’ SCHOOL. 


At the school of instruction for chauffeurs an elabo- 
rate equipment has been installed. It consists of an 
automobile chassis with the working parts exposed to 
view of the students (loaned to the department through 
the courtesy of the Studebaker Company), and a 
demonstrating automobile which is set up on a testing 
plant; by this means the student becomes thoroughly 
acquainted with the handling of the speed or transmis- 
sion levers without liability of accident. The instruc- 
tion consists of lectures by a professor of gas engineering 
from Worcester Polytechnic Institute, practical demon- 
stration of automobile construction, practice on testing 
plant, and is completed with road work on a piece of 
motor fire apparatus. 


INSPECTIONS. 


There have been 19,408 inspections of schoolhouses, 
theatres, motion picture houses, buildings, ete. 

There have been issued 3,248 permits for fires in the 
open air, blasting, storage and transportation of dyna- 
mite, storage, sale and discharge of fireworks, under 
authority given by statute, ordinance or delegated by 
the district police. 

There have been 126 applications for gasolene licenses 
passed upon by this department. 
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New REGULATIONS. 


A board has been appointed to revise and bring up 
to date the regulations which govern the department. 
That board is now ready to report. 


CIVIL SERVICE. 


The extension to this department by the Civil Service 
Commission of promotion only by competitive exami- 
nation is, in my opinion, the fairest and most efficient 
method that can be devised. There have been quite a 
number of complaints of injustice to individuals which 
have some warrant in fact, but they are matters that 
can be adjusted at the next examination, and I have 
no doubt will then be remedied by the Civil Service 
Commission. 


CONSTRUCTION, SUPPLIES AND REPAIRS. 


There are now in service, or in course of construc- 
tion, five motor-driven combination chemical and hose 
wagons, four motor-driven city service hook and ladder 
trucks, and twelve chiefs’ runabouts. These will be 
placed in the suburbs where the runs are long, namely, 
Orient Heights (Kast Boston), Dorchester, West Roxbury, 
Hyde Park, Brighton, and the Parker Hill section of Rox- 
bury. They will add materially to the efficiency of the 
department. 


COMPARATIVE Cost — Motror APPARATUS. 


A careful study has been made of the comparative 
cost of motor and horse-drawn apparatus. The figures 
are very interesting and do not agree with those given 
by the builders of motor apparatus. These figures show 
that in large cities, where the apparatus is called upon 
to respond to alarms frequently, the cost of upkeep, 
including interest on the original investment, is greater 
than the cost of a similar piece of horse-drawn apparatus.

The balance in one case is in favor of horse-drawn 
apparatus by $133, and in the other case by $589. 

This, of course, does not take into consideration 
efficiency, nor the fact that the department gains the 
services of the driver as an addition to the fire fighting 
force. 

FIREPROOF VAULT FOR RECORDS. 


A fireproof vault has been built in the repair shop 
in which to store all valuable books, papers and records. 


FIRE ALARM. 


By reference to the report of the superintendent of 
this branch it will be seen that many improvements 
have been made toward bringing it up to date. There 
still remain a number of changes to be made in the office, 
which will be completed before another year. The 
question of underground cable construction is a serious 
one, and the city must prepare now to meet it. This 
is taken up in detail in the recommendations made 
later in this report. 


Loss PER ALARM AND PER CAPITA. 


During the fiscal year there were 811 more alarms 
than in the previous year. The loss per alarm was $459 
in 1912 as against $507 in 1911, and an average of 
$650 during the last fifteen years. 

The per capita fire loss for the fiscal year was $2.81 
as against an average for the past ten years of $3.58. 
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ADMINISTRATION. 


Filing and Correspondence. 


The headquarters have been rearranged and modern 
methods of correspondence and bookkeeping:have been 
introduced, the card system has been extended and the 
flat filing system installed, all of which should prove to 
be a great saver of time. The same system will be 
introduced into the different branches during the 
coming year. It is the intention to have one standard 
throughout the department. 


Compilation of Statutes and Ordinances. 


The statutes and ordinances bearing on this depart- 
ment have been compiled by Capt. Martin A. Kenealy 
of Engine 48, and are now in the hands of the printer. 
They will be distributed to the department. This is a 
most important work, as heretofore there was nothing 
to show the power, authority and responsibility of the 
Fire Commissioner or the Fire Department under the 
law. 

General Orders. 


A system of issuing general orders has been instituted, 
which gives prompt notice to the department of all 
matters of administration on which it should be informed. 
This method does away with a great deal of unnecessary 
work. 

Specifications for Motor Apparatus. 


An important work has been accomplished in drawing 
up specifications for automobile fire apparatus, and the 
testing of the same. ‘They have been used as a model 
by other cities of the country. 


Permits. 
The forms of permits have been revised to conform 
to the city ordinances and the method of recording and 
issuing them has been improved. 


Fire Prevention. 


The attention of fire departments throughout the 
country for the past two or three years has been drawn 
to the matter of fire prevention as well as fire extinguish- 
ment. ‘This is in line with all modern science in looking 
to the prevention as well as the cure. The figures of 
the annual fire loss in this country are appalling. The 
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more so when it is realized that at least 70 per cent of 
the loss is from preventable fires. Why the subject has 
remained so long quiescent is beyond comprehension. 
The only explanation is the entire unfamiliarity of the 
average citizen with the subject. 

There were 4,522 fires in Boston last year; three- 
quarters of these were caused by carelessness and lack 
of proper regulations. A comprehensive plan of regula- 
tion would save the city over a million dollars a year. 
Such a plan should be immediately adopted. 

At present the power and authority to regulate 
matters looking toward the prevention of fire is scattered 
-among seven different departments; none of them 
responsible for fire matters as a whole; most of them 
without sufficient men to enforce such authority as 
they have, and the Fire Department, which has the 
greatest knowledge and experience in such matters, has 
the least authority of all. 

The Fire Commissioner of Boston has recently served 
as a member of the Metropolitan Fire Hazard Com- 
mission, appointed by the Governor of the Common- 
wealth. This commission has been sitting twice a 
week since last August, and has had before it fire chiefs, 
fire prevention engineers, hydraulic engineers, real 
estate experts, architects, state police, chemists, builders, 
insurance men, and other men conversant with fire 
hazards. The commission has listened to their opinions, 
advice and suggestions, and has reported a bill to the 
Legislature. This bill asks for legislation on the fire 
hazard for the whole metropolitan district. Had the 
legislation pertained to the City of Boston alone, I 
believe it could have gone much further; therefore, as 
an official of the city, I deem it my duty to give to the 
city the benefit of the information I have received as a 
member of that commission. I submit the following 
recommendations: 

1. Within the building limits a section should be set 
off where, in the future, only first-class construction 
should be allowed. This section should be bounded as 
follows: 

Starting at the intersection of Berkeley and Boylston 
streets, easterly through Boylston street on both sides, 
to Tremont street, to Park street, to Beacon street, to 
Bowdoin street, to Ashburton place, to Somerset street, 
to Pemberton square all sides, to Cornhill, to Adams 
square, to Exchange street both sides, to State street 
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both sides, to the waterfront, thence southeasterly along 
the waterfront to the easterly extension of Kneeland 
street, to Eliot street, to Columbus avenue both sides, 
to Berkeley street both sides, to Boylston street, the 
point of beginning. 

Scattered through this section are already standing 
many first-class buildings, and it would seem that the 
city as a whole would derive much benefit without 
working any great hardship on the individual. 

2. The building or fire limits should be extended to 
include all of Charlestown, all of South Boston, all that 
part of East Boston south and west of Trumbull street, 
and all that part of Boston north and east of a line 
beginning at the intersection of the extension of Colum- 
bia road and the Old Harbor, then southwesterly 
through Columbia road to Blue Hill avenue, to Seaver 
street, to Columbus avenue, to Atherton street, to 
Mozart street, to Chestnut street, to Sheridan street, 
to Centre street, to Perkins street, to South Huntington 
avenue, to Castleton street, to the Brookline boundary line. 

3. That no more wooden roofs be allowed to be built 
anywhere in the city. 

4, That in all dwellings housing more than one 
family all construction below the first floor be fire 
resistive. 

5. That in all tenement houses there be no connec- 
tion between the first floor and basement. 

6. ‘That all buildings of five stories or more in height 
be of fire resistive construction. 

7. That fire escapes run to roofs when so ordered 
by the Fire Commissioner. 

8. That all window openings to fire escapes be either 
cut down to the level of the fire escape platform, or 
permanent steps be built so as to facilitate getting out 
of windows onto fire escapes. 

9. That all signs hereafter erected on buildings be 
subject to approval by the Fire Department. 

10. That in all repairs and additions to third-class 
construction the size of the building be not increased 
over 10 per cent. 

11. That the Fire Commissioner be a member of the 
Board of Appeal. 

12. That the School Committee be required to pro- 
vide a course for the study of fire prevention in the 
schools, for fifteen minutes each week. This is done in 
several cities. 
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13. That in buildings of second and third class con- 
struction no horses be allowed to be kept above the 
first floor unless there are two means of egress. 

14. That the sale of stove polish containing benzine, 
gasolene, naphtha or inflammable fluids be prohibited. 

15. That where chimney fires occur, owing to defec- 
tive chimneys, the owners of buildings be fined a reason- 
able amount, and that amount be turned into the 
Firemen’s Relief Fund. 

16. That the causing of fire through carelessness be 
made a misdemeanor and punished as such. 

17. That every theatre be required to have a fire 
alarm box on the stage. 

18. All buildings, other than single dwelling houses, 
should be equipped with gas shut-offs, either automatic, 
or manual that can be operated from the outside. 

19. No buildings of any kind should be allowed 
nearer than 10 feet of each other, unless all openings in 
walls within 10 feet of another wall are protected with 
wired glass, metal frames and sashes. 

20. That the use of any but safety matches be 
prohibited. 

If the Metropolitan Fire Hazard Bill is not passed I 
recommend that a fire prevention bureau be established 
by the City of Boston, and the necessary legislation 
petitioned for which will give to the Fire Commissioner 
power to enforce all laws, ordinances and regulations 
relating to fire hazards, fire menaces, fire escapes, fire 
extinguishing apparatus, transportation, sale, use and 
storage of explosives and inflammable materials, hazard- 
ous business, or anything relating to fire prevention now 
held by any other city or state department. The Fire 
Commissioner to grant all licenses and permits relating 
to fire hazards and combustibles, and to have authority 
as follows: 

(a.) To inspect all building plants. 

(b.) To cause obstacles which may interfere with 
means of exit to be removed from floors, hallways, 
stairs, fire escapes, etc. 

(c.) To require and regulate fire drills in theatres, 
public places of amusement, and public and private schools. 

(d.) To require proper safeguards to be placed on 
roof skylights. 

(e.) To order the installation of fire extinguishing 
appliances in railroad yards, lumber yards, factories, 
basements and cellars. 
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(f.) To regulate the accumulation and require the 
remeé@val of all combustible rubbish, ete. 

(g.) To regulate the use of salamander stoves. 

(h.) Toregulate the storage of combustible chemicals. 


High Pressure. 


The Public Works Department has completed plans 
for the building of the high pressure plant for the con- 
gested business district. It is to be located under- 
ground, in Charles street, between Beacon and Boylston ° 
streets. Advantage has been taken of the experience of 
New York, Philadelphia and Baltimore in the plans, 
and the Boston plant will be a great improvement over 
these three. When this is completed the city will have 
in the congested district an additional fire fighting equip- 
ment the equivalent of thirty steam fire engines. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Motor Apparatus. 


I would especially call your attention to the recom- 
mendations of the Chief of Department as to the 
installation of motor apparatus. Plans, as laid down 
by him, will call for $300,000 to be-spent during the 
next two years for this purpose. If carried out it would 
practically motorize all of Dorchester, Hyde Park, 
Brighton, West Roxbury, Jamaica Plain, and part of 
Charlestown, East Boston and South Boston, and the 
wagons of the repair shop and fire alarm branch. This 
would increase the efficiency of the department at least 
25 per cent. It would also motorize apparatus in the 
downtown district that is seldom called out and make 
for a marked saving of expense. 

I would also recommend that the $15,000 already 
appropriated for a fire station for Parker Hill be trans- 
ferred to motor apparatus to be used for the purchase 
of a motor ladder truck and a motor pumping engine 
to cover the Parker Hill section. This will give this 
section the needed protection. 


New Stations. 

Three new stations should be built this year; one in 
Charlestown, if built on land now used by the Fire 
Department, to cost, with equipment, $40,000; one in 
Dorchester, in the vicinity of King square, to cost, 
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with equipment, $50,000; and one in Readville, to cost, 
with equipment, $25,000; the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad Company will furnish the land 
at a nominal rent. I would, therefore, recommend a 
special appropriation of $115,000 to build three new 
stations as outlined above. 


Salem Street Fire Station. 

I renew my recommendations made to you last year 
that the coal station and fire station of Engine 8 on 
Salem street be disposed off and a new site purchased 
on Hanover street, in the vicinity of Blackstone and 
Richmond streets. This would call for about $50,000 
in addition to the money raised from the sale of the 
Salem street site. 


FirE ALARM UNDERGROUND CONSTRUCTION. 


I would call your attention to the recommendations 
of the superintendent of fire alarm in regard to under- 
eround construction. ‘There should be additional cable 
laid to establish an independent and interchangeable 
system, so that in case of an accident or breakdown 
another section of cable could be used without inter- 
rupting the service. For this purpose we should need 
this year $31,000 in addition to our regular appropria- 
tion, and I, therefore, reeommend a special appropriation 
to cover this amount. During the next four years we 
should spend at least $50,000 a year on this important 
branch of the service. 


ISOLATED FirRE ALARM OFFICE. 


I would again call your attention to the hazardous 
location of the fire alarm office, and recommend that 
new quarters be erected of fireproof construction, and 
in an isolated location. In this connection, in the 
interests of efficiency and economy, I would recommend 
that careful consideration be given to the subject of 
placing the fire alarm office in the new building designed 
for the high pressure pumping plant. Combining these 
two stations into one would mean a saving to the city 
of $75,000 over what they would cost if built separately. 
The original estimate of this department for this prop- 
osition was $225,000, which I find no reason to change 
at this time. 
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WINDING, LIGHTING AND REPAIRING CLOCKS. 


I would again recommend that the expense and labor 
of winding, lighting and repairing clocks of the city be 
transferred to some other department. It not only 
takes firemen away from their duty, but adds to the 
expense of fire fighting. This is unfair, and when the 
figures go out to the country it makes the cost higher 
in comparison with the other cities. It is not any part 
of a fireman’s business to wind, hight and repair clocks. 


ONE-WAY STREETS. 


I would again recommend that Mason street and 
Howard street be made one-way streets for the better 
efficiency of the fire companies stationed in or near those 
streets. 


DUPLICATION IN NAMES OF STREETS. 


I would recommend that the names of streets be 
changed so that there would be no two streets with the 
same name in the city. The increased number of notifi- 
cations of fire to this department by means of the 
telephone, and the confusion that arises in locating the 
fire due to duplication in the names of streets calls for 
these changes. 

In conclusion, I would state that the work of the 
members of this department has been efficiently per- 
formed during the year. I desire to express my appre- 
ciation for the hearty cooperation of the Board of Fire 
Underwriters and the other departments of the city 
with this department, and especially thank the Public 
Works Department, the Police Department, the Build- 
ing Department and the Wire Department.

REPORT OF CHIEF OF THE DEPARTMENT.

The following is the report of the Fire Department 
for the year ending 31 January, 1913. 

During the calendar year the department has 
responded to 5,244 alarms. ‘The fire loss was $2,531,017. 


. 


ADDITIONS AND CHANGES. 


A gasolene combination chemical engine and hose 
wagon was put in service with Engine 37, replacing the 
horse-drawn hose wagon. ‘This was for the _ better 
protection of the Parker Hill section. 

A gasolene combination chemical engine and ladder 
truck was installed in the station at the corner of Cal- 
lender and Lyons streets, Dorchester, and a new com- 
pany known as Ladder Company 29 was organized to 
man this apparatus. This was for the better protec- 
tion of the Talbot avenue section of Dorchester. 

A gasolene chemical engine and ladder truck has been 
received, to be installed in the quarters of Engine Com- 
pany 41, and a new company should be organized, to be 
known as Ladder Company 31, to man this apparatus. 
This company will replace Chemical Company 6, which 
should be disbanded. 

A horse-drawn steam fire engine was installed in the 
station of Hose Company 48, Hyde Park, and a com- 
pany to be known as Engine Company 48 was organ- 
ized to man this apparatus, and Hose Company 48 was 
disbanded. 

A water tower equipped with a quick-raising device 
was installed in the quarters of Tower Company 1 and 
the apparatus formerly used by that company placed in 
reserve in the East Boston district. 

A gasolene chemical engine and ladder truck has been 
received, to be installed in the quarters of Engine Com- 
pany 42, and a new company should be organized, to be 
known as Ladder Company 30, to man this apparatus. 
This company will replace Chemical Company 5, which 
should be temporarily disbanded. 
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It should later be reorganized to man the gasolene 
combination chemical which is expected soon to be 
installed in the quarters of Ladder Company 23. This 
is for the better protection of the Grove Hall section. 

A gasolene combination chemical has been purchased 
and is expected to be installed in the quarters of Chem- 
ical Company 11 in a short time, replacing the horse- 
drawn apparatus in service with that company. This 
will afford additional protection in the Talbot avenue 
section of Dorchester. 

A gasolene chemical engine and ladder truck has been 
purchased to replace the horse-drawn truck now in serv- 
ice with Ladder Company 21; this is for the better 
protection of the Orient Heights section of East Boston. 

A new berth for Fireboat Engine 44 and station for 
crew, at Northern Avenue Bridge, was completed and 
occupied. 

A new fire station in Oak square was completed and 
is now ready for the installation of the apparatus and 
men. 

Plans and specifications were prepared and _ bids 
requested to remodel the quarters of Ladder Company 
24. The house should be enlarged to accommodate 
extra men necessary to increase the strength to twelve 
men. 

The services of twenty-seven call men have been dis- 
pensed with in District 15, Hyde Park. 

The single jacket hose in service in Hyde Park at the 
time of annexation was condemned and replaced with 
double jacket hose. . 

A motor launch was placed in service for use in the 
marine district. 

Kight turret nozzles were placed on hose wagons, 
making a total of twenty-eight now in service. 


BUILDINGS. 


As in my previous report, I must call your attention 
again to the fact that a great many of the stations in 
this department are not modern. At the time these 
stations were built the department was mainly on a 
call basis, and consequently a small amount of space 
was planned for the housing of the few permanent 
men assigned. The addition of men and horses to meet 
the increasing demands of the service has used up the 
reserve space to the limit. 
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With the incoming of motor apparatus these condi- 
tions will, no doubt, be somewhat improved, as space 
now given to supplies and equipment for horses may be 
utilized for other needs. 

To keep this property in anything like good order 
requires the constant attention of the men in the different 
repair squads. 

The interiors, as regards cleanliness, are in satis- 
factory condition. 

The exterior wood and metal work of several houses 
have been painted since the last report and a plan 
evolved that will in time care for all stations in a similar 


» Manner. 


Shower baths have been installed in several houses. 
A more sanitary drainage system is installed in the 
house of Ladder 24. A few houses have been remodeled, 
affording separate rooms for leutenants. 


APPARATUS AND EQUIPMENT. 


The annual inspection and test of apparatus and 
equipment, including hose, found everything in good 
condition. 

BuILpDING INSPECTION. 


Theatres, motion picture houses and all places of 
public assembly in this city were inspected by this 
department for either a new or renewal of license. The 
law compels a yearly renewal. 

A weekly inspection and report was made of theatres 
and motion picture houses. 

Inspections were made and reports submitted weekly 
of buildings which were visited, and hazardous condi- 
tions, when found, were brought to the attention of 
those officials under whose supervision they came. 

A monthly inspection of all fire appliances in schools, 
libraries and other public buildings was made and 
conditions reported. 

On request, signs erected on roofs of buildings were 
inspected and reported on. 

This department made inspections and reports on all 
applications for licenses for the storage of gasolene. 

Many inspections of reported hazardous conditions 
were made by request. 

A member of this department was specially detailed 
to safeguard the transportation of explosives. 

It can be readily seen by the foregoing that this 
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department, primarily organized to extinguish fires, has 
demands upon it for other purposes, without the neces- 
sary men, without authority to enforce penalties for 
violations of laws, or to remedy hazardous conditions 
when found. 

It is the duty of officers of this department to visit 
all buildings in their company subdistrict, so as to 
become familiar with inside and exterior conditions. 

This knowledge they must possess to use in fighting 
fire in same, to keep fire from getting in, or to save life. 
If, however, this department is expected to go further, 
then legislation is necessary to give authority, and an 
organization perfected to enforce such authority. A 
special force would be required for this work. 


DRILLS. 


During the year all companies have held weekly drills 
and all men coming into the department have passed 
through the regular drill school. 

During the year twelve men have successfully passed 
the school of instruction for engineers. 


Mutua AID. 


The same willingness to cooperate exists in the fire 
departments of the cities and towns adjacent to Boston. 
During the past year we have sent apparatus to Cam- 
bridge, Watertown and Everett. 


FIRE HAZARD AND PREVENTION. 


With the exception that the incoming motor apparatus 
will add celerity and mobility, and a high pressure 
system will provide larger and more effective streams, 
the science and appliances for extinguishing fire have 
about reached their limit of effectiveness. Thus, fire 
prevention, by removing and curtailing the known 
hazards, is the proper direction in which to move. 

A state commission is at present at work on obtaining 
facts to be used to procure remedial legislation to pre- 
vent this enormous pecuniary loss. 


CIVIL SERVICE. 


Promotions have been made from the list in order. 

Motor apparatus replacing horse-drawn has changed 
certain requirements to properly man the apparatus of 
this department. 
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At present an automobile school is maintained to 
teach the operation and care of same. This method of 
obtaining chauffeurs weakens the fire fighting strength 
of the companies in that men are periodically detached 
from them to attend the school. 

As it appears that motor-driven apparatus is to be 
added to this department in considerable numbers in 
the near future, the problem of obtaining the required 
number of men with sufficient knowledge to safely 
operate them will be more complex. 

If feasible, a plan to have the appointees of this 
department equipped with this knowledge would release 
the City of Boston from the expense of maintaining 
such an expensive school and, what is more important, 
would keep more men in quarters.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Many of the recommendations made in the last annual 
report have been carried out, and I reiterate my request 
for remaining items, with additional recommendations, 
the carrying out of which will, in my opinion, bring this 
department up to the standard of efficiency that our 
citizens expect. 

FIRE STATIONS... 


A site should be secured and a house built in the 
Readville section of Hyde Park to replace the present 
quarters of Hose Company 49, which are not adapted 
for the service. 

A new station should be built on the site of Chemical 
Company 3, Winthrop street, Charlestown, for an engine 
company. 
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A new station on the same site for Engine Company 
26-35. These quarters are inadequate for the number 
of men housed there. Any new plan should include 
offices for the Chief of Department. 

Arrangements should be made, if possible, to obtain 
more room in the present building in which are the 
quarters of Engine Company 4, Chemical Company 
1 and Water Tower Company 1. The present smoking 
and recreation room for the men of these companies 
is not fit for the purpose. 

The present site of Engine 17 and Ladder 7 should be 
disposed of, and a new site secured and a station built 
for these companies, or a new house built on the same site. 

‘A new station is needed to replace present quarters of 
Engine Company 8. 

The City of Boston at the present time owns a lot of 
land in that part of West Roxbury known as German- 
town, which should be held as a site for a future fire 
station. 

If another station is contemplated in the Dorchester 
section, it should be erected in the vicinity of King 
square. 

Now that a municipal building is being erected in 
South Boston that will include the municipal court, 
the building vacated should be remodeled for Ladder 
Company 5. 

Chemical Company 8 is very Ear in need of a heat- 
ing plant. These quarters are at present heated by 
stoves. 

The recommendations made in the last report for the 
substitution of shower rooms for bathtubs in the houses 
have been generally carried out, and I hope as far each 
year as the financial conditions will permit that this 
necessary adjunct for the comfort of the men will be 
installed in the houses. 

I would recommend that, where possible, the work 
of providing separate rooms for all officers be continued. 


APPARATUS. 


Engines. 

A gasolene combination pumping engine and hose 
wagon, to have a pump capacity of at least 700 gallons 
per minute, to be purchased for the Readville station 
to be erected. 

A tractor-drawn steam fire engine, with a pump 
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capacity of at least 1,000 gallons per minute, for new 
station recommended on Winthrop street, Charlestown. 

A gasolene combination pumping engine and hose 
wagon, to have a pump capacity of at least 700 gallons 
per minute, for service in the new station at Oak square, 
Brighton. 

Also gasolene combination pumping engines and hose 
wagons, of a pump capacity of at least 700 gallons per 
minute, to replace the present horse-drawn steam fire 
engines in the quarters of Engine Companies 2, 11, 19, 
30, 32, 34 and 42. 

Tractors should be applied to the present horse-drawn 
steam fire engines in the quarters of Engine Companies 
10, 20 and 41. 


Chemical and Hose Combination Wagons. 
Gasolene combination chemical and hose wagons to 
replace the present horse-drawn hose wagons in the 
quarters of Engine Companies 5, 16, 17, 20, 28, 29, 41, 
45, 46 and 48. 
A motor-driven high pressure hose wagon for the 
engine company recommended in Charlestown. 


Chemical Engines. 

The horse-drawn chemical engines at present located 
in the houses of Chemical Companies 1, 2, 4, 7, 8, 9, 10, 
12 and 14, to be replaced by motor-driven chemical 
engines with two tanks each capable of holding at least 
80 gallons. 

Ladder Trucks. 

Seventy-five or 85-foot aerial trucks, motor-driven, 
should be procured for service in the quarters of Ladder 
Companies 4 and 12 to replace the present horse-drawn 
box trucks. 

Motor-driven combination ladder trucks, to replace 
the present horse-drawn trucks should be installed in 
the quarters of the following companies, viz.: Ladder 
Companies 6, 7, 10, 16, 19, 20, 28, 24, 25, 26 and 27. 

Tractors should be applied to the present horse-drawn 
apparatus in the houses of Ladder Companies 14 and 15. 


Water Towers. 
The present horse-drawn Water Towers 1, 2 and 3, 
to have tractors installed. This in the interest of 
economy. 
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Miscellaneous. 


The district chiefs should be furnished with motor- 
driven runabouts as soon as possible. The handicap of 
a horse-drawn wagon in the outlying districts is strongly 
felt by the officers in command of these sections. 

Again I reiterate that it would be of great advantage 
to this department, and a measure of economy, to have 
a motor-driven wagon procured to replace the present 
horse-drawn wagon attached to the fire alarm branch, 
and a motor-driven wrecking wagon attached to the 
repair shop. 

Men. 


The following men would be needed to operate the 
recommended apparatus: 

Readville Station.— This company should consist of a 
lieutenant and six men; as two men are at present on 
Hose Company 49, which would be disbanded and the 
men transferred to the new company, this would 
require the appointment of but five men. The services 
of the call men attached to this company could be dis- 
pensed with. 

Oak Square Station.— A lheutenant and seven men 
would be required for this company. 

Grove Hall Station.— A lieutenant and five men will 
be required to man the combination chemical purchased 
for these quarters. 

The engine company recommended for the Winthrop 
street station in Charlestown to replace Chemical 3 
would require but six men, as with Chemical 3 disbanded 
the men on that company could be transferred to the 
engine company. 

Four men would be required to bring Ladder Com- 
pany 24 up to the strength recommended. 

The motor-driven ladder truck recommended for the 
quarters of Engine 41 will require four men. Chemical 
Company 6 should be disbanded and the men trans- 
ferred to the truck. 

The motor-driven ladder truck recommended for the 
quarters of Engine 42 will require three men. Chemical 
Company 5 should be disbanded temporarily and the 
men transferred to the truck. 

In the event of a gasolene combination pumping 
engine replacing the horse-drawn engine now in service 
with Engine Company 11, I recommend that this 
apparatus be installed in Chemical House 7, East 
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Boston, and an engine company be organized to man 
the same. This would require twelve men. 

An additional man should be assigned to each of the 
following companies to bring them up to the proper 
strength, viz.: Engine Companies 2, 5, 16, 19, 24, 29 

and 30. 

-_ The morale of the fire fighting force is excellent, and, 
as always, the willingness to assist displayed by those 
who co-operated with us is worthy of commendation.

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CONSTRUCTION DIVISION. 


Owing to a special appropriation a large amount of 
work has been accomplished this year. Seventy-six 
fire alarm boxes have been established, of which fifty-nine 
are department boxes located on streets, three private 
boxes and four boxes with auxiliary attachments located 
in buildings, and ten schoolhouse boxes, seven of which 
were placed to be of benefit to the general public. 
Twelve boxes were moved to better locations and forty- 
nine changes were made in the numbers of boxes in 
order to have the numbers grouped in a more system- 
atic way. Because of the large increase in the number 
of boxes, four new circuits were made, two of them in 
Brighton, one in the city proper and one in East Boston. 
All boxes and posts were painted by contract. 

Several improvements have been made in the fire 
alarm office. A new 110-circuit testing board was 
installed; a ten-pen ink register was replaced by three 
four-pen registers, and an old fault detector was removed; 
wooden mountings for instruments have been removed 
and slate substituted; registers that record the alarms 
from the Boston Automatic Fire Alarm Company and 
from the city of Cambridge were installed; new storage 
batteries for local circuits, a new charging board and 
new battery racks were set up and many changes were 
made in the office wiring. A new telephone terminal 
and protector boards were installed, and a new cable 
laid to the main terminal room. 

A new filing cabinet was bought for the superin- 
tendent’s office; a Western Union Company clock was 
bought for the office; maps of the underground system 
and of circuits have been made and brought up to date. 

Many changes and additions to the lighting and 
signaling system in department houses have been made; 
an entirely new equipment was installed in the new 
quarters of Engine Company 44 at Northern Avenue 
Bridge; new punching registers have been put in service 
in the houses of Chemical Company 8 and Engine Com- 
pany 44, and new registers have been bought for other 
houses. 

Fifty-three new lamp-posts were set up and thirteen 
old ones replaced with new ones. Five new test posts 
were installed and four old ones replaced by new. Iron 
test posts are now being used instead of wooden posts. 
Thirty cable test boxes were established. 


24 City Document No. 14. 


Six thousand nine hundred and seventy feet of 3-inch 
ducts were laid underground to be used mostly for post 
and pole connections. 

In September last a contract was made with the 
American Electrical Works of Phillipsdale, R. I., to 
furnish 60,684 feet of cable of various sizes, and to 
install approximately 53,855 feet. This work has been 
seriously delayed and is yet unfinished. 

The department force has installed about 7,682 feet 
of cable of different sizes in several sections of the city; 
23,280 feet of aerial cable has been strung on poles, and 
approximately twenty-one and one-half miles of new 
wire have been used in the extension of the service and 
in replacing old wire. About forty miles of dead wire 
have been removed from poles. 

Arrangements have been made to install a red light 
over every fire alarm box and to substitute electricity 
for gas in the lamp-posts now in service. Two boxes, 
714 and 71, are already being lighted by electricity.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Many improvements should be made in this branch 
to bring the system up to a proper standard. ‘To do 
everything that is necessary would mean a very large 
expenditure, but a special appropriation should be made 
each year in order to accomplish the result. The most 
important thing to consider is to improve present 
conditions rather than to extend the system. The 
following are the more important features of the system 
that demand immediate attention. 


Automobiles. 


The necessity of keeping the fire alarm system always 
in serviceable condition demands means by which 
faults may be located and corrected quickly. At present 
a large amount of valuable time is lost when trouble 
occurs in reaching the seat of the trouble. At times 
many boxes or tappers are out of service when a circuit 
is open, and in case of fire serious results might happen 
because of lack of facilities for the public to notify the 
department. In general work, also, much more could 
be accomplished if so much time were not lost in going 
from place to place. Two runabouts and a small auto- 
truck should be bought to remedy this condition. 
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Outside Construction. 

Many of the cables in Boston proper are old and may 
need to be replaced at any time. In order to avoid 
serious trouble, because of defective cable, new cables 
should be laid in various sections to relieve the old 
cables of parts of their loads, and frequent test points 
should be established to make an easily interchangeable 
system. This work is most important. 

The amount of underground cables would be approxi- 
mately 258 miles of wire. The amount of wire removed 
from poles due to the underground work would be 
approximately 62 miles. When installed this cable wire 
should allow for the future and enough extra conductors 
are figured on to provide for additional circuits. In 
some of the locations there are no wires at present, but 
cables must be laid in order to divide present circuits. 

There are about 330 miles of wire strung on poles in 
the system. A large part of this wire is bare and in 
many places on poles with high voltage wires. Much 
of this wire should be renewed and where possible 
wires should be put underground. Thousands of feet of 
ducts are being held in reserve for the use of the city’s 
cables. 


Interchangeable System of Underground Cables. 


I would recommend that enough cable be purchased 
to establish an interchangeable system. This would 
cost, approximately, $31,000, and would give the desired 
protection to the congested districts of the city. 


Boxes. 


There are on file requests for over one hundred signal 
boxes and in most cases these requests should be granted. 
There are many places where the distance between 
boxes is far too great. 

Circuits. 

Some of the box circuits are overloaded and new 
circuits should be made to relieve these conditions. In 
some sections of the city additional tapper circuits 
should be installed so that the striking apparatus in 
too many of the department houses in one section will 
not be on the same circuit. 


Office Apparatus. 


New registers to record alarms from boxes should be 
bought and a new manual transmitter, to be used as a 
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spare machine, should be installed. A new generator 
should be set up in the repair shop to be used for 
fire alarm purposes and at least one more motor generator 
should be purchased. 


Telephone System. 

The telephone system is old and out of date. A new 
common battery system should be installed, but if the 
present system is to be continued public exchange lines 
should be installed in each division and district head- 
quarters. 

Wiring in Department Houses. 

The wiring in the lighting and fire alarm systems in 
several of the department houses is not in accord with 
present day requirements and must be changed. ‘Test 
switches should be installed in all houses so as to facili- 
tate the location of circuit troubles, and in some houses 
additional tappers would improve the service. 


Hyde Park. 


When the service of call men in Hyde Park is dis- 
continued, the tower bells and whistle should be removed 
from the service and the signal boxes timed to corre- 
spond with the Boston system. Circuits should be run 
to the Bristol street office, but the present automatic 
equipment, located in the house of Engine 48, should be 
kept to be used in case of emergency. The boxes in 
this district are old and of an inferior make and should 
be replaced with new and up-to-date types.

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PROMOTION. 


Under the rules of the Civil Service Commission, 
adopted 18 July, 19138, promotions in the Boston Fire 
Department will be made hereafter only after competi- 
tive examination under the following regulations: 


Civil Service Regulations, 66. 


(a.) Promotions in the Fire Department of the City of Boston shall be 
made only after open competitive examination, and by successive grades so 
far as practicable; such examinations to be open to all members of the grade 
from which the promotion is to be made who possess the qualifications as to 
time and nature of service fixed by the commission. 

(b.) Competitive promotion examinations will be held from time to 
time, as often as may be necessary, to meet or to anticipate the needs of 
the higher grades; and due notice will be given by the commission as to 
the dates of such examinations and the qualifications required of candidates. 

(c.) Persons qualified and who desire to take such promotion examina- 
tions shall file notice thereof with the commission at such times as it will fix. 

(d.) Candidates for such promotion examinations will be marked on the 
following subjects: (1) Seniority or length of service; (2) Efficiency and 
record in the department; (3) Physical condition; (4) Knowledge of duties 
and of the law, and such other subjects as the commission may prescribe. 

(e.) As the result of such competitive promotion examinations the com- 
mission will establish promotion lists; and whenever a promotion is to be 
made it will certify, upon requisition of the appointing officer, the names of 
the two persons standing highest on the promotion list; and one of such 
persons so certified shall be entitled to promotion, unless the appointing 
officer shall, upon written charges filed with the commission, satisfy it 
that an additional name should be certified. 

(f.) Norecommendation for the promotion of any member of the depart- 
ment shall be considered by the appointing officer unless it be made by 
the official or officials under whose immediate supervision such member 
has served; and such recommendation by any other person, if made with 
the knowledge and consent of the member serving, shall be sufficient cause 
for debarring him from the promotion proposed. 

(g.) No person shall remain eligible for promotion for more than two 
years upon any promotion list unless the commission shall by vote continue 
the eligibility beyond such period. 

(h.) If the candidates for promotion to any position shall be less than 
three (3) in number, the commission may assent to the promotion of a 
candidate nominated by the appointing officer, after the passing by said 
candidate of a suitable noncompetitive examination. 

(t.) The weights for the various subjects in competitive promotion 
examinations shall be as follows:

(j.) Credit on the subject of seniority shall be given only for the length 
of service in the grade in which the candidate is serving (as shown by the 
records) at the time of the promotion examination, and for which he seeks 
promotion, and shall be as follows: 

The minimum mark shall be 50 per cent. 

Three per cent shall be added for each full year of the first ten years of 
service. 

One per cent shall be added for each full subsequent year. 

Norr.— The above is substantially the Chicago rule (see Civil Service 
Rule 7, Sect. 7). In New York (Civil Service Rule 15, Sect. 6) the maxi- 
mum term of service in a position of grade to be considered in the rating 
for seniority is 15 years. 

(k.) Credit on the subject of efficiency and record in the department 
will be based on two factors: 

(1.) The candidate’s qualifications of judgment, coolness, courage, 
executive ability, capacity for command of men, etc., the candidate’s 
mark on examination to be based on the judgment of the Fire Commis- 
sioner filed in writing with the commission. 

(2.) The candidate’s record as shown on the official files of the Fire 
Department, including both merits and demerits.

Sir,— The Board of Health respectfully presents the 
forty-first annual report of the department, covering its 
operations for the financial year ending January 31, 
1913, and the mortality statistics for the calendar year 
ending December 31, 1912. 

The total number of deaths for the year was 11,643. 
The estimated population in the middle of the year was 
720,031. The death rate for the year as calculated on 
this population per 1,000 inhabitants was 16.17. This 
rate was lower by .91 than that of the previous year, 
and lower by 1.84 than the average for the previous ten 
years. 

In fact, this death rate, 16.17 per 1,000 population, is 
the lowest rate Boston ever had. 

So also the death rates for each of the following 
diseases, tuberculosis, diphtheria, typhoid fever and 
searlet fever, were never so low in Boston as in the year 
1912.

DIVISION OF SANITARY INSPECTION. 
The force of inspectors was increased from twenty-two 
to thirty-four, and the number of police officers assigned 
to the department was increased from five to ten, and 
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with these additional employees the efficiency of this 
branch of the service has been greatly enhanced. Under 
a general redistricting each inspector has been given 
a specific territory, and the officers, whose principal 
duty is the inspection of yards, areas and passageways, 
have been assigned to cover certain sections of the city. 

Nearly all the ‘‘public dumps,”’ which for years have 
been the cause of general complaint and a source of 
nuisance, have been abolished, and the time formerly 
consumed in regulating the proper maintenance of these 
places may soon be given over to other matters. 

During the year a large number of privy vaults, of 
the waterfront type, have been abolished, and modern 
water-closet facilities connected with the sewerage. 
system have been installed for the use of the em- 
ployees on wharves and in warehouses. 

Examinations have been made as to the sanitary 
condition of theaters, public halls and moving picture 
houses in the city, and the proprietors of such places were 
compelled to comply with the requirements of this 
Board before the regular yearly licenses were issued to 
them by the Mayor. 

Many large areas in the outlying sections of the city 
which contained stagnant water were petrolized in an 
effort to minimize the breeding of mosquitoes and flies. 
The theory that the stable fly is a carrier of the organ- 
ism which creates infantile paralysis has led to the 
adoption of a new set of regulations for the storing, 
handling and transportation of manure, and _ their 
enforcement is to be given special attention. 

A number of small dwellings were erected in West 
Roxbury in which families were found to be living 
under insanitary conditions. The owners of the land 
were compelled to meet the requirements of the Health 
Department, so that these houses are now in a satis- 
factory condition. 

In future plans for the erection or reconstruction 
of buildings for any purpose must be approved by the 
Board of Health in so far as they relate to sanitation. 

A record, in detail, of every building in the city for- 
merly used for stable purposes is now on file. In the 
case of stables which are not to be occupied again for 
stable purposes, it is the intention of the Board to 
obtain from the owners releases of stable rights, and in 
the case of dilapidated stables to get from the owners 
permission to have them demolished. 
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The hotel and restaurant kitchens of the city have 
been subjected to careful inspection and, improvements 
have been recommended and made in many of them. 

It is hoped that the law classifying three-apartment 
houses as tenement houses and providing a penalty for 
overcrowding lodging rooms will be adopted by the 
General Court of 1913. The prospects for its passage 
are bright, and the enforcement of the provisions of such 
an act will materially benefit the sanitary condition of 
the city generally. 

Important work has been done in the Hyde Park 
section of the city, recently annexed, and the condition 
of the Neponset river —its most serious nuisance — 
is in a greatly improved state. 

Other accomplishments have been the completion of 
the tenement house, barber shop, bakery, ice cream, 
milk store and restaurant card-index files, the almost 
complete effacement of the milk ‘‘dip-tank,’’ and the 
inauguration of a system for the collection by the Ani- 
mal Rescue League of the bodies of animals not in the 
public highways. 


DIVISION OF CHILD HYGIENE. 


During the past: year the number of nurses for pre- 
natal and post-natal work was increased from two to 
ten, and each nurse assigned to a district. Efforts were 
made to encourage breast feeding of infants, with 
successful results. 

At the opening of the school term in September a 
thorough examination of the lungs, heart and spine of 
every child entering the school was made. 

According to statute law every minor under the age 
of sixteen years must show a certificate from this division 
before being allowed to go to work. This examination 
is maintained to insure that candidates for employment 
are physically fit to pursue the avocations which they 
elect, and is in charge of one physician and one nurse. 
During the year 6,272 examinations were made. 


DIVISION OF VITAL STATISTICS. 


Special work of this division during the year 1912 
included preparation for the vital statistics exhibit at 
the International Congress on Hygiene and Demography, 
Washington, D. C., 1912, and several special investiga- 
tions which have been fully reported in the medical 
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journals. Perhaps the two most important subjects 
analyzed were “‘The Relation of the Foreign Population 
to the Mortality Rates of Boston,” and ‘‘the Statistical 
Comparison of the Mortality of Breast-Fed and Bottle- 
Fed Infants.’ During the coming year further important 
analyses should be possible, based upon the detailed 
population figures of the last census, which are now 
being published by the Census Bureau. 


BACTERIOLOGICAL LABORATORY. 


During the year 26,667 diagnostic examinations have 
been made, or an average of 73 perday. Seven thousand 
seven hundred eighty-one milk specimens were also 
examined. Diphtheria shows a gratifying decrease, 
fewer examinations having been requested than in any 
year since 1908, and there have been fewer positive 
findings for diagnoses than in any year since 1905. 
The figures showing the whole number of persons 
found positive during these years are as follows:

There were but 63 examinations for cholera this year 
as contrasted with 3,366 last year. Malaria shows a 
decrease from 298 to 265 examinations. Examinations 
for tuberculosis, typhoid fever, glanders, gonorrheal 
ophthalmia, gonorrheal urethritis and miscellaneous 
tests are all increased over last year and, excepting 
typhoid, are higher than in any previous year. 

The laboratory makes free diagnostic examinations 
of specimens for the above-named diseases for Boston 
physicians or patients. It is expected that specimens 
will be submitted in the outfits provided by the labora- 
tory, which may be obtained at any of its culture stations. 

It will greatly facilitate the examinations and much 
trouble will be avoided if physicians when taking speci- 
mens will carefully follow the directions accompanying 
the outfits. 


BUREAU OF INSPECTION OF MILK AND VINEGAR. 

Some of the important subjects considered during 
1912 were as follows: 

A persistent effort was made to insure consumers 
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receiving milk containing a normal amount of cream, 
and a large number of court actions were brought 
against milkmen for the sale of partially skimmed milk. 
These cases will, it is expected, decrease the number 
of samples indicating cream abstraction. 

Further attempts have been made to lessen the misuse 
of milk containers by customers and to insure the prompt 
return of these vessels to their owners. Such success 
has attended this work that the number of milk bottles 
collected from the various city dumps in 1912 was 
materially less than the number of containers so pro- 
cured in 1911. 

While clean milk is legally required difficulty has been 
experienced in compelling its sale in clean vessels. 
Legislation has been suggested which it is thought will 
meet this situation. 

Other important and necessary legislation recom- 
mended was: 

1. That the terms ‘“‘milk” and ‘‘pure milk,” as 
defined in the statutes, apply to products like cream and 
buttermilk, so as to insure their reaching customers free 
from foreign substances. 

2. That ice cream dealers be licensed, and that 
there be power to revoke permits by reason of insanitary 
surroundings or methods, and that the mixing of new 
with old ice cream be prohibited. 

3. That a fat standard be established for whole milk 
cheese, and that skimmed milk cheese be labeled when 
sold. 

4. That astandard be established limiting the amount 
of water in butter. 


DIvIsION oF Datry INSPECTION. 


The inspection of all dairies supplying milk to Boston, 
numbering about 7,500, has been conducted during the 
year 1912. While there has been an increase in the num- 
ber of dairies supplying milk to Boston the past year, 
there has been a decided decrease in the number of 
dairies within a fifty-mile haul of Boston, and the 
problem of getting a nearby fresh supply of milk is 
becoming a serious one for this department. Market 
milk is now brought in from a distance of 400 miles from 
Boston. "a: 

During the past year daily inspections were made of 
all the receiving stations of the contractors in Boston 
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and vicinity, and as a result of these inspections sanitary 
improvements have been made in the buildings, and the 
methods of pasteurizing have been perfected. 


Division oF Foop INSPECTION. 


A bill was introduced into the Legislature having for 
its purpose the licensing of egg-breaking plants, sausage 
factories, preserve factories and similar institutions. 

A bill was also introduced to prohibit the sale of horse 
meat for human food, inasmuch as the same receives no 
inspection at time of slaughter. The department believes 
this to be desirable legislation, but, although introduced 
for two years, it has been given leave to withdraw by 
the committee each year. 

In accordance with provisions of chapter 448, Acts of 
1912, the Board of Health considered the question of 
the covering of foodstuffs. A hearing was had on this 
matter, and as a result a set of regulations was drawn up 
and submitted to the State Board of Health for approval. 


QUARANTINE. 


The steamer ‘‘ Vigilant’’ was rebuilt. 

All the buildings have been thoroughly renovated 
and an electric lighting system installed. The old bath 
house has been thoroughly overhauled, the tubs and 
toilets removed, and fitted up for a recreation and 
detention hall. One end has been equipped with shower 
baths. | 

The prevalence of bubonic plague in foreign ports 
during the summer necessitated very stringent regula- 
tions in regard to ships arriving from such ports. 


SMALLPOX HOSPITAL. 


‘A new drain was laid and connection made with the 
sewer in Atkinson street. All the buildings were 
painted and a fence erected. 


CONVENIENCE STATIONS. 


During the year 1912 contracts were awarded for the 
building of four new above-ground stations for men 
and women. These are about completed and it is 
hoped that within the next few months they will be 
open to the public. They are located as follows: 
Upham’s Corner, Mattapan square, 1173 Washington 
street, corner of Broadway and Dorchester avenue. 
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These establishments will fill a long-felt want and 
will prove to be a distinct step forward in progressive 
municipal service. 

Many applications have been eS from improve- 
ment associations throughout the city for the estab- 
lishment of additional convenience stations. The Board 
is in favor of the erection of more of these stations in 
the outlying sections, but with the present appropriation 
it will be impossible to do so this year. It is hoped that 
money will be secured during the year 1913 to erect 
stations at Roxbury Crossing, Washington Park, Thomas 
Park, City square, Charlestown, and Marine Park, as 
the city has land available at these places.

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Public Health Service concerning the proposed fumiga- 
tion of vessels arriving from plague-infected ports. 

Conference was had with the Rand & Byam Soap 
Company in regard to nuisance at its premises on 
Charles street, Charlestown. 

Conference was had with the representatives of the 
Brighton abattoir in regard to insanitary conditions at 
the abattoir. 

Conference was had with W. A. Graustein of the Boston 
Dairy Company and of Graustein & Co. concerning 
proposed sanitary improvements at his milk receiving 
plant in Charlestown. 

Conference was had with the Mayor, the Law Depart- 
ment, representatives of the Excise Board, Trustees of 
the Hospitals for Consumptives and Overseers of the 
Poor in regard to the payment for cases admitted to 
state sanatoria having settlements in Boston. 

Conference was had with the Corporation Counsel 
in regard to cooperation of the Building, Health and 
Sewer Departments in relation to the issuance of permits 
for the construction and alteration of buildings. 

Conference was had with the Security Real Estate 
Company in relation to premises bounded by Grove, 
Washington and Simpson streets, West Roxbury. 

Hearing was had on the regulations for the care and 
sale of milk and for the manufacture, sale and care of 
ice cream. 

Thirty-seven hearings were held on petitions for 
occupancy of stables. 


LICENSES. 


Thirty-four hospitals were certified to the State Board 
of Charity as suitable for the reception, care and treat- 
ment of women in labor. ) 

One license for the slaughtering of fowl was suspended. 

Eighteen public lodging houses were licensed. 

Twenty-seven wagons for manure were licensed. 

Twenty-seven conditional permits and five final 
permits were granted for stables. Nine petitioners were 
given leave to withdraw. Five stables were ordered 
vacated. 

Permits for digging clams in Boston Harbor have been 
refused all applicants, for the reason that many of the 
persons who obtained them in the past were in the 
habit of disposing of the clams for food purposes. 
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One hundred locations were approved as suitable for 
the dumping of ashes and other refuse. These locations 
were approved for a limited period. Six approvals were 
revoked. 

There has been a decrease in the number of applica- 
tions for licenses for manicuring, massage and giving of 
vapor baths, mainly on account of the surveillance of 
the Watch and Ward Society and the Police Department 
cooperating with this department. Twenty-one licenses 
have been revoked. 


APPOINTMENTS. 


The Board organized on the first Monday in May by 
the choice of Dr. Samuel H. Durgin as chairman and 
Dr. F. H. Slack as secretary. 

On the first of August Dr. F. X. Mahoney was chosen 
chairman in place of Dr. Samuel H. Durgin, who was 
retired as a veteran of the Civil War after a service of 
forty-five years in this department. 

On August 9 Dr. Alexander Burr, veterinary medical 
inspector, was appointed chief of the Division of Food 
Inspection. 

On October 7 Dr. R. E. Dyer, veterinarian, was 
placed in charge of the Division of Communicable 
Diseases in Animals. 

On May 4 Albert F. Sherman resigned from the 
position of superintendent of Gallop’s Island. 

On June 5 Charles A. Dale was appointed superin- 
tendent of Gallop’s Island in place of Albert F. Sherman, 
who resigned. 

On January 1, 1913, Dr. B. L. Arms resigned from the 
position of director of the Bacteriological Laboratory. 

On January 1, 1913, Dr. F. H. Slack was appointed 
acting director of the Bacteriological Laboratory. 

On January 2, 1913, 8. L. Maloney was appointed 
acting secretary.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF MEDICAL INSPECTOR. 


I have the honor to submit the following report of 
the Division of Communicable Diseases for the year 
ending December 31, 1912. 


VARIOLA. 


Eight cases were reported. No deaths. Seven of 
these were imported. AIl these cases were removed 
to the hospital and the immediate neighborhood vacci- 
nated. All persons who had been exposed were vacci- 
nated and kept under observation for a period of sixteen 
days. Upon discovery of the case physicians were 
notified in the following circular: 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT, Boston, Mass. 


Dear Doctor: 

A case of smallpox was found by this department last evening 
in the . . . district. Patient has had opportunity to expose 
many people. Will you kindly notify this department if you 
see any suspicious eruption, in order that the case may be 
promptly investigated. 


The cases were found upon the following dates: 
January 18, 1912; January 26, 1912; January 29, 1912; 
February 2, 1912; May 3, 1912; May 18, 1912; Sep- 
tember 28, 1912; November 25, 1912. ) 


LEPROSY. 


Two cases were reported, one in the person of a male, 
born in Russia, who had resided in this city for many 
years, and the other a male, Chinese, recently arrived 
in the city. Both cases were removed to the hospital 
at Penikese. 


SCARLET FEVER. 


There were 1,152 cases and 32 deaths reported during 
the year. Of this number 109 cases and 4 deaths were 
patients brought into Boston for hospital treatment. 
The death rate the past year is the lowest in the history 
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of the city. This great decrease in mortality of this 
disease is due to the pasteurization by the large con- 
tractors of the milk supply, careful supervision of milk 
producers and those engaged in the handling of milk, 
hospital treatment for neglected cases, and daily super- 
vision of cases that remain at home by visiting nurses.

MEASLES. 


During the 


past year an effort has been made to control and lower 
the high death rate from this disease. Each and every 
case that was reported was immediately visited, isolated 
and placarded, the same as diphtheria and scarlet fever. 
Cases that cannot receive proper medical and home care 
are sent to the hospital. A study of the deaths from 
this disease shows that a large number of deaths are due 
to outbreaks in the different institutions of this city. 
The following circular was sent to all institutions having 
the care of children and conferences were held by the 
Board with officers of the same: 


Dear Sir: 
The Board of Health at this time desires to call to your 
attention the great importance and necessity of isolating all 
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children that are admitted to your institution for a period 
of at least sixteen days. So many outbreaks of measles, scarlet 
fever, diphtheria and whooping cough have occurred this winter 
in the different institutions that at times the South Depart- 
ment is not able to receive urgent hospital cases. If a ward 
or room is set apart and all children on admission to the insti- 
tution are examined by a physician, the throat and nose exam- 
ined and immunizing doses of antitoxin administered, it 
will probably prevent any outbreak of diphtheria. In measles, 
scarlet fever, whooping cough, chicken-pox and other communi- 
cable diseases, isolation for the sixteen days above described 
will prevent other cases and will save your institution much 
needless expense and trouble in the after-care of these cases. 
This method has been followed in several institutions of this 
city during the past few years, and has demonstrated that out- 
breaks such as described can be prevented if necessary meas- 
ures and precautions are taken.

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deaths ef imported cases we have the lowest death rate 
in the history of the city. Investigation of deaths the 
past year as regards duration of the disease and day of 
death show that in many of the cases there was a delay 
on the part of the parent in calling a physician and delay 
in administering antitoxin on the part of the physician. 
In 65 deaths, where it has been possible to obtain the 
necessary information, cultures were taken on the third 
day after the first visit to patient. Twenty-nine were 
not cultured. Twelve were cultured on the first visit. 
Of 18 patients who died at home the death certificate 
was signed ‘‘Laryngeal diphtheria.’’ None of these 
patients were intubed. Of 30 patients sent to the 
hospital no antitoxin was administered at home and 
often a delay of two to three days occurred before 
admission.

TyPpHOID FEVER. 


The past year continues to show a decided decrease 
in the number of cases and deaths from this disease. 
Of the total number of cases reported, 472, 12 were 
found on investigation not to be typhoid fever. In 
95 cases the disease was imported; the people returning 
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home infected after traveling or vacation spent in 
the country. So many cases show the great importance 
of antityphoid inoculation for those who are to travel 
and visit places the sanitary condition of which is 
unknown. A study of the appended table would show 
that typhoid fever in Boston is becoming a disease of 
the country rather than that of the city. 

During the months of June, July, August, September 
and October 303 cases were reported, 80 of whom 
contracted the disease outside the city. During the 
past year a bacteriological examination of stools and 
urine has been made on convalescents that have been 
found, on investigation, to be engaged in the prepara- 
tion or handling of foodstuffs.

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OPHTHALMIA NEONATORUM. 


The great increase in the number of cases reported 
is due to the prosecution by this Board of physicians 
and nurses that neglect to report, as the law requires, 
cases of this disease. During the past few years 
twelve physicians and ‘three nurses have been summoned 
to court for failure to report, and as a result cases are 
now reported promptly, and early treatment — hospital 
if necessary — is afforded these cases. 

The prevention of blindness is probably the most 
important work intrusted to the Health Department. 
The law recently enacted requiring a prompt report 
of births enables the nurses of this department to 
visit all such cases, and often neglected eye cases are 
found and placed under suitable treatment. All cases, 
unless under supervision and care of a physician and 
trained nurse, are visited daily—oftener if necessary — 
by nurses of this division.

To the Board of Health: 


I herewith submit the report of the Division of Child 
Hygiene for the year ending January 31, 1913. 


CHILD HYGIENE. 


Child hygiene is the first step in preventive medicine 
undertaken by municipal government. Preliminary 
work in this field of activity was made possible by 
private charity — notably the Russell Sage Fund in 
New York, the McCormick Fund in Chicago and the 
Women’s Municipal League Fund in Boston. The 
results of this pioneer work in child hygiene were so 
gratifying that the municipal authorities of the great 
cities of the country have established and now maintain 
in their Health Departments divisions of child hygiene. 
Recently the national government has created in its 
Department of Commerce and Labor a Division of 
Child Hygiene, organized on similar lines. 

In Boston the Division of Child Hygiene is con- 
cerned with the physical welfare of every child in the 
city from the time of conception up to the age of sixteen 
years. Its work is classified into three subdivisions by 
means of which continuous supervision is kept over 
children of such age. ‘These subdivisions are: 


1. Pre-Natal and Post-Natal Work. 
2. Medical Inspection of Schools. 
3. Physical Examination of Licensed Minors. 


PRE-NATAL AND PostNaTAL WoRK. 


Prior to June, 1912, all energies in this direction 
were undertaken by two nurses who attempted to cover 
the whole city. Their futile efforts were so apparent 
that a request was made for more nurses. Accord- 
ingly, in June, 1912, eight nurses were appointed, mak- 
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ing ten in all. The city was divided into districts and 
nurses were assigned as follows: 


Wards 1 and 2, one nurse. Wards 138, 14 and 15, one nurse. 
Wards 8, 4 and 5, one nurse. Wards 16, 20 and 24, one nurse. 
Ward 6, two nurses. Wards 17, 18 and 19, one nurse. 
Wards 7, 9, 10 and 12, one nurse. Wards 21, 22, 23 and 26, one nurse. 


Wards 8, 11 and 25, one nurse. 


Circular letters were sent to the mother of every 
baby born in Boston since January 1, 1912, asking for 
the information whether such babies were breast or 
bottle fed. Owing to the rapid approach of hot 
weather all efforts were limited to those babies who 
- were reported as being bottle fed. Continuous oversight 
of such babies was maintained by the nurses during 
the summer months. Babies born after the appoint- 
ment of the nurses, 2. e., June, 1912, were visited immedi- 
ately upon the receipt of the birth report by this division. 
These mothers were told of the value of breast feeding 
and every effort and assistance rendered to help the 
mother to nurse her baby. The experience of these 
months shows that our greatest rivals in this work were: 

1. The ignorant neighbor who advised bottle feeding 
in place of the breast. 

2. Public advertisements of proprietary foods. 

The reports of the nurses in very many instances 
show that they arrived on the scene in time to throw 
their weight against such pernicious advice and by 
kindly cooperation saved for the baby the mother’s 
milk. Nurses were insistent that all bottle-fed babies 
should be placed under medical care either at the hands 
of the family physician or at some medical charity. 
Conspicuous among such charities were the Boston 
Floating Hospital and the milk stations maintained by 
the Milk and Baby Hygiene Association. 

The Boston Floating Hospital has been a great help 
to this department. Every facility for the admission 
of sick babies has been extended by this hospital to the 
nurses of this division, and to such cooperation many 
babies in Boston undoubtedly owe their lives. 

The relations between this division and the Milk and 
Baby Hygiene Association were most cordial. Every 
facility was placed at our disposal to become acquainted 
with its work. Our nurses were welcomed at the milk 
stations maintained by this association, and through 
the courtesy of the secretary of the association a meeting 
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place was provided where the nurses of both organiza- 
tions met and were addressed on topics connected with 
their work. | 

The Milk and Baby Hygiene Association has been 
engaged in this work for ten years and has been the most 
potent influence in this city in all activities to reduce 
infant mortality. 

Maintained wholly by popular subscription, its system 
of administration from a medical and financial point 
of view is perfection and stamps the association as one of 
Boston’s most worthy and deserving charities. 

The results of the nurses’ efforts in post-natal work for 
_the period covered by this report are as follows:

Prior to October 1, 1912, the nurses visited 13,751 
babies. On these visits they established a clientele 
among whom pre-natal work was begun on October 
1, 1912. The chief aim in pre-natal work is to surround 
the pregnant woman with every safeguard. She is 
advised to place herself under medical care as soon as 
pregnancy is assured. Advice is given on matters of 
personal hygiene, fresh air and wholesome food. Uri- 
nary examinations are made at frequent intervals and 
every assistance rendered, which has resulted in estab- 
lishing a confidence between these patients and the 
nurses, thus causing the work to be highly effective. 

Other children under the age of five years in families 
among whom pre-natal and post-natal work is done 
are subject to the nurses’ observation. This age has 
been decided upon because it is the generally accepted 
period when children are sent to school, when they 
naturally pass into the second subdivision of the 
Division of Child Hygiene, Medical Inspection of 
Schools. 

The report of pre-natal work for the period, October 
1, 1912, to January 31, 19138, is as follows:

The original assignment of nurses was made with the 
idea that continuous service in a given territory would 
enable the nurse to concentrate her efforts in the weak 
places in her district and thus render her work effective. 
Personal illness among the nurses and demands of other 
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divisions for the services of nurses in this division have 
seriously interfered with the plan of campaign contem- 
plated for summer work. Accordingly, unless more 
nurses are assigned to this division all activities in this 
subdivision for the coming year will be confined to a 
restricted part of the city where intensive work will be 
done during the summer months. The wards selected 
for this work will be those which show the greatest 
infant mortality and every confidence is expressed that 
results will show the wisdom of extending this work 
over the entire city. 


MeEpICcCAL INSPECTION OF SCHOOLS. 


During the past year medical inspection of schools 
has been conducted on a more comprehensive scale. 
For the first time a physical examination of every school 
child has been made and the result recorded on a card 
kept in the school building and open to the inspection 
of the school principal and the school nurse. <A duplicate 
card is kept on file in this office. The result of the phys- 
ical examination for the school year, September, 1911, to 
June, 1912, is as follows:

At the opening of the school term in September, 1912, 
a general inspection of pupils was made on the opening 
day of school in accordance with instructions contained 
in the following circular: 


Boston, September 3, 1912. 
Dear Doctor: 


This is simply a reminder that schools open Wednesday, 
September 11. 

The most important work which you will be called upon to 
_ perform is the routine inspection of pupils on the opening day 
of school as outlined in circular letter of August 26. 

Dr. Thomas B. Shea, Chief of the Division of Communicable 
Disease, informs me that the number of cases of communi- 
cable disease in this city, at this writing, is the lowest within 
his memory. 
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So, you see, we begin the school year under favorable con- 
ditions. Eternal vigilance on the part of the school physician 
in the early detection of symptoms of communicable disease, 
in the prompt exclusion from school of such cases, in promptly 
visiting absentees during the school year as_ provided 
in section 4, page 7, “‘Instructions to School Physicians,’’ will 
be an important factor in the effort to stamp out communicable 
disease. . 

Even at the risk of repetition I want to add that the school 
physician is the medical arbiter in his school district. A pupil 
excluded from school cannot return to school until permission 
is given by the school physician. The suggestions contained 
in circular letter of August 26 have been made in order that 
school physicians might act in a uniform manner. 

The physical examination cards have been copied and the 
original cards have been returned to you. <A duplicate is on 
file in this office. It is the wish of this division that these orig- 
inal cards remain in the school buildings except in case of 
promotion or transfer of pupil. In such cases the physical 
examination card will accompany the pupil. 

Physical examinations ought to begin as soon as classes are 
well under way and satisfactory arrangements can be made 
with the principals of school districts. You are again reminded 
that an examination of heart, lungs and spine over the clothing 
is useless and will not be accepted by this department. The 
result of the physical examinations for the school year 1912-138 ° 
will be recorded on the original card; a duplicate slip fit for 
mailing purposes has been provided this year, which must be 
filled out at the time of examination and mailed to this office 
at the end of each day’s work.

P.S. Section C, page 6, “Instructions to School Physicians,”’ 
requires that defects shall be recorded by placing a plus “‘X”’ 
sign in the appropriate column. Its presence on a card, there- 
fore, indicates that such a defect is present; its absence indi- 
cates that the pupil is without defect. No other marking is 
required.

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Conferences have been had with the Advisory Com- 
mittee on Hygiene on the part of the School Committee. 
The word ‘‘household”’ in the following rule of the 
School Committee had been variously interpreted by 
school principals, giving rise to unnecessary exclusion 
from school. In accordance with instructions contained 
in the following circular these terms have been definitely 
defined, and on recommendation of the Advisory Com- 
mittee the rules of the School Committee have been 
revised so as to be in accord with these conditions. 


Boston, August 26, 1912. 
Dear Doctor: 

Beginning August 26 the daily list of communicable diseases 
will be mailed to the school physicians. | 

Please note cases in your school district; visit these cases 
before school opens in order to ascertain the names of other 
members of the family attending school; inform parents that 
these members of the family will not be allowed to enter school 
in accordance with Section C, page 4, “Instructions to School 
Physicians,’’ and on the opening day of school recommend for 
exclusion to the principal of your school district all such cases. 

On the first day of school please make a routine inspection 
of every child in your district. At this inspection cases of 
desquamation, scabies, gross pediculosis and diphtheria ought 
to be detected and, of course, at once excluded. Cultures 
should be taken in every case of nasal discharge and the pupil 
excluded until a negative report is received. 

All children entering school for the first time will also be 
inspected with particular reference to vaccination. ‘Those 
who do not show the physical signs of a successful vaccination 
will be recommended to the principal for exclusion as unvac- 
cinated pupils. Pupils who present a physician’s certificate 
stating that said pupil is unfit for vaccination must be admitted 
to school unvaccinated. (Chapter 215, Acts 1907.) 

Kindly see to it that you are in possession of sufficient sup- 
plies for the proper performance of your work.

P.S. Section C, page 4, “Instructions to School Physicians,”’ 
is interpreted as follows: A member of a household in which a 
person is ill with communicable disease or a child known to be 
otherwise exposed to a communicable disease is not allowed 
to attend school until in case of scarlet fever or diphtheria one 
week has passed since the last exposure. In case of smallpox, 
measles, cerebro-spinal meningitis or typhoid fever two weeks 
has passed since the last exposure; and in case of whooping

cough, chicken-pox, mumps, German measles, or anterior 
poliomyelitis three weeks has passed since the last exposure. 


EXCEPTIONS. 

A member of a household in which a person is ill with a 
communicable disease, or a child known to be otherwise exposed 
to a communicable disease, need not be excluded from school, 
provided that,— 

First. The school physician is satisfied member or child has 
had the disease on account of which the ill person is at present 
being isolated. Information on this point may be obtained 
from the parents, the family physician or from the records of 
the Health Department. In all cases the information must be 
satisfactory to the school physician. 

Second. In cases of diphtheria the returning member or 
child has been immunized and shows two negative cultures. 

Third. In cases of smallpox the returning member or 
child shows evidence of recent and successful vaccination. 

For the purpose of our work, a household is hereby defined 
as a family. ,

Children attending schools from orphan homes are 
excluded from school a good part of the year on account 
of the universal application of these rules. 

The case of one home in this city which shelters about 
300 children was of particular interest. Hardly a week 
went by without a case of some communicable disease 
being detected among its inmates, and the consequent 
exclusion from school of all the inmates on account of 
being exposed to communicable disease. Various con- 
ferences were held by this division with the trustees of 
the home and with Superintendent Franklin B. Dyer, 
of the Public Schools. Among the various propositions 
discussed for the alleviation of existing conditions were: 

First. The erection of a school building on the grounds 
of the home, to be maintained and equipped by the public 
school system, for the sole use of the inmates of the home. 
It was unanimously decided that such a step would 
result in segregating these children and thus deprive 
them of the greatest boon of public school education. 
While medically it would solve the present serious, con- 
dition, pedagogically it was unsound and unsatisfactory. 

Second. A continuation of the present custom of 
exclusion. This was considered a hardship to children 
who, on the very threshold of their careers, were handi- 
capped by the loss of parents and to whom every consid- 
eration consistent with the public welfare should be given. 
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Third. A suspension of the rule governing exclusions 
to be made in this particular case. 

A modification of the third proposition was made and 
under its provisions the children of the home are allowed 
to attend school. The results of this experiment have 
been so satisfactory that a detailed statement of our 
experience seems warranted. Every suggestion made 
by this division to the trustees was carried out to the 
letter, and the children of the home were allowed to 
attend school regardless of the presence of communicable 
disease in the home under the following conditions: 

First. That every child should have at once an 
immuning dose of antitoxin. 

Second. That isolating rooms be maintained in the 
home for suspicious cases and cases under observation. 

Third. That no new inmates be admitted to the home 
until outside observation quarters could be provided 
for new admissions. 

Fourth. That every child be inspected every morning 
by nurses satisfactory to this division, and all children 
showing signs of illness be kept from school and placed 
under the observation of the visiting physician to the 
home. 

Fifth. That these children be inspected by the school 
physicians in charge of the respective buildings attended 
by these pupils. 

Under such an agreement the children of the home 
returned to school. 

The question of the school nurse still continues to be 
one of our problems. As is known, the school physicians 
act under the authority of the Board of Health and the 
school nurses act under the authority of the School 
Committee. Everybody agrees that such an arrange- 
ment of divided authority is not conducive to economy 
or efficiency. The Finance Commission in 1908 went 
into this question very thoroughly and made the He 
ing recommendations: 


That it is undesirable that the medical inspection of schools 
be transferred in whole or in part to the School Board. 

That the nurses in schools as well as the doctors should be 
under the direction of the Board of Health. 


The most efficient use of the school nurse is as assist- 
ant to the school physician and as helper and adviser 
to the parents of defective children. Her most valuable 
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work can be done in the home, winning the confidence 
of perplexed and overburdened mothers and securing 
for defective children treatment for defects either at 
the hands of the family physician or dentist or at some 
medical charity with which Boston abounds. The cus- 
tom which allowed nurses to keep sick school children 
in the school building and to administer drugs to them 
seemed to me a most reprehensible practice and called 
forth from this division a most emphatic protest. This 
practice has since been abandoned.

LICENSED MINORS. 


This subdivision is in charge of one physician and one 
nurse. Primarily, it is maintained to insure that can- 
didates for employment are physically fit to pursue the 
avocation which they elect. According to statute law, 
every minor under the age of sixteen years must show 
a certificate from this division before being allowed to 
go to work. A complete physical examination of these 
candidates is made. Attention is called to defects 
detected and advice given about their correction. Cer- 
tificates are refused to candidates showing demonstrable 
tuberculosis and every assistance given to place such 
children under proper medical care. Certificates are 
withheld temporarily from candidates showing evidence 
of communicable disease. An attempt has been made 
this year to have candidates who have been granted 
certificates attend continuation schools maintained by 
the School Committee. For this purpose visits have 
been made by the nurse to the homes of these children 
and information given of the means and opportunities 
provided for securing additional education.

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REPORT “OF THE’ PORT. PHYSICIAN. 


Boston, February 1, 1913. 


To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN,— I hereby submit the report of the 
Quarantine Division for the year ending January 31, 
1913. 

The past year has been one of great activity in this 
division. The prevalence of bubonic plague in foreign 
ports during the summer necessitated very stringent 
regulations with regard to ships coming from said ports, 
all such ships being subjected to a thorough fumigation. 

The steamer ‘Vigilant’? was rebuilt during the 
summer at a cost of $14,759.33. The steamer “ Relief”’ 
was used about 156 days during the rebuilding of the 
‘‘Vigilant.’’ I consider her unfit for relief work in this 
department on account of her condition, and, in view of 
our increasing work, would recommend procuring a 
much larger boat. 

The buildings on Gallop’s Island have been thoroughly 
renovated during the summer, repainted outside and 
within, wired for electricity, and a storage battery 
installed, so that the great danger of fire from oil lamps 
has been eliminated. 

Albert F. Sherman, superintendent of Gallop’s Island, 
resigned on June 1, 1912. 

Emma L. Johnson, matron of Gallop’s Island, resigned 
on June 1, 1912. 

Charles A. Dale was appointed superintendent of 
Gallop’s Island June 5, 1912.

This method of release by two 
negative cultures, the second to be taken by the medical 
officer at least 24 hours after the first, seems as safe 
as can be devised; as shown by our experience for years 
it averages a short period of confinement.

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REPORT OF MILK INSPECTOR.

To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN,— I have the honor to submit the fol- 
lowing report for the year ending January 31, 1913. 

The total number of samples collected and examined 
was 24,937, as follows:

More samples were examined by 3,606 than were 
tested in 1911, when 21,331 specimens received atten- 
tion; the total for 1912 was 24,937. This exceeds the 
number of any previous year, and may be further aug- 
mented by 659, for examinations of miscellaneous food- 
stuffs, and recorded inspections of premises, methods 
and conditions, making the total for the year 25,596. 
The income was larger than for any previous year in 
the history of the office, the total being $13,328.42, | 
divided as follows: Fines, $10,701.40, and license fees 
$2,627.02. The increase over the previous year was 
$4,603.92. 

One difficulty in the transaction of the business of 
the office is the vast amount of time involved by attend- 
ance at court. This is in a sense a handicap to more 
efficient service, as under a different mode of procedure 
the energy so devoted could be utilized more advanta- 
geously in other ways. Under the prevailing system 
this must continue, even though it involves a like waste 
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and expense to defendants. Any other plan would 
mean great responsibility upon those in authority, but 
that it would be practical is proven by the method of 
enforcement of the food law of another state, whereby 
sanction is given to the adjustment of cases without 
the defendants being compelled to go to court unless 
they so elect. The fines received under this arrange- 
ment are paid to the treasurers of the counties where 
the offences occur. It is a fact that in many of the 
cases brought by this Bureau the defendants have no 
wish to controvert the allegations of the government, 
and it is believed that no useful purpose follows from 
their being required to appear in court where a contest 
is not desired. If a method similar to that mentioned 
above ever supersedes the prevailing system in this 
state, the fines could be paid as now to the courts, and 
a complete record of the facts given. It would result 
in an economic saving to both consumers and defendants, 
and give the former all the protection the law now 
affords. 

While the quality of milk sold during the year, based 
upon the legal standards, was good, there were more 
court cases than during 1911. During the extreme 
hot weather its character was excellent, despite the fact 
that the supply during those periods was not equal to 
the demand. While there was ample temptation to 
extend the amount which was available, dealers for 
the most part pursued the honorable course, and only 
delivered to consumers such milk as they were able to 
procure from their regular and emergency supplies. 
This is a condition which is most satisfactory, and one 
which has prevailed for several years, during the vexa- 
tious periods to both consumers and dealers of insuffi- 
cient milk to meet the wants of the inhabitants of a 
large city. It is a state of affairs worthy of appreciation 
from the public. 

While there were other times during the year when 
the quantity of available milk was below the amount 
required, the summer, and particularly early July, was 
the most troublesome period. ‘The procuring of enough 
milk under such circumstances is becoming more difficult 
each year. ‘The large concerns have as much if not more 
difficulty than the small dealers, and they are in the 
market at such times to purchase milk from any source, 
but carloads of this product are not easily procurable. 
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This difficulty of providing enough milk under these 
circumstances is evidenced by the course of one firm, 
which, from the first of May to December 28 of last 
year, brought to this city from a considerable distance 
and from unusual sources 400,000 83-quart cans of 
milk. This was milk which in the usual course would 
have been manufactured into milk products. Without 
this additional supply the Boston situation might 
have been serious on several occasions during 1912. 
Unless some plan can be devised which will encourage 
the production of more milk in the near-by New England 
territory, the present policy of extending the distance 
from which it is brought to this city must be continued. 
At this time some of the emergency supply is freighted 
over four hundred miles, and the haul from this point 
has been only recently inaugurated. Even with this 
addition the supply is inadequate during high tempera- 
ture periods. 

It is a question worthy of consideration if the inhabi- 
tants of large cities will not have to depend for a portion 
of their supply, at such times as the available normal 
milk is insufficient, upon other forms of milk products. 
These are being provided to a larger extent each year, 
and they will also probably be utilized more commonly, 
particularly as the shortage periods above mentioned 
seem likely to continue. From the viewpoint of 
economy, also, in the providing of food supplies in the 
future for people in congested districts, the employment 
of by-products, hke skimmed milk, may become a 
necessity, and this could probably be used for culinary 
purposes to advantage, even when the milk supply 
is ample. 

One reason for these shortages of milk is the con- 
stantly growing demand for cream and icecream. Every 
quart of either product consumed means that there is 
less normal milk for sale, and this situation appears to 
become worse each year. Cream and ice cream were 
formerly considered as luxuries by many who now deem 
them necessities, and probably now an amount of milk 
equal to more than half of Boston’s milk supply is 
required to provide the cream and ice cream used here. 
Another reason for the decrease of available milk is 
the yearly lessening number of cows in this state. This 
can be illustrated by the number of these animals upon 
which taxes were paid in the years 1906, 1911 and 1912.

In 1906 these animals numbered 181,186; in 1911, 
166,500; and in 1912, 161,608. Thus the decrease in 
the number of cows from 1906 to 1912 was 19,578, and 
from 1911 to 1912 the decrease was proportionately 
larger, and numbered 4,892 animals. This is a situation 
destined to continue under present conditions and 
worthy of serious consideration by those favoring a 
near-by milk supply. 

There has been a continuation of the effort to check 
the sale of milk with which skimmed milk had been 
mixed, or from which a part of the cream had been 
removed, and while this work is meeting with success, 
it has involved more prosecutions than were presented 
to the courts last year. These numbered forty, and 
they have all been decided in favor of the government, 
excepting the few now pending action in the Superior 
Court. Undoubtedly some of these cases resulted from 
the carelessness of milk dealers or their employees in 
not keeping the cream mixed with the milk while it 
was being placed in containers for delivery. One dealer 
who has paid several fines probably had a portion of 
the milk procured from him impoverished of a part of 
the cream by the neglect of employees. Another con- 
tributing factor in some of the cases was the employ- 
ment of milking machines at dairies. These devices 
do not remove all of the strippings (the richest portion 
of the milk) from cows’ udders, and unless the strippings 
are later withdrawn by hand and mixed with the first 
portion, the latter will be deficient in fat. At one dairy 
where these machines were employed, the strippings 
were being milked upon the floor. The product of this 
farm on several occasions was found deficient in fat, 
but the resulting court cases brought about the proper 
mingling of the strippings with the fore milk. The 
abstraction of cream from milk or the mixing of skimmed 
milk with whole milk can be carried on with profit if 
undetected by the authorities. Rigid inspection service 
will reduce such manipulations to a minimum. Such 
tampering is, however, unfair to the consumer, and the 
present fat standard is such as to work to the disad- 
vantage of the latter. It should be raised to at least 
3.50 per cent, so as to lessen the possibility of lowering 
its quality by the methods above mentioned. 

The amount of watered milk was slight, and probably 
most of this product found during the year to be so 
adulterated was sent to this city in that condition by 
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producers. In a few instances, by cooperation with 
the State Board of Health, the actual offenders were 
apprehended and convicted. 

Incidental to the collecting of samples for examina- 
tion, attention is given, so far as comes under ordinary 
observation, to insanitary or improper methods and 
surroundings in connection with the sale of the food- 
stuffs under the control of the Bureau. This work is 
based on the reports of its employees. Immediate 
endeavor is made to correct faulty practices, either 
through the agency of letters or by requiring the dealer 
to come to this office. Such effort is usually successful, 
as shown by subsequent inspection. This branch of 
the service is of importance and necessitates much 
attention to details, but has been of aid in bringing 
about improved conditions. 

The nature of these efforts is varied, as can be seen 
from the partial list which follows: Dirty cases for 
milk bottles; sale of skimmed milk in a restaurant; 
sale of oleomargarine in a butter store; use of drainings 
from milk cans, into which machinery oil could drop, 
in the manufacture of butter; tasting cream by convey- 
ing it to the mouth by means of a dirty finger; delivery 
of milk containing flies; dirty store, and keeping of 
bottled milk on floor and uniced; sale of renovated 
butter in store; serving oleomargarine for butter in a 
restaurant; dirty ice cream shop; unlicensed sale of 
milk and oleomargarine; blood in milk; inconspicuously 
displayed oleomargarine sign in a restaurant; unclean 
milk store; and keeping ice-chest for milk on sidewalk. 

These illustrations indicate that most of the subjects 
considered were such as to need investigation, and that 
their proper regulation would result in benefit to the 
food supply. 


LICENSE LAW. 


While good results may be obtained by the present 
law which controls the licensing of milk dealers, it is 
believed that with an increased fee for shopkeepers and 
by the exercise of greater discrimination in the selection 
of those to whom permits should be issued, the situation 
could be controlled equally well if this class of dealers 
were not required to renew their licenses annually. By 
frequent inspections it would be possible to control those 
places operated by new owners without the loss of time 
to both dealers and officials necessitated by the present 
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law for the renewal of these rights to deal in this com- 
modity. The fee should be a substantial one, not 
less than five dollars; under such an arrangement the 
revenue from this source would not fall below the 
present amount. While the existing arrangement gives 
the department once a year a fairly accurate list of 
storekeepers who sell milk, the plan involves much labor, 
for with the present large number of dealers, an extensive 
system of card cataloguing is necessary, in order to 
lighten the work of the Bureau in various directions 
throughout the year. The perfecting of this catalogue 
each year requires much work, but, once finished, it 
greatly simplifies future endeavors. The bulk of the 
licenses are granted in May and June, and during those 
months in 1912, 3,790 licenses were issued, and applica- 
tions for many more were received. The above figure 
shows that seventy-four more licenses were given out 
in these months than in the corresponding period 
in 1911. 

During the year $2,627.02 were collected for licenses, 
and this sum is $124.52 more than was received in 1911. 
This amount represents 5,254 licenses, and at this time 
there are approximately 4,904 licensees engaged in the 
sale of milk or oleomargarine in this city. This means 
that about 350 of those who originally applied for permits 
are no longer in the business. Many of these latter 
were granted for shops now under the control of new 
owners and licensees. The business of buying and 
selling small stores is extensive, and it not infrequently 
happens that the same place is licensed several times 
during the year by reason of new ownerships. 

A difficult problem in connection with the present 
law is that of impressing upon shop owners the impor- 
tance of renewing their licenses annually, even though 
upon each permit the time of its expiration is promi- 
nently noted. In addition to this, in April of each year, 
although not required by law to do so, notices are sent 
every dealer informing him that his license must be 
renewed before the first day of June. Even this is not 
effective in causing all of the dealers to take out permits, 
but a majority apply during the intervening month of 
May. About the first of June another notice is mailed 
to the delinquents, which conveys the information that 
milk is being sold contrary to law. This action does 
not bring the desired result, as a considerable number of 
the dealers neglect to apply for permits despite this 
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warning. It has been found necessary each year to 
deal with these by means of court proceedings. Unless 
this was done, the period of licensing would extend 
throughout the most of the year. It would be a saving 
of both time and money to shopkeepers if they would 
avoid the necessity of having this course pursued. 
Last year there were 109 cases before the courts for the 
sale of milk by unlicensed dealers, and in all but a few 
instances the defendants were shopkeepers. 

The wisdom of a change in license fees for wagon 
dealers is still apparent. The present plan is a relic of 
former times, an absurdity under prevailing conditions, 
and presents some elements of unfairness. The pre- 
vailing license fee of 50 cents was adopted when it was 
exceptional for one dealer to employ more than one 
wagon in his business. Under the present consolidation 
system eight concerns pay a fee of only $4 for operating 
327 wagons. Before the concentration of interests, 
these wagons would have yielded an income of approxi- 
mately $163.50. Compared with the income from the 
above eight firms is the fact that 129 dealers, each 
operating one wagon, now pay the city $64.50 for this 
privilege. By this plan there is paid into the treasury 
by these latter dealers $60.50 more for operating 129 
wagons than the eight firms are taxed for running 327 
vehicles. Surely there is pronounced inequality under 
this system. The fee should be one for each wagon, and 
every vehicle should pay the same amount, and it is felt 
that this sum should be more than 50 cents, in view of 
the larger tax in other cities. At the lowest estimate 
there are 641 wagons employed in the delivery of milk 
in this city. Under the license system prevailing in a 
large western city the 641 vehicles mentioned above 
would yield an income of $9,615, and the labor of licens- 
ing is no greater in that city than it is in Boston. 

Another unfair feature of the license law is that which 
permits a producer dealing in less than twenty quarts 
of milk per day to sell without a license, and at the same 
time compels the owner of a small store, perhaps hand- 
ling only five or six quarts of milk per day, to pay an 
annual fee. This is legislation of the privileged order, 
and ought to be amended so that all dealers would be 
treated equitably. Furthermore, the methods of the 
small producer require the sanitary oversight which 
would come from these dealers being compelled to 
operate under a license system. 
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The following list gives the dealers operating one or 


more wagons: 


129 firms use 1 wagon each. 1 firm uses 
41 firms use 2 wagons each. 1 firm uses 22 wagons.

NuMBER OF MILK DEALERS AND QUANTITY OF MILK

The number of milk dealers who sell milk from wagons 
shows a decrease, and in this respect the normal trend 
has been followed, as every year but one for a consider- 
able period has shown a lessening in the number of this 
class of dealers. ‘Those who abandon this traffic rarely 
dispose of their interests to new concerns, and thus 
through the absorption by established firms of the 
routes of dealers who leave the business the number of 
milkmen grows smaller. 

Last year there were 266 wagon dealers; 1912 showed 
a reduction to 233, which is the lowest number yet 
recorded. 

The number of shops selling milk is larger than last 
year, as there are now 4,550 such places. This shows 
an increase over 1911 of 568 stores, and the 1911 list 
exceeded that of 1910 by 274 licensed shops. ‘Thus the 
licenses of this class appear to be constantly increasing. 

The quantity of milk handled daily in this city was 
smaller than in 1911 by 12,416 quarts. The amount 
dealt in each day approximated 356,050 quarts, and 
of this quantity 312,442 quarts arrived by railroad. 
Undoubtedly a portion of the decrease was due to the 
fact that some of the dealers carried less ‘“‘surplus milk”’ 
than formerly. Some of the railroad milk represents 
that which is consumed in near-by cities and towns as 
well as the unused milk which must be carried to supply 
the varying demand. 

The amount of milk consumed daily in this city 
increased by about 6,526 quarts by comparison with 
the approximate daily consumption of 1911. This 
increase may be attributed to a larger per capita use as 
well as to a growth in population. The amount used 
has grown larger each year since 1908, and it is believed 
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that the efforts of the past to educate consumers as 
to the value of milk as a food have been a material 
factor in bringing about this condition. Approximately 
271,403 quarts of milk were daily consumed in Boston 
in 1912. Of this, 287,795 quarts, or’ 87.62 per cent, 
arrived by railroads; 29,690 quarts, or 10.94 per cent, 
were transported by wagons; and 3,918 quarts, or 1.44 
per cent, were the product of the 461 cows kept within 
the city limits. The number of cows reported in 1911 
was 455. The consumption of milk produced near 
the city has increased over 1911 by 0.58 per cent, while 
there is an apparent decrease in the use of milk raised 
“in this city by 0.25 per cent. This is, however, prob- 
ably incorrect, owing to inaccuracies as to the yield 
from. the above cows, as this data was based upon the 
estimates of the owners. The amount of milk produced 
and used in Boston is substantially the same as in 1911. 


CERTIFIED AND ‘‘INSPECTED”’? MILK. 


The milk usually termed “inspected” is guaranteed 
solely by the dealers, and some of it cannot, strictly 
speaking, be thus classified because of the absence of 
certainty of the animals having been subjected to the 
tuberculin test, and by reason of the lack of supervision 
of employees who come in contact with the milk. The 
tuberculin testing clause under the requirements for 
inspected milk is of questionable value as, so far as 
known, no subsequent examinations are demanded, 
thereby reducing the protection to the consumer which 
retesting may afford, and which is required at certified 
milk dairies. It is a fact that this milk as sold in Boston 
is reasonably clean, is produced under commendable 
conditions, and is well within the bacterial standard of 
100,000 to the cubic centimeter. 

In the providing of clean milk the authorities have 
assisted and encouraged dealers, perhaps to an unwar- 
ranted degree, considering the small demand and the 
consequent limited financial return. The dealers have 
made arrangements so that larger supplies could be 
provided if necessary. Under present conditions, how- 
- ever, there is a surplus coming to Boston daily, and 
because there is no market it is mixed with the com- 
mon grade of milk. Are we not to be condemned 
as citizens for this condition, and for the further 
fact that only 3.67 per cent of the milk consumed in 
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Boston is of this “inspected”’ type, and that the demand 
for certified milk is equal to only 0.88 per cent of the 
total supply? ‘There has been a decrease in the amount 
of this reasonably clean milk used from 1911 to 1912, 
and this was caused by some of the small dealers aban- 
doning the traffic, and by one firm losing a large per- 
centage of its business through increasing the price of 
this product in order to obtain a living profit. These 
data afford conclusive proof that health authorities and 
certified milk commissions are endeavoring to provide 
higher grades of milk than the public is demanding or is 
willing to buy, that most consumers are not now desirous 
of procuring such milk where increased expense is 
involved, and that some of those who are interested in 
the subject want the extra improvement cost to be 
borne by the producer or dealer. It is certain that this 
state of affairs, combined with the present inertia of 
most consumers, will never result in procuring abundant 
supplies of clean milk for this or any other locality. 

Are not physicians chiefly responsible for this con- 
dition? These gentlemen daily have the opportunity, 
possessed by no other class of individuals, of presenting 
to consumers the advantages which follow the use of 
clean milk, and the disadvantages likely to be attendant 
upon the employment of milk of the opposite type. 
The effort to make the clean milk movement a success 
can never be attained without the active support and 
aid of the medical profession. They are essential to its 
being placed upon a firm foundation, and the subject 
is one worthy of the keenest interest. Physicians are 
urged to assist in this propaganda by encouraging 
at every opportunity the employment of clean milk. 
Such action would not only be an aid to the health 
of the community, but would also give Boston the 
name of providing a market for all of the clean milk 
procurable. 

At this time twelve firms are engaged in the sale of 
reasonably clean or ‘“‘inspected’”’ milk, and the amount 
sold daily throughout the year averaged about 9,830 
quarts; compared with the figures given in the last 
report, this represents a loss of about 4,287 quarts per 
day. The quantity sold during 1912 represents, as 
before mentioned, 3.67 per cent of the total daily supply. 
About 4,000 quarts of this milk is pasteurized by heating 
to 145 degrees Fahrenheit for periods varying from 
twenty to thirty minutes. One concern heats the milk 
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in bulk and then it is bottled; two firms pasteurize it 
in the final container, and another company is completing 
arrangements to treat a portion of its supply in the 
last named manner. ‘There is a difference of opinion 
among dealers as to the wisdom of continuing the sale 
of milk of this quality, one concern believing that with 
the three grades, certified, “inspected” and common, 
confusion results with the consumer, who is not readily 
convinced of the advantages of a grade of milk superior 
to the ordinary type and inferior to the certified. It is 
also contended that it adds to the expense of transacting 
business and offers opportunity for trouble in dealing 
with customers, through the delivery by employees of 
the wrong kind of milk. This company advocates the 
sale of two kinds of milk, the certified and the common 
type. Another dealer holds similar views as to the 
handling of only two grades of milk, but differs as to the 
selection, believing that the reasonably clean and 
common form should be exploited, and contending that 
certified milk can never be a success. 

Certified milk is sold in this city by six concerns, 
and there is no part of the city in which it is not pro- 
eurable. Despite this fact the amount now used each 
day is only 2,362 quarts, and while this represents a 
gain of 565 quarts by comparison with 1911, this amount, 
according to the figure given above, is only 0.88 per 
cent of the daily supply. For about two weeks recently 
a portion of this supply was temporarily withdrawn 
because of the occurrence of a contagious disease in the 
locality where it was produced. When the danger was 
over, the sale of the product was renewed. This demon- 
strates the care exercised over these supplies in safe- 
_ guarding the interest of the consumer. 


HEATED MILK. 


Three firms have been added to the number equipped 
to supply this treated commodity, making a total of ten 
concerns selling heated milk. ‘Two of these companies 
are pasteurizing only small amounts daily; in fact, one 
of the dealers only employs the process for his emergency 
supply, and the apparatus used is of the ‘‘flash”’ type, 
the milk being heated temporarily to 160 or 165 degrees 
Fahrenheit and then quickly cooled. This method is 
also used by one of the other firms, which is treating the 
milk in the country and bringing it here in the cans in 
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which it is distributed. Another concern utilizes a 
modern device and subjects the milk to a temperature 
of 140 to 145 degrees Fahrenheit for twenty to thirty 
minutes; the product is then rapidly cooled. Some of 
the companies supplying this form of milk for years past 
have made changes in the procedure followed in its 
treatment. One firm draws off the first lot of milk run 
through the machine in order to be sure that all of the 
product sold attains a temperature of 145 degrees 
Fahrenheit, at which it is held for thirty minutes. The 
system of control has also been improved, the tempera- 
ture used being indicated on charts by recording devices. 
Another company has made arrangements to begin the 
pasteurization in bottles of a part of its inspected 
milk supply. The product is to be heated to a tempera- 
ture of 145 degrees Fahrenheit and there maintained 
for thirty minutes. For this work the bottles are to be 
placed in tanks containing water, which is to be warmed 
until the milk is of the desired temperature. The 
cooling must be slow, otherwise the bottles might be 
broken. A concern which treats the milk outside of 
the city has been compelled to make extensive changes 
in the apparatus employed at its various creameries, 
in an attempt to have its product conform to the bac- 
teriological standard of the Board of Health. This has 
involved the supplanting of the old “‘flash’’ pasteuriza- 
tion equipment at six creameries with those of the 
holding type. Better results have been obtained with 
this dealer’s supply since the above substitution. One 
corporation continues to reheat some of the milk sold 
here which is previously pasteurized in another state 
before shipment to this city. It is believed that not 
only is this double cooking objectionable but that — 
milk which requires such treatment should not be 
sold to consumers, at least not without their being 
supplied with the fullest information as to the handling 
to which the product has been subjected. 

The quantity of heated milk sold here daily has 
decreased slightly, according to the returns made by 
firms dealing in this product. The approximate amount 
of such milk sold here each day is 191,600 quarts, which 
is 70.59 per cent of the supply. In 1911 about 193,400 
quarts were used daily. Of the above amount for 1912, 
117,930 quarts, or 61.55 per cent, are delivered in bottles, 
which is the preferable form of container. By com- 
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parison with the quantity of this bottled milk sold in 
1911 there was a daily decrease of 6,110 quarts during 
the year just ended. 


MILK CANS. 


The gradual abandonment of milk production in 
Massachusetts is responsible for the further replacement 
of 84-quart cans by those of larger sizes. Much of 
the milk which is coming from outside the state in 
consequence of the reduced intra-state supply is trans- 
ported in forty-quart containers. This milk is received 
at creameries in the localities where it is produced, and 
there placed in these large cans for shipment; a goodly 
portion of this product is brought from great distances. 

While all of the small dealers who contract for milk 
in the country use the 83-quart can, the large whole- 
salers have, with two exceptions, been endeavoring to 
supplant these small units with those of larger sizes. 
Within the last year one of these firms has decided to 
change its policy, and is now gradually working toward 
cans of a larger capacity for the transportation of this 
commodity. ‘This concern states that the principal 
objection seems to be that milk cannot be cooled as 
quickly in the large cans as in those holding 84 quarts. 
The remaining advocate of the small container believes 
that the introduction of a large can would be detrimental 
to good milk. While milk can undoubtedly be cooled 
more rapidly when in the 83-quart cans than in those 
which hold more, the wooden stoppers used in the 
former, and which are a source of contamination to 
milk, should not be overlooked. In the large cans 
these wooden plugs are replaced by tin covers. This 
detrimental influence has been shown practically through 
one of the present systems for the delivery of milk in 
this city whereby the cans employed are closed by 
means of a heavy paper cap. This milk keeps in these 
cans with a much lower bacterial content than when it 
is in containers with wooden stoppers. On this account 
one firm is using these cans almost exclusively in the 
delivery of milk and cream to its customers. These 
cans are not adapted, by reason of the caps, to the trans- 
portation of milk from the country. 

For some years all of the cans sent to the country 
have been cleansed here before shipment. This now 
universal practice has, in the opinion of all but one 
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dealer, been of material assistance in benefiting the 
supply. Some of the large firms have made many 
improvements in the methods of cleansing these cans 
since the commencement of this work, and now one 
company, in the treatment of vessels employed for 
‘‘inspected”’ milk, is able by its present. process, which 
involves the application by machinery of hot water, 
strong alkali and steam, to render them nearly sterile. 
The condition of cans as to their freedom from rust 
should be given more attention by all classes of dealers. 
Corrosion by rust lessens the probability of the thorough 
cleansing of cans, and the presence of appreciable 
amounts of this substance on the interior of containers 
is sufficient to necessitate their withdrawal from use. 
This is an important factor in the handling of good milk, 
and-only containers with bright, smooth surfaces should 
be employed. ‘To do otherwise means deterioration to 
the supply. One of these rusty cans, which should have 
been condemned by the dealer, is shown in Figure I. 


Misusk oF MILK CONTAINERS. 


This year a material gain can be noted in the matter 
of the number of violations of the law relative to the - 
illegal use of milk bottles and cans. It is hoped that 
this advance is a movement toward progress which has 
a firm foundation, and that in the future further sub- 
stantial betterment can be observed. It is believed that 
previous efforts of this Bureau have had much to do 
with this improvement, which not only has an important 
bearing upon the milk business but will aid in raising 
the standard of the milk sold in this city. The misuse 
of containers by restaurant and shopkeepers has prac- 
tically ended, although at some restaurants milk cans 
are being used for the heating of water. This causes 
financial loss to the milkman, but outside the element 
of inducing the formation of rust the interior of the can 
is not materially injured. Milk cans should not, however, 
be employed for this purpose, for from the economic stand- 
point alone it causes a monetary loss to the owner for 
which all of his customers must necessarily pay tribute. 
Milk vessels for milk and only milk is a text which 
should be in the mind of every individual who wrongfully 
uses these containers. In 1912 there was only one court 
action under the law dealing with this subject, and this 
was for the misuse of a milk bottle in a restaurant. In

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the previous year eight violators of this law were haled 
before the courts. This, it:is to be hoped, is a further 
indication of progress in the education of consumers 
against this illegal use. 

A material factor in this reduction of misuse of con- 
tainers has been that the plan of charging for bottles in 
which shop milk was sold has been adopted to a con- 
siderable extent by dealers. While this feature is not 
yet on as substantial a basis as desired, by reason of 
jealousies and alleged attempts to secure trade from 
those milkmen who were charging their shops for bottles, 
sufficient improvement has been made to demonstrate 
to dealers the benefits which would follow if the plan 
was universally undertaken and followed. This could 
be brought about at once if the dealers would act as 
a unit and not endeavor to secure trade from each other 
through the bait of not charging the shopkeeper for 
bottles. Where store owners are being made to pay for 
nonreturned bottles, different systems are employed 
by milkmen. Substantially this involves charging 
the shopkeeper for containers and crediting him with 
those returned. Some milk firms have resorted to a 
distinctive bottle for shop trade, and one concern charges 
stores five cents each for quart and pint bottles and 
three cents for one-half pint bottles. The store propri- 
etor simply requires a deposit of hke amount from 
those to whom he sells milk where these special bottles 
are used. Other milk companies deliver milk to stores 
in their regular bottles, and the owners of shops, in 
charging their customers for these bottles, deliver to 
the latter a ticket which must be returned with the 
bottle in order to obtain the fee. Where the special 
bottle is used tickets are not employed, but a deposit 
is required from the purchaser, which is subsequently 
given to him on the return of the container. In any 
event a customer loses no money, and where milk is 
being bought regularly at shops, after the first deposit 
for a bottle, later transactions ordinarily involve only 
the returning of the bottle. It is to be hoped that this 
policy be further extended, so that it includes not only 
every store in Boston but also shops in the adjacent 
territory. 

The misuse of containers in households is the most 
difficult to control, as it is almost impossible, with a 
reasonable expenditure of energy, to secure evidence 
without the aid of the milkman which would lead to 
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conviction. Such improperly used vessels, and these 
have been bottles in all instances, give the Bureau annu- 
ally much trouble and annoyance. Where these con- 
tainers are returned to the dealer some of them are in 
such condition that they cannot be cleaned by the ordi- 
nary methods. If such bottles are filled with milk the 
deposits upon them are brought out distinctly, and 
when they are later used in the delivery of this product 
to consumers the latter in many instances make com- 
plaint to this office. The householder blames the milk- 
man, but the one really at fault is the consumer who 
placed the improper substance in the bottle. Naturally 
no milkman would knowingly deliver milk in a dirty 
bottle. The dealers have been forced to install costly 
inspection systems for the oversight of bottles after 
being filled with milk in the attempt to eliminate those 
in a faulty condition. Even this policy has not wholly 
checked the trouble, and this can never be accomplished 
where the inspections, no matter how perfect the system, 
are intrusted to employees. The difficulty should be 
attacked by milkmen with their customers, and if these 
infractions of the law cannot be so prevented then they 
should be reported to the authorities. An effective 
method would be that previously advocated of charging 
householders for all bottles misused or not returned 
to dealers. This would immediately stop all further 
trouble with milk containers. Several of the dealers 
are ready to adopt this plan if all would employ it and 
a practicable method for its operation was devised. 

While the misuse and nonreturn of containers has 
been lessened, the situation is far from being free from 
difficulty. Many of the bottles also find their way to 
dumps through the agency of the ash barrel and the 
refuse carts. Later they are collected by those who 
make it a business to gather materials of value from 
this waste, the bottles are sold, and are subsequently 
shipped to the Milk Package Exchange, when, after 
being washed and sorted, they are returned, for a con- 
sideration, to the rightful owners, 7. e., milk dealers 
are compelled to repurchase their own property. 

Photographs showing bottles and cans collected at a 
Boston dump are reproduced. 


Figure II.— This shows a number of barrels of bottles col- 
lected at a dump and ready for delivery to the Milk Package 
Exchange.

The Milk Package Exchange is a corporation which 
acts for the dealers in the collection and distribution 
of containers. In 1912 this concern paid the dump 
operators $2,937.67 for collected containers, and 490,978 
bottles were procured from this source. In addition to 
this the Exchange gathered in its wagons 436,607 
bottles, and the large milk firms through the agency of 
their collection systems returned to the Exchange 
1,215,199 bottles. The total for the year was 2,142,784 
bottles. As a whole this was an improvement over 1911 
in point of number of bottles handled. The total 
decrease amounted to 241,674 bottles and the stray 
bottles returned by the large firms was 486,897 less 
than in 1911. Despite this reduction in packages 
handled by the Exchange, a large waste is represented 
for which the consumer is partially responsible, but 
for which he alone is taxed. 


CLEANING OF MILK VESSELS. 


Milk dealers, with one or two exceptions, are of the 
opinion that in the matter of cleanliness of milk vessels 
as returned by householders and storekeepers the year 
1912 indicated an improvement distinctly in advance of 
that of any previous year. Each year since this agitation 
commenced has shown a gain, and it is hoped in time 
to create a sentiment which will result in the proper 
cleaning of all milk containers before they are returned 
to dealers. The present betterment has followed the 
enforcement of the Board of Health regulation which 
was adopted only in 1908, and with the proper support 
on the part of milkmen the remaining difficulties in 
this direction could be readily eliminated. Here, as 
with the subject of misuse of cans, dealers do not furnish 
the authorities with information, through fear of loss 
of patronage, by which the returning of non-cleaned 
milk vessels could be readily stopped. 

_ Some dealers report all containers as being washed as 
given to them by customers. Several concerns have 
taken up this subject with their wholesale trade, and 
have used in the movement the printed matter issued 
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by this Bureau. These efforts have brought good 
results, and the endeavors of this office in awaken- 
ing interest in this problem are given credit for this 
improvement. 

While householders are cooperating in this work to 
such an extent that in some parts of the city practically 
all of the returned bottles found upon the wagons of 
dealers are clean, there are other sections where the 
opposite holds true. This relates to localities where the 
great dependence is placed upon shop milk and where 
foreigners predominate. Shopkeepers could give mate- 
rial assistance with this latter class of purchasers by 
insisting that bottles be returned clean. The problem 
of dealing with householders will have to be left largely 
to milkmen and shopkeepers, as procuring of evidence 
by the authorities of the non-cleaning of containers 
would be an impossible task. The object sought must 
be attained by education, and publicity is one of the 
best means of presenting this subject to that portion 
of the community still negligent in this duty. To aid 
in this work the circular for householders issued in 
1910 was reproduced in Yiddish, and it will be printed 
in other languages if desired by dealers. 

Justice and the good health of other consumers 
demand that all milk users cleanse milk vessels before 
giving them back to the owners. This, and their 
prompt return, would eliminate undesirable trade con- 
ditions and financial loss now borne by the entire 
community. : 


REGULATION CONCERNING THE SALE OF SHop MILK 
IN TIGHTLY CLOSED RECEPTACLES. 


Under the authority given local boards of health by 
the Legislature of 1912 for the adoption of rules and 
regulations in regard to the keeping and exposing for 
sale of articles of food, all of the regulations of the 
Boston Board of Health relating to the sale and handling 
of milk were readopted. This included rules dealing 
with the above subject, but the old regulations were 
revised and rewritten before adoption. Under the 
1912 law governing this subject all regulations must 
have the approval of the State Board of Health, and 
all of the milk regulations of the Boston Board of 
Health have been given such sanction. 

Despite the fact that there have been no regulations 
in this city since the adverse decision in the case of 
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Commonwealth vs. Drew for the sale of bottled milk 
in shops, a large majority of storekeepers still continue 
its sale in bottles. This proves conclusively that the 
action of the. Board of Health in adopting the former 
regulations has met with support and approval of both 
consumers and dealers. The number of store dealers 
engaged in the sale of ‘‘loose milk”’ was overestimated, 
and at this time it is not thought that over 10 per cent 
are selling milk in this objectionable manner. This 
indicates that few people are in favor of the sale of 
milk in this way, which, under the most favorable 
conditions, gives opportunity for the contamination 
of milk with filth and for an increased bacterial growth. 
It furthermore means that in many instances the shop- 
keeper, through failure to mix the milk each time a 
sale is made, defrauds the customer through either 
intent or carelessness of some of the cream which belongs 
with the milk. This is proven by the proportionately 
large number of cases against dealers, especially res- 
taurant keepers, who sell milk from coolers or cans 
as compared with those who retail this fluid in bottles. 

The sale of ‘‘loose milk’’ has by experience been 
shown to be to the disadvantage of the consumer, both 
from the probability of the product being below the 
standard for milk solids and fat and from increased 
bacterial contamination from unclean containers or 
dirt falling into the milk; and opposed to the interests 
of the dealer because of the probability of involving 
him in the meshes of the law, or by inviting conflict 
with the authorities, because of the unsatisfactory 
sanitary condition of the milk, and for the latter 
reasons a constant source of trouble to the health 
officials. The only drawback under present conditions 
arises from the nonreturn of bottles to shops by con- 
sumers, but in this respect and as before mentioned 
milkmen alone are responsible, and the remedy of charg- 
ing for these containers is open to them whenever 
they choose to apply it. 

The sections of the present regulation dealing with 
this topic follow: 


SecTION 1. No person or corporation shall sell or offer, 
expose or keep for sale in any shop, store or other place milk or 
cream, unless the same is sold or offered, exposed or kept for 
sale in tightly closed or capped bottles or receptacles. Nothing 
contained herein shall prevent the sale of milk or cream from 
cans, crocks, coolers or other receptacles in restaurants, hotels, 
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barrooms, or at soda fountains, when the milk or cream is to 
be consumed in the restaurant or hotel by guests or patrons 
ordering the same. 

Sect. 2. Every person or corporation engaged in the busi- 
ness of selling or delivering milk or cream shall, immediately 
upon receiving a written order from the Board of Health so 
to do, comply with any requirement of said board respecting 
the filling of milk and cream in bottles or receptacles, the 
manner and methods employed in such filling or the conditions 
and surroundings under which such filling is done and carried 
on. The filling of bottles or cans with milk or cream, for sale 
or delivery upon wagons or on any public or private way or in 
any place for which permission for such filling has not pre- 
viously been obtained from the Board of Health, is prohibited. 

Sect. 3. No person or corporation shall sell or offer, expose 
or keep for sale at retail milk or cream in the room or store 
where the same is put into bottles or receptacles. 


INVESTIGATING COMPLAINTS. 


The number of complaints concerning the methods 
pursued by dealers in the handling of products over 
which this Bureau has control is constantly growing 
larger and is an indication that the public interest in 
the subject of clean foodstuffs is increasing. This 
branch of the service is essentially new, but is becoming 
more important each year. Formerly, consumers were 
less observant of these objectionable features, but now 
there is such keenness displayed by purchasers that 
more complaints from citizens are filed here in a month 
than would have been received in several years in the 
early history of the office. 

This supplementary oversight is not only of value to 
all consumers, but is an efficient aid to the Bureau in 
its supervision of dealers. Not infrequently court 
actions follow the investigation of these objections 
which come from the public. The watchfulness of the 
latter is an increased check upon faulty practices of 
dealers, which otherwise might escape detection for 
a considerable period. Some of the complaints are 
unwarranted, and dealing with these to the satisfaction 
of the objector is frequently difficult. Fortunately the 
majority are of the other type and well founded. 

The nature and range of the subjects which the 
Bureau is called upon to consider may be noted from 
the examples which appear below: 

Bottle having paint on the inside; quality of sour, 
skimmed and ‘‘doctored”? milk; selling milk without 
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a license; standard of milk and cream; quality of 
butter and buttermilk; oleomargarine signs not well 
displayed; milk wagon not properly marked; dirty 
milk bottles; flies in milk; unclean methods in capping 
bottles; slip of paper in milk bottle with milk; foreign 
substance in cream; filling bottles of one dealer with 
another dealer’s milk in store; dirty dipper; serving 
butterine or oleomargarine in restaurant; cockroach in 
milk bottle; cider in milk bottle; warm milk served to 
guests in restaurant; bottling milk on street; milk 
left at store on sidewalk; hair in milk bottle; advertising 
certified milk in a restaurant; use of milk bottles for 
shoe paste; insanitary milk production, and sickness 
‘at farms, and the addition of water to cream. 

In addition to the above there are many protests 
over the condition of bottles in which milk is delivered, 
and in many of these instances the real culprits, as 
indicated in another section, were consumers who had 
employed these containers for prohibited substances. 
Thus the dealer is often blamed for the misdeeds of 
others. 

The assistance of the public is desired in the correc- 
tion of evils which are detrimental to the welfare of the 
community and upon which complaints may be properly 
founded. 


Datry INSPECTION. 


The dairies referred to the Bureau during the year 
have all been reported by the Dairy Division, and have 
related to farms where the milk was to be excluded 
from this city because of failure on the part of the 
owners to comply with the recommendations of the 
division made during previous inspections. A con- 
siderable number of dairies and of milk-handling plants 
of licensees of the Bureau were also reported because 
of the existence of insanitary features, or by reason of 
the necessity of installing new arrangements for improyv- 
ing the quality of the product handled. As the dairies 
of nonlicensees were all of the class above mentioned 
the number requiring action by the Bureau was much 
smaller than that of the previous year. The total 
number for 1911 was 1,207 as against 327 for 1912. 

With some dairymen there was prompt compliance 
with the requirements imposed, but in other instances 
either dilatory tactics have been adopted or there 
has been little or no effort to make the changes deemed 
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necessary. For the most part those who pursued this 
latter course were to an extent encouraged by those 
to whom their product was being sold, for the purchasers 
continued to buy the milk and made some disposition 
of it satisfactory to themselves. This feature is one of 
the chief drawbacks to success in the attempt to have 
dairymen improve conditions. With a market con- 
stantly open to them there is little incentive for them 
to make changes in their equipment, in fact 1n more 
than one instance it has encouraged defiance. The 
desired state of affairs in respect to dairy improvements 
can never be attained to the fullest degree without 
cooperation from those to whom dairymen sell their 
products. 

What becomes of this milk so purchased? Probably 
the distributor is the only one possessed of this informa- 
tion in the vast majority of instances. It can only be 
obtained by the authorities through the expenditure of 
much energy, as the tracing of milk from a dairy to the 
distributing point under present railroad laws is not an 
easy task. Then, too, when the dealer knows a supply 
is being watched, some other disposition can be made 
of it if deemed advisable. It is probably true that 
where milk is actually excluded from a city upon 
order of a board of health, if the milkman who was 
purchasing it has outlets for his products in other cities 
or towns the milk deemed unsuitable for the inhabitants 
of one city is sold to consumers in other centers. When 
not sold as milk, it is distributed either in the form of 
cream, butter, skimmed milk or buttermilk. Thus the 
aim of dairy inspection is defeated. The usual formulas 
of milkmen who do not stop buying from dairies where 
the milk has been excluded are that ‘‘the milk is no 
longer for sale in Boston,”’ or ‘‘the milk is not being sold 
here now.’’ These replies come from certain dealers 
as often as they are notified to exclude a dairy. It is 
to be deplored that the authorities have so little power 
in enforcing their demands, and that by the shifting 
of the product of a dairy from one market to another 
the purpose of this inspection work can be so easily 
frustrated. Under such circumstances the energy 
involved from officials is practically wasted. 

Not all firms, however, resort to such tactics, and 
these concerns give the authorities the support, by the 
prompt exclusion of milk, which means that in nearly 
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all such cases producers promptly comply with the 
recommendations of your Board. ‘The immediate 
withdrawal of a market is an effective step in securing 
the installation of sanitary methods, and the only one 
which can be relied upon with certainty to bring the 
desired results. 

Where dairies are excluded in accordance with the 
mandate of the Board of Health by milkmen it fre- 
quently happens that other dealers, who are not over- 
scrupulous as to methods, immediately begin the 
purchase of the milk, with the intent of securing the 
product permanently for their own use. Naturally 
this causes dissatisfaction from the licensee who excluded 
the milk, and is a source of annoyance to the department. 
There appears to be no legal remedy which can be 
applied under such circumstances, as the milk so pur- 
chased is not, according to representation, sold in this 
city. This is a further demonstration of the necessity 
of change in the present system of dairy inspection 
oversight, so that where the product of a farm is con- 
demned by one city or authority its sale elsewhere 
in this state will be an impossibility. Until such time 
arrives much of the inspection work is without the 
essential element of stability. To an extent the dealers 
control the situation and not boards of health. Assur- 
edly this is not what the community, which not only 
pays for the inspection service but also dealers for 
for milk, desires. 

In a few instances milk was excluded because the 
owners of farms would not permit the representatives 
of the Dairy Division to inspect their premises. Some 
of the other reasons for the exclusion of milk from 
dairies from this city were: Unclean cows; unclean tie-up; 
barn insufficiently lighted; pigs, hens, or sheep kept 
in barn; milk cooled in trough from which cattle or 
horses drink; manure allowed to accumulate in barn 
or barnyard; milk strained in barn; no milk room; 
milk shipped only every other day, and in one case only 
twice a week; faulty drainage; utensils not properly 
cleaned and inverted in pure air when not in use; horse 
manure, sand, or ashes used for bedding; milk set out 
of doors to cool; barn or milk room in need of repairs; 
ice not in use for cooling the milk; horses in cow tie-up 
and not separated from cows by a partition; horse 
manure used as an absorbent; insufficient air space 
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and ventilation; milk stored in kitchen; cows emaciated 
and coughing and showing symptoms of tuberculosis. 
At one farm the milk room was being used for a hen 
house and was in a filthy condition. One milk room 
was being employed as a grain room. At one dairy a 
piano box served the purpose of a milk room. At 
another place a dressed hog was found in the barn and 
the dressing of meat in the barn was practised. One 
dairy was in such condition that it could not be scored 
and was consequently excluded until a new barn should 
be built. 

In most of the milk-handling plants of licensees the 
changes ordered were of the minor type, and the sug- 
gestions made usually met with prompt compliance on 
the part of the dealers. In one instance it was deemed 
necessary to revoke the license of a milkman, and as he 
persisted in the sale of milk, complaint was entered in 
court and he was fined $25. Later, when he had com- 
plied with the requirements, he was relicensed.

BACTERIOLOGIC EXAMINATION OF MILK. 


The findings of this year from the bacteriological 
examination of milk supplies are most gratifying, and it 
is evident that a constant gain is following the work of 
past years in this oversight of the product sold in this 
city. While it is not always possible to show a yearly 
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betterment by figures alone, it is believed that a definite 
improvement is resulting from this labor, which will in 
time place Boston’s milk supply on a still more sub- 
stantial sanitary basis. When the examinations indicate 
that milk is of poor quality, efforts are made by means 
of notices and inquiries to ascertain the cause of its being 
in such condition. This is usually followed by a lower- 
ing of the bacteriological content of the milk from the 
same source, and this result may be obtained even where 
the reason for the original condition is not disclosed. 
This indicates that more care is usually exercised in the 
oversight of this commodity when previous examina- 
tions have shown excessive numbers of bacteria. Thus 
these tests form an effective agency in furthering the 
advance in the effort for clean, cold milk. In fact, the 
beginning of this movement for better milk on the part 
of dealers dates from the commencement of the bacterio- 
logical and temperature examinations of the Boston 
Board of Health. These investigations have thus been 
a valuable asset in furnishing an incentive, not only to 
producers but to all classes of dealers, to serve their 
customers with a superior product. This bacteriological 
testing was employed, and should be continued at least 
for the present, upon the educational basis. Any effort 
to use it in any other manner will, it is believed, 
be a mistake which is likely to seriously check the 
advance already made through the agency of this 
work. 

In 1912, 7,781 specimens were tested, and this is the 
largest number examined in any year since the beginning 
of these examinations, and exceeds the work of last year 
by 470 samples. The number collected from con- 
tractors is greater than that for 1911 by 105, and the 
total number from these car takings equalled 4,899. 
The policy of issuing warnings when excessive counts 
were disclosed was continued, and the number so sent 
was 814. This includes the notices issued upon both 
milk and cream, and owing to a different method of 
recording these notices exceeds the number sent out 
last year by 270; 397 of these warnings were sent to 
dealers who were bringing milk from the country by 
means of railroads, and were sent by these milkmen to 
the producers from whom the milk was purchased. 
_ The remaining notices were issued to milkmen and to 
the owners of stores. 
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The quality of milk obtained from contractors is 
indicated in Table I.

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The milk under this classification is decidedly better 
than that procured in 1911. This showing is of interest 
in view of the extreme hot weather of last summer and 
the new sources from which milk was obtained, and the 
great distance it was transported during that period. 
Under like circumstances of a warm summer, the 1911 
tests showed a gain in results for the car milk over 1910. 
It is doubtful, however, if continued improvement can 
be shown under conditions similar to those for the 
summers of 1911 and 1912. The detailed results for 
milk of this class point to betterment in every respect. 
There is a gain in the percentage of specimens under 
50,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter, and also with the 
samples below 200,000 per cubic centimeter. Of these 
latter there were 89.38 per cent as compared to 87.16 
per cent in 1911. This demonstrates the good quality 
of the bulk of the milk as it reaches this city. If it 
could be delivered to householders without change, 
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the latter would be provided with a supply of commend- 
able type. Table I. shows that 91.27 per cent of the | 
samples complied with the standard, while 8.73 per 
cent had more than 500,000 bacteria to the cubic centi- 
meter. The gain thus denoted is of interest in view 
of the fact that the milk produced within this State, 
while upon railroad cars, is in charge of employees of 
the transportation companies. The larger percentage 
of this milk, however, is freighted in leased cars, and 
such milk has the supervision of agents of the dealers. 

One feature which must be borne in mind in con- 
nection with these figures is that although in most years 
a slight improvement in the quality of milk from con- 
tractors can be noted, it is a fact that the samples above 
the standard have been approximately 10 per cent 
during all of this period. Thus while the bulk of this 
milk is of good quality, a part, and the results of the 
work since 1904 prove it to be a fairly constant portion, 
fails to comply with the Board’s standard. Apparently 
this must continue until production conditions are | 
materially improved. The application of a remedy 
would be a simple problem if the specimens with high 
counts were always from the same dairies. This is not 
the situation, however, as the milk from a dairy which 
has an excess of bacteria at one time may on the second 
sampling be found to be of good quality. The opposite 
may be shown with milk from other dairies, namely, 
of being excellent one day and of poor grade the next. 
This makes the problem a complicated one for both 
authorities and dealers, and the only feasible solution 
is the raising of production methods at all dairies. Even 
then there would not be entire freedom from milk con- 
taining high counts. 

Table II. indicates the character of the milk procured 
from the contracting firms previously considered in the 
reports of this Bureau, and also there is added to the 
table the results from the examinations of milk taken 
from the small contracting firms who are receiving their 
supplies by shipment from the country. This addition 
only comprises the dealers from whom forty or more 
specimens were collected during the year, and these 
takings have as far as possible duplicated the ordinary 
samplings from the larger dealers as to time and condi- 
tions. Not all of the small dealers are the same as 
those which bore letter designations in the report for 
last year, as some of those have abandoned the business. 
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With a majority of the old concerns, designated in 
previous reports from A to G (both inclusive), the 
results are more favorable than in 1911; these firms 
WELG ADR ee and | Gand the gainvon 
the percentage basis over last year varies from 0.10 per 
cent in the case of ‘‘D” to 5.94 per cent with firm 
‘““G.” According to these figures, over 90 per cent of 
the specimens from five firms complied with the standard, 
and over 95 per cent of the samples from “A” and “F” ¢ 
had 200,000 or less bacteria to the cubic centimeter. 
Deaers wpe rand tH Acalso indicate a 
betterment with the specimens containing less than 
50,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter. This is to the 
extent of 5.93 per cent, the maximum, in the milk 
from contractor ‘‘F”’ while the minimum is 2.41 per 
cent with “‘D.” The latter firm was the last to estab- 
lish a bacteriological laboratory, and since that time 
there has been a constant gain in the quality of its 
products. 

With one concern whose milk did not indicate a gain, 
a part of the trouble could be attributed to the fact that 
this company is now bringing to this city more out of 
state milk than was its former custom, some of its old 
intra-state supplies having been absorbed by other 
small dealers, who are designated in the extended table 
from H to T (both inclusive). The sources of supply 
with these small concerns are constantly changing, as 
rapidly as possible, to interstate milk, and several of 
these dealers during the year abandoned their Massa- 
chusetts dairies for those in other states. With these 
concerns there was not a repetition of the results of 
last year, when the findings demonstrated that this 
milk, purchased in small units and produced with some- 
what nonsystematic oversight, was of supertor quality. 
For 1912 the figures as a whole prove this milk to be 
inferior to that procured from the same dealers in 1911. 
Only the firms designated as ‘‘H,” “I,” “J” and “8” 
secured ratings above those shown in the last report. 
With the exception, however, of the milk of dealers 
Ke Oy SOP’ ands By over 90e per cent, ot sthe 
product of all of the concerns mentioned in the preceding 
report contained less than 500,000 bacteria to the cubic 
centimeter, and all of the milk from dealer ‘‘S” con- 
formed to this regulation. It should be also noted 
that the percentage of samples with less than 50,000 
bacteria to the cubic centimeter, from the same dealers, 
varied from 59.7 per cent, the minimum, to the maximum

and better icing during transportation, the quality of 
this product could be materially enhanced. Designa- 
Hons) ala Vere AN and fil) *vare) appled) to new 
firms not in the classification of last year. Of these, 
‘“N”’ makes the poorest showing, as 22.73 per cent 
of its specimens exceeded the standard of 500,000 
bacteria to the. cubic centimeter. Age, and a long 
haul, were contributing factors to this condition. 

The samples from nine other wholesale firms, from 
whom less than forty samples each were procured, are 
considered collectively. Of 238 specimens, 208, or 
87.40 per cent, had under 500,000 bacteria per cubic 
centimeter, and 30, or 12.60 per cent, were above this 
limit; 145, or 60.92 per cent, contained less than 50,000 
bacteria to each cubic centimeter. In both respects 
this milk was inferior to that so classified in 1911. 

The comparative bacteriologic standing of concerns 
A to G (both inclusive) is shown by Chart I. for the : 
years 1905, 1906, 1907, 1908, 1909, 1910, 1911 and 1912, 
together with the percentage of infected milk procured 
from these firms for the same years. Some of the 
differences upon the bacteriological basis have been 
indicated above, but the condition from the standpoint 
of infected samples is less satisfactory than for last 
year, only the specimens from one dealer, ‘‘F,’’ being 
free from these contaminations. The results, however, 
were much more satisfactory than those obtained at the 
beginning of these investigations, and indicate the gain 
which has come from a continued effort for improvement. 

The quality of the wagon samples is superior to that 
of 1911, but this gain may not be permanent, and will 
undoubtedly fluctuate from year to year. The results 
from this year and for 1909, 1910 and 1911 point to 
the marked improvement from the_ bacteriological 
standpoint, which has taken place in the milk from this 
source since the beginning of these examinations in 
1905. A factor of considerable importance in this 
showing is that of pasteurization, but there have been 
other conditions which have assisted in bettering the 
quality of this product. Furthermore, there is a very 
much larger quantity of the high grade milk upon the 
market now than when this method of testing was first 
inaugurated, and the volume of this quality of milk is 
constantly increasing. Undoubtedly, however, pasteur- 
ization had more to do with these results than any other 
condition. 
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Table III. shows the quality of milk as obtained from 
wagons.

Of these samples 83.67 per cent complied with the 
standard of the Board of Health, and 16.33 per cent 
contained over 500,000 bacteria to the cubic centi- 
meter. Compared with last year there was a gain of 2.24 
per cent in specimens conforming to the standard. 
There was an increase also in the samples with less than 
50,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter, and this amounted 
to 3.57 per cent. With the milk containing 200,000 
organisms to the cubic centimeter there was also an 
improvement over the 1911 results, the difference being 
3.27 per cent and in favor of the samples of 1912. 

The milk under Table III. was collected from both 
bottles and cans, and as the condition of containers as to 
sterility has a marked influence upon the deterioration of 
this product, whether raw or heated, after its arrival in 
this city, the study of this subject in respect to the 
containers employed for pasteurized milk has been 
continued. The balance continues to swing strongly in 
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favor of bottles as the preferable form of holder. With 
cans the chief detrimental factor is probably the wooden 
stopper, but there may be other influences which tend 
to make the milk from cans inferior to that delivered in 
glass vessels. The methods of cleansing do not differ 
materially, but greater thoroughness should be exercised 
in this respect with both cans and bottles. If all con- 
tainers used for milk could be sterile much gain would 
follow, but the magnitude of the undertaking under 
present conditions renders it difficult of application. 

The data compiled in 1908, 1909, 1910, 1911 and 1912 
showed the pasteurized milk from bottles to have the 
lowest bacterial content. The 1912 results may be 
seen in Table IV.

This indicates that 90.81 per cent of the samples 
from bottles, as against 91.72 per cent in 1911, had less 
than 500,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter. In 1910, 
92.35 per cent of the specimens complied with the 
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standard. By comparison with last year there was an 
increase in the milk from cans which conformed with 
the regulation, the figure for that year being 73.49 per 
cent, while for 1912 it was 82.21 per cent. There has 
also been a betterment in the percentage of samples 
from both forms of containers having under 200,000 
bacteria to the cubic centimeter, the comparative 
improvement being as follows: Bottled milk, 2.61 per 
cent; milk from cans, 19.75 per cent. The gain in this 
latter respect 1s remarkable. 

Table V. shows the results from the examinations of 
milk collected from shops, and points to the superiority 
of quality as compared with recent years. It is certain 
that the sale of ‘‘loose milk”’ has been a factor in this 
change. Despite this element shop milk is now superior 
to that sold in stores previous to the attempt to have 
it retailed in bottles. Prior to 1909 this class of milk 
was of such low grade that more than 50 per cent of 
it contained over 500,000 bacteria to each cubic centi- 
meter. Notwithstanding the comparatively low grade 
of this shop milk for the last year, the gain in the quality 
of this product has been more pronounced than with 
that under the other classifications.

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Where high counts have been found at stores these 
places have been sampled persistently until improve- 
ment followed. Some of the high count milk was 
obtained in this manner, and these specimens had an 
influence upon the above showing. By the examina- 
tions for 1912, only 67.99 per cent of the samples com- 
plied with the standard, the comparative figure for 
1911 being 76.83 per cent, for 1910, 77.80 per cent, and 
for 1909, 54.74 per cent. With the specimens contain- 
ing less than 200,000 bacteria to the cubic centimeter, 
only 62.12 per cent were found in 1912, the corresponding 
figure for 1911 being 67.27 per cent. This comparatively 
poor condition may also be partially attributed to 
the practice of some small dealers of carrying over 
from one day to the next bottled or “loose” milk; 
to late morning deliveries by milk dealers in some of 
the more remote sections of the city; and to some of 
the owners of small shops economizing on their ice 
supplies at the expense of the quality of the product. 
During 1911 and 1912 much of the milk classified under 
Table V. which .exceeded the bacterial standard was 
that procured from crocks or cans in restaurants, and 
much of the product from this source continues to be 
of low grade. This is largely due to the careless manner 
of handling, to lack of cleanliness of crocks and to the 
mixing of the fresh milk of one day with the old supply 
of the day before. This latter procedure causes rapid 
deterioration in the whole supply. Some restaurants 
are serving bottled milk to their table trade, and the 
product so handled is usually superior to that sold 
‘“‘loose.”’ Restaurant patrons should insist, when order- 
ing milk, that it be served to them in bottles which 
have been filled, in accordance with the former regula- 
tion relating to bottled milk, by milk dealers. By so 
doing they will be serving their own interests, as well as 
assisting this Bureau in improving the quality of the 
supply. 

Consumers are largely responsible for the present 
extensive handling of milk by shopkeepers, for if the 
public did not patronize these stores the sale of this 
product at such places would rapidly diminish. Ordi- 
narily this commodity, as found in shops, is suitable 
only for cooking, and from the sanitary standpoint is 
the poorest milk sold. It should never be used for 
babies, and is the lowest grade of milk on sale in this 
city. Store owners deal in milk only as a side issue, 
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and are usually interested in its quality only to the 
‘extent to which they are forced to be. Many of them 
view the traffic in this commodity asa nuisance. House- 
holders should look upon store milk only as a makeshift 
and an emergency supply, and should arrange to procure 
enough for their ordinary wants from milk dealers. 
By this plan they would receive milk of much better 
quality than many are now buying from stores. 

The time is not far distant when greater discrimina- 
tion will have to be exercised in the granting of permits 
to shopkeepers to deal in milk, and the present number 
could be largely curtailed with advantage to the supply. 
Only those deemed capable of giving it proper oversight 
should be licensed. A pertinent illustration is the fact 
that during 1912 many of the samples containing high 
bacteria were obtained in small shops, where only a 
few quarts were dealt in daily, and the product was 
either old or uniced. While it is true that the owners 
of the stores were poor, it is important to the issue that 
it was to be sold to people who were also poor and who 
needed milk of the best quality obtainable. 

Table V. includes both raw and heated milk samples. 
As much pasteurized milk is sold in shops, the quality 
of this treated product obtained from shops is of interest. 
Of the 442 specimens for 1912, 75.11 per cent contained 
less than 500,000 bacteria to the cubic centimeter. 
This denotes a decrease from last year, when 82.22 per 
cent were of like quality. Probably one reason for 
this condition was that there was a lessening in quantity 
of the sale of this kind of milk in bottles, and further- 
more this continued throughout the year, while in 1911 
there were less than eight months when heated milk 
was retailed in the ‘‘loose’”’ form. By comparison, 
however, with the 1909 results, when all of this product 
was sold “‘loose,’’ the gain is apparent; the percentage 
with less than 500,000 bacteria to the cubic centimeter 
was then only 49.31 per cent. The heated shop milk 
with less than 200,000 bacteria to the cubic centimeter 
for 1912 was 69 per cent, and this does not compare 
favorably with the 74.64 per cent result of 1911. There 
should be no bulk handling of heated milk, either in 
shops or restaurants. 

Many samples are annually brought to the office which 
are termed unclassified, for the reason that there is no 
other feasible method of arrangement. Some of these 
are from dealers, but are mostly sent by citizens who 
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believe there is something wrong with their supplies. 


' That this contention is usually not well founded -is 


denoted by the results of these examinations. There 
were 440 such specimens tested, and of these 411, or 
93.40 per cent, were found to have less than 500,000 
bacteria per cubic centimeter. In considering this 
result it must be borne in mind that some of this milk 
arrives here in unsterile containers and uniced. 

The following diagram indicates the comparative per- 
centage of specimens from contractors, wagons and shops 
for 1905, 1906, 1907, 1908, 1909, 1910, 1911 and 1912 
which complied with the bacterial standard of the Board.

The contractors’ column shows the condition of the 
milk as it arrives from the country; the wagon and store 
samples for the most part represent milk as it was being 
delivered or sold to consumers on the day following its 
receipt in this city. 


Store Samples. 
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The examinations of milk, cream and ice cream for 
bacterial content and of milk for pus organisms were 
made in the bacteriological laboratory under the direc- 
tion first of Dr. Burdett L. Arms and later of Dr. Francis 
H. Slack. 


MILK CONTAMINATED WITH PUS AND STREPTOCOCCI. 


The results from the examination of milk during 1912 
for the presence of pus organisms did not reduce the 
remarkably low percentage which was recorded from 
the tests of 1911. The findings of last year indicate a 
higher percentage of milk of this type than has been 
noted since 1909. It should be borne in mind, however, 
that the amount of this infected milk for 1911 reached 
a level which was probably abnormally low, and that 
the figures for 1912 demonstrate that the supply of 
Boston is of excellent quality, regardless of the above 
result. The lowering in the number of these undesirable 
specimens, since the commencement of these examina- 
tions, has demonstrated the benefit to milk supplies 
which follows this form of oversight. Only twice since 
1905, namely, in 1908 and 1912, did the examinations 
fail to reveal a continuous decrease in these yearly 
percentages. Milk of this type can never be totally 
eliminated, but the number of samples can be kept small 
by efficient supervision by dairymen and milk handlers. 

In 1912, 7,781 samples were tested for these organisms, 
and 63, or 0.81 per cent, were found to be infected. These 
results by months are shown in Table VI.

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The comparative percentages of milk so infected for 
the years 1905, 1906, 1907, 1908, 1909, 1910, 1911 and 
1912 are shown in the following diagram. During 
1905, 5,559 samples were examined, and 583, or 10.48 
per cent, were reported for their pus, pus and streptococci, 
or streptococci content. In 1906, of 5,007 samples, 
246, or 4.9 per cent, were infected; in 1907, 4,609 
specimens were examined, and 52, or 1.1 per cent, 
showed infection; in 1908, when 5,843 were tested, 
107, or 1.83 per cent, were thus contaminated; in 1909, of 
6,344 examinations, 58, or 0.91 per cent, were infected; 
in 1910, 6,657 specimens were examined, and 34, or 
0.53 per cent, were faulty; and in 1911, of 7,311 samples, 
17, or 0.23 per cent, showed infection. The figures 
for 1912 appear above.

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The percentages of this contaminated milk for 1905, 
1906, 1907, 1908, 1909, 1910, 1911 and 1912 are shown 
comparatively by months by Charts 2 and 2A. 

There was not one month during the year in which 
the samples were free from this objectionable milk. In 
February and June there was an improvement over the 
corresponding months of the preceding year. 

The policy of excluding all milk of the contaminated 
type has been continued, and this plan is responsible for 
the pronounced diminution in the amount of this 
undesirable commodity in Boston’s supply since the 
early investigations of 1905. This has necessitated aid 
upon the part of the dealers, and the majority have 
used their efforts in this respect to advantage. The 
findings of this year, however, call for renewed energy 
so that producers may be more watchful of the condi- 
tion of their cows and exercise more care concerning 
the sending to market of milk from animals under 
suspicion. It is the duty of every milk dealer in 
Boston to insist that every farmer whom they patronize 
so safeguard the supply that all doubtful products be 
withheld from shipment. Investigation, following the 
finding of this faulty milk, has shown that producers 
are frequently aware of the abnormal condition of some 
of their animals, but continue to send the milk to this 
city for the reason that they are unwilling to stand the 
loss from the sale of a few quarts of this fluid. Where 
this guilty knowledge exists, such willingness to trifle 
with the health of consumers warrants the severest 
censure. With other farmers who know the condition 
of their stock, a portion of this milk, as that from an 
injured quarter of an udder, may be kept at the dairy, 
while the milk from the remaining quarters is sold. 
Probably a large proportion of this objectionable 
product is sent here under the last mentioned circum- 
stances, and as the whole milk is likely to be infected 
where there are complications in any portion of the 
udder the only safe plan for the protection of the 
community is not to attempt to market such milk. 
Unless this is done there may be injury to the health 
of the consumer and disaster to the business of the 
milk seller. Producers should be observant of the 
health of their stock and not sell any of the milk from 
animals affected with diseased udders. 

The action of those dealers who have materially 
assisted in practically freeing Boston’s supply from this

2. The official year begins February 1. 
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undesirable form of milk is worthy of the highest 
commendation. This cooperation has rendered the 
improvement obtained possible of accomplishment. 

Each year, whenever infected milk was found, an 
attempt has been made to ascertain the cause for the 
abnormality. This has involved an investigation, when 
possible, at the farm where the milk was produced. 
Much of this information is procured through the 
dealer from whom the original sample was obtained, 
but it has not been possible in all instances to secure 
the desired data. These inquiries have, however, sup- 
ported the contention that some producers are willing 
to sell milk from cows where the evidence of disease 
is apparent. Fortunately this condition does not hold 
good with the majority of farmers. This claim of 
inattention to health of animals is further upheld by 
the results of the inquiries during 1912 by which the 
following information was gleaned: 


1. Cow with one-quarter of udder inflamed; said to be due 
to over-feeding. 

2. Two cows had been milked too long since freshening, and 
were giving a very small quantity of milk. 
Cow with slight attack of garget. 
Two cows nearly dry. 
One cow with an injured udder. 
One cow with a little fever in the udder. 
One three teated cow. 
Cow whose milk showed traces of garget. 
. One cow that was being milked only in three-quarters of 
the udder; two cows drying up. 

10. Cow with slight injury to one-quarter of udder. 

11. One cow giving bloody milk, caused by having teats 
stepped on. 

12. Cow that was old and being dried off. 

13. One cow recently calved, and one cow being dried off. 

14. One cow with an udder injured by barbed wire. 

15. One three-teated cow, one-quarter being atrophied. 

16. One cow recovering from ‘scours,’ caused by eating 
green corn. This cow had been feverish. 

17. One cow with a sore udder. 

18. Cow that had been milked for two years and was 
nearly dry. 

19. Cow nearly dry. 

20. Cows nearly dry, and milk was thick and stringy. 

21. One cow ‘drying off.” 

22. Cows drying off. 

23. One cow with garget. 

24. Cows drying off. 
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25. Cow with swollen quarter of udder. 

26. One cow with a sore udder. 

27. Two cows giving bloody milk; another cow with inflamed 
udder. 

28. Cow had teat injured by barbed wire fence. 

29. Cow that had been milked for two years and was nearly 
dry, causing inflammation in udder. This cow was butchered. 


EFFORTS OF DEALERS TO IMPROVE SUPPLIES. 


The proper handling of milk requires constant super- 
vision on the part of dealers, and this includes frequent 
bacteriological and chemical examinations. Practically 
all of the large concerns in this city make such tests a 
part of the regular routine, and a majority of the small 
firms are beginning to give some attention to the subject. 
In 1912 milkmen made 103,880 bacteriological examina- 
tions, which exceeds the number for 1911 by 138,673. 
With the above samples, 64, or 0.062 per cent, showed 
the presence of pus, or pus and streptococci. In 1911, 
174, or 0.19 per cent, of the milk so examined had similar 
characteristics. ‘This constantly increasing number of 
bacteriological tests has had an important influence in 
bettering the quality of the milk supply of this city. 
All of the dealers are agreed that the bacteriological 
examination of milk has been followed by improvement, 
but one company states that this effort should be accom- 
panied by dairy inspection. It is certain, however, 
that some of the companies are not having as much of 
this work done as is necessary to keep their supplies at 
a high standard. 

The endeavors of dealers to decrease the quantity of 
milk from cows with diseased udders has made possible 
the lessening of the number of specimens of this type 
as compared with the results of the years 1905 and 1906. 
Such cooperation with this Bureau has been of great 
value to the supply. The policy with most of the com- 
panies is to exclude the milk from dairies reported to 
contain pus organisms, either on their own examinations 
or on the findings of this office, and subsequently make 
examinations of the individual cows in the herd. By 
this means the animals at fault are located and their 
milk is kept from the dairy output, while the product 
of the normal animals is allowed to come to this market. 

One firm has its veterinarian examine the cows of 
faulty herds; the infected animals are segregated and 
are only released when physical examination and the 
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character of the milk justify such action. Two concerns 
are not pursuing the policy of stopping the purchase of 
the milk, but are endeavoring to find the source of the 
trouble through correspondence or by means of the 
investigations of their inspectors. The results are not 
as satisfactory under this latter method; in fact, one 
of these dealers had the largest percentage of this 
objectionable milk, based on the Bureau’s sampling for 
1912. 

Milk is excluded by many of the firms for reasons 
other than theabove. Five dairies were stopped tempo- 
rarily by one company because of continued high bacteri- 
ological content, and the same corporation ceased 
buying from farmers where it was thought that their 
places would not pass inspection, and where the owners 
were unwilling to comply with Board of Health require- 
ments. Eight other farmers suffered loss of market 
for tampering with their products. Another concern 
stopped the milk from twenty-six dairies, either tem- 
porarily or permanently, for varying reasons, but chiefly 
for insanitary conditions. One dealer ceased buying 
milk for deviation from the standard, and where insani- 
tary conditions were not corrected and clean milk could 
- not be produced. Sixteen producers were shut off by 
another company because of stable defects; twelve of 
these were not reinstated, and some of this latter number, 
including two dairies excluded on orders of the Boston 
Board of Health, ceased selling milk by reason of “‘criti- 
cisms,’”’ and the belief that there was ‘“‘no money”’ in its 
production. One firm excluded the product of two 
dairies for low scores, and of three temporarily on 
account of contagious diseases at farms. For the latter 
reason another concern stopped the output of six dairies; 
also from four for being persistently below the standard, 
and from four others for not making stable improvements. 

Nearly all of the wagon licensees bringing milk from 
the country have in varying degrees attempted to 
improve the supply. One firm employs a veterinarian 
for inspecting farms, and there are also frequent bac- 
teriologic examinations; a premium is offered farmers 
for low counts and sanitary stables; there is further 
financial inducement for milk containing over 4 per 
cent of butter fat. This concern also maintains a 
model farm, upon which the cows are tuberculin-tested, 
and the calves are being raised under ideal conditions. 
The work of dairy inspection has been continued_by 
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most of the firms, but more energy should be devoted 
to this feature. Letters and printed matter are used 
to a large degree in these campaigns of education, 
which means improved milk supplies. One company 
has circulated official bulletins on clean milk production 
with good results. Another concern has increased its 
laboratory force and is endeavoring to examine the 
product of each dairy chemically and bacteriologically 
once each month; a new machine for washing bottles 
has been installed and milk containers are tested daily 
to ascertain their condition. One dealer, in addition 
to examinations of milk, believes that lectures and 
discussions of the subject of milk economics with 
dairymen are effective measures for procuring better- 
ment; two milk-receiving stations have been rebuilt on 
modern lines. One corporation has adopted the course 
of removing dirt from milk by straining, and mailing 
the deposits, dried on plugs of cotton, to the sellers, 
with a letter advising an improvement in the condition 
of cows or equipment. Some farmers immediately 
responded, while others were unmoved until threatened 
with nonacceptance of supplies. 

The small contracting firms did more in 1912 for the 
betterment of the milk which they sold here than in any. 
previous year, but the efforts devoted to this supervision 
fall far short of what should be given to this feature. 
For illustration: Of the above number of bacteriological 
tests, 672 were made by these firms, and this, though 
small in number, exceeds the 1911 examinations by 
over 500. Some made no investigations of this character. 
Most of the energy upon the part of these licensees has 
been devoted to improvements resulting from dairy 
inspections. Visits have been made to farms and 
suggestions given to owners as to the necessity for 
cleanliness, whitewashing of tie-ups, and refrigeration 
of milk. Two dealers have installed can sterilizers. 
These concerns have excluded milk for varying reasons. 
One firm stopped taking the product of four farms 
because it arrived here “‘sour’’; one dealer ceased buying 
milk from three dairies on account of low quality, and 
two licensees each excluded the product of one farmer 
for the same reason. One dealer states that he ‘‘found 
milk too scarce to stop any dairies unless ordered to do 
so.”’ As a class these concerns have acted promptly 
in requiring the correction of faulty production sur- 
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roundings, and have cooperated willingly in the exclusion 
of milk when this course had been ordered. 

The endeavors of these firms are of marked aid in 
giving consumers of this city milk of better quality, 
and it is an effort’ which many of the latter fail to ade- 
quately appreciate. Undoubtedly no food product is 
given equal oversight by those engaged in its sale, and 
no class of dealers is subjected to the criticism which 
falls to the lot of milkmen. 


Dirt IN MILK. 


In this feature of the local milk supply a marked 
improvement appears to have been made with respect 
to the condition of milk as delivered within the city. 
But the gain is not as pronounced as is desired, for the 
apparent cleanliness of the milk, when upon the wagons 
of dealers, is usually brought about by their care in 
straining before placing it in the delivery containers. 
The lesson of cleanliness, to be of full benefit to the 
supply, must revert to the place of production, and then 
the dirt must be kept from the milk and not allowed 
to mingle with it, to be subsequently removed by strain- 
ing. To accomplish this there must be more agitation 
of the subject in dealing with dairymen, and they must 
be impressed with the necessity of using more cleanli- 
ness, to the end that dirt be not permitted to come in 
contact with milk. It should be demonstrated to them 
that the need of straining means slovenly methods 
and unclean dairying, and also that filth, once in con- 
tact with milk, can never be wholly removed by any 
device. Milk once dirty is always dirty. 

Clean milk at the dairy is not difficult of attainment 
where ordinary care is exercised in the condition of the 
animals, their surroundings, and by the milkers. With 
due attention to the above essentials, and the use of 
small top milk pails, dairymen should be able to produce 
milk free from dirt and beyond criticism and legal 
complications. 

Furthermore, dirt in milk is to the financial disad- 
vantage of dairymen, as its presence in this food often 
injuriously influences the flavor of the latter, whether 
used in the normal state or employed for cream or 
butter. The fault of one farmer producing dirty milk 
may also be the means, through having his product 
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mixed with and spoiling other milk, of lowering the 
prices paid to innocent dairymen. Painstaking dairy 
methods yield the highest monetary returns, regardless 
of the use which is to be made of the milk. 

Recent examinations of samples of milk procured 
from wagons for visible dirt showed the major portion of 
the specimens to be in commendable condition. The 
cotton plugs through which some of this milk was 
filtered are reproduced in Figure IV. These indicate 
a marked improvement by comparison with the results 
obtained when these examinations were first commenced, 
and shown in a former report. If dairymen will now do 
their part in the production of clean milk there is no 
reason why the supply should not be free from invisible 
dirt as well as that of the visible type. 


Low TEMPERATURE ESSENTIAL TO GoopD 
MILK SUPPLIES. 


Despite previous discussion of this subject it is 
evident that too little attention is given by farmers to 
this important phase of good milk production. No city 
can have a supply of the proper quality unless this 
factor receives the necessary consideration. The care 
of milk, in relation to its temperature control, at farms 
sending milk to Boston varies greatly. In some 
instances practically no attempt at refrigeration is made, 
and at other dairies water is used, and where the water 
is from wells it is doubtful if a fresh supply is always 
pumped for cooling of each milking. Such cooling is 
inefficient, on account of the high temperature of most 
well waters, even if the water is changed frequently, 
as it should be. Where running spring water is utilized, 
better results should follow than are possible at farms 
using water from wells. Such methods of refrigeration 
. are inadequate, and should be viewed as only temporary 
expedients. There is but one plan by which milk can 
be properly cooled, and that is by the employment of 
ice. This is such an important matter that a renewed 
effort should be made to compel producers to store and 
use enough of this requisite to properly cool the milk 
sent to this city. There is no good reason why dairy- 
men should not provide ice for this purpose, but it is 
evident that too few of them are doing so at present. 
Neither can this be changed, under prevailing conditions, 
without effective support from milkmen who buy 
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the milk. It is time that the latter should insist that 
the farmers whom they patronize make provision for 
and efficiently cool all milk sold in this city. Dairies 
without ice supplies are lacking in equipment for the 
sale of commendable milk. 

The bacteriological results from the yearly examina- 
tions of car milk indicate that if a marked improvement 
is to be obtained in the quality of milk from this source 
different methods for farm handling must be instituted. 
While other means for accomplishing this purpose ought 
not to be neglected, that of proper refrigeration would 
be an effective method of further lowering the bacterial 
content of milk as it arrives from the country. If this 
factor be given due consideration, it is believed that 
the results would be more satisfactory, not only to 
producers but to consumers and dealers. In this con- 
nection it is a question if the present arrangement for 
scoring dairies is not a mistake, in that producers are 
allowed something by this system, where the milk is 
cooled and stored at temperatures above 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit. It does not afford the incentive for proper 
cooling which would follow if no credit was given when 
the temperature was higher than that just mentioned. 
A better plan would be to give a minimum score for 
cooling to 50 degrees Fahrenheit, with an increased 
rating for temperatures below this figure. 

Ordinarily milk, when in the hands of local milk 
dealers, is well refrigerated from the time it arrives here 
until delivered to customers. This care does not 
always apply to the milk after delivery to shops, as 
noted in another section. Storekeepers who are negligent 
in this respect must give this detail deserved attention, 
if they wish to continue the sale of milk. Undoubtedly 
many, householders are also at fault in not keeping milk 
cold, and some of the complaints as to the souring of 
milk are attributable to neglect on the part of the 
purchaser. 

Milk is not always properly iced during transportation 
to this city, and in several instances during the year 
there was reason for criticism. This was true in summer, 
but more particularly during the winter. Owing to the 
high temperature of recent months milk arrived here 
occasionally which was not iced and with a temperature 
above that permitted by the Board of Health regulation. 
This applied alike to milk in leased cars and to that in 
cars under control of railroads. Steps were taken to 
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correct the difficulty where it was thought that proper 
care was not being exercised. 

From the standpoint of quality it is felt that the 
present system, whereby a portion of the supply is 
freighted here in cars under the control of the railroads, 
is detrimental. This is the view of a majority of the 
dealers, and especially those who have had previous 
experience under the leased car plan. This contention 
has the support of some of the small dealers, and it is 
pertinent to this issue that those whose business is 
extensive enough to permit their buying milk outside 
of the State and freighting in leased cars are making 
this change as rapidly as possible. Other small dealers 
believe that the plan of having the cars under the control 
of railroads is advantageous, and some claim that the 
results are better than under the leased car arrangement. 
The facts from the temperature standpoint do not sup- 
port this latter view, as more warm milk is arriving here 
since this mode of transportation was changed than was 
found formerly. Comparatively there are also more 
complaints as to sour milk in summer and frozen milk in 
winter. This means that there is not the direct respon- 
sibility to those who are to receive the milk which 
comes from the employees of the cars being under the 
control of milk dealers. Previously the agents of the 
milkmen who did this work, were skilled in the care of 
this product and had an interest in its being kept in 
good condition. The present method eliminates this 
efficient supervision, even though some of the caretakers 
were formerly employees of wholesale dealers. 

As mentioned above, the number of car specimens 
with high temperature is increasing. During the year 
the samples so tested and found to have a temperature 
of over 50 degrees Fahrenheit exceeded those of 1911 
by 75, the total for 1912 being 334. In each instance 
a warning was mailed to the milkman who was selling 
the milk, and the latter then endeavored to provide for 
the future refrigeration of this product through the 
agency of railroads or farmers, or both. 

There was a decrease in the number of high tem- 
perature specimens procured from wagons and stores. 
Altogether there were 46 of these as compared with 61 
in 1911. Warnings were also issued in these cases, and 
an improvement was noted in nearly every instance. 
During the warm weather many temperature tests were 
made, and these included all of the milk collected during 
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that period. In addition to this the temperature was 
noted of all samples procured for bacteriological exami- 
nation throughout the year, and in summer special 
Sunday examinations were made of milk as it arrived by 
cars. The temperature tests for the year totaled 
13,457. 


CONDENSED MILK. 


Practically all of the concentrated milk is now labeled 
in accordance with the requirements of the law of 
1911. In one instance, however, it was discovered that 
a dealer who had received a notice of violation of this 
act was selling a brand of condensed milk bearing the old 
dilution ‘‘directions’’ which, when followed, yielded a 
mixture which did not correspond to the milk standards 
for either milk solids or fat. Prosecution and con- 
viction followed. An appeal was taken, and the matter 
will later be given further consideration. 

The old stocks of these goods have been nearly all 
sold, and now instead of the cans being labeled by 
stickers, the directions for diluting form a part of the 
principal label. As there was no uniformity in the man- 
ner of wording these formulas, and for the further reason 
that the 1911 law made no provision for marking con- 
tainers of condensed skimmed milk, the Act of 1911 was 
amended in 1912 so as to regulate both of these difficul- 
ties. The provision for formulas on packages of con- 
densed skimmed milk went into effect in October of 
1912, and the new form for concentrated whole milk 
becomes operative on Janwary 1, 1914. Meanwhile 
the provisions of the 1911 law apply to this latter sub- 
stance, as no part of the new law relating to the same 
goes into effect until the first of next year. This new 
legislation is as follows: 


SEecTION 1. Chapter six hundred and ten of the Acts of 
the year nineteen hundred and eleven is hereby amended by 
striking out section one and inserting in place thereof the 
following: Section 1. Every container of evaporated, con- 
centrated or condensed whole milk, and every container of 
evaporated, concentrated or condensed skimmed milk, sold 
or offered for sale or had in possession or custody with intent 
to sell by any person, firm or corporation within this Common- 
wealth, shall have plainly printed thereon in the English 
language, or attached thereto on some firmly affixed tag or 
label, a formula for extending the said evaporated, concentrated 
or condensed milk and said evaporated, concentrated or con- 
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densed skimmed milk, respectively, with water. The formula 
for the extension of said evaporated, concentrated or condensed 
whole milk shall be such that the resulting milk product shall 
not be below the Massachusetts standard of milk solids or fat 
for whole milk, and shall be in the following form: By adding 

parts of water to one part of the contents of this can a 
resulting milk product will be obtained which will not be below 
the legal standard for whole milk. The formula for the exten- 
sion of said evaporated, concentrated or condensed skimmed 
milk shall be such that the resulting milk product shall not be 
below the Massachusetts standard of milk solids for skimmed 
milk, and shall be in the following form: By adding parts 
of water to one part of the contents of this can a resulting milk 
product will be obtained’ which will not be below the legal 
standard for skimmed milk. 

Sect. 2. The provisions of this act with reference to the 
labeling of containers of condensed, concentrated and evapo- 
rated skimmed milk shall take effect upon the first day of 
October, in the year nineteen hundred and twelve; the remaining 
provisions of this act shall take effect upon the first day of 
January in the year nineteen hundred and fourteen. 


To prevent the keeping of condensed milk by dealers 
until it is very old, and at the same time afford the 
purchasers an opportunity to know the age of the 
product, all packages should be plainly marked with 
the date of manufacture. It is the custom of many 
retailers to make no effort to dispose of all of an old lot 
of this commodity before beginning the sale of a new 
supply. If the cans were labeled as above suggested, 
this practice would be minimized, and the keeping of 
this product for years, as often happens, checked. The 
plan of supplying the consumer with this fact is bitterly 
opposed by manufacturers of these goods, and for obvious 
reasons, and the fallacy of their objections is apparent 
when it is known that for their own information these 
packages are now marked by a system known only 
to themselves whereby they are enabled to trace any 
can and know its production date. If this knowledge 
is of value to the manufacturer it would be much 
more useful to the purchaser of these wares. This course 
will never be adopted, however, until the makers are 
forced by law to pursue this policy. This proposal is 
similar to the recommendation of the Commission to 
Investigate the Cold Storage of Food, which advocated 
that articles of food shall be plainly marked with the 
date when deposited in cold storage and also with the 
date of withdrawal, and this suggestion, insomuch as it 
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relates to the placing of goods in cold storage, has 
since been incorporated into law. . 

That much unsweetened condensed milk is employed 
after diluting as a substitute for fresh milk was dis- 
closed by a recent suit in this city, involving the alleged 
spoilage of at least 328,798 quarts of this product while 
held in cold storage awaiting a favorable market. This 
commodity was to have been diluted with water and then 
sold for milk had not such action been prevented by the 
above claimed decomposition. According to the evi- 
dence of the plaintiff, this concentrated product repre- 
sented about 1,336,635 quarts of normal milk. 


BuTTERMILK. 


Large quantities of this commodity continue to be 
consumed here, and where formerly it was used only in 
summer there is now considerable demand throughout 
the year. It is served in many restaurants and hotels, 
and also in places where drinks (both alcoholic and non- 
alcoholic) are sold. The trade in this product is so 
extensive that some of the progressive dealers make a 
special feature of this branch of the business, which 
is undoubtedly more profitable than some other depart- 
ments, considering the volume of this traffic. While 
consumers are furnished with a valuable food, the 
dealers have an opportunity to put to good use a com- 
modity which otherwise would be wasted. This sub- 
stance is prescribed, to a considerable extent, by 
physicians, and one firm makes a specialty of providing 
a cultured product for this purpose. It is sold as 
“lactic acid milk,’’ and some of it contains two per 
cent of fat, and the balance is fat free, the nature of 
its use determining the quality which is ordered. It 
is stated that the degree of acidity can be controlled 
fairly well by means of refrigeration. 

Probably more than half of the buttermilk sold by all 
but two firms is obtained from the churning of cream 
in the manufacture of butter. The balance is either 
made with a ‘“‘starter’’ or prepared by mixing butter- 
milk with sour skimmed milk. One concern, which 
believes there is greater satisfaction on the part of 
patrons by serving them with the prepared commodity, 
employs in its manufacture skimmed milk previously 
heated to 190 degrees Fahrenheit for forty minutes. 
This is later combined with the “starter,” and after 
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sufficient bacterial development the curd is finely 
divided by mechanical means and the product is placed 
in containers for delivery. When so made the quality 
is quite uniform, and there is less complaint from 
customers than when the substance resulting from the 
churning of cream is sold. 

By reason of some of the buttermilk found during 
the year having been diluted with water, it was deemed 
necessary, on account of the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the case of the Commonwealth vs. Boston 
White Cross Milk Company, to have the present milk 
law so amended that it would apply to this commodity. 
It was also thought advisable to have the term “milk” 
include cream, and to have the standards for ‘‘milk”’ 
in another portion of the law relating to this substance 
govern mixtures made from water and evaporated, 
concentrated or condensed milk. ‘To accomplish this 
purpose, the following bill was placed before the Leg- 
islature: 


SecTION 1. The terms ‘‘milk” and ‘‘pure milk,’ as used 
in section fifty-five of chapter fifty-six of the Revised Laws, 
shall apply to cream, buttermilk, and to any fluid or semifluid 
product, excepting evaporated, concentrated or condensed 
milk when not diluted with water, which is to be employed as 
milk, cream or buttermilk. The term “milk,” as used in 
chapter six hundred and forty-three of the Acts of the year 
nineteen hundred and eight, shall apply to any fluid product, 
excepting evaporated, concentrated or condensed milk when 
not diluted with water, which is to be employed as milk. In 
the manufacture of evaporated, concentrated or condensed 
milk the use of cane sugar may be permitted. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


The amount of buttermilk sold in this city during 
the year was about 3,399,724 quarts, the average daily 
quantity approximating 9,443 quarts. 


CREAM. 


Probably more attention is now being given to the 
conditions under which this commodity is being pro- 
duced and handled than has previously been devoted to 
this subject. It should not be inferred from this state- 
ment that there is efficient oversight, for it appears 
that a large portion of the dealers fail to give this 
important matter deserved consideration. An advance 
has been made over former years, but the gain falls far 
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short of what is desired. Faults exist at the farms where 
the milk is produced, and collections of milk or cream 
for transportation to creameries are in many instances 
too infrequent. At some of these latter places insanitary 
features predominate, and among those which have 
been noted from inspections of creameries in another 
state are: Lack of protection from flies; uncovered 
milk and cream vats; dirty floors, walls and windows; 
poor drainage; a mixture of decomposed milk and dirty 
water on floors and in vats; insanitary condition of or 
improperly located toilet; bad ventilation; ill-smelling 
refrigerators; employees expectorating on floor; and 
dirty water and sour milk underneath the floors. The 
latter attracts flies in summer, and the odor from such 
pools in warm weather is not conducive to the proper 
handling of milk products. 

Fortunately, creameries where conditions like the 
above can be found are becoming less common, but 
there is ample opportunity for improvements at many 
of these places, which serve as supply stations for cream 
consumed in this city. The dealers here are showing 
a keener interest in the situation than heretofore, but 
too many are willing to accept conditions as found, 
without attempting to apply a remedy when it is needed. 
Some firms are rejecting the supplies of producers 
which fail to comply with their requirements. The 
large dealers employ bacteriological oversight to a 
large extent, as well as temperature and chemical tests. 
One concern continues to give a premium for the cream 
from tuberculin-tested herds; farmers are encouraged to 
compete at dairy exhibitions, and more efficient pas- 
teurizing apparatus has been installed. Some of the 
companies devote considerable energy to dairy inspec- 
tion, but unfortunately this is not the case with all of 
the dealers. In some instances the farm oversight is 
intrusted entirely to the creamery management, over 
which the concerns here have no control excepting that 
of being purchasers, and not infrequently the latter are 
dependent on such shipping centers for their supplies. 
This sometimes means that products are accepted if 
they are salable, when under other circumstances they 
would be rejected. Supervision should be exercised by 
all cream dealers, not only of farm conditions, but also 
of those which prevail at separating and shipping 
stations. Lack of freshness is an important factor in 
the handling of this product, and is largely responsible 
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for its high bacterial content. The time between the 
production of milk and the delivery of cream to the 
consumer could be materially shortened with advantage 
to the supply. 

All cream dealers are washing the cans which they 
send to the country for the shipment of this commodity 
to Boston, and the opinion prevails that this fact has 
considerably improved the product. A gain is also 
noted by most firms in the condition of containers 
returned by Boston customers, but with those from out- 
of-town trade betterment is still needed. The misuse of 
these containers is decreasing in this city, but there is 
ground for complaint with those which are returned 
here from other places. The dealers assert that the 
attitude of this Bureau has been of assistance in the 
cleaning of returned containers, also in lessening their 
misuse, and the circular which was issued in relation 
to this subject has been employed to advantage by 
several of the firms. 

Many more cream samples were examined in 1912 
than during the previous year, and the results of this 
work are tabulated below.

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While the figures denote an improvement by com- 
parison with the 1911 findings, there is need of further 
betterment. By the above table it is seen that 217, or 
59.95 per cent, of the samples contained less than 500,000 
bacteria per cubic centimeter, and 145, or 40.05 per 
cent, were in excess of this amount. In 1911, 51.06 
per cent of the specimens had under 500,000 organisms 
to the cubic centimeter, and of these 42.66 per cent 
showed less than 200,000 bacteria to the cubic centi- 
meter. For 1912, 47.80 per cent of the cream tested 
had fewer than this last mentioned number of organisms. 
These samples were collected from all sources, 7. e., 
from the cars as they arrived from the country, from 
shops, hotels, ice cream plants, and from milkmen. In 
some instances it was found that the milk which was 
used in diluting heavy cream for the formation of the 
light varieties contained many bacteria, and was. par- 
tially responsible for high counts in the finished products. 
Where excessive counts were found the warnings which 
were issued brought about in most instances an earnest 
effort on the part of dealers to improve conditions, and 
better results were usually noted from subsequent 
samplings. 

Practically all of the cream sold here is pasteurized, 
and the bulk of it is heated at small creameries in the 
country. One firm is heating the cream in the bottles 
in which it is delivered to consumers. If the product 
so treated reaches customers promptly it should have 
a low bacterial content. The small amount of raw 
cream is supplied by dealers in certified milk or by a 
few producers who are conducting high grade farms. 
Not all of this latter product would comply, however, 
with the standard of 500,000 bacteria per cubic centi- 
meter. 

With the fat content of cream there has been little 
trouble from the basis of the legal standard of 15 per 
cent. Some of the cream from restaurants varied from 
this requirement, and a few specimens were obtained 
from teams which were deficient, but thé major portion 
of the samples more than complied with the law. With 
‘““medium ”’ cream and ‘‘heavy”’ cream there is to some 
extent constant dissatisfaction, for the reason that there 
are no standards, and the quality of ‘‘medium” and 
“heavy”? cream varies to a marked extent. Rather 
than have more exact standards for these grades of 
cream it would seem preferable to require that all 
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cream containing more than 15 per cent of fat should 
be sold upon a guaranteed fat basis. This method 
would be not only fair to the consumer but also to the 
dealer, for the latter who are honest are oftentimes at 
the mercy of unscrupulous competitors in the matter 
of quality of product. Another subject which should 
recelve legislative attention is that of admixture of 
condensed milk with cream for the purpose of decep- 
tion; namely, to improve the appearance of the product 
and to give the impression that the fat content is greater 
than it really is. The manipulation of cream on this 
basis is constantly increasing, and the number of ven- 
ders of this kind of cream is destined to grow larger, 
unless checked by legal means. 

The demand for cream is constantly increasing, and 
this gain for 1912, as compared with 1911, varies 
according to the reports of dealers from 8 per cent to 
20 per cent. Only two firms state that there was no 
change in volume of business. A considerable propor- 
tion of the cream sold here is for use outside the city, 
and as the shipments upon some of the orders received 
in this city are made directly from the creameries, to 
lessen transportation charges, more of this product is 
really sold in Boston than is shown by the actual amount 
handled. The approximate amount of cream received 
here in 1912 in gallons, equivalent to 40 per cent fat 
and 15 per cent fat, and the approximate quantity 
consumed here, its employment for household or manu- 
facturing purposes, and the kind of containers used in 
its distribution are shown in the following table.

IcE CREAM. 


The investigation of the quality of ice cream to 
ascertain its bacterial content was continued, but more 
specimens were procured than in 1911. ‘The results 
from these examinations confirmed the opinion pre- 
viously formed and based upon the findings of previous 
years, namely, that the bulk of the ice cream containing 
large numbers of bacteria is that which had cream for 
a basis, and in many instances the cream so employed 
was the chief agency causing the presence of these 
organisms. This means that the cream was not of the 
proper quality, and it is a fact that sufficient interest 
is not given to this subject by the majority of ice cream 
manufacturers. It is not possible, by the methods 
employed by many makers of this delicacy, to obtain 
a finished mixture with few bacteria, if the cream used 
is heavily impregnated with organisms. ‘This fact, 
and the quality of a large percentage of cream, means 
that ice cream manufacturers must strive for a marked 
improvement in the former substance before they can 
hope to bring the latter commodity within reasonable 
bacterial limits. The aging process to which the cream 
is subjected before use should be eliminated, and the 
product ought to be shipped from creameries, in the 
interest of freshness, more frequently than is now 
the case. The amount of surplus cream held to meet 
emergencies could undoubtedly be safely reduced, thereby 
enhancing the quality of both cream and ice cream. 
More care should also be given by those engaged in 
this business to the other milk products employed in 
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making this substance. If these contain many bacteria, 
this condition will be manifest in the finished product. 
Other contributing factors to the increase of bacteria 
are lack of refrigeration of mixtures prior to freezing, 
and the want of cleanliness of apparatus and pipes with 
which they come in contact. The necessity for care in 
the condition of utensils used in the making and keeping 
of ice cream is a subject to which many who prepare 
this substance give too little attention. Undoubtedly 
if more was known of these facts, and of the appearance 
of the places in which ice cream is manufactured, there 
would be less demand for the product. 

Considerable of the ice cream containing few bacteria 
was prepared from cream substitutes like skimmed milk 
powder, or condensed skimmed milk, and for the most 
part was procured from shopkeepers who sell principally ~ 
at retail. 

The percentage of fat was determined in a few of the 
specimens, and this was found to range from 2 per cent 
to 13.4 per cent. The former sample contained 900,000 
bacteria and the latter 44,000,000. ‘These counts are 
fair specimens of the usual condition with ice cream of 
high and low fat percentages. ‘The average fat content 
of the samples examined during the last two years 
would be about 8 to 9 per cent. Any material increase 
in the amount of fat in ice cream above these last named 
figures would undoubtedly add to its cost to the con- 
sumer, and this point should be well considered by those 
who are interested in procuring a legal fat standard for 
this commodity. It is a fact, however, but one which 
does not controvert the above assertion, that the ice 
cream containing little fat and made from cream sub- 
stitutes retails ordinarily for the same price as that 
charged for the ice cream containing 8 to 9 per cent of 
fat. . 

The results of the bacteriological tests show a larger 
percentage of specimens with low bacterial content than 
was found last year, and these results appear in the 
following table.

In 1911 there were only 168 examinations. Of these 
53, or 31.54 per cent, were found .to have under 500,000 
bacteria per cubic centimeter, and 115, or 68.46 per cent, 
were above this number. By comparison with the 
above, the 1912 results would indicate an improvement, 
for 127, or 52.48 per cent, of the samples contained 
under 500,000 organisms to the cubic centimeter, and 
115, or 47.52 per cent, exceeded this number. From 
these figures, however, it cannot be fairly assumed that 
there has been a pronounced betterment in the quality 
of this commodity. When excessive counts were 
obtained the policy of sending warnings was continued, 
and the majority of dealers were thus interested in an 
attempt to improve their supplies. With a number of 
dealers there were manifestations of ignorance of the 
need for care in handling this substance, and in some 
instances age or improper cleansing of utensils were 
undoubtedly the main factors responsible for the con- 
dition discovered. One proprietor stated that he used 
only water in washing containers, but agreed to employ 
more efficient cleansing agents. With another concern, 
where counts of from 57,000,000 to 90,000,000 were 
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found, it was ascertained that this product, even in 
August, was being frozen only every other day. A 
manufacturer who employed milk found, as a result 
of the work of this Bureau, that it had a bacterial con- 
tent of 50,000,000 to the cubic centimeter. 

That one dealer is able to distribute ice cream without 
excessive counts was shown by an experimental investi- 
gation of his products. Of forty-five samples examined, 
four specimens contained bacteria to the cubic centi- 
meter as follows: 4,200,000, 1,100,000, 580,000 and 
130,000. The remainder had counts of less than 
100,000 to the cubic centimeter. Practically all of the 
mixtures were subjected to heat, however, before being 
frozen, which necessarily reduced the bacterial content. 

Ice cream was obtained from hotels. Much of this 
was of good quality, but a few specimens had large 
numbers of bacteria, one showing 3,000,000 to the 
cubic centimeter. 

It is apparent that some manufacturers give little 
thought to the bacterial content of this product, and a 
few view the effort to improve its quality with contempt. 
This is a state of affairs which, in consideration of recent 
progress and the probable advances of the future, cannot 
be long permitted to exist. It is for the interest of those 
who have the proper oversight of their business, as well 
as of the. consumer, that discrimination be exercised 
in determining who should be engaged in this traffic. 
This feature is of vastly more importance than the 
percentage of fat in ice cream. ‘To accomplish this it 
is urged that legislation be secured which would at 
least give the control indicated below over those engaged 
in the sale of this commodity. 

First.— That all dealers suitable to manufacture and 
handle ice cream be licensed annually. 

Second.— That there be authority to revoke such 
licenses where the licensees are found conducting their 
business under insanitary conditions. 

Third.— That the practice of ‘‘dumping,”’ namely, 
the placing fresh ice cream in crocks with old ice cream, 
be stopped, and that when a container is empty it be 
returned to the manufacturer and its place be supplied 
by a freshly filled crock. 


CHEESE. 


A bill which had been placed before a former Legisla- 
ture, and not acted upon favorably, was again introduced 
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for consideration by the Legislature of 1912. The 
object of this measure was to protect purchasers of 
cheese when made from whole milk or from partially 
or wholly skimmed milk. It aimed to give the buyer 
full value in these commodities by fixing a fat standard 
for whole milk cheese, and requiring cheese made from 
milk, from which any part of the cream had been 
removed, to be labeled so that information was supplied 
that it was prepared from skimmed milk. By this means 
skimmed milk cheese could not command the price 
of full cream cheese. In detail this bill appears below: 


SEcTION 1. Whoever, himself on by his agent, or as the 
servant or agent of another person, sells, exposes for sale or 
has in his custody or possession with intent to sell, cheese 
containing in the water free substance less than fifty per cent 
of milk fat, shall for a first offence be punished by a fine of not 
more than one hundred dollars. Cheese shall mean the products 
made from milk, skimmed milk, buttermilk, or cream, with 
rennet or lactic acid, with or without ripening ferments, season- 
ing, salt or coloring matter. 

Sect. 2. Whoever, himself or by his agent, or as the 
servant or agent of another person, sells, exposes for sale or 
has in his custody or possession with intent to sell, any cheese 
or article or compound which is produced from skimmed milk 
or buttermilk, with rennet or lactic acid, with or without 
ripening ferments, seasoning, salt, coloring matter, or con- 
taining in the water free substance less than fifty per cent of 
milk fat, shall have the words “skimmed milk cheese” con- 
spicuously stamped, labeled or marked, in a straight line in 
easily legible printed letters, not less than one-half inch in 
height, of plain, uncondensed gothic type, so that said words 
cannot be easily defaced, upon the top, side and bottom of 
every box or package containing said article or compound. 
Whoever, himself or by his agent, exposes or offers for sale, 
skimmed milk cheese not in the original package shall attach 
thereto in a conspicuous place a label bearing the words 
“skimmed milk cheese,” in easily legible printed letters, not 
less than one-half inch in height, of plain, uncondensed gothic 
type. The seller at retail of said article or compound, which is 
not in the original package, shall himself or by his agent, attach 
to each package so sold and deliver therewith to the purchaser 
a label or wrapper bearing in a conspicuous place upon the 
outside of the package the words ‘‘skimmed milk cheese’ in 
easily legible printed letters, not less than one-fourth inch in 
height, in a straight line, of plain, uncondensed gothie type. 
Whoever violates any provision of this section shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than one hundred dollars for each offence. 

Secr. 3. This act shall take effect four months after its 


passage. 
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Examinations were made of several samples of cheese 
to determine their quality, and these results appear 
in the following table:

These results prove that the purchase of cheese in 
small packages is the most expensive form in which it is 
retailed. In only one instance, Number 1, was the price 
less than that of ordinary cheese, and in this specimen 
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and in Number 19 the fat content was low. The prices 
for the other brands of this type of cheese ranged from 
27 cents to 65 cents per pound. Of the ordinary cheese 
the following example will serve as an illustration of 
the difference between this product when made from 
whole milk and from partially skimmed milk. Speci- 
mens numbered 15 and 16 were bought in the same 
section of the city. Number 15 was prepared from milk 
from which a portion of the fat had been removed, 
while Number 16 was manufactured from whole milk. 
Regardless of this difference the price was the same in 
each instance, namely, 24 cents per pound. The sale 
of Number 15, under the above circumstances, was 
fraudulent, as some one had derived an illegal profit 
either in its manufacture or subsequent disposition. 
Under the bill proposed above the purchaser would 
probably have been informed of its quality, and the 
price would have been less than that which was paid. 
Altogether the tabulated results prove that the major 
portion of the cheese sold in this city conforms to the 
suggested standard, and that criticism of this safeguard 
to consumers was unfounded. 


ButTtTER. 


While there were more prosecutions during the year 
just closed for the sale of renovated butter in violation 
of the law than in 1911, it appears to be the fact that 
there is less of this substance being sold at this time 
than a year ago. The consensus of opinion is that the 
sale of the processed article has declined materially in 
Boston. It is also believed that this condition prevails 
throughout Massachusetts. Notwithstanding this local 
decrease, the consumption of this commodity in the 
United States has developed materially, as can be judged 
by the following figures: In 1911, 39,292,591 pounds 
were used; in 1912, 46,387,398 pounds were consumed; 
increase for 1912, 7,094,807 pounds. A few of the 
infringements of the law in the sale of renovated butter 
were by dealers who made no pretence of labeling the 
packages in compliance with the statute; in other 
instances the labeling was indistinct, or the marked 
wrappers were placed in plain papers by the sellers, or 
the wrappers were folded in such a manner as to cover 
up the labels. A plan to evade the law, adopted by some 
dealers in selling prints of this substance, was to place 
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about the purchase a portion of one of the white papers 
in which the prints are wrapped by the manufacturers, 
and which were originally marked ‘‘renovated butter’”’ 
or ‘‘process butter,’ the ‘‘butter’’ appearing underneath 
the words ‘‘renovated”’ or ‘‘process.’’ As given to the 
buyer these sections of paper usually disclosed either 
the beginning or ending of the words ‘‘renovated 
butter”’ or ‘‘process butter.’? Ordinarily an unmarked 
paper was placed around such packages before delivery 
to purchasers. The fines imposed for the infractions 
of this law have had the effect of causing dealers to 
closely observe its provisions, and may have been an 
agency in the decrease of sales of this substance. 

For the protection of consumers against fraudulent 
butter containing excessive amounts of water, the 
following measure, which also limits the percentage of 
water in oleomargarine, was introduced in the Legis- 
lature: 


SECTION 1. Whoever, himself or by his agent, or as the serv- 
ant or agent of another person, sells, exposes for sale, or has in 
his custody or possession with intent to sell, butter, renovated 
butter, butterine, imitation butter or oleomargarine containing 
more than sixteen per cent of water, or butter or renovated 
butter containing less than eighty-two and five tenths per cent 
of milk fat, or butterine, imitation butter or oleomargarine 
containing less than eighty-two and five tenths per cent of fat, 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than one hundred 
dollars for each offence. 

Secr. 2. This act shall take effect four months after its 
passage. 


Regardless of the fact that recent specimens of butter, 
when tested for their water content, fully complied with 
the provisions of the proposed law, the above legislation 
is needed when it is recalled that examinations of 
butter in other years showed amounts of water ranging 
from 20.66 per cent to 36.08 per cent. The results 
obtained by the examinations of 1912 are as follows:

OLEOMARGARINE. 


High butter prices, education as to the value of the 
product, and lessened prejudice have been factors in the 
increased consumption of oleomargarine during 1912 
over the preceding year. There can be no question 
of the superiority of this commodity as compared with 
some grades of butter concerning which there is, and 
always will be, complaint on the part of the consumer. 
In such issues the authorities are powerless to give aid, 
even though the producer has been entirely blameless 
in the buying of butter of the rancid and spoiled type. 
In practically all of the instances brought to the atten- 
tion of this Bureau, where the consumer suspects that 
he has purchased oleomargarine instead of butter, the 
product upon examination is found to be butter in 
various stages of decomposition. In the buying of 
cheap butter householders must depend wholly upon 
their own resources and ability for protection, and 
undoubtedly the blame often rests with purchasers who 
are seeking a low-priced article rather than with shop- 
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keepers who are supplying what customers demand. 
Oleomargarine is free from the tendency to rancidity 
which characterizes butter, and consequently its keep- 
ing qualities are superior to the latter commodity. 

The marked local gainin the use of oleomargarine can 
be demonstrated by the licenses issued to oleomargarine 
dealers as well as by the number of packages received 
here. The licenses aggregated 121, the largest number 
granted in any recent year, and exceeds the permits 
given in 1911 by thirty-three. In June, 1912, 10,841 
packages of oleomargarine were brought to this city 
as compared with 8,482 packages in the corresponding 
month of 1911, an increase of 2,359 packages. For 
the year 1912 the packages of oleomargarine received 
in Boston numbered 140,040 as against 104,885 in 
the previous year, an increase of 35,155 packages. 
The amount of oleomargarine produced in the United 
States shows that its use also increased elsewhere. 
For the year 1910-11 the production of oleomargarine 
amounted to 121,162,795 pounds, and during the 
year 1911-12, 130, 119 369 pounds were manufactured ; 
increase, 8, 956, 574 pounds. 

There were many complaints for violations of the 
oleomargarine law, although the licensed shopkeepers 
sell the goods for what they are and label the packages 
conspicuously. In one instance, and it was the first in 
the history of this department, it was found that a 
foreign fat had been mingled by mechanical means with 
butter. The work was so crudely done that the attempt 
to mix fats of two different colors was apparent. The 
dealer in this product was convicted for selling this 
substance as butter. Owners of restaurants and boarding 
houses dislike tonotify guests that they are being served 
with this commodity. This is the only method, how- 
ever, by which this substance can be so employed in 
this State. 

The oleomargarine law should be amended as to the 
penalties imposed in many of its sections. These are out 
of proportion with the fines of many laws for offences 
of a much more serious nature to either persons or 
property. ‘The administration of this measure would 
be simplified if these fines were lowered to the extent of 
being commensurate with the offence. Furthermore, 
the courts would be more inclined to impose reasonable 
penalties than to inflict the excessive punishments 
which must now be meted out when no other disposition 
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is made of these cases. It is time that the penalizing 
of infractions of this law be brought within suitable 
limits. 

VINEGAR. 


Although the activities of the Bureau were greater 
than in any previous year in the enforcement of the 
vinegar law, there is no question but that the expense 
and time so devoted, outside of that given to cases where 
the vinegar was deficient in acidity, resulted in no gain 
to the public. Excluding the class of actions just 
mentioned, neither the consumer nor dealer were bene- 
fited in the slightest degree by the preparation for and 
by legal proceedings in connection with the other suits. 
The taxpayers’ money was wasted without adequate 
return to the community, and this course must unfor- 
tunately be continued until there is sufficient awakening 
to repeal or amend the present vinegar law. If court 
actions could bring about the absolute purity of cider 
vinegar and other vinegars there would be less ground 
for criticism of the existing law. But that this does not 
result is common knowledge with officials and in the 
trade, and so far as this Bureau is aware no law or 
agency has yet been created which has or is checking 
the manipulation of vinegar products. In view of this 
situation vinegar laws are of more importance to the 
manufacturer than to the public, as the latter will pay 
more for vinegar on the assumption that the law protects 
the product than would otherwise be the case. For 
this reason vinegar dealers are opposed to any change 
in the vinegar laws which would tend to lessen the 
deception of the public in the matter of traffic in cider 
vinegar. Unfortunately, little interest is shown in the 
situation and meanwhile tribute is being paid for this 
inertia. Outside of being compelled to give consumers 
vinegar of a fixed amount of acidity, with freedom from 
substances injurious to health, manufacturers and 
sellers of vinegar should be made to dispose of these 
products on their merits. To this proposition, however, 
there has been strenuous opposition from manufacturers, 
for they fear that it would result in a lowering of the 
prices of their wares, as they realize that consumers 
would ascertain that less expensive vinegars would 
answer their purpose as well as those of higher price. 
Consumers should learn that the true value of vinegar 
lies in its acetic acid content, and that the source from 
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which it was manufactured, whether from apples, 
molasses or sugar, has no bearing upon the wholesome- 
ness and usefulness of the acid. 

The proposed vinegar law, which appeared in the 
report of last year, has been criticised because it pro- 
hibited the application of descriptive terms indicating 
the materials from which the product was made. While 
it is believed that this provision would be advantageous 
to the consumer, and is worthy of enactment, to remove 
the objections of manufacturers the following, which is 
section 1 of the proposed measure of last year, is offered 
to supersede the present vinegar law: 


Vinegar shall contain not less than four and one-half per cent 
by weight of absolute acetic acid and shall be free from all sub- 
stances injurious to health. Whoever, himself or by his ser- 
vant or agent or as the servant or agent of another person, 
sells, exchanges or delivers or has in his custody or possession 
with intent to sell, exchange or deliver, or exposes or offers for 
sale or exchange any vinegar containing less than four and 
one-half per cent by weight of absolute acetic acid or which 
contains substances injurious to public health, shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than one hundred dollars. 


The above would give the manufacturer all of the 
protection to which he is entitled, and at the same time 
permit the public to purchase this commodity on a more 
equitable basis. 

Section 3 of the existing law should be repealed, as it 
affords the consumer little, if any, protection. This 
relates to the marking of containers, and as much of 
the vinegar sold is drawn from barrels, and these are 
ordinarily not seen by purchasers, this labeling has no 
value from the standpoint of the public. In fact, there 
is nothing to prevent a retailer from removing a label 
from a barrel if he so elects, the provisions of the law 
applying only to sales by a manufacturer or producer of 
or wholesale dealer in vinegar. At present it furnishes 
occasion for jealousies and complaints between rival 
vinegar makers, which purpose it serves admirably. 
Court actions have been brought under this measure, 
but it has not been possible in any instance to secure a 
final conviction, and so far as known no one has been 
found guilty in other localities in the State for violating 
this provision. 

A large number of cases were brought in 1912 based 
upon a brand of vinegar which it was believed was 
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artificially colored, in some instances the allegation 
being made that this vinegar was ‘‘adulterated food,” 
the complaints being drawn under the food law of this 
State. This vinegar was a molasses product, and the 
defendants claimed that the color was incidental and 
necessary to its preparation. In this view they were 
upheld by the courts, both in this and in another county 
of the Commonwealth. In one action involving cider 
vinegar the government asserted that the substance in 
question was ‘‘not the exclusive product of the alcoholic 
and subsequent acetous fermentation of the pure juice of 
fresh apples.’’ This the defence partially admitted, 
and asserted that water had been added to reduce the 
acid strength to 44 per cent, and that as manufactured 
the substance was too strong for domestic use. On 
an agreed statement of facts the subject was adjudicated 
in the Superior Court. The contention of the defend- 
ants was sustained, and in the concluding paragraphs 
of the decision the Court stated that: 


It cannot have been the intention of the Legislature to do 
more than provide that the essential ingredients of the product, 
to wit, the acetic acid, and the solids, which so far as this case 
is concerned, are negligible, should be the exclusive produc} 
of the fermentation of pure, fresh apple juice. It was not the 
intention of the act to exact that the water in the vinegar, which 
serves only as a solvent and diluent, should also come exclu- 
sively from the apples. 

For these reasons it is the duty of the Court to rule that no 
offence has been committed in the case under consideration, 
and to direct the jury to return a verdict of “not guilty.” 


The effect of this opinion is to include water as the 
‘“pure juice of fresh apples.’”’ This addition of water by 
manufacturers to reduce the percentage of acidity in 
cider vinegar is evidently a common and profitable 
practice, as shown by a recent trial in another state, 
where it was disclosed that of 2,250,000 gallons of alleged 
cider vinegar made in one year by the firm involved, 
600,000 gallons of this was water used for dilution 
purposes. As this vinegar was sold at from 20 to 22 
cents a gallon, this water increased the income of the 
concern more than $100,000. Why not sell the vinegar 
to the consumer in the condition in which it was made, 
and allow the latter, if he so wishes, to add the water? 
In any event, filtered river water at 20 cents a gallon 
is an expensive commodity. 
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A vinegar bill is before the present Legislature which 
has one commendable feature in that it makes no 
mention of a standard for solids in cider vinegar. It 
does, however, propose a reduction of the acid strength 
from 43 per cent to 4 per cent. This feature should not 
be approved, as it is a device to sell water to the con- 
sumer in place of acetic acid. Under this proposed 
standard nine quarts of vinegar would be required to 
yield the equivalent in acid of eight quarts onde the 
present law governing this substance. 


| MISCELLANEOUS EXAMINATIONS. 


In addition to the routine work special examinations 
were made as follows: 

Thirty samples of candy, eight lots of oranges, one 
sample of cheese, four samples of water, two tests for 
arsenic, thirty-nine samples of eggs, one sample of 
coffee, nine samples of meat, one sample of ice, two 
samples of sawdust, one sample of a drug, twelve 
samples of butter, and three samples of commercial 
brine, making a total of one hundred and thirteen tests.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF SANITARY 
INSPECTOR. 


DIvIsION OF SANITARY INSPECTION, 
Boston, January 1, 1913. 


To the Board of Health: 

I have the honor to submit the following report for 
the year ending December 31, 1912: 

During the year the force of sanitary inspectors has 
been increased by twelve, and five additional police 
officers have been assigned to the sanitary inspection 
force, so that for the first time in the history of the 
department we have been enabled to make a complete 
inspection of all the tenement houses in the City of 
Boston. At the present time there is on file in the office 
a card index of every tenement house in the city, which 
gives a record in detail of the sanitary conditions existing 
in these buildings. This index also contains a more 
satisfactory census of the number and classes of occu- 
pants of tenement houses than has ever been available 
in the past. 

The conditions of housing in Boston are being con- 
stantly improved, more especially in the older structures 
which have been changed from single houses into tene- 
ment houses.. This is particularly the fact with regard 
to water-closet apartments, formerly located in dark 
entries and hallways. We have obliged owners of such 
buildings to properly light and ventilate these apart- 
ments and the results have invariably proven satis- 
factory to all concerned. 

The bill which has been introduced for the last two 
years in the Massachusetts Legislature providing for 
the amendment of the present law by making three- 
family houses tenement houses, and which was defeated 
both years, has been again presented this year. We 
hope that the measure will be adopted this year for the 
reason that three-family houses should be subjected to 
sanitary inspections as well as houses containing four 
and more families. In the older sections of the city, 
especially in South Boston, East Boston and Roxbury, 
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there are hundreds of these houses which have been 
converted from single dwellings into three-family houses, 
without any provision being made for sanitary con- 
veniences, no responsibility being attached for providing 
ash and garbage receptacles, the cleaning of yards and 
the proper supervision of the water-closets and _ hall- 
ways. The Board of Health is constantly criticised by 
visitors from the different civic organizations because 
of the conditions found in these dwellings. These per- 
sons and others do not seem to understand that this 
class of building does not come under the tenement 
house law. _ 

Conditions in tenement houses during the past 
winter have been unusually good because of the mild- 
ness of the weather; there has been very little freezing 
of water pipes and consequently very little obstruction 
of waste and soil pipes, filthy water-closets, etc. 

The number of tenement houses in Boston is con- 
stantly increasing, due to the fact that a large number 
of apartment houses are being built in the Back Bay 
district, along the line of Commonwealth avenue in 
Brighton and on some of the main thoroughfares in 
Dorchester. 


OVERCROWDING. 


There has been less overcrowding in the city during 
the past year than ever before. This has been due in a 
great measure to the moderate weather which has pre- 
vailed, and also to the fact that Italians in large numbers 
find it more economical to return to their home country 
during the winter months and then come back in the 
spring. | 

Many houses and tenements have been vacated 
because of overcrowding, but no cases have been put 
into court under the lodging house law. The experience 
of the department last year has taught that it is impos- 
sible to find any of these people who will acknowledge 
that they are hiring rooms and paying by the night, 
notwithstanding the fact that it is very evident that 
they are doing so. The bill presented in the Legislature 
last year, providing a penalty for this overcrowding, has 
been petitioned for again this year, and there is no 
question that if its provisions were to become law, and 
overcrowding made a criminal offence, so that a fine 
might be imposed, the whole business of overcrowding 
lodging rooms for profit would be abandoned in a very 
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short time. This proposed legislation, has received the 
indorsement of the Association of the Massachusetts 
Boards of Health. 

At the National Housing Convention held at Phila- 
delphia in November last, a paper on this subject was 
read by the secretary of the association, Lawrence 
Veiller, and the duty of discussing it was assigned to me, 
among others. A review of the discussion was printed 
in the issue of the Boston City Record of December 14, 
1912. 


YARDS AND ARBAS. 


The division is compelled to give a great deal of 
attention to the abatement of nuisance in yards, areas 
and passageways. ‘These conditions are generally the 
result of carelessness on the part of the occupants of 
abutting houses. Many of these people throw filth 
and rubbish from windows into these places and this 
custom prevails not only in the poorer sections of the 
city but even to a greater extent in the South End 
and the Back Bay. The police officers of the depart- 
ment and the various civic associations in the city are 
doing good work toward improving conditions, and 
the employment of five additional officers permits the 
prosecution of this work much more satisfactorily than 
has been possiblein the past. Officers have been assigned 
to cover specific districts, one each serving in East Boston, 
Charlestown, Roxbury, Dorchester, South Boston, and 
five in different sections of the city proper. 


MILK STORES. 


The number of places licensed to sell milk is con- 
tinually increasing in the city, and it is the practice of 
the department to examine each licensed establishment 
once a month. The proprietors are compelled to keep 
the stores, utensils and surroundings in a clean and 
sanitary condition or the license is liable to be sus- 
pended or revoked. Almost the entire milk supply of 
the city to-day is sold in sealed bottles, a very few selling 
from ‘‘dip tanks,”’ and we hope to see this utensil a thing 
of the past in the milk stores of Boston in the very near 
future. 


Icke CREAM MANUFACTORIES AND STORES. 


All the manufacturing places are examined every 
month in summer and about once in two months during 
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the winter. These establishments are required to have 
good light and ventilation, concrete floors and a con- 
tinuous supply of hot and cold water, and they are com- 
pelled to cleanse walls, shelves, and keep utensils in a 
cleanly condition. 

In the stores where ice cream and soda are sold 
running water must be provided at a sink or glass 
cleanser adjoining the counter, and the use of pails, 
buckets and other utensils for the cleansing of glasses is 
prohibited. 


Pusiic Lopging Hovusss. 


There has been one new public lodging house licensed 
during the past year. The regular weekly night and 
day visits have been maintained, and the different 
premises are generally found to be in good condition. 
The chief difficulty encountered fn connection with 
these houses is caused by the occupants not wishing to 
take baths and also finding fault with the regulation 
of the Board which obliges the windows to be opened 
for a space of at least six inches at the top in all the 
dormitories. The use of the common roller towel has 
been done away with, and each lodger is provided with 
a separate towel. ) 


BAKERIES. 


The bakeries in this city are subjected to monthly 
inspection, and as a rule are found to be in good con- 
dition. The principal criticism is caused by the unclean- 
liness and carelessness of attendants and bakers rather 
than because of the construction of the plants. 


GAS INSPECTION. 


The usual gas inspections are continually being made, 
and in the older houses the gas fixtures are almost 
invariably found to be in a defective and leaky con- 
dition. During the past year there have been more 
accidental and suicidal deaths from gas poisoning than 
have occurred for a number of years. The department 
at the present time is at work on a new set of rules and 
regulations covering the installation and repair of gas 
fixtures. 


BARBER SHOPS. 


The monthly inspections of barber shops have been 
kept up, and these visits show that conditions improve 
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from year to year. In many cases the requirements of 
the Board are exceeded, as it is generally recognized 
that a clean shop, with carefully cared-for utensils and 
neat attendants, is a considerable asset to the business. 
During the year a new regulation has been put into 
force requiring all rubber discs and other appliances 
of massage vibrators, which come into direct contact 
with the skin, to be thoroughly cleansed and rendered 
aseptic after each operation and before being used on 
another customer. 


Dumps. 


The nuisances created by the disposal of the city 
wastes in filling in vacant lots, otherwise called ‘“‘dumps,”’ 
is still apparent, and more complaints have been made 
on this account this year than ever before. Repeated 
promises have been made as to the installation of 
incinerators and their being put into operation, but 
nothing has been done up to the present time, although 
the Public Works Department is still hopeful that they 
will soon be in use. Something should be done as soon 
as possible to do away with these continual nuisances 
and causes of complaints.

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Oxp BUILDINGS. 


Very little work has been done toward removing old 
structures during the year because of the lack of money. 
Dilapidated buildings are not simply eyesores, but 
create fire menaces and are the cause of nuisances. 
These buildings tend to decrease the value of property 
and lower the rentals of adjoining houses. The demoli- 
tion of these structures is one of our pressing sanitary 
problems and it must be admitted that the removal of 
these old, filthy, insanitary' buildings, both occupied 
and unoccupied, would: improve the sections of the city 
in which they are located. 


New Work. 


During the year a card index system has been inaugu- 
rated in the office giving a detailed description of the 
conditions existing in all barber shops, bakeries, ice 
cream manufactories and stores, milk stores, restaurants 
and stables. A complete inspection has been made of 
all theaters, public halls and moving picture houses in 
the city, and the department has compelled the sanitary 
improvement of many of these places. 


STABLES. 


A new regulation governing the maintenance of stables 
has been adopted by the Board; this refers particularly 
to the handling of manure, and its provisions are to be 
strictly enforced. The reason for this activity is because 
of the generally accepted theory that the stable fly is 
the carrier of the organism which creates the disease of 
infantile paralysis. For this reason a very rigid enforce- 
ment of the regulation covering the care and storing of 
manure will be insisted upon by the department during 
the coming year. 


INSANITARY DWELLINGS. 


Toward the close of the year the attention of the 
department was called to some small wooden buildings 
that had been erected on the land lying between Grove, 
Stimpson and Washington streets, West Roxbury. 
They had been built in a very primitive manner, most 
of them without sinks, waste pipes or cesspools and in 
about every case the privy vaults consisted of holes dug 
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‘in the ground. It was the practice of many of the 
people living there to throw garbage, waste and slops 
onto the surface of the ground. Water was obtained 
from a spring in an adjoining meadow, and this water 
was subjected to analysis and found to be contaminated 
with sewage. The Board of Health has compelled 
every one of these householders to build a solid concrete 
vault, with a substantial privy shed covering the same, 
and the whole structure made fly-proof. In addition, 
they have been compelled to build a leaching cesspool 
of solid concrete within three and one-half feet from the 
surface, with a substantial cover. The owners of the 
land were compelled to put in water pipes and supply 
the houses with city water. In all there were sixty-five 
of these houses treated in this manner. 

Dwellings of this description cannot now be erected 
unless the approval of the Board of Health is given in 
so far as the sanitary conditions are concerned. Orders 
have been issued from the Mayor’s office to the Build- 
ing Department to this effect, and in these outlying 
districts undergoing development every intending builder 
is obliged to submit plans indicating what the sanitary 
arrangements are to be; a conditional approval of the 
construction of the building is then given, with the 
understanding that the cesspool and privy vault are 
to be properly constructed, that the building is not 
to be occupied until city water is installed, a final 
inspection of the vault and cesspool made, and a 
satisfactory sink is provided. 


HypE PARK. 


The annexation of the town of Hyde Park (now 
called Ward 26) took place on January 1, 1912. The 
area of the town is about four and one-half square miles, 
containing about 2,750 dwellings, and a population 
estimated at about 16,000 persons. It also has 40 miles 
of streets, 28 miles of which are accepted, and 27 miles 
of sewers. 

One of the most serious nuisances in this district was 
the condition of the Neponset river. Large quantities 
of sewage entered into this river, not only from the 
towns above Hyde Park, but also from buildings located 
in the town itself. A great deal of work has been done 
during the year in removing the connections which dis- 
charged sewage into the river and in compelling con- 
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nections with sewers. At the present time we know of 
no sewer which discharges into the Neponset river in 
Hyde Park. It is understood that during the coming 
summer the State is to have all the mud and filth 
removed from the bed of the river by dredging. 

During the year 130 water-closets were installed, 95 
cesspools abolished, 120 vaults abolished and 215 privy 
vaults were cleaned out. With few exceptions the 
privy vaults have been abolished where sewage con- 
duits are available, the great percentage of those remain- 
ing being in streets where there are no sewers, and as 
fast as sewers are constructed the remainder of the 
privy vaults will be abolished. 

A great many of the stables in Hyde Park were in 
poor condition and not sewer connected. It was the 
practice to throw manure out of the rear of the stables 
and no further care was given it. A large number of 
these stables have been put in proper condition, and 
covered barrels for the manure have been supplied by 
the occupants. Additional improvement in this direc- 
tion will be insisted upon during the current year. 

The Health Department was represented at the hear- 
ing before the legislative committee which considered 
supplying additional funds for the completion of the 
dredging and cleaning of the Neponset river in the 
Dorchester district, in addition to the work to be done 
in the Hyde Park district. This legislation was strongly 
advocated by the officials of the Health Department, 
as was the bill to provide funds for completing the work 
in Hyde Park. 

Bakeries, barber shops, milk stores, ice cream stores, 
restaurants and stores where food products are sold, 
have been brought up to the requirements of the regu- 
lations of the Board of Health of the City of Boston, 
and monthly inspections of these places have been made. 
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The following is a comparison of the number of 
reports, nuisances and legal notices for the past twelve 
years:

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REPORT OF THE VETERINARIAN. 


. Boston, January 1, 1913. 
To the Board of Health: 

GENTLEMEN,— I have the honor of submitting the 
following report in relation to the prevalence of glanders 
and rabies in this city during the year ending December 
31, 1912. 

Five hundred sixty-three horses, suspected of being 
affected with glanders, have been reported to this 
department by veterinarians and others. 

A clinical examination of these animals, supple- 
mented when necessary by laboratory tests, proved 
that 123 were afflicted with some disease of a non- 
contagious character, leaving 440 actual cases of glanders. 
Of this latter number 11 cases belonged in cities or towns 
outside of Boston. 

The following table denotes the number of cases of 
glanders occurring each month during the past year in 
Boston.

Prompt disinfection has been required in all stables 
where cases of glanders have been found. 

Under the provisions of section 5, chapter 608, of the 
Acts of 1912 the direction and control of glanders and 
rabies in Boston was transferred from the Boston 
Board of Health to the State Department of Animal 
Industry, and in compliance with the request of Com- 
missioner Fred F. Walker of the latter department a 
daily report of all cases of glanders and rabies occurring 
in Boston is made to him by the veterinarian of this 
department. 

In the event of any Boston case being reported to 
the State Department of Animal Industry, Commis- 
sioner Walker has agreed to refer the case to this depart- 
ment. Thus it would seem that with both state and 
city departments working in unison, the number of cases 
of glanders in Boston should be materially lessened. 


RABIES. 


Boston has been remarkably free from rabies during 
the past year. Twenty-six animals suspected of being 
afflicted with this disease were reported to this office. 
Upon examination only one proved to be an actual 
case.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF

To the Board of Health: 

GENTLEMEN,— I have the honor to submit the 
following report for the year ending January 31, 1913: 

Nine hundred and _ seventy-three numbers were 
assigned to persons to hawk or peddle the articles 
enumerated in section 15, chapter 65, of the Revised 
Laws, in compliance with the City Ordinances, and 
the number of peddlers who reported for inspection 
was: In February, 482; March, 431; April, 486; May, 465; 
June, 470; July, 456; August, 488; September, 441; 
October, 412; November, 398; December, 376; January, 
302. 

Ninety-six licenses were granted to remove from the 
city bones, grease, etc., and the monthly renewals 
averaged 81. 

Twenty-three licenses were granted to remove manure 
for the year ending April 30, 1913. 

Seven hundred and forty-eight certificates from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures were received from 
peddlers to the effect that scales, weights and measures 
used by them had been properly sealed. 

During the year district inspection of vehicles has 
been tried in East Boston, and has been a great con- 
venience to some peddlers who live in that district. 
Arrangements could be made to have monthly inspec- 
tion of vehicles and receptacles in all parts of the city 
if the ordinances were changed to that effect. 

In the market district, North street, both sides, from 
Blackstone street to Cross street, has been added to 
the streets designated by the Police Commissioner on 
which peddlers may stop and stand for the purpose 
of selling merchandise on Saturdays and days preced- 
ing certain holidays between the hours of 3 and 11 p. m.; 
but this does not relieve the congestion on account of 
the constant increase in the number of persons who 
desire to sell goods in that district. The only remedy 
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is to impose a license fee, and a majority of peddlers who 
now use the privilege favor such action. This would 
regulate the traffic, be a source of income to the city, 
and could be readily accomplished by a change in City 
Ordinances.

The Legislature of 1912 passed a law (chapter 248, 
Acts of 1912) which prohibited for sale for food in 
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Massachusetts the carcass of any neat cattle, sheep or 
swine killed outside of the Commonwealth which did 
not bear a stamp of inspection indicating that the 
animal was examined at the time of slaughter and 
passed as fit for food. This bill went into effect Septem- 
ber 1, 1912. Inasmuch as an act of Congress of 1906 
exempted from inspection for interstate trade any 
animal killed by a farmer upon the farm, there imme- 
diately arose a question as to whether Massachusetts 
could legislate against any such carcass being brought 
within its border. This department brought the first 
case on the question before the court, which was carried 
to the Massachusetts Supreme Court with the result 
that the law of 1912 was sustained. 

The following is the decision rendered by the Supreme 
Court. 


COMMONWEALTH vs. 
Suffolk. January 138, 1913.— February 25, 1913. 
Present: Ruae, C. J.. Morton, Lorine, BraLtey & SHELDON, JJ. 


Food, Constitutional Law, Federal jurisdiction, Interstate commerce, Police 
power, Separable unconstitutional provision. 


The federal statute, 34 U. 8S. Sts. at Large, 669,674, providing for the 
inspection, among other articles of food, of all cattle intended for slaughter 
for producing food products to be used in interstate or foreign commerce, 
and exempting from its inspection requirements ‘‘animals slaughtered 
by any farmer on the farm and sold and transported as interstate or 
foreign commerce,”’ leaves open to State regulation shipments into such 
State of meat produced outside it by the slaughter of cattle by farmers 
on their farms. 

St. 1912, c. 248, § 1, making certain requirements as to the inspection of 
carcasses of neat cattle, sheep or swine slaughtered without the Com- 
monwealth and shipped here for human food, is constitutional, being a 
reasonable police regulation, not conflicting with or encroaching upon 
any federal regulation, and affecting interstate commerce only 
incidentally. 

Whether those provisions of St. 1912, c. 248, § 1, referring to the size of 
letters and other details of the stamp to be placed upon the carcasses 
of certain animals slaughtered outside the Commonwealth for shipment 
here for human food, are valid, here was not decided, but it was held, 
that, even if they were invalid, the constitutionality of the entire statute 
would not be affected, they being separable and subsidiary.

REPORT Of DAIRY INSPECTION DIVISION. 
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REPORT OF THE DAIRY INSPECTION 
DIVISION. 


Boston, February 1, 1913. 
To the Board of Health: 

GENTLEMEN,— I have the honor to submit the fol- 
lowing report of the activities of the Dairy Inspection 
Division of this department for the year ending January 
aS RR Ie | 

At the present time there are about 7,300 dairy 
farms supplying milk to this city, the longest haul 
being 400 miles. During the past year one additional 
inspector was added to the force and the districts were 
increased from six to seven. The method of inspection 
is the same as was employed during the previous year. 

With the advent of the summer season the contractors 
are going farther and farther away from Boston for 
their supply of milk, and one contractor was considering 
the project of bringing milk from Ohio. It can be 
readily seen how impracticable it will be to get a fresh 
supply of milk for Boston if this condition continues. 
There is a corresponding decrease in the number of 
nearby farms supplying milk to Boston, and to remedy 
this situation his Honor Mayor Fitzgerald called a 
meeting of the producers within 100 miles of Boston 
to see if something could not be done to meet the con- 
dition. As a result of this meeting a considerable 
number of producers within the 100 mile radius were 
added to the number shipping milk to Boston. 

Boston at the present time is bearing the expense of 
the work of inspecting the dairies supplying milk to all 
metropolitan Boston. There is one town in the metro- 
politan area whose inspector makes periodical visits to 
out-of-town dairies, but outside of looking after the 
supply produced on the farms within their own limits, no 
effort is made to inspect the out-of-town dairies. This 
is an unjust burden placed upon the citizens of Boston. 

The following is a summary of the work done in the 
country by the inspectors of this division:

The inspection of milk receiving plants was begun 
on June 23, 1913. Four dairy inspectors were detailed 
to the several milk receiving stations in Boston and 
vicinity, and a complete daily record has been turned 
in of all milk received, pasteurized and shipped. Each 
day a sanitary report was rendered, detailing the sani- 
tary conditions existing in the plants and in the hand- 
ling of the milk. As a result of these inspections some 
of the establishments were completely overhauled and 
new apparatus installed; in others the methods of 
pasteurization, handling and bottling of milk were 
changed so that at the present time this processing 
is all done in a manner satisfactory to this department. 

Reports received from dairy inspectors of this 
department, stationed in the receiving plants of milk 
contractors in Boston, show that about 70 per cent of 
all market milk sold in Boston is subjected to one or 
more heating processes before sale. Of this 70 per cent 
about 5 per cent is perfectly pasteurized by a process 
approved by the Boston Board of Health. In this 
process there is no possibility of human handling of 
the milk from the time it is ready for pasteurization 
until such time as. the cap is removed from the bottle 
by the hands of the consumer. Of the remaining 
percentage of milk, which is heated, about 50 per cent 
is processed in such a manner that the danger of infection 
is very slight, but the possibility of contamination 
always is present. ‘The remaining 15 per cent of this 
processed milk is handled in such an insanitary manner 
that there is always a very great danger of contamination. 

From a health point of view ideal pasteurization 
would be that in the final container the milk being 
subjected to a temperature of 145 degrees Fahrenheit 
for twenty-five minutes, the container being capped 
before processing. Large milk contractors in this city 
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maintain that it would be practically impossible to 
pasteurize all their milk in the final container as it 
would require ten times the amount of space at present 
occupied and would entail an additional yearly expense 
of $300,000; that the price of a quart of milk to consumer 
would be increased two cents over present price. 
Another method of pasteurization is in bulk form, milk 
being held in a holding device for at least twenty-five 
minutes at a temperature of 145 degrees Fahrenheit, 
at the end of this time being cooled immediately to 
a temperature below 50 degrees Fahrenheit, then 
bottled and capped by mechanical means. 

When the dairy inspection was first undertaken by 
this department it was found that nearly all the large 
contractors were heating milk at stations in the country, 
using the flash method of pasteurization, this being 
done solely to hide the dirt in the milk and to keep it 
for an extended period. All this milk was again sub- 
jected to a heating process when it reached this city. 
This practice of double pasteurization was abandoned 
by all contractors, with one exception, who, up to the 
present time, continues this reprehensible practice. 

There have been no outbreaks of communicable 
diseases traceable to milk for the past two years in 
Boston. In the outbreaks of septic sore throats in 
May, 1911, and February, 1912, the milk though 
strongly suspected was never thoroughly inculpated. 
This freedom of market milk from infection for the 
last two years may be attributed to several reasons. 
Pasteurization may have been the strongest factor 
to bring about this condition, though it should be 
pointed out that a typhoid carrier, for instance, engaged 
in capping and handling pasteurized milk at the con- 
tractors’ plant could easily infect the milk and a false 
security thereby exist. An examination of the throats and 
hands of the employees at the different milk stations 
where milk is pasteurized disclosed the fact that nearly 
every one of these employees had throat infection of 
varying degree, and several of the employees handling 
the milk had cuts and sores on their hands, one employee 
having a paronychia. As this man puts the paper caps 
on the bottles it is easy to see how the milk could be 
contaminated. 

Another great factor that makes for the freedom of 
market milk from infection in Boston is the excellent 
work being done by inspectors of the Dairy Division 
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in improving conditions at the source of supply and 
handling and transportation of the milk to Boston. The 
condition under which every cow is kept whose milk 
is sold in Boston has been investigated by inspectors 
of the Dairy Division of this department, and only 
milk produced from healthy cows and handled and 
transported in a clean manner has been allowed to be 
sold in Boston. 

Another factor is the action of the commissioners 
in excluding from the Boston market all milk produced 
on a farm where a case of communicable disease exists, 
and not allowing the resumption of the sale of this milk 
until upon investigation by its own agents, the depart- 
ment is thoroughly satisfied that no danger exists. In 
the outbreak of septic sore throats in May, 1911, and 
February, 1912, several of these throats were encount- 
ered on pasteurized milk supplies and investigation of 
the handling and processing of this milk readily disclosed 
how easily milk could be the carrier. At three of 
these milk stations it was discovered that the bottled 
pasteurized milk was frequently subjected to human 
handling by abstracting and adding milk to the bottles 
to bring the contents up to a quart measure. It was 
also found that invariably cream was added to milk 
of low standard to bring it up to the legal standard. 
This practice of ‘‘making’’ milk obtains at all the 
contractors’ receiving stations in Boston, and while 
it may be of little importance from a sanitary point 
of view it enables the contractor to bring a low grade 
milk hauled from a long distance, and by the addition 
of solids or fats bring this milk into competition with 
high grade milk produced near Boston. One contractor 
in times of shortage extends his condensed milk product 
into market milk, and as yet there is no legal redress 
that can be obtained. 

It is the opinion of the writer that no milk should be 
pasteurized for sale in Boston unless each step in the 
process is watched by an inspector of this department. 
To carry out this plan in detail inspectors are being 
placed in the different receiving plants in Boston, whose 
duty it will be to maintain close supervision over this 
work during the day and night. 

Pasteurization, no matter how perfectly performed, 
will never make milk that is loaded with cow dung, 
barn dust or other extraneous matter more sweet and 
palatable. It has been the practice of some of the 
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contractors to use pasteurization as a cloak to hide 
dirty, sour milk, rather than to use it legitimately to 
make milk of a doubtful quality safe. 

A detailed report of all receipts, shipments and 
pasteurization is subjoined.

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Crude death rates of wards, like the crude death rates 
of cities may be profitably compared with the rates 
of the corresponding wards, or cities, the year previous, 
but comparisons of the crude rates of wards for any one 
year can be only suggestive, inasmuch as corrections 
are needed for differences in age and sex distribution, etc. 

Wards 13, 20, 9, 17 and 7 all show much lower rates 
in 1912 than in 1911, while Ward 5 has the greatest 
increased rate, with a rate of 16.69 in 1912 against 15.33 
in 1911, and Ward 4 came next with its 1912 rate 
18.02 against 17.05 for 1911. 
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PNEUMONIA. 


Death rates from pneumonia for the past ten years 
have remained about the same from year to year, 
averaging about 20 per 10,000 population. 


CANCER. 


Death rates from cancer are still steadily increasing, 
though the rates in the above table should be corrected 
for deaths of nonresidents before the actual amount of 
such increase can be calculated. Such corrected rates 
(7. e., deaths of nonresidents deducted) for 1910, 1911 
and 1912 were respectively 8.61, 9.51 and 9.17 per 10,000 - 
inhabitants. 


HEART DISEASE AND NEPHRITIS. 


Owing to the confusion which exists in classifying 
deaths having the joint causes of heart disease and 
nephritis, rates from these causes should always be 
studied together. 

In the past ten years the death rate from these causes 
has increased from 26.66 per 10,000 population in 1903 
to 32.69 in 1912.

From the table of rates it is seen that the general 
death rate was 25.50 in the quinquennial period 1871-— 
1875 and but 17.88 in the quinquennial period of 1906- 
1910, a decline of 30 per cent. 
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In the same interval the death rate for the first 
quarter of the year declined 20 per cent, for the second 
quarter 23 per cent, for the third quarter 44 per cent, and 
for the fourth quarter 29 per cent.

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The chart of infant mortality rates on page 217 clearly 
shows the nationalities which suffer most and also the 
age periods which have the highest mortality. 

The Italians seem to have the most hardy children at 
birth and the Russians and Poles come next. For the 
last six months of the first year of life the Russians and 
Poles have the lowest rates, while the rapid increase in 
the mortality rates of the Italians in the same period 
suggest comparative lack of care after the age of six 
months. The divergence of the lines for Russia and 
Poland and the United States is doubtless due largely 
to the greater percentage of breast-fed babies among 
the Russians and Poles.
